The Trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital respectfully 
present herewith their report for the year ending January 31, 
1901. é 

The Trustees have under their charge at the present time 
seventeen hundred and forty-four patients, who are cared for 
as follows:

The report of the Superintendent contains a detailed state- 
ment of the expenditures of the Hospital for the year and 
the movement of population. ; 

The appropriation for maintenance at the Boston Insane 
Hospital for the past year was one hundred twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($125,000). This amount has been ex- 
pended, and no bills remain unpaid. 

The appropriation for the support of the insane at State 
institutions was one hundred ninety-two thousand dollars 
($192,000). This amount was epee and three thou-. 
sand four hundred ninety-nine and -%%, dollars ($3,499.89) 
was transferred to meet the deficit. No bills remain unpaid. 

The appropriation of sixteen thousand five hundred 
dollars ($16,500), made in 1899, for the installation of an 
electric light plant, was not large enough to meet the bills 
presented by the Electrical Division of the Public Buildings 
Department then existing, and in accordance with the terms 
of a specified agreement as to the cost of said work the de- 
ficit was assumed by the Public Buildings Department, the 
Electrical Division having gone out of existence. 

The receipts of the Insane Hospital Department have been 
as follows :

The Board of Trustees, upon taking office four years ago, 
began the policy of caring for the acute and recent cases of 
insanity and the infirm insane. Previously.the Hospital had 
been a receptacle for chronic insane, many of whom were 
kept there through the influence of friends, and the acute 
and infirm insane » had to be sent to distant State institutions. 
It is now the practice in court to commit all insane cases 
with a city settlement to the Boston Insane Hospital. The 
admissions for the past year have been three hundred and 
twenty-nine. To carry out this policy it 1s necessary to _ 
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transfer, from time to time, chronic cases to State institu- 
tions, and one hundred and five cases were so transferred 
the past year. ° 

The weekly cost at the Boston Insane Hospital has been 
$4.87 per patient, and, except at Medfield, Tewksbury and 
Bridgewater, the City pays $3.25 per week for patients 
boarded at State institutions. Attention should be called ‘to 
the fact that in the case of some of the State institutions, 
the weekly cost per patient has been over $3.50, and that 
the sum paid by the City has been less than it has cost to 
care for the patient. 

The expense at the Boston Hospital per patient has been 
greater than at State institutions — — 

First. — Because it receives and cares for the excited and 
infirm patients of the Metropolitan District. This class of 
patients requires more attendants, is more destructive, and 
calls for a more expensive dietary than do the chronic insane. 

Second. —'The Boston Hospital is so arranged that it is 
practically two hospitals, each requiring its own staff of 
officers, so that the expenses of administration are greater. 
With the development of the Hospital the staff would not 
have to be materially increased, and this would reduce the 
cost per patient. 

Third. —It has been necessary during the past year to ex- 
pend large sums in order to make long neglected repairs. 

The Trustees wish to call attention to the fact that undue 
stress is often laid upon the cost per patient. They believe 
that in caring for curable cases of insanity the percentage of 
recoveries is more to be considered than the cost per patient. 
The care that a patient receives at first oftentimes decides 
the question of his recovery. ‘The average duration of life 
of the chronic insane is from fifteen to twenty years, and 
the expense to the community of caring for a pauper insane 
person during his lifetime is from three to four thousand 
dollars. The fact that the City of Boston already pays over 
three hundred thousand a year for the care of pauper insane, 
and that there is a yearly increase of nearly a hundred of 
such insane, is the strongest reason for sparing no means 
or expense to secure recoveries among the curable cases. 

There have been no changes in the Board of ‘Trustees 
during the past year. 

In the Hospital Staff Dr. Henry A. Roberts resigned on 
account of his health, after serving faithfully for three years 
as Assistant Physician, and the Trustees regret to record his 
untimely death. Dr. Samuel W. Crittenden has been 
appointed to fill the vacancy. 
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Miss M. E. P. Davis has been appointed Superintendent 
of Nurses and Matron. A training school for nurses has 
already been established at the Hospital, and the Trustees 
are trying to attain in this school the same standard as that 
maintained in the best schools in general hospitals. The 
Trustees believe that the best care and nursing of the 
patients can be obtained in this way. 

The Trustees have made frequent visits to the Hospital, 
and have found the institution well conducted, and the 
patients well cared for. The cleanliness and the absence of 
restraint have been noticeable. 

A visitor to the infirmary wards could easily believe the 
Hospital an institution for old people. There are three 
classes of these old people: 


First. — The insane patients who have grown old in the 
Hospital. 

Second. — The recently committed senile insane, who are 
either excited, melancholy, suicidal, or actively deluded. 

Third. — Recently committed cases of senile dementia, 
the dotards. | 


While all will agree that the first two groups should be 
in an insane hospital, humane consideration of the dotard, 
the rights of the insane, and public economy indicate a dif- 
ferent disposition of the third group. Since 1897 one hun- 
dred twenty-five dotards have been committed to the Boston 
Insane Hospital out of a total ten hundred twenty-one 
admissions ; that is, over twelve per cent. of all admissions 
have been dotards. ‘Twenty-seven of these cases have died 
in less than two months after admission. 

Of course this group of cases comes within the letter of 
the law, but it does not seem possible that the law intended 
that the burden of caring for harmless people, grown old and 
simple-minded, should be shifted from the private to the 
public purse. The confidence in the management of insane 
hospitals is such to-day that people are willing to send rela- 
tives as paupers to an insane hospital who would consider it 
a disgrace to send them to a poor-house. The insane hospi- 
tals are already crowded with legitimate cases, and their 
work should not be embarrassed by the admission of these 
dotards who cannot be benefited and who can be taken care 
of elsewhere. ‘The cost of caring for these dotards should 
not be increased by housing them in more costly buildings 
under more expensive management than necessary. 

It is a well-established fact that the aged do not bear a 
change of environment. This is clearly shown by the fact 
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that twenty-seven of the one hundred twenty-five dotards 
transferred from their homes and from the Boston public 
institutions since 1897 have died in less than two months 
after admission to the Hospital, and nine of these cases died 
within a week. The Trustees believe that humane consider- 
ation demands that the dotard be cared for in the institution 
where he is, or, so far as possible, in his home. 

Embarrassed as our Board have been by the large number 
of the Boston insane and the demand that the seventeen 
hundred and forty-four should be cared for in our Boston 
Hospital of five hundred beds, it has seemed a hardship to 
be obliged to receive these dotards, who must be retained 
and cared for in our infirmary wards on account of feeble- 
ness. Complaint of the abuse of the law under which 
dotards are committed to insane hospitals is seen in reports 
of hospitals in various States. It is hoped that some suitable © 
way of protecting the insane hospitals from receiving dotards 
may be found in Massachusetts. 

Under the operation of chapter 425 of the Acts of 1898 
six patients in the Boston Insane Hospital lost their settle- 
ment. These patients were all in advanced years, and had 
been inmates of the institutions since 1860 and before. To 
have moved them would have been a great hardship to the 
patients, and, as has been stated previously, the great mor- 
tality among old people following a change of environment 
is the experience of all superintendents of institutions. 

The Trustees, therefore, conferred with the late Mr. 
Wrightington of the State Board of Charity, asking that 
these patients be allowed to remain in the Hospital and 
that the State reimburse the City for their care. This at first 
was refused, but after further conference it was decided that 
the State Board of Charity could pay $1 per week for each 
patient, and the Board of Trustees, after consultation with 
His Honor Mayor Quincy, accepted this offer. It was after- 
wards found that this money could not be paid, and, in con- 
sequence, the City of Boston has taken care of these cases 
since the operation of the Acts of 1898, chapter 425, with- 
out any remuneration. In the meantime, the City has paid 
the State at the rate of $2.80 or $3.25 for each patient 
boarded in State institutions. Of course, if these six 
patients who lost their settlement had been sent to the 
State institutions, the burden of caring for them would 
have ceased at once to the City, and six Boston cases could 
have been taken from the State institutions for whom we have 
paid, during all this time, $2.80 or $3.25 per week. It 
seems a most unjust and anomalous arrangement that the 
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City should receive no compensation for the care of State 
cases, and should be obliged to pay the State for the care of 
all City cases. The co-operation of the State Board of 
Charity has been asked to secure some method by which this 
may be righted. 

The needs of the Hospital still remain buildings and land. 
The bill presented to the Legislature for permission to take 
by right of eminent domain the land needed for the enlarge- 
ment of the Hospital was defeated in the stage of enactment, 
and no money was appropriated by the City Government for 
new buildings. 

The City of Boston has put itself on record the past year 
as wishing home rule. In accordance with this policy the 
bill for State care of the insane introduced into the Leg- 
islature in 1900 was amended to exclude the Boston insane 
from State care. In view of this attitude on the part of the 
City it is interesting to review the history of the care of the 
insane by the City. 

In 18387 Mayor Eliot reported that, while the law required 
Boston to provide a receptacle for the insane of Suffolk 
county, humanity required her to provide a hospital for the 
insane. The City of Boston established a hospital for her in- 
sane at South Boston in 1839. This was the third hospital 
in the State, the first being the McLean Hospital, a private 
institution founded in 1818, and the second, the Worces- 
ter State Hospital, founded in 1833. The only other insane 
hospitals in the country at that time were the hospital in Vir- 
ginia, established in 17738; the hospital in Baltimore, estab- 
lished in 1797; the hospital in Philadelphia, built in 1817 ; 
the Retreat, at Hartford, Conn., and a State Asylum in Ken- 
tucky, both opened in 1824; and asylums in Virginia and 
South Carolina, opened in 1828. 

This Hospital at Boston was placed between the Workhouse 
and the House of Correction, and when it was completed the 
insane were taken from these penal institutions, where many 
of them had been kept in strong wooden cages on wheels. 
In fine weather, as an extraordinary touch of kind treatment, 
these cages were drawn out of doors. When the Hospital 
was ready it was a simple matter to transfer the insane in 
their cages to the new building, where the intelligent and 
humane superintendent, Dr. John 8. Butler, at once released 
them and treated them as human beings. Now, in taking 
proper care of her seventy-six insane citizens at this time, 
Boston took a position in the lead in intelligent and humane 
care of the insane; but here Boston stood still in the belief 
that she had reached the highest standard possible. For 
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fifty years nothing of any consequence was ever done in the 
way of hospital development. 

In 1862 there were two hundred and two City patients, 
taken care of at a cost of fifty-eight thousand dollars. In 
1872 there were two hundred and thirty-three insane patients, 
and on account of the crowded condition of the Hospital, a 
City Ordinance was passed to have City cases sent to the State 
hospitals. In 1875 there were three hundred and forty-four 
insane, one hundred and ninety-eight of whom were cared for 
in Boston, and one hundred and forty-six boarded in the 
State hospitals. In 1886 there were a thousand insane, two 
hundred and forty of whom were cared for in Boston, and 
seven hundred and sixty boarded in State hospitals. In 
1892-94 the City put up the buildings which now con- 
stitute the Boston Insane Hospital in Dorchester, and aban- 
doned the old hospital in South Boston. The development of 
this institution cost the City six hundred and ninety-seven 
thousand nine hundred seventy-five and fifty-six one-hun- 
dredth dollars ($697,975.56). To-day there are seventeen 
hundred and forty-four insane, five hundred and thirteen of 
whom are cared for in Boston, and twelve hundred and 
thirty-one boarded in State institutions. Our budget of this 
year calls for three hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars 
($325,000) for the care of these people. 

From this sketch it is evident that since 1872, when a 
City Ordinance was passed to have City cases sent to State 
hospitals instead of providing for her insane citizens at home, 
Boston has had State care for the majority of her insane. 
The annual increase of the City insane at the present time 
is from seventy-five to a hundred patients, and for years no 
provision has been made to take.care of this increase. This 
condition whereby, through lack of proper provision for her 
insane citizens, over two-thirds of her insane are boarded in 
State institutions, twenty to forty miles distant from their 
homes, places a heavy tax for car-fares upon the relatives of 
the insane poor if they would visit them in these distant 
hospitals. As the insane poor are at present distributed in 
State hospitals, if each patient had but one visitor once a 
month, the cost in car-fares alone would be over $15,000. 
In addition to this the relatives of these patients must lose 
their wages for the time spent in visiting. Of course, this 
arrangement practically prohibits all visiting, and is a hard- 
ship to both patient and relative. 

Since 1872 four State hospitals for the insane have been 
built, namely, Danvers, 1878; Worcester, 1878; West- 
borough, 1887; Medfield, 1896. New hospitals have also 
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been built at Palmer, for the epileptics, at Waverley for the - 
feeble-minded;‘and at Foxboro’ for the inebriates. For all 
these hospitals Boston has paid her quota of the cost, and 
the eapacity of the four State hospitals for the insane is, in 
round numbers, 4,000. The cost of the four State hospitals 
for the insane built since 1872 has been $4,975,807.83. 
Boston pays 35.778 per cent. of the State tax, and her in- 
terest in these four State hospitals amounts to $1,780,244.52. 
In the eight State hospitals for the insane, namely, Danvers, 
Worcester, Westborough, Taunton, Northampton, Medfield, 
Worcester Asylum, and Tewksbury, there are to-day, in round 
numbers, 6,500 patients, 1,000 of whom are Boston insane. 

Thus it appears that the City of Boston, by her failure 
since 1872 to make proper provision at home for the annual 
increase of her insane citizens, has been obliged to pay the 
enormous sum of nearly two millions to build State hospitals 
to provide at a distance from home for this increase. And 
the City will be taxed 85.778 per cent. of the cost of any 
enlargement of existing State hospitals or for the erection of 
new State hospitals that may be built in the future. As has 
been stated, the annual increase of the Boston insane is 
nearly one hundred, and they must be provided for either at 
home or in State hospitals, which are now overcrowded. It 
is difficult to understand the policy, or rather lack of policy, 
that the City has carried out in the past regarding her insane 
‘poor. Under this policy both the City and her citizens have 
fared badly, for the City has spent nearly two millions for the 
erection of State hospitals, and has nothing within her 
boundaries to show for this expenditure, and her citizens are, 
so to speak, exiled if they have the misfortune to become 
mentally sick. 

The reason for the higher cost per patient at the Boston 
Insane Hospital as compared with that of the State hospitals 
has been pointed out earlier in the report. In everything 


except coal the supplies have been purchased for the same or — . 


at a lower price than at the State institutions, and the City 
could care for all its insane at a rate as low, and probably 
lower, than is now paid at the State institutions. 

The Trustees believe that the care of the insane in the 
district to which they belong is humane, economical and sci- 
entific. The Trustees have prepared plans for the enlarge- 
ment of the Hospital, which have had the approval of the 
best experts of the State in hospital management. Pictures 
of these plans appear in the report. The Trustees are pre- 
‘paring plans for a new building, which will be presented to 
the City Council with specified statements of cost. The

Trustees urge that the City Government will consider the 
needs and rights of her insane citizens, and that money may 
be appropriated for buildings and land.

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To the Trustees of the Boston Insane Hospital : 


_ The sixty-second annual report of the Hospital for the 
year ending January 381, 1901, is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 

The movement of population for the calendar year was as

The daily average number of patients in the house has 
been 492.6. From the fact that practically all our patients 
live near the Hospital we have, at all times, a number who 
are with friends temporarily, and we have actually on our 
books many more than the census of those in the house 
shows. Several patients go home as often as once a week. 
A large number go out for the holidays for a longer or 
shorter visit. 

The active hospital work has continued to be as great as 
for the past few years. 

There were thirty-four patients discharged as recovered, 
eighteen much improved, thirty-two improved, and 150 (of 
whom 105 were transferred to other hospitals and asylums in 
the State) as not improved. ‘There have been seventy-six 
deaths. ‘This bears the usual ratio (7.e. 9.2 per cent.) to 
the whole number treated, and is 15.8 per cent. of the daily 
average population. The average age at death. was 56.36 
years. We have been free from epidemic diseases, and only 
three deaths occurred from tuberculous disease. ‘There have 
been two deaths from suicide. One woman escaped in some 
unknown manner from the ward, and was found in one of the 
ponds on the grounds. A man who was a parole patient 
hanged himself. | 

The percentage of recoveries to admissions is 10.3 per cent., 
and to the number discharged (excluding those transferred) 
15.7 per cent. , 

The movement of patients has been much more active 
among the women than among the men. As a consequerice, 
we have been obliged to send seventy-one women and thirty- 


four men to State institutions, the majority going to the 
Medfield Asylum. 
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We have received forty-three cases on emergency papers, a 
much larger number than ever before. These are persons 
who, for various reasons could not be given the formality of 
a court hearing, they having become suddenly insane and 
needing immediate care. Many were strangers in the City. 
By the operation of this humane provision, the Hospital has 
been the means of saving these patients much hardship, and 
they have received good hospital care while their friends 
could be found, or until the court opened. We welcome this 
class of cases, and feel that it is the duty of the municipal 
hospital to serve the public in this way. 

A further study of the admission of senile patients to the 
insane hospitals has been made during the year, and a general 
interest has heen shown in the matter throughout the State. 
The State Board of Insanity gathered data from the hospitals 
upon this subject, and it was shown that this hospital had 
relatively a larger population of senile patients than any in 
the State. A study of our Hospital register shows that of the 
first thousand admissions to the Hospital in the period of 
1839-55 there were 40, or 4 per cent., over sixty years of age, 
9, or .9 per cent. over seventy years of age; of the sixth 
thousand admitted from 1897-1900, 222, or 22.2 per cent., 
were over sixty; 106, or 10.6 per cent., were over seventy. 

In other words, the admission of patients over seventy has 
increased nearly twelvefold within fifty years. This increase 
is chiefly due to the sending of cases of senile dementia to 
insane hospitals where, in the majority of cases, they are 
better cared for than they could be elsewhere. These cases 
are technically and legally insane. But they are not readily 
classified in a small hospital like this where we have so few 
wards. 

These old people need constant care, should have skilled 
nursing, and regular medical supervision. I feel that many 
of these cases now in this Hospital would be better cared for 
apart from the actively insane. 

The income received from board of patients has been 
steadily increasing the past few years. I find an erroneous 
idea is prevalent relative to the payment of board of patients 
in the Hospital. It is wrongly assumed by many that as the 
Hospital is supported by the city, all citizens or taxpayers 
are thereby entitled to free board and treatment here. It is 
perhaps not unnatural to expect that a municipality that as- 
sumes the entire expense for the support of schools, library, 
fire department, and prisons, provides also free support for 
the insane. | 

To a certain extent this idea is correct. ‘The taxpayers 
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have provided hospital buildings with ample grounds for the 
reception of insane citizens of Boston, and for such no rent 
is charged. But, in accordance with the laws of the Com- 
monwealth, those legally responsible for the support of such 
as may become patients here may be compelled to reimburse 
the City for their support. All not so paid for are deemed 
paupers, and those bringing members of their family here 
(who do not pay the rates for private patients) are asked to 
refund the City for the actual cost of maintenance. 

An unusual amount of work has been done in the way of 
repairs upon the buildings, and several important improve- 
ments have been made. ‘The two electric plants installed 
the previous year were completed in April, and have been 
constantly in use since. They have given great satisfaction. 
The wards are now much better lighted, and at a saving in 
expense. ‘Although coal has been high, the cost of lighting 
will be less than when we used gasolene. ‘The exhaust 
steam is used for heating. 

The laundry has been equipped with electric irons, and the 
small mangles in which we formerly used gas are now heated 
by the electric current. 

~ A small dynamo was put in at the women’s department to 
furnish electricity for the laundry. 

During the year a considerable amount of painting has 
been done inside. ‘The walls were carefully pointed and the 
day-rooms, corridors, dining-rooms, dormitories, and many 
single rooms received their first coat of paint. In this way | 
we have expended nearly $6,000, for stock and labor. There 
remains nearly as much more to be done the coming year. 

During the year two steel hot water tanks have given out. 
These have been replaced by two feed water heaters in 
which the water is heated as it is drawn. 

The laundry ceiling was entirely sheathed, and this has re- 
sulted, as it was hoped, in preventing the escape of steam 
_ Into the space under the roof. It will be necessary to put in 
two ventilators to allow the steam to escape from the rooms. 

Much work has been done by the engineer in altering 
steam-pipes to give greater elligienty and at the same time to 
economize in fuel. 

Five rooms have been made in one wing of the attic at 
the men’s department. This will provide a quiet place for 
the night attendants, and is a much needed improvement. 

Fly-screens have been provided for the windows in two 
wards. These have greatly increased the comfort of the 
patients, and added considerably to the cleanliness of the 
house.

Several awnings have been furnished also for windows in 
the day-rooms at the men’s department. 

Under the direction of Mr. Curtis much work was done 
toward adorning the grounds of the men’s department. 
The shrubs and trees planted the year before have done 
well, and many more were planted in the spring. 

At the same time considerable work was done upon the 
roads and grading of the tillable land. The grove lot on 
Canterbury street has been cleared of brush and rocks, fur- 
nishing considerable labor for patients. The work begun on 
the meadow was pushed the past summer under the favorable 
conditions of a dry season. The brook was straightened 
and widened. 

The farmer reports another prosperous year. In spite of 
a dry season and a practical failure of a few vegetable crops 
the total amount produced on the farm exceeds that of any 
recent year. 

Late in the fall the trustees of the Mt. Hope Cemetery 
laid an electric main underground, tapping the light wires 
in the basement of the south wing of the men’s department. 
The Hospital plant will for the present furnish the elec- 
tricity necessary for lighting the buildings in the cemetery. 

New furniture has been purchased during the year. This 
has been largely of a special design, well made, plain and 
durable. In the course of a few years we should in this way 
have a building most excellently equipped with furniture 
especially adapted to our needs. While the first cost of this 
quality of goods is higher, by buying such we are making a 
most wise investment, and its life is much longer than the 
cheaper grade so much in vogue. 

Among other things there have been purchased two large 
filing cabinets for the medical records, for which we have 
used the envelope system for several years. 

The Training School for Nurses, begun in May, 1899, is 
now permanently established, and there are two classes. The 
first one will complete the course this summer. Miss Julia 
D. Black resigned her position as Superintendent of Nurses 
and Matron on December 1. Miss M. E. P. Davis was 
appointed in her place. A new position of Assistant Super- 
intendent of Nurses was made at this time, and Miss Mary 
E. Hewitt was appointed to fill: this position. Miss Hewitt 
will assist in the class-work of the school and drill the pupils 
in ward work. 

There are now eleven pupils in the second-year class and 
eight in the first-year class. All nurses entering upon work 
at the Hospital are expected to join the school. Lectures 
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by physicians and others are given on Fridays. Each pupil 
gets several hours practical instruction in massage. Recita- 
tions from text-books are held weekly. 

I regret to record that Dr. Henry A. Roberts, whose ill- 
ness obliged him to leave the Hospital over a year ago, has 
died. Dr. Roberts did very faithful work while here, and his 
death is most sincerely regretted by all who knew him. Dr. 
S. W. Crittenden has been appointed to fill the vacancy. 

On the nineteenth of April a very successful party was 
given, to which were invited many former patients and friends 
of the Hospital. We find this retinion a source of encourage- 
ment to those remaining, and a pleasure to those returning. 

The Hospital is indebted to the members of the Dorchester 
Woman’s Club, collectively, and to Mrs. Charles T. Ripley 
and Mrs. McHenry Robinson, especially, for their kindness 
in providing several entertainments for the patients. 

I wish to thank, in behalf of the patients, the Hospital 
Newspaper Society and the Boston Public Library for an 
abundance of reading matter.

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APPENDEX ‘TI: 


RULES AND BY-LAWS OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
BOSTON INSANE HOSPITAL. 


Cuarter I. 
Organization and Meetings. 


Section I. At the first regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees in each year, after the annual appointments of members 
by the Mayor, the Board will organize for the ensuing year by 
the choice of one of their number as Chairman, and of another 
as Secretary, both of whom shall serve until their successors are 
chosen. 

Secr. Il. The regular meetings of the Board will be held 
monthly at such times and places as may be agreed upon. Special 
meetings may be called by the Chairman, upon the request of 
two members, or whenever he may deem it to be necessary or 
expedient. 

Sect. III. The Chairman will preside at all meetings, prepare 
the annual report of said Board, and perform such other duties 
as ordinarily devolve upon a Chairman. In case of his death or 
resignation, a new Chairman shall be chosen at a_ special meeting 
to be immediately called by the Secretary. In case of his pro- 
longed sickness or absence, a Chairman ad interim shall be 
chosen. 

Sect. IV. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete 
record of the proceedings of said Board, give due notice of all 
regular or special meetings, receive and issue all communications, 
documents, statements and notices in which the Board is inter- 
ested, under the direction of the Chairman, and arrange for 
reports showing a full account of the Hospital and its finances, 
* for each monthly meeting. He is authorized to employ the Clerk 
at the Hospital to assist him in the performance of his duties. 

Sect. V. As soon as practicable, after the organization of the 
Board, the Chairman shall appoint the following standing com- 
mittees for the year, consisting of two members each : 


On Rules. 

On Supplies. 

On Finances. 

On Medical Department and Library. 
On Service. 

On Buildings and Grounds. 

On Insane in other Hospitals. 
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The duties of these several committees shall be as follows : 


1. The Committee on Rules shall consider all matters affect- 
ing changes in these By-Laws and the management of the Hos- 
pital as may from time to time arise. 

2. The Committee on Supplies shall supervise the purchasing 
of supplies required for the Hospital in all of its departments, 
prepare and control a proper system of requisitions, checks, 
balances, and accounting for the same, and superintend this 
portion of the Hospital work. 

3. The Committee on Finance shall prepare annual estimates, 
advise concerning appropriations, and in general consider all plans 
affecting the financial management of the Hospital. 

4. The Committee on Medical Department and Library shall 
have charge of the medical staff of the Hospital, and the medical 
care of the patients, and the procurement of such instruments 
and drugs through the Committee on Supplies as may be needed 
from time to time. All plans affecting the medical side of the 
Hospital or the improvement of the Hospital Library shall be 
submitted to this committee in the first instance. 

5. The Committee on Service shall have general supervisory 
power in determining the kind of service which may be required 
and the compensation to be paid therefor. 

6. The Committee on Buildings and Grounds shall have 
charge of all matters affecting the improvement, enlargement, 
repairing or care of the buildings and grounds used for hospital 
purposes. 

7. The Committee on Insane in other hospitals shall keep an 
accurate record of the Pauper Insane of the City of Boston 
boarded out elsewhere, and have general supervisory power over 
the questions arising in connection with the care of the patients. 
All applications for transfers shall be submitted to this com- 
mittee. 

Sect. VI. Each committee shall have the power to expend a 
sum of money not to exceed one hundred (100) dollars in carry- 
ing out its work, without first obtaining the approval of the 
Board. No sum greater than said amount shall be expended 
without the consent of a majority of said Board. Exceptions to 
this rule may be made in emergencies, when the appropriate sub- 
committee agrees with the Superintendent that the best interests 
of the Hospital require such action. 

Sect. VII. The Chairman shall appoint Visiting Committees, 
two members each, one going out and one being added each 
month, who shall pay frequent visits to the Hospital, and consult 
with the Superintendent on matters of minor administration and 
details, and see that all requirements are complied with. They 
shall obtain a list of patients from the Superintendent, keep a 
record book of their observations at each institution and such 
records of admissions, discharges, and deaths as are deemed 
proper. ‘These records may be inspected by the Board at its 
regular monthly meeting. 
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Sect. VILL. Whenever an official to be employed in the Hos- 
pital is to be chosen, due notice of this fact shall “be stated by 
the Secretary in sending out notices of the meeting. 

Secr. IX. Four members shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. But no vote involving the disposal of 
property of the Hospital to an amount exceeding five hundred 
(500) dollars shall be considered valid unless at least four mem- 
bers have voted in its favor. 

Secr. X. The salaries of all officers and employees shall be 
determined by the Board of Trustees. 


Cuapter II. 
Appointments. 


Section I. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Superin- 
tendent for the Boston Insane Hospital, who shall hold oftice 
until his successor shall be appointed. 

Secr. II. The Board shall appoint an Associate Superintend- 
ent and such additional officials as may be required in performing 
the work of the Hospital, on nomination ofthe Superintendent. 
All officials and employees must be confirmed by the Board of 
Trustees within three months. 

Secr. III. Any official or employee may be removed by the 
Board of Trustees at its pleasure. 

Secr. IV. Additional employees may be appointed from time 
to time, and vacancies may be filled by the Board on nomination 
of the Superintendent. 

Sect. V. A record shall be kept of donations and bequests 
given to the Hospital. 


Cuapter III. 
Duties of the Superintendent. 


Section I. The Superintendent shall be a physician, and shall 
reside at the Boston Insane Hospital, and in all matters herein 
mentioned shall be under the direction of the Board of Trustees 
and responsible to said Board. Subject to this limitation only, 
he shall have authority over all subordinate officers, employees 
and patients, control of the several departments, and charge of 
the grounds, buildings and property of the Hospital. He may 
make such regulations for the government thereof as are approved 
by said Board. 

Secor. II. Heshall, from time to time, as vacancies occur, 
appoint and employ, subject to the approval of the Trustees, such 
persons as may be necessary for the proper conduct and service 
of the Hospital. 

Secor. Iff. He shall prevent waste and carelessness in the 
several departments, and report all omissions of duty, or disor- 
derly conduct on the part of those persons under his direction, 
to the Board. 
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Sect. IV. He shall, under the direction of the Trustees, pur- 
chase the provisions, stores, fuel, and supplies, examine the qual- 
ity, quantity, and price of articles purchased, and be responsible 
for their proper and economical use. 

Sect. V. He shall cause to be kept a record of all contracts 
and bills, vouchers, pay-rolls, moneys received and disbursed, 
and all other information affecting the financial management of 
the Hospital, and a transcript of these records shall be submitted 
to the Board of Trustees monthly. 

Sect. VI. He shall keep an inventory of all property belong- 
ing to the Hospital, and permit none of said property to be taken 
therefrom without his consent. 

Sect. VII. He shall provide the diet lists for patients, and 
arrange for the food for officers and employees, subject to the 
approval of the Board. 

Sect. VIII. He shall make daily visits and inspections of 
wards, kitchens, laundry-rooms, engine-rooms, and all other de- 
partments, or cause said visits and inspections to be made by the 
Associate Superintendent. 

Srot. IX. He shall keep full and complete records of each 
patient (open only to the inspection of the Trustees and to the 
medical staff of the Hospital), containing the following informa- 
tion : 


1. Name, age, and residence. 

2. Time of entrance, discharge, or death. 

3. ‘The physical and mental condition, particularly at time of 
discharge. 

4. Rates of board and security therefor. 

do. Important facts in the personal history of patient. 


Records shall also be kept of all cases of confinement and re- 
straint, with the names of patients, the kind of confinement and 
restraint, when and, how long applied, for what reason, and by 
whose authority. Also records of all casualties attending the 
elopement or death or injury to any patient. These several re- 
ports shall be submitted to the Visiting Committee at the earliest 
opportunity, and signed by said committee, as proof of said 
submission. is 

Sect. X. He shall, upon the death of a patient, immediately 
inform the friends, and give the notice required by law to the 
proper officer. Of this and all other oflicial correspondence he 
shall keep a press copy. He shall cause the body to be kept 
until applied for by the friends, or, if not applied for, after a 
reasonable time, it shall be disposed of according to law. In 
case of any violent death they shall cause a Medical Examiner 
to be summoned. 

Sect. XI. He shall have a vacation every year, by arrange- 
ment with the Board of Trustees, and so far as he may find it 
practicable he shall allow a yearly vacation of two weeks to each 
of the resident officers and employees. Leaves of absence may 
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be obtained at other times for special causes, with the knowledge 
and consent of the Chairman, or, in his absence, of the Secretary 
of the Board. : 


CuartTer IV. 
Other Officers. 


Section I. The Associate and Assistant Superintendents shall 
be physicians. They and all other officers shall reside in the Hos- 
pital, and perform such duties as may be assigned to them by the 
Superintendent, of the Board of Trustees, from time to time. 


CHAPTER V. 


Patients. 


Section I. No fee or gift from patients or friends of patients 
is allowed to be received by any officer or employee of the Hos- 
pital, while the patient is an inmate of the Hospital. 

Sect. II. Private patients may be received on such terms, 
and for such compensation, as the Board may determine, and 
bonds or security or payment in advance may be required therefor. 

Sect. III. No patient believed to be suicidal shall ever be left 
without an attendant, if any means of self-destruction are at hand. 
An attendant shall be actually present in each ward, except during 
the night watch. A night supervisor shall pass through each 
ward every hour during the night, from 10 P.M. to 6 A.M., 
and a watcher shall be constantly present whenever needed. 

Sect. [V. Ali patients must comply with the rules and regu- 
lations established by the Board of Trustees, or the Superin- 
tendent. 


CuaptTer VI. 
Visitors. 


Srction I. On Wednesday afternoon of each week friends 
may be permitted to visit patients. All visitors shall leave the 
Hospital at the expiration of the visiting hour. No person shall 
visit any part of the premises, except on business, and with per- 
mission of the Superintendent. 

Sect. II. In all cases the Trustees and the Superintendent 
may exercise discretionary power to admit visitors, at other 
times, and under different conditions, and to exclude visitors. 

Secr. III. No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or | 
pass the night therein without permission of the Superintendent. 

Sect. [V. Any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office. No visitor will be allowed to give articles of 
food or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the Superin- 
tendent in charge of the ward. 
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CuaptTer VII. 
General Rules. 


Section I. ‘The subordinate officers and employees may be 
required to perform extra services, when occasion demands it, at 
the request of the Superintendent. 

Secr. If. No male subordinate officer, employee, or patient 
shall be admitted to the female wing of the Hospital, and no 
female subordinate officer, employee, or patient shall be admitted 
to the male wing of the hospital without the knowledge and 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Secr. III. No company shall be admitted to any part of the 
Hospital to visit subordinate officers or employees, without per- 
mission from the Superintendent. 

Sect. IV. No attendant or nurse employed in the Hospital 
shall be sent out to private cases without the consent of the 
Board. 


Cuapter VIII. 
Amendments. 


Any alteration or amendment of these rules may be made by a 
vote of two-thirds of the Trustees, notice of the same having 
been given one week before action on the same.

Hon. THomas N. Hart, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — The report of the Institutions Registration Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1901, is respectfully 
submitted in accordance with Chapter 38, Section 22, of the 
Revised Ordinances. 

This department has been in existence for three and a half 
years, in which time its value to the various co-ordinate 
departments has been fully demonstrated. It is now in 
close touch with.the Pauper Institutions Department, Insane 
Hospital Department, Children’s. Institutions Department, 
Penal Institutions Department, and the Overseers of the 
Poor. 

FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The law creating this department designates as its duties 
“the investigation of all questions relative to the settlement 
of paupers, to the commitment of the insane, or to the 
agency for discharged prisoners, or to any rights, duties or 
liabilities connected therewith,” and in addition certain less 
clearly defined duties ‘‘relating to the accounts, and to the 
collection, registration, and tabulation of statistics.” These 
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duties, not definitely understood at first, are now fairly well 
settled, and this department by reason of its past experience 
is better able to perform its various functions, and to render 
itself useful to the departments which avail themselves of 
its co operation. 


LEGAL SETTLEMENTS. 


The investigation and determination of the legal settle- 
ments of applicants for admission to the City Institutions is 
a most important part of the work of this department, 
as improper decisions of settlements would entail on the 
City of Boston the expense of supporting sane or insane 
paupers for the balance of their lives. Men of skill and 
experience are employed to make outside investigations into 
the histories. of insane and sane paupers, and insane and 
pauper children, visiting their homes or their relatives and 
friends and securing evidence by which their legal settlement 
may be determined. ‘This particular service requires much 
delicacy and tact, in order that the persons interviewed may 
not take offence, and refuse to give information so necessary 
to a correct determination of the legal status of the appli- 
cants. The total number of settlements investigated during 
the past year is 4,923. In addition to the applications for 
admission to institutions made in this office, the City has 
supported a large number of deficients in the State Institu- 
tions, many of whom are admitted from other towns and 
cities, thus making the investigations more complicated. 
The bills for the support of these persons are rendered 
quarterly to this department by the State Board of Charity 
and the State Institutions, and are carefully examined before 
being forwarded to the several departments for final 
approval. The bulletin printed in this report shows the 
number of Boston cases supported by the City in State 
Institutions. 


ADMISSION OF PAUPERS AND COMMITMENT OF INSANE 
To CITY AND STATE INSTITUTIONS. ; 


By request of the Pauper Institutions Trustees the Insti- 
tutions Registrar acts as the agent of that board in receiving 
applications for admission to State and City Almshouses, 
having discretion to grant or refuse such applications accord- 
ing to the merits of the cases presented. Applications are 
made to this office during every working day, being usually 
larger in the winter months. During the year 3,980 appli- 
cations have been made, of which 690 have been admitted to 
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the Boston Almshouse and Hospital on Long Island, 42 to. 
the Charlestown Almshouse, 5 to the State Sanatorium and 
1,627 to the State Hospital at Tewksbury, these latter having 
no legal settlements in Boston. The remaining 1,616 appli- 
cations were either withdrawn or refused. 

The relations of this department to the Insane Hospital 
Trustees are outlined in that portion of the law establishing 
this department which describes as one of its duties “the 
commitment of the insane.” 

The statutes provide that alleged insane persons must be 
examined by two competent physicians who shall testify 
before the Court as to their insanity. Two expert physicians, 
Drs. George I’. Jelly and Thomas Waterman, are regularly 
employed by this department in said service with occasional 
outside assistance. During the year they have examined 
1,025 persons, of which number 180 have been sent to the 
Observation Hospital at Deer Island, 249 to the Boston 
Insane Hospital, and 5380 to State Institutions. 


APPLICATIONS FOR DISCHARGE FROM LONG ISLAND. 


By request of the Pauper Institutions Trustees this de- 
partment has undertaken a new duty: that of receiving and 
investigating applications for discharges from the Almshouse, 
Long Island. Heretofore such applications have been made 
to the superintendent of that institution, who had no facili- 
ties for inquiring into the merits of the cases, and no 
foundation upon which to base his decision.. This depart- 
ment now sends an official to the island one day in each 
week, and receives the applications for discharges on appro- 
priate blanks. They are then investigated and reported upon 
favorably or unfavorably, as facts may determine. In many 
cases unnecessary hardship to the inmates is prevented by 
this new arrangement, as formerly inmates would apply for a 
discharge who had no home to go to, and no friends to sup- 
port them, and they would be thrown upon the mercy of the 
world with no refuge but a new application for admission to 
the Almshouse. It is gratifying to learn from the superin- | 
tendent of the Almshouse that the plan is working very. suc- 
cessfully, and is the means of saving many inmates from dis- 
tress and exposure. 


WEEKLY BULLETIN. 


As foreshadowed in the annual report of last year, this de- 
partment has issued a weekly bulletin showing the move- 
ment of population in all the City Institutions and of the 
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City cases in State Institutions. This bulletin when started, 
on April 7, 1900, included only the Penal, Pauper, Children, 
and Insane Departments. On June 16 it was enlarged by 
the addition of the Overseers of the Poor Department and 
Suffolk County Jail, and on September 22 it was still 
further enlarged and completed by the addition of the 
Police, City Hospital, Health, Soldiers’ Relief and Institu- 
tions Registration Departments, and the Agency for Dis- 
charged Prisoners; so that it now includes all of the City 
departments engaged in the disbursement of public moneys 
for temporary aid or for full support. The last issue of the 
bulletin, prior to the expiration of the official year, is printed 
on another page of this report and shows that during the 
week ending Saturday, January 26, 1901, the City of Boston 
fully or partly supported 12,698 dependents, deficients, and 
delinquents, of whom 9,274 remained in charge of the City 
at the close of the week; 1,266 of whom were in State and 
8,008 in City Institutions. This valuable information is now 
available for the first time in the history of Boston. 


WEEKLY MOVEMENT OF POPULATION IN INSTITUTIONS. 


Prominent on the walls of this department are charts, upon 
which is kept the movement of the population in the Penal, 
Children’s, Pauper, and Insane Departments for the calendar 
year. By these charts one can note at a glance the weekly 
increase or decrease of inmates in the several departments. 
Reproductions of these charts are herewith submitted. 


THE ROUNDER PROBLEM. 


The policy adopted by the Pauper Institutions Trustees 
in 1899 of refusing to admit able-bodied vagrants to the 
Almshouse has been continued throughout the past year with 
good results. This department in the execution of said 
policy has continued to reject applicants who are poor only 
because of their own dissipated and immoral habits, except 
such cases as stood in immediate need of hospital treatment. 
In many cases they have been referred to the police officer 
specially detailed in charge of vagrants. Since the ‘last 
annual report the total number of these cases brought to trial 
was 58, all of whom were convicted. The following table 
contains interesting facts relative to these vagrants. Among 
the more noticeable facts are the average age of the men, 45 
years; average number of times in prison 5; the average 
number of times in the Almshouse 8, and the fact that 30 
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are unmarried. Of the whole number, 84 appear to have 
been born in Boston.

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REGISTRATION. 


The new system of registering information relative to the 
dependent and delinquent classes supported by the munici- 
pality, which was begun in the fall of 1899, has, during the 
past year, been extended to pauper, insane, penal and out- 
door poor cases. This department has thus gradually realized 
its object of becoming a repository for the kind of informa- 
tion in question, and has thereby established closer working 
relations with the other departments dealing with various 
groups of public charges. It has, in fact, become a connect- 
ing link between them. The methods employed have proved 
entirely workable and so far satisfactory. Any misgivings 
that the system devised might prove cumbersome, time-con- 
suming and costly in disproportion to its usefulness have 
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been dispelled, and it has commended itself to other com- 
munities for adoption. 

The final object is not attained Merle by harmonizing and 
unifying methods of keeping records. This department 
must also become a distributing centre of the information it 
collects. In this respect progress has been made and sub- 
stantial services have been rendered other departments and 
individuals. Affiliated departments have also been assisted 
in making a larger use of the facts concerning persons in 
their immediate care. The statistics of persons housed at 
the Lodge for Wayfarers and of those aided in other ways 
by the Overseers of the Poor have been tabulated and ana- 
lyzed, some magnitude, since it involves about 
12,000 cases. 

Finally it is a function of this department to utilize so far 
as possible for independent research the material accumulated, 
or in other ways at its disposal, for the purpose of adding to 
our knowledge of certain phases of the problems that are 
daily pressing upon the departments charged with the care 
of the public wards of the City. 

The appended report dealing with recidivists among mis- 
demeanants represents an initial step in this direction, which, 
it is hoped, may be followed by other and more elaborate 
studies. Further efforts of this kind will, however, be con- 
ditioned upon the opportunity afforded .for an extension of 
this department. Hitherto the growing work has been taken 
care of without addition to the clerical force, but the time 
left for other than purely routine duties has become corres- 
pondingly small. 


IN GENERAL. 


Much of the detailed work of this department is of such a 
nature that it cannot easily be shown in an annual report. 
Daily reports are made to the Insane Hospital Trustees of all 
cases admitted to the Boston Insane Hospital and State In- 
stitutions, and of the legal status of cases admitted to the 
former. Daily reports are made also to the Pauper Institu- 
tions Trustees of all cases admitted to Long Island and 
Charlestown Almshouses, and sentences of vagrants are reg- 
ularly reported. A weekly report of applications withdrawn 
and refused is also furnished. The Penal Department is in- 
formed of all admissions of observation and delirium tremens 
cases to the Observation Hospital and of their legal status. 
A weekly statistical report is made to the Statistics Depart- 
ment of the City of Boston. 
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The ambulance is used more than ever before, and has 
proved to be of valuable service in transporting sick cases to 
the almshouses and to other institutions. 

The officials of this department, in visiting needy and sick 

applicants, never forget to combine humanity with their 
more technical duties, and have often been instrumental in 
securing admission to private institutions for those who have 
a prejudice against entering an almshouse. In many other 
ways, too, they have relieved necessity, and removed the bur- 
den from the too heavily laden. 

The number of employees on January 31, 1900, was 
eleven, with salaries amounting to $18,910, and on January 
31, 1901, eleven, with salaries amounting to $14,900. 


FINANCIAL. 


The expenditures during the past year have been $22,485.87, 
an itemized statement of which is given in one of the following 
tables. Estimates of $25,000, required to carry on the ever 
increasing work of the department during the ensuing year, 
have already been presented to your Honor.

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SOME STATISTICS OF RECIDIVISM AMONG 
MISDEMEANANTS. 


The existence in this community of a numerous class of 
misdemeanants, men and women, who not infrequently begin 
and generally end their earthly career in some public institu- 
tion, is painfully evident. ‘They infest the minor courts like 
a plague, and swarm in the prisons. When the cold of 
winter, or sickness, or old age comes upon them they flock 
to the almshouses. They are constant beneficiaries of medi- 
cal charity, both within and outside hospitals and asylums. | 
In largest part they subsist upon some form of public bounty, 
not by labor. Some are distinctly of a criminal type, and 
have criminal records in various penal institutions. Others 
belong to the rounder class, while still others have but one 
institution home — the house of correction. AJl, however, 
have this in common that they are inebriates of a pronounced 
type. 
ss What to do with these misdemeanants, and what to do for 
them, are questions which daily perplex the courts, heads of 
institutions and other officials. Our knowledge concerning 
them is very inadequate. Even their number in this City 
can only vaguely be approximated. Neither has much effort 
been made to ascertain the results of present methods of 
dealing with this class, in order to determine whether these 
methods are at fault, andin some part responsible for its per- 
petuation. These unfortunates have been with us so long 
that we have almost come to regard them as unavoidable 
elements in our social order; and, for the greater part, we 
have been content to deal with them according to long estab- 
lished practices without inquiring into results. 

The present investigation is not concerned with any theory 
in regard to the treatment of misdemeanants, much less with 
any general criticism of prevailing methods. It merely aims 
to supply some facts of record about a limited number of this 
class in their relations as public charges — facts which tell 
their own story, and may aid those who study them to a bet- 
ter conception of the problem involved, and to measure in 
some degree the value of present ways of handling it by 
actual achievement. 
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LIMITATIONS OF THE INVESTIGATION. 


The great labor of tracing the records of individuals 
through huge registers of institutions for a period of 20 
or 30 years made it necessary to limit the inquiry to a small 
number. It was, therefore, confined to misdemeanants who 
were committed to the House of Correction at Deer Island 
between July 1 and December 31, 1900, and who have 
records of a total of 15 or more commitments to that 
prison. ‘They are not selected cases, but were taken up, one 
by one, in the order of their commitment. The statistics, 
then, relate only to living persons. 

Primarily, it was sought to obtain all facts about their com- 
mitments to DeerIsland. In most cases this has been accom- 
plished. Yet knowing the common adoption of aliases 
wherewith to cover identity, especially at the beginning of a 
prison career, and the general difficulty of complete identifi- 
cation when thousands are involved, particularly after the 
lapse of years, during which there may have been many 
changes in the prison staff, it is more than probable that the 
actual number of commitments is larger than represented in 
our figures. No attempt has been made to learn the number 
of arrests which were not followed by subsequent commit- 
ment, or the number of convictions resulting in a fine which 
was paid in court, although we know, as will be indicated 
later, that many of our cases had court records before they 
were committed for the first time. 

Next, it was sought to trace the relations of the cases to 
pauper institutions. Here again the baffling question of 
identity cropped up. Even greater difficulty was experienced 
in following known records in other prisons. The time and 
facilities at command made the inquiry in this direction very 
fragmentary. It was impossible to learn how many have re- 
ceived out-door or other forms of relief, and to what meas- 
ure. Of their family histories we have only piecemeal 
information, and the fruitful subject of their mental and 
physical condition had to be left wholly untouched. 

_On the whole, the investigation deals with a fairly distinct 
group of misdemeanants—the confirmed and institutional- 
ized inebriates. If it had been made to include persons with 
briefer and less continuous penal records, it probably would 
have related to a larger number of the distinctly criminal 
class from which felons are directly recruited. Although un- 
avoidably fragmentary in part, the facts brought out furnish 
a complete illustration of certain phases of the misdemeanant 
problem. A larger number of cases would only have tended 
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to multiply the somewhat monotonous array of facts without 
adding new information.

SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


Our statistics deal with 140 persons, 100 of whom are 
men and 40 are women. Of the whole number, 109 are sup- 
posed to be residents of Boston, leaving 31 whose domiciles 
are in adjacent cities and towns, though the statements relied 
upon in this matter may be open to some doubt. Their 
present ages run from 25 to 75 years, no less than 23 being 
under 36 years of age, while but 83 are of maturer age than 
_ 59, which points to the comparative brevity of life among 
them. 


COMMITMENTS AND OFFENCES. 


The number of commitments to the record of each person 
shows a wide range — from a total of 15 to a total of 125, as 
appears from the recapitulation below. 


NUMBER OF COMMITMENTS. 
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In no instance does the record of an individual cover a 
larger period than 30 years; most of the records date from 
the early eighties, but no less than 13 commitments are from 
a time subsequent to January 1, 1890, and one from as late 
as 1894. 

The latter case (No. T7 in the appended table) shows it to 
be just as possible at the present time as during earlier 
periods to accumulate a record of 23 commitments in less 
than six years. In numerous instances the commitments 
practically form a continuous series from the date of the 
first, that is to say, they recur year by year with great regu- 
larity, leaving no ground for surmise as t0 commitments to 
other institutions. In not a few instances, sojourns in alms- 
houses, hospitals, and other prisons cover much of the time 
the persons in question have been absent from Deer Island. 
Unaccounted-for gaps frequently occur in the records. 
Occasionally, probability points strongly to confinement else- 
where, but positive knowledge is lacking. 
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The number of times a person may have been committed 
during any period of twelve months depends largely upon 
the length of the sentence in each instance. All of the 140 
persons have in some year been committed more than once, a 
majority more than four times, many five to eight times, and 
one has a record of 22 commitments in two years. The 
acme of achievement in this respect is represented by 16 
commitments in less than twelve months (No. 189), which 
so far as known, is unparalleled. 


OFFENCES. 


The overwhelming number of commitments has been for - 
drunkenness. In but seven instances do the combined com- 
mitments for other misdemeanors exceed those for drunken- 
ness; in a few cases the numbers are nearly equal. No less 
than 838, or 23.57 per cent., have never been sent to 
Deer Island except for drunkenness, among whom are some 
with very long records. Although thus 108, or 73.57 per 
cent., have at some time been imprisoned for other misdoings 
than public intoxication, we find on inquiry into the nature of 
their offences that a large proportion may be fairly regarded 
as resulting from inebriety, such as assault and battery, dis- 
orderly conduct, disturbing the peace, breaking glass, vagrancy, 
etc. Oftentimes larceny does not so much indicate a pro- 
pensity for stealing as a desire to get money for drink. ‘This 
inference is corroborated by the fact that comparatively few 
were convicted for theft until they were far along on the 
road to hopeless inebriety. Not more than 31, or 22.14 per 
cent., were imprisoned for the first time for other offences 
than drunkenness. And again these other offences were 
mostly of the kind that spring from intoxication, namely, 
assault and battery, idle and disorderly conduct and disturb- 
ance of the peace and vagrancy, which constitute 25 out of 
31 offences in question. How many had previously been 
punished elsewhere we have no means of knowing. 


AGE AT FrrRst COMMITMENT. 


To 60, or £2.88 per cent., as will be seen from the group- 
ing below, the doors of the Deer Island prison had swung 
open for the first time, while they were still under 25 years of 
age; and of these again, 43 had not yet attained their 
majority. ‘The youngest age recorded is 15. In proportion 
just as many men as women were first committed while in 
their teens. Extreme youthfulness is more marked, how- 
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ever, among those committed for the first time between 1870 
and 1885 than among those who have not come before the 
courts, so far as we know, until a later period, although age 
apparently continues to be little heeded in meting out 
penalty. The fact that a few at the time of their first com- 
mitment were adjudged “common drunkards,” makes it 
almost certain that they previously had been convicted and 
sentenced. In general, the age at the time of the first com- 
mitment to Deer Island does not necessarily indicate the 
period of life at which the public career of the offender was 
begun. Some of our cases, it should be remembered, are 
non-residents, others probably had prison records before 
settling in Boston. 


AGE PERIODS. 
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SENTENCES. 


Almost without exception the sentences imposed from 
year to year upon the same individual exhibit a singular 
variety both as to kind and severity, no matter if conviction 
was for the identical offence. Only 27, or 19.28 per cent., were 
committed for the first time on a direct sentence to imprison- 
ment, while 113, or 80.71 per cent., were confined for the first 
time, because of inability to pay a fine, ranging from $1.85 
upwards, but rarely exceeding $8. A sentence to pay a 
fine may be held equivalent to a judicial declaration that 
neither the safety of the community nor the welfare of the 
_ offender demand his imprisonment. 

In drunk cases the size of the fine, as well as the length of 
the term sentence, indicate with a certainty that a number 
had been arraigned at some time prior to their first commit- 
ment. For during the entire period covered by our records 
_ (with the exception of 1891-4, when the fine was abolished) 
the law regulating penalties for drunkenness did not permit 
the imposition of fines above a stated amount for the first 
offence within a period of twelve months, much less a term 
sentence to imprisonment for two months or more. Besides, 
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as has already been mentioned, several of our cases were held 
to be common drunkards when first committed to Deer 
Island, which would probably not have happened had they 
been without previous court records. 

The subsequent sentences do not disclose any uniform 
judicial policy in dealing with these misdemeanants. In 104 
cases, or 74.28 per cent., the greater number of commitments 
were in each instance for non-payment of fines. The appended 
table discloses the extent to which sentences to pay fines have 
piled up. In some instances 16 out of 18 commitments, 40 
out of 57, 28 out of 30, etc., were for non-payment of fines, 
the maximum being reached by case No. 140, who has been 
committed 96 times out of a total of 125 for inability to pay 
fines. It must not be understood that anything in the laws 
prescribed this frequent resort to fine a penalty, for the records 
show that in most instances the offenders had been com- 
mitted more than once during the previous twelve months, 
and could thus lawfully have been made to suffer a much 
severer punishment. The use of either kind of sentence 
seems to have been a matter of accident, bearing no apparent 
relation to previous offences. Sometimes fines and term 
sentences are found to alternate with each new commitment. 
Again a period of years, during which more than one fine has 
-been imposed annually, is followed by a period in which the 
option of paying fines was denied each time, and this, in 
turn, is relieved by a third period in which most commit- 
ments were for non-payment. 

A few illustrations will serve to make the exceedingly im- 
portant matter under consideration more intelligible. Case 
No. 119 has a record of 43 commitments since 1885, 42 of 
which were for drunkenness. From 1885 to 1891 he was 
sent to Deer Island 29 times for non-payment of fines, an 
average of about 4 per year, but the amount of each fine 
hardly varied. In 1891, the law permitting fines in drunk 
cases being abolished, he was sentenced a number of times 
to imprisonment until 1893, when the fine was restored. 
Since then fines and imprisonment have alternated, the last 
being a fine of $5. 

No. 184 was committed 30 times for drunkenness between 
1878 and 1887, in each instance for non-payment. Then, 
for the same offence, he was confined for 6 months, followed 
by 18 commitments for non-payment between 1887-1891. 
Subsequently he has spent 34 years at Deer Island on sen- 
tences to imprisonment, yet the last penalty imposed in 1890 
was a fine of $10. 

No. 118 was adjudged a common drunkard when first com- 
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mitted (1876) and sentenced for 8 months. Next year the 
same judgment and sentence were pronounced. From 1879— 
_1886, however, she was committed 16 times, and invariably 
for non-payment. In 1887 she was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for 12 months. This was followed by fines until 1890, 
since when she has been sentenced 7 times for periods from 
2 to 6 months. 

No. 124 had been committed 20 times for non-payment of 
fines before the privilege of paying was taken away. Dur- 
ing the last five years the two kinds of sentences have been 
imposed in turn, with a seemingly studied regularity. That 
is to say, for the same offence he would have to remain in 
jail from 8 days to 9 months, accordingly as he was fined or 
not. 

No. 121 began her career at Deer Island with 9 commit- 
ments for drunkenness in 1884, the first 8 of which were for 
non-payment. ‘Then aterm sentence was tried. From 1884— 
1891 she has in all been fined and neglected to pay 32 times. 
Once during this period she was sentenced to 2 months ; 
once to 8 months, and once to 12 months’ imprisonment. 
Later she has been fined, though not so frequently. The 
last sentence was for 4 months. With one exception she 
has only been committed for drunkenness, 

At the time of his first commitment (1870), when 19 
years old, No. 1386 was sent to prison for 6 months as a com- 
mon drunkard, and again in 1871—73—’75—77 and 1883, 
though the sentences varied in severity. But, in addition, 
he was fined from one to six times each year from 1871 to 
1880 as a “simple drunk,” which fines, of course, were 
never paid. In 1885 it was held advisable to give him. a 
term sentence on account of his old failing, drunkenness, 
but for the next 8 years he was regularly fined one or more 
times each year. From 1891-1897 only term sentences were 
imposed, but both in 1898 and 1900 he was fined $5, and 
in consequence escaped with a few days at Deer Island, 
although it did not happen to be his first offence within 
12 months. 

No. 60 is accredited with 21 commitments, all for drunk- 
enness, yet has spent nearly 8 years at Deer Island. The 
first 8 times she was committed for inability to pay fines 
of $5 each. The ninth time she was sentenced for 6 
months, but on the occasion of the next two offences was 
again given the option of paying fines. Again imprison- 
ment was resorted to, this time for 4 months, succeeded later 
by two sentences to pay fines. Between 1892 and 1897, 5 
sentences of 12 months each were imposed. No sooner was she 
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at liberty at the end of 1897 then she got drunk again, but 
now a fine of $5 was regarded as a sufficient penalty. 
She could not pay, and lived another month at Deer Island. 
For her last offence, in December, 1900, she was committed 
for 8 days, being unable to pay a fine of $8. 

No. 139 was committed 74 times between 1875 and 1889, 
and 71 out of these for non-payment of fines, which in six 
instances amounted only to $1.85, yet he paid but part of 
one. In one year (1882) he was fined 15 times, and did 
not pay, and once committed without the choice of paying. 
After this exhaustive experimentation with the money pen- 
alty he was sentenced to 12 months’ imprisonment (1890), 
which, together with the succeeding 9 sentences (1891-97), 
compelled him to remain at Deer Island for five years and 
eleven months. But in April of 1897 he was once more 
fined $5, and again twice in 1898, and twice in 1900. Dur- 
ing January of the present year he has been committed 
twice for the non-payment of $5 fines. 

In contrast, some, though very few, have not escaped with 
a fine penalty even once during the last decade. Others, 
again the exception, were not given the privilege of paying 
fines at the earliest stage. Thus No. 112 was committed 
the first 5 times on term sentences, but subsequently has been 
fined 18 times. The multiplication of sentences to pay fines 
is not wholly a thing of the past. No. 78, for instance, was 
committed seven times in 1900, and five out of these for 
non-payment of amounts not exceeding $5. 

Two cases, Nos. 16 and 54, form singular exceptions — 
neither has been committed a single time for non-payment. 
As regards the latter, an explanation lies in the fact that 16 
out of 20 commitments were for vagrancy, and vagrants 
are not supposed to possess as much money as the confirmed 
inebriate. The record of the former case, however, presents 
nothing unusual, for 14 of his 17 commitments were 
for drunkenness. Why this one man should have been 
singled out for severer punishment than the remaining 138 
cannot be told. In general, we know that the seemingly 
contradictory treatment accorded misdemeanants of the 
same class, which is just as apparent from the individual 
record as by a comparison of records, is attributable (to 
what extent we cannot tell) to the fact that these offenders 
from time to time turn up in different courts. They are not 
always recognized, neither is there a record of previous 
arrests and commitments at hand. Or, if recognized, it is 
not ascertained whether they have been sentenced by any 
other court since their last appearance. 
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Thus it happens that an inveterate rounder, with a record 
of 101 commitments to Deer Island, is committed the one 
hundred and second time by a court which is ignorant of his 
past, and, in consequence, he escapes with lightest penalty 
permitted under the law. 

Numerous offenders — it appears to be a piece of premedi- 
tated cunning — are known to be in the habit of avoiding 
arrest within the boundaries of the court district in which 
they were last apprehended. By going the rounds of the 
different municipal courts in Suffolk County, there is less 
likelihood of receiving heavy sentences, as is apparent from 
the subjoined parts of two records, which also illustrate the 
variety of penalties that may be imposed upon the same per- 
son by the same court and for the same offence. With one 
exception each commitment was for drunkenness.

Without a single exception the 140 persons have at some 
time been sentenced to imprisonment for three or more 
months on account of public intoxication. No less than 
118, or 84.28 per cent., have been given a maximum sen- 
tence of six or more months, in nearly all cases for drunken- 
ness; while 51, or 36.42 per cent., have served sentences of 
12 months, several more than once. In the hght of these 
facts, it becomes doubly significant that 46, or 32.85 per 
cent., of the whole number were fined $5 or more at the time 
of their last appearance in court in 1900, and because they did 
not pay were committed for eight days, which, under our law, 
is the measure of time equivalent to the above amount of 
money or any fraction of it. 

In 125 cases, or 89.28 per cent., the last sentence imposed 
was not nearly so severe, usually not by one-half, as the 
maximum sentence imposed upon the same person and gen- 
erally for the same offence. That is to say, when the maxi- 
mum sentence for drunkenness is found to be 12 months in 
any case the last sentence imposed upon the same person will 
be found to be imprisonment from 1 to 6 months, or perhaps 
a small fine. In 47 of the 51 cases with maximum sentences 
of 12 months in each instance, the last sentences were much 
lighter, and in 8 of them the last commitment was for non- 
payment of fines. 
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As a matter of fact, then, so far as can be gleaned from 
the records, little or no attention is paid to the time of sen- 
tence to previous sentences for the same offence with respect 
to their number and degree of severity. 


FINES. 


Two of our cases are distinguished by reason of never hav- 
ing been committed for non-payment of fines. The remain- 
ing 138 have been sent to Deer Island in expiation of fines 
amounting to a total of $17,589.26. The next summary in- 
dicates the extent to which unpaid fines have accumulated 
in individual cases.

More than one-half (74) never paid a cent of the fines 
imposed. Of the remaining 64, not one has in all paid a 
ereater sum than $24, and the total amount turned into the 
County treasury by them (or, probably more correctly, by 
their families and friends) foots up, as nearly as can he 
ascertained, to $433.43, or considerably less than the sum of 
the fines imposed upon one person among our 140, as shown 
above. Commitments have, of course, in each instance, pre- 
ceded payment where such has been tendered, usually by 
several days. 


DURATION OF IMPRISONMENT. 


A comparison of the number of commitments in different 
cases for the same offence with the duration of imprisonment 
seems to indicate that there is no equable relation between 
offence and penalty, and that it is a matter of .accident, not 
of degree of guilt, whether a person be kept in jail for two or 
eight years. The following tabular statement of a few illus- 
trative cases necessarily leads to this conclusion :

It is perfectly understood that the discrepancies in penal- 
ties noted above have to a limited extent been caused by 
changes in the law. Thus, if many commitments took place 
between July, 1891 and 1893, they would all be on term sen- 
tences, for the fine was then abolished. Moreover, the usual 
fine stood for a month in prison until 1881, when its equiva- 
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lent in time was reduced to 10 days, only to be restored as 
before in 1885. In 1899, however, the sliding scale was 
altered once more, and since then a fine of $d has been 
“ worked out” by 8 days in jail. Notwitstanding these con- 
siderations, it remains true of the cases cited as well as of 
many others, that the penalties inflicted apparently bear little 
relation to the number and kind of offences. 

In reckoning the time served on term sentences, deduc- 
tions have been made for pardons when such have been 
granted, but the full time of the last sentence has been in- 
cluded; in some instances this may not have been completed 
at the time of investigation. Allowances have also been 
made for each fine paid after commitment. 

Each one of the 140 persons has spent not less than a 
year of his life in the Deer Island prison. One, a woman, 
has been confined there for 22 years, 6 months and 15 days, 
and nearly the whole time for drunkenness. During the 29 
years covered by her record, she has been out of prison but 
7 years, 6 months and 15 days. No less than 63, or 45 per 
cent. of the whole number have been kept at Deer Island for 
more than 5 years. A summary showing by groups the 
total time of imprisonment follows. Attention is called to 
the large number who have been confined between 7 and 8 
years.

The duration of imprisonment for non-payment of fines 
has been determined by several factors, the least important 
of which is part-payment after commitment since it is 
seldom made, and the total amount in individual cases is so 
small. The magnitude of the fine supposedly corresponds 
to the gravity and nature of the offence. Usually it costs 
more to commit assault and battery than to steal or get 
drunk. ‘The largest single fine in our records is one of $50; in 
numerous instances, however, the maximum money penalty 
has exceeded $20. Some courts are seemingly in the habit 
of administering much heavier fines than others. This 
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probably explains why each one of the 96 fines imposed on 
one person for drunkenness amounted to less than $10, 
while another, with less than half as many commitments for 
the same offence has frequently been asked to contribute 
$15. On the whole, it must be said that, no matter what 
the offence, a uniform relation between the total amount of 
fines imposed upon a person and the number of fine sen- 
tences is not to be looked for even when the same offence 
has been committed. For this reason it seemed simpler 
when the fines were imposed on two counts for the same or 
different misdemeanors to regard them as one in our tables. 

The changes in the law fixing the money penalty in drunk 
cases, to which allusion has already been made, must be 
taken into consideration. In addition to the variability of 
the maximum money penalty, the equivalent of the same 
in days and weeks of confinement has been changed by 
legislative enactment three times during the years covered 
by our records, both of which circumstances have in many 
cases materially affected the duration of imprisonment for 
unpaid fines and costs. Several of the 140 men and women 
have had the unique experience of being detained in jail 10, 
30 and 8 days for non-payment of fines of exactly the same 
amount in each instance. The shortest term of imprison- 
ment in our records for failure to pay fines is 16 days and 
the longest 6 years, 10 months and 15 days. A summary 
follows.

Eight cases afford remarkable illustrations of the extent to 
which the fine penalty may be used: All of them have 
spent a longer time at Deer Island for non-payment of fines 
than on term sentences; that is to say, they have averaged 
less than 80 days in jail on nearly all commitments, and in 
5 of these 6 cases the last commitment in 1900 was for 
unpaid fines. ‘The details will be found in the appended 
tables. (See Nos. 10, 28, 29, 55, 74, 91, 105, 118.) 
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RECORDS IN OTHER INSTITUTIONS. 


A total of 62, or 44.28 per cent. are known to have been 
for longer or shorter terms in other public institutions than 
the House of Correction at Deer Island. A more searching 
inquiry than circumstances permitted would doubtless have 

yielded a much heavier percentage as well as revealed amore 
- varied institutional record in several instances. Even as 
regards pauper histories, the information is not complete, 
since little is known in this respect about cases having resi- 
dences outside Boston. It is found, however, that 35, or 
25.00 per cent., have at some time been committed to the City 
almshouses, from 1 to 387 times each. Of these again some, 
prior to obtaining a settlement in Boston, had been State 
paupers, others also have records at Foxboro’, the State 
Reformatories, the House of Correction at South Boston, etc. 
What is known about records in other penal establishments 
is derived in the first instance from statements made by the 
persons concerned. In the absence of adequate means of 
identification, it would have been useless to pursue further 
inquiries in this direction, had other circumstances been pro- 
pitious. ‘The details given in the appended tables regarding 
institution records outside Deer Island are, therefore, more 
suggestive than complete, yet give some additional hints of 
the moral degradation and physical and mental deterioration | 
of these unfortunates. 


FAMILY RELATIONS. 


How far hereditary causes have contributed to shape the 
downward career of the persons in question can only be sur- 
mised. ‘The fragmentary bits of family history that have 
leaked out indicate that not a few have sprung from stock 
tainted with insanity and other maladies, or having members 
noted for various forms of anti-social conduct. Some are 
analphabets, and few appear to have risen above the lowliest 
occupations. But allowing that not even a majority were 
handicapped by birth and environment, can this be said of 
their children ? 

Anything like a complete census of their descendants is 
not available. From personal statements made by them it 
is known that 65, or 46.42 per cent., have been fathers or 
mothers of children. But the aversion of the average prisoner 
to any inquiry into his conjugal relations is well known. 
Men who have deserted their wives prefer to pose as single ; 
the marital relations may not have been of the strictly legal 
order; and there may be other reasons for prevarication. 
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Those who admit marriage have in all had 207 children, 
an average of about 8 to the family. Only 15 cases are 
noted for a large number of children, from 5 to 9 each. Of 
the subsequent history of these children very little is known. 
Some of them are said to have died, probably in infancy. The 
sad lives others have led may be imagined from a single 
illustration. ., an illegitimate child of an inebriate mother, 
placed in the Marcella-street Home at a tender age, later 
admitted, to the House of the Good Sheperd, thence sent to 
the Almshouse at Long Island, thence to the Worcester Insane 
Hospital, and, lastly, to the Medfield Insane Asylum, where 
she died in 1899. ‘There is the greater reason for picturing 
darkly the fate of these children, of whom some must now 
have reached maturity, because many of them were brought 
into the world after their parents had become confirmed in 
inebriate or criminal habits. ‘This is a necessary inference 
from the fact that the parents were committed to Deer Island 
while still very young, in some instances under 21 years of 
age. The records tell, furthermore, of mothers bringing 
their infants with them to the House of Correction. For 
aught that is known to the contrary, some of these children 
may have seen daylight for the first time within prison 
walls. 


Cost oF MAINTENANCE. 


The total amount of money expended by Suffolk County 
as well as by the Commonwealth for the maintenance of the 
140 persons in public institutions during the time covered by 
the records cannot be stated with exactness. Indeed, owing 
to the imperfect knowledge of their relations to State estab- 
lishments, the expense incurred by the State on their account 
has not even been inquired into. Itis known, however, that 
on the basis of averages for a period of years, the County 
has spent in cash outlay for the maintenance of these same 
persons at Deer Island $66,991.52, and at the almshouses 
and the South Boston House of ieacuen $10, 526. 93, a 
total of $77,517.45. 

In contrast, let it be repeated, the whole amount paid in 
fines by these same persons subsequent to commitment was 
$433.43, which, needless to say, has been deducted from the 
sum showing cost. 

Yet, after all, the bare cost of maintenance represents but 
a part of the expense the community has been put to on 
account of these misdemeanants. The cost of making arrests 
is reckoned by the Department of Police to be $8.04 for each. 
Counting only the arrests followed by commitments in the 
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present cases the additional sum of nearly $34,000 is 
reached. Further, the cost of commitments, the transporta- 
tion from the courts, form a very large item, which at present 
cannot be estimated. ‘To this should be added part of the 
expense of the courts and of the public relief of the fami- 
lies of the misdemeanants or of themselves while they are at 
liberty, etc. 

Any attempt, therefore, to express in figures the total drain 
upon the tax-payers from this source is almost futile, at least 
in the hght of our present knowledge. But enough has 
been said to indicate the magnitude of the problem involved 
even from the point of view of public expense. 

The general conclusions to be drawn from the facts laid 
bare by this investigation are perhaps too obvious to require 
specification. With suggestions of more adequate methods 
for the treatment of recidivists among misdemeanants it has 
no concern; that is a matter demanding separate considera- 
tion and study. First the present conditions of the problem 
need to be thoroughly understood. The support of an enlight- 
ened public opinion must be had before a radical departure 
from prevailing methods and habits is undertaken. 

NOTE. — The cases in the appended tables have been grouped according to the 


number of offences, and with a view to making comparisons easy. This seemed the 
best arrangement possible.

Sir, — The officers in charge of the Law Department 
respectfully submit the following report of the business 
of the Department for the year ending January 31, 
1901. 

The business and duties of the Department, both in 
variety and amount, continue to steadily increase in the 
ordinary work of ‘the Department. The legislation 
increasing the tax and debt limits, the abolition of 
grade crossings, the laying out or widening of the large 
and important avenues, — Columbia road, Bennington 
street, Commonwealth avenue, Huntington avenue, 
Brighton avenue, North Harvard street, and others, — 
and the taking of land for drainage of surface water, 
and the great number of petitions for damages for land 
taken or injured by these improvements have added 
greatly to the number of petitions and the regular 
Department work. 

The Department congratulates the City on the settle- 
ment, in October, 1900, of the suit of the City of Boston 
against the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to recover 
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the value of that portion of the City’s water-works which 
was. taken for the Metropolitan Water District in 
January, 1898. This case was settled for $12,531,000, 

which was, as near as could be ascertained, the cost of 
that part of the system, the idea being that if the newly- 
constructed parts of the water-works of the Metropolitan 
District went in at cost, it was fair that that portion of 
the system which was constructed by the City should 
also go in at cost. The amount of money involved in 
this case was probably larger than in any case ever 
before the courts of Massachusetts. 

Mr. John T. Wheelwright, after serving as assistant 
solicitor to our great satisfaction since March 16, 1896, 
resigned the office in September of last year, and Mr. 
Arthur L. Spring was appointed in his stead, September 
15, 1900.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1900. 


'To His Honor THomas N. Hart, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston 
present the following report of its condition for the year 
ending January 81, 1901. It is the forty-ninth annual 
report. 

The Rev. Dr. James DeNormandie was reappointed a 
Trustee, to serve for five years from May 1, 1900. The 
board was organized in May, 1900, by the election of Mr. 
Lincoln as President and Dr. DeNormandie as Vice Presi- 
dent. . Miss Della Jean Deery was elected Clerk of the Cor- 
poration. 

The history of the Library for the past year is as usual 
one of constant growth and expansion, of its agencies. for 
the delivery of books, of the number of its books and 
manuscripts and of their use. It now maintains eighty- 
seven agencies, an increase of fifteen over the number exist- 
ing on January 31, 1900. Notwithstanding this large 
increase, applications for more branch libraries and delivery 
stations are continually presented to the Trustees, many, if 
not all, of which are meritorious. It needs scarcely to be 
pointed out, however, that the means at the command of the 
Trustees are not sufficient for any important expansion of 
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the system, nor are means for such expansion included in the 
yearly estimates of the Trustees, which provide for the main- 
tenance of the system as it exists. If additional reading 
rooms, deposit or delivery stations are needed, additional 
means to establish such must be furnished, and these again, 
when established, demand additional appropriations for their 
maintenance. 

The need of new buildings for the branch libraries at 
Charlestown and East Boston has often been stated and it 
becomes daily more pressing. The sum of $30,000 has 
been appropriated by the City to provide a branch library 
at Charlestown, but no suitable site has yet been found.

- The number of volumes in the Library has been increased 
during the past year by 37,179, in part by purchase and in 
part by gifts; and the whole number of volumes in the 
Library on January 31,1901, was 781,377. 

There was expended for books, periodicals and newspapers 
during the year the sum of $42,998.48, an amount larger 
than usual, but including some exceptionally large expendi- 
tures, as, for instance, for Charlestown and Roslindale. 
The constant growth of the branch stations necessitates 
additional expenditure. 

The books taken from the Library for home use during 
the year ending January 31, 1900, numbered 1,251,541, — 
during the year ending January 31, 1901, the number was 
1,324,728, showing an increase of 73,187. It is impossible 
to keep an account of the number of books used in the 
Library building, since many are exposed to unrestricted use. 
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The Department of Manuscripts, organized during the pre- 
ceding year, has received very considerable accessions of 
much value, largely from gifts, the most notable being the 
bequest of Judge Chamberlain’s manuscripts and autographs, 
which, since his death, have come into the final possession of 
the-Library. <A brief description of these, in pamphlet form, 
was published by the Trustees in 1897. This department 
is made the subject of a special report by Mr. Ford, who has 
it in charge. His report is incorporated with that of the 
Librarian. The manuscripts purchased have been chiefly 
provided from the income of trust funds. The Trustees 
have in view especially the acquisition of manuscripts of 
local interest to the City, and some of them have been re- 
printed in the Monthly Bulletin of the Library. 

The Statistical Department, also under the charge of Mr. 
Ford, has been largely increased, both by the withdrawal of 
books from the general Library, which find a more appropri- 
ate place in this department, and especially by considerable 
gifts of public documents from states and municipalities, 
including many received from foreign sources. The depart- 
ment has fully justified its existence and furnishes much 
assistance to the student of the complex problems of govern- 
ment and public administration which develop on every 
side. 

Of the Cataloguing Department it is enough to say that it 
continually gains in the race toward completion, though, 
from the nature of the subject, it can never keep quite 
abreast of the constant accessions of books. 

The constant growth in the use of the Library is especially 
noticeable in the increase of the branch libraries and other 
subordinate stations and in the increase in the use of the 
books there accessible. These branches are a most import- 
ant part of the Library system, and bring its advantages 
near to those to whom it would otherwise prove practically 
inaccessible. 

The officers of the Library constantly employ all reason- 
able means to make its resources available. 

Exhibitions of photographs and engravings, constantly re- 
newed and changed, and having reference to subjects of im- 
mediate interest, are maintained at the Central Library and 
branches. | 

The Library codperates with the public schools by select- 
ing and collecting books relating to subjects immediately 
under instruction. 

The Trustees have also endeavored to interest the public 
in a series of lectures— this year upon municipal govern- 
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ment, given in the Lecture Room of the Library. The 
lectures are given gratuitously by the lecturers. 

The Trustees call attention again to the fact that, hit 
they publish much matter relating to the Library which is of 
public interest and distinctly valuable, yet all such publica- 
tions entail upon them a loss. The Library bears the ex- 
pense of the publication, and the proceeds of all sales go 
directly to the City Treasury, without benefit to the Library. 
In like manner the Library bears the expense of collecting 
fines while the fines collected are paid into the City Treasury, 
but not to the credit of the Library. It seems reasonable 
that moneys thus obtained, amounting to a profit of several 
thousand dollars to the City, should be applied to the benefit 
of the source from which they are derived. Fines represent 
largely injury to books, and the money thus derived should 
be available to replace this loss. The Examining Committee 
concur in this opinion. 

This matter is again called to the attention of the City 
Government because a special appropriation for rebinding 
volumes is again needed. Last year the Trustees received 
an appropriation of $10,000 for this purpose, and a like or 
ereater sum is needed for this year and next. For several | 
years it has proved impossible to provide all the rebinding 
needed from the annual appropriation, and the ordinary wear 
of the books was increased when they were removed to the 
new Library and were rearranged. 

The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the assistance 
rendered by the Examining Committee of this year. It was 
constituted as follows :

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More than ordinary care appears to have been taken in the 
selection of the sub-committees and the recommendations of 
the Committee deserve and have received careful attention. 

It appears that the Library can always rely on the generous 
and cheerful assistance of the best citizens whenever they are 
asked to render it service. 

Gifts of books and manuscripts to the Library have been 
more numerous than heretofore, although, with the exception 
of the Chamberlain bequest, no single collection of great 
value has been added during the period covered by this 
report. 

A bronze relief of Gen. Francis A. Walker has been placed 
in the inner court. The Elliott decorative ceiling of the 
room adjacent to the Children’s Room was completed since 
February 1, and will be referred to in the next report. 

The Trustees would welcome bequests of money, and hope 
that generous testators may remember the Library. It is 
from such sources that they can make purchases of rare works, 
which give value and rank to a great: library, but for which 
they hesitate to expend ae funds appropriated for more 
popular use. 

The Trustees ask especial attention to the report of the 
Librarian, the subordinate reports, and that of the Examining 
Committee. These contain matter both of general interest 
and of detail which do not find appropriate place in this 
general report.

THE LIBRARY SYSTEM.

Twenty delivery stations, of which seven are reading 
rooms, four service stations and nine shop stations. 

Twenty-nine engine houses, receiving books on deposit. 

Twenty-one schools (eleven supphed from the Central 
Library and ten from the branches). 

Six institutions receiving deposits of books. 

A total of eighty-seven agencies, as against seventy-two on 
February 1, 1900.

The only addition to the endowments of the Library the 
past year has been the sum of $6,000, received June 25, 1900, 
in a legacy of the late Daniel Sharp Ford, publisher of the 
‘¢ Youth’s Companion.” By a vote of the Trustees, the 
income, until otherwise ordered, will be devoted to the pur- 
chase of books adapted to youth. 

The will of the late Abram E. Cutter of Charlestown 
gives and bequeaths to the Library the sum of $4,000. Also

BUILDINGS, EQUIPMENT, AND GENERAL AD- 
MINISTRATION. 


Extensive repairs upon the Library building have been 
found necessary. The tile roof has been put in order and 
all the joints have been newly cemented. The joints in the 
walls have been repointed. The court-yard walls in the 
basement have been made water-tight. The iron work out- 
side the building has been putin order. The public lavatories 
have been moved from the front to the rear of the building. 
The engines and electrical machinery call for considerable 
expenditure yearly for repairs. These and the elevators are 
inspected by experts at stated intervals. 


WoRKS OF ART. 


The John Elliott Decoration.—In the year 1891 a letter 
was received by the Board of Trustees from Dr. Harold 
Williams, offering to raise a sum of money for the purpose 
of engaging Mr. John Elliott to decorate the ceiling of one 
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of the rooms in the new Library building. This offer was 
accepted and, at a later time, Mr. Elliott’s services were 
secured for the proposed decoration. 

In the autumn of 1900 the finished work was received by 
the Library, and, after suitable frames had been prepared, the 
decoration was made public, on March 17, 1901. The 
Library is indebted to the following persons for the gift 
of these ceiling paintings and for a contribution of $900 
towards the expense of the frames: Miss Anna $.

The total amount spent for books, including the amounts 
paid by the Fellowes Athenzeum and from the Station P 
fund mentioned above, for the year was $44,575.20. Only 
twice in the history of the Library has this expenditure 
been equalled, once, in 1878, when the Barton library was 
bought, and again, in 1890, when purchases were made 
from the sale of the library of S$. L. M. Barlow, the outlay 
in each case (about $46,000) being met by funds especially 
provided for the purpose. 

Among the large payments were $1,430.60 for books for 
the Charlestown Branch; $1,500 for .books for the new 
Roslindale Reading Room; %400 for books for the new 
Andrew Square Reading Room; and $800 for books of ref- 
erence for the branches. Of works of fiction 6,473  vol- 
umes were bought, at an expense of $0,867.48. For the 
branch system the expenditure for books was about double 
that of the preceding year. 

‘In the purchases made from Trust funds, broadsides, 
manuscripts and autograph documents have a prominent 
place. These are of both local and general interest, and 
relate to Colonial and Revolutionary events, and to Boston, 
Massachusetts, and New England history. Among _ pur- 
chases of special significance are an autograph letter of 
Captain Ezra Selden to Nathan Hale, the patriot, ,dated 
Roxbury Camp, June 25, 1775, and endorsed in Hale’s 
handwriting; account books and letters relating to the 
Boston fires of 1760 and 1767, and to the losses and damages 
sustained by the Town of Boston from the British, 1775-- 
1776; and twenty-three consecutive numbers of the Boston 
Gazette and Country Journal, 1762-38. Other manuscripts 
and documents are mentioned under Manuscripts later in 
this report. | 

For the special collections the following are among the 
additions made: 

Bowditch Inbrary. —'Two hundred volumes of French and 
German mathematical and astronomical works. 

Military LInbrary (Twentieth regiment). — Eighty-seven 
volumes of regimental histories, etc. 

Longfellow Memorial Collection. —'Two hundred and fifty 
volumes have been bought from the income of the Artz fund, 
including the first edition of Philip Freneau’s Poems (1786), 
Whittier’ss Mogg Megone, first edition (1886), Aldrich’s 
Bells (1855), Col. Thomas Forrest's The Disappointment 
(1767), Tennyson’s Poems (1842). 

Fine Arts Collection. — The Library has received a copy of 
Tissot’s La vie de Notre Seigneur Jésus Christ, in two 
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volumes, folio, a fine copy, together with the cheaper English 
edition of the same work, for general use. Also the follow- 
ing important works: Furtwiingler’s Die antiken Gemmen ; 
Chefs-d’oeuvre d’art de la Hongrie; Berling’s Das Meissner 
Porzellan; and Rossi’s Musaici cristiani. The photographs 
added include 100 platinum prints of Normandy and Brittany 
and 1,100 photographs of Italy and Spain. 

Maps.—To the Map Collection have been added 141 
eighteenth century maps, chiefly of America, and numerous 
wall maps of Boston and vicinity, recently published for the 
use of the City and State officials. Also the Theatrum orbis 
terrarum by Ortelius (Antwerp, 1570), Halley’s Atlas mari- 
timus (London, 1728), Jefferys’ West India Atlas (London, 
1783), and Otten’s Atlas minor (Amsterdam, 1740). 

Charlotte Harris Collection. — From this fund have been 
obtained a copy of the earliest edition of Maximilianus 
Transylvanus, De Moluccis, Cologne, 1523, a rare tract on 
the discoveries of Magellan in the earliest circumnavigation 
of the globe; also Wigglesworth’s Meat out of the eater, 
i770, Brackenridge’s Death of General Montgomery, 1777, 
and Worlidge’s Select collection of drawings from curious 
antique gems, London, 1768. 

Musie Collection. —Schumann’s Werke herausg. von Clara 
Schumann, in 83 volumes; Paléographie musicale (Impri- 
merie Bénédictine de Solesmes), 6 volumes. 

Ticknor Inbrary.— Camoens, Pretidao de amor. Endechas,

Besides books the following have been purchased : 


1,310 photographs 100 manuscripts. 
224 maps. 1,150 posters, and many 
33 broadsides. engravings. 


AUCTION SALES. 


The Library obtains a considerable part of its valuable 
additions from auction sales. Owing to great and increasing 
competition, the most valuable books are often secured by 
private buyers, whose bids far exceed any which the Library 
can afford tomake. During the past year bids were sent, to 
thirty-four sales, for 1,007 books, of which only 486 were 
secured. Still, the net result justifies the time spent in the 
chase; every year some of the most notable accessions to the 
Library come from the auction room. 

The purchases of the year have been fairly well distrib- 
uted. If less attention than usual has been paid to certain 
classes of literature this defect will be remedied later. 

A part of the work of the Ordering and Receiving Depart- 
ment is shown in the following table:

THE RECOMMENDATION OF BOOKS. 


The Library is indebted to many friends for suggestions as 
to books to be purchased. Mr. Thomas S. Perry, at present 
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in Japan, has recommended many French and German books, 
as heretofore. Dana P. Bartlett, Associate Professor of 
Mathematics at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
has helped in the choice of a collection of mathematical 
and astronomical works for the Bowditch Library, and 
Col. T. W. Higginson has selected most of the books added 
to the Galatea Collection. Dr. Malcolm Storer has sug- 
gested the titles of desirable numismatical works; the Presi- 
dent of a Boston Polish Society has made out a list of books 
in the Polish language, and Mr. A. S. Waldstein of Cam- 
bridge, one in the modern Hebrew language. Mr. William 
C. Lane, Librarian of Harvard College, has obtained in 
Egypt an interesting collection of photographs for this 
Library, and Mr. Charles R. Hildeburn, in his visits to out 
of the way places in England, has found valuable material 
illustrating the history and topography of that country. 
Arrangements have been made with Mr. Sidney C. Cockerell 
to- search in England for illuminated manuscripts for the 
Library. 

The Library must depend mainly on recommendations 
made by members of the staff, to whom book reviews and 
catalogues are assigned in the different departments of 
knowledge. 

In order that the Library in its selection of books may not 
fall behind in any department suggestions are invited from 
friends. Blank recommendation forms can be obtained on 
application. 

The total number of books read by the Fiction Committee 
was 683, as against 467 the preceding year. Of these, 346 
were accepted by the Trustees, including 28 unfavorably 
reported on by the Committee, and 325 were rejected, in- 
cluding 76 favorably reported on. Of these books there 
were bought 3,191 copies, at a cost of $2,750.68. This 
year, for the first time, children’s books have been read by 
the Committee. 


THE CHAMBERLAIN COLLECTION. 


The Honorable Mellen Chamberlain, for twelve years the 
Librarian of the Boston Public Library, died on June 25, 
1900. By the provisions of his will his collection of 
historical documents, manuscripts, autographs, portraits, en- 
gravings and books, which had been offered by him to the 
Trustees of the Library on February 14, 1893, for deposit 
here, on certain conditions, and which had been received 
September 4, 1893, became the property of this Library. 
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This collection, with other material retained by Judge 
Chamberlain during his life, will be kept in rooms especially 
arranged under his supervision. 

Four years ago the Library published a brief description 
of this notable collection with a sketch of Judge Chamber- 
lain. The manuscripts are being indexed under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Worthington C. Ford of the Library: staff. 


THE CATALOGUE DEPARTMENT. 


The Catalogue Department has been reorganized and 
strengthened. The report of Mr. Hunt, Chief of this de- 
partment, shows the following results:

COOPERATIVE INDEX. 


Mr. Murdoch has catalogued 525 titles for the Codpera- 
tive index of scientific periodicals. The Library has 
received from the other co-workers, 2,748 titles. 


CARDS IN THE VARIOUS CATALOGUES. 


There have been printed, headings written for, and filed 
this year, 167,430 cards, as against 153,500 cards for the pre- 
ceding year. Of this number 46,900 cards were placed in 
the Special Libraries, most of all in the Department of 
Documents and Statistics and the Allen A. Brown Library 
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of Music. When it is considered that the number of cards 
in 1899-1900 was 82,500 above any previous record and 
that this year 14,000 have been added to that number, it 
will be evident how great 1s the increase in this ag of the 
work. 


TRANSFERS. 


The work of transferring from Stack 4 (the old Lower 
Hall collection) all the books not fiction has progressed 
rapidly, 5,197 volumes having been transferred during the 
year, accompanied by the recataloguing and clearing up of 
the card catalogue to correspond. About one-third of this 
work is finished. 


PRINTING. 


The work of printing the cards for the Allen A. Brown 
Library of Music has gone forward with more continuity 
than heretofore. The bulk of titles waiting for the printer 
has been reduced this year by about 4,000 cards, but not less 
than 1,000 cards have been added, and about 14,000 cards 
now remain to be printed. 

The titles of new books have been added more promptly 
to the catalogue, and there is no accumulation of new cards. 
Nine thousand cards, however, representing recatalogued 
work, still wait to be printed. All this shows that the 
Catalogue Department is making “copy” faster than the 
Printing Department can take care of it. 


THE Bates HALL CATALOGUE. 


The work of changing the Bates Hall Catalogue from 
double rod to single rod drawers -was begun in January. 
This task, which necessitates the trimming and repunching 
of the entire catalogue, and its transfer to other cases, will 
be a laborious one. 

To relieve the crowded condition of the catalogue ha

Not much has been attempted outside the regular cata- 
logue work; indeed, there has been no time to devote to 
such undertakings. Miss Rollins has prepared an Italian 
fiction list and worked to some extent on a German fiction 
list.

The only change in the Monthly Bulletins worthy of com-

Lowell Institute. These lists are prepared by the lecturers 
themselves, but they are found to require considerable edit- 
ing and recasting in order to make them suitable for pub- 
lication. The books referred to are then placed on shelves in 
Bates Hall, available primarily for persons who attend the 
lectures. It is hardly time to pronounce on the utility of 
this scheme. I only give it as my opinion that these Lists 
enrich the pages of the Bulletin, even when they have little 
biblographical fulness or significance. Their publication is 
all in furtherance of the policy which encourages us to graft 
on our own work features (such as the continued publication 
of the Programmes of the Lowell lectures) belonging more 
immediately to the work of other institutions. 

The various issues of the Bulletin seem to have been 
readily taken by the public, and are soon out of print. 

The Annual list remains the same in scope, except that 
in the latest issue the Editor has introduced the titles of 
more recent public documents of various states and countries, 
which were first published in the Bulletin. 

During the past year a new venture has been modestly 
yet hopefully begun. Mr. Worthington C. Ford, in charge 
of the manuscript collection, occasionally offers for the Bul- 
letin some rare or interesting matter, with a view to opening 
gradually to the public our resources in this direction. 
These separate contributions are to be gathered up into vol- 
umes, of which the first has already appeared, and is entitled 
“ Historical Manuscripts in the Public Library of the City 
of Boston. Number One.” 

The following material is ready to be printed: 1. An 
Index to British patents, prepared by Mr. Frank C. Blaisdell. 
2. <A List by authors and titles of Italian fiction, compiled 
by Miss Mary H. Rollins. It comprises about 1,500 titles. 
8. <A List of German fiction is well under way, which when 
completed will combine at least 6,000 titles. 4. Historical 
manuscripts. Number Two. 


GENEALOGY. 


The most popular publication of the Library for some time 
is the “ Finding List of Genealogies, and Local and Town 
Histories containing Family Records in the Public Library of 
the City of Boston.” In the preface it is stated that the late 
Arthur M. Knapp, then Custodian of Bates Hall, had, in 
December 1898, completed a revised and greatly enlarged 
edition of a list of genealogies and local bistories, which was 
published in the Bulletin of this Library for October, 1891.

The material as thus left was practically in the definite shape 
in which Mr. Knapp wished it to appear. Miss Agnes C. 
Doyle has since made additions to and revised the titles. 

The reception given to this publication has been most 
gratifying; the demand for it has come from all parts of the 
country. The Library has perhaps never issued a more 
practical and useful list.

The total number of volumes and pamphlets sent by the 
Shelf Department to various binderies was 24,866. 

Additional shelving, sufficient for 25,000 volumes, has been 
put in place. This will relieve for a short time the pressure 
for more shelf room, which is beginning to be a matter of 
anxiety.

By the generosity of the City Government the sum of 
$10,000 was given to the Library to be used in rebinding 
worn books. This allowance was made in answer to a re- 
quest made to the Mayor by the Board of Trustees for the 
sum of $30,000 for the above specified purpose, of which 
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one-third might be spent in 1900, and similar amounts in the 
two succeeding years. 

On the receipt of this sum the book binders of the City 
were invited to submit bids, on the inspection of specimens 
showing the style and quality of binding required. The 
work done by the binders who were the successful bidders, 
aided by two or three others from outside the City, has been 
satisfactory. The sum provided has been spent with the 
following results:

The Bindery Department of the Library was allowed to 
share in this undertaking to a limited extent, working extra 
time evenings, and binding 1,115 volumes. 

This rebinding of books was under the charge of the 
Shelf Department and Bindery Department, which deserve 
a special word of praise therefor. The need of continuing 
the work is pressing.

THE PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


There has been no addition to the working force of the 
Printing Department, or to the machinery. There has been 
a considerable increase in the number of cards printed for the 
card catalogues; otherwise the output remains in general 
character substantially the same as given in the Annual 
Report for last year. ‘To meet the increasing demands made 
upon the department, especially for the card catalogue, and 
in order that the three departments of Cataloguing, Editing, 
and Printing may work continuously and economically, an 
additional linotype machine is urgently needed. 
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DISPOSITION OF PUBLICATIONS. 


The number of Library publications sent out by the Cus- 
todian of Stock during the year was 83,686. The total 
number distributed of blank forms now in use in the Library, 
including the charging slips, was 2,084,466. 


UssE oF Books. 


In Appendix VII. is given the number of volumes taken 
by readers for home use during the past year from each 
department of the Library.

Only a partial count can be made of books used within the 
various libraries, since many shelves are now thrown open to 
readers. The recorded use in the Central Library for the 
past year was 367,063 volumes, as against 355,017 volumes 
the year previous. No account is kept of the use of maga- 
zines and newspapers. 

Inter-Library Loans. — Other libraries have received 394 
volumes as loans from this Library; 35 applications have 
been denied, partly for the reason that popular books, such 
as ought to be in every public library, were asked for. The 
system is intended to provide only for the exchange between 
libraries of scholarly or unusual books. Calls upon this 
Library are not likely to reach such a number as to cause 
inconvenience from the withdrawal of books needed by those 
legally entitled to use the Library. 


THE ISssuE DEPARTMENT, CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


Having at command increased space and facilities, the 
work of the Issue Department, under the charge of Miss 
McGuffey, has been more satisfactory than heretofore. The 
delivery of books will be hastened by the additions made to 
the Pick-up carrier system. While the complaints of readers 
of delay in getting books are less than formerly, they are 
still numerous enough to cause solicitude. The book rail- 
way, after six years’ service, shows signs of weakness, and 
needs considerable repairs. 

In December the rules were changed so that now but one

seven-day book may be charged on a card ata time. This 
_change was made to allow a more even distribution of new 
fiction among readers. It will probably reduce the amount 
of fiction read, and perhaps the total record of use of the 
Library. 

The development of the system of outlying agencies of 
the Library has brought a great increase in the work of the 
Issue Department and a closer codperation between these 
departments. 
; Bates HALL. 


The use of books by students in Bates Hall seems to in- 
crease. ‘The Custodian, Mr. Bierstadt, has reclassified and 
brought up to date the works on history placed in this room. 
No books in the entire Library system reach more readers 
than this reference collection. 

Exhibitions of books have been given upon the open screen 
at the time of the Lowell lectures, and to illustrate notable 
current events, such as the death of Queen Victoria. ’ The 
shelves at the catalogue end of Bates Hall have been mostly 
devoted to new books not fiction and their use has been 
quite large. 

The centre desk in Bates Hall has been enlarged, afford- 
ing better facilities for work, and giving more room for the 
display of the catalogues of the Library, and documents 
frequently consulted by readers. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


To the Assistant Librarian, Mr. Fleischner, in charge of 
the Special Libraries, is mainly due the remarkable develop- 
ment of this department of the Library. Following his 
report it is learned that the use of these libraries has still 
further increased during the past year, under the charge of 
Miss Hitchcock and her assistants. On the industrial arts, 
1,000 volumes have been added and 1,938 on the fine arts, 
making 11,000 volumes of the former and 18,151 of the 
latter in the collection. 

A notable extension of the work done in connection with 
the schools is found in the establishment of a class in indus- 
trial design, under a trained teacher, supplied by the School 
Committee. Theclass has met at the Library once a week, 
since December 15, 1900. 


EXHIBITIONS. 


The system of exhibitions, lectures and classes has been 
extended, and it is evident that this feature of the work of 
the department is more and more appreciated. A stereopticon 
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purchased by the Library will add to the interest in the 
lectures given in the Lecture Room. Exhibitions of photo- 
graphs, engravings, etc., have been held in the following 
order: January—February, 1900, Christian and medieval 
sculpture; Renaissance architecture ; Assyrian antiquities 
in the British Museum (in connection with a iecture Ly 
Professor D. G. Lyon). March, Renaissance sculpture ; 
Medals collected by the late Arthur M. Knapp, of the 
Library staff, and given to the Library by his brother; origi- 
nal blocks engraved by Stevenson to illustrate the chap 
books published by Stevenson and Lloyd Osbourne at Davos 
Platz ; Italian painting, 14th-16th centuries; The life of 
the Virgin, in connection with a lecture by the Reverend - 
Henry G. Spaulding. April, Flemish painting; Books on 
the early history of New England; Maps, manuscripts and 
documents relating to the postal service, loaned by Mr. C. 
W. Ernst. Renaissance architecture in connection with a 
lecture by Professor E. B. Homer. May, Dutch, German 
and French schools of painting. June—July, English school 
of painting ; American painting, chiefly mural decoration. 
August-September, Spanish school of painting; Photographs 
of China and Japan; Colored plates of oriental ceramic art, 
collection of W. T. Walters, gift of Louis Prang. Octo- 
ber, Athens and Rome; The original French edition of the 
Tissot Bible; The Sella collection of Alpine and Caucasian 
views, loaned by the Appalachian Mountain Club. Novem- 
ber—December, Greek sculpture ; The life of Christ in art, 
in connection with lectures by the Reverend Henry G.

There have been exhibitions of pictures at the branch 
libraries and stations.

The additions during the year have been: 1,335 photo- 
eraphs and 752 process pictures. 

The use of the Special Libraries is increasing; the special 
catalogues are being constantly improved and additional cat- 
alogue cases have been provided. 


THE ALLEN A. BRown LIBRARY OF MUSIC. 


More than five hundred volumes have been added to the 
Library of Music. This collection contains nearly all the 
new and uniform editions of the great masters, those of 
Chopin and Schumann having been recently acquired. 
Much attention has been paid to the purchase of the full 
orchestral scores of operas, oratorios and large choral works, 
and the number of these in the Library, now exceeding six 
hundred and fifty, will compare favorably with all but a few 
of the great European collections. The same can be said of 
chamber music in all its branches, to which large additions 
are being constantly made. 

Miss Margaret D. Whitney, in charge of the Music Li- 
brary, having resigned from the service, Miss Marguerite 
Barton has been appointed to fill this position. 


Two bronze tablets and an oak table with drawers for 
holding photographs have been placed in the Military Alcove 
by the Twentieth Regiment Memorial Association. 
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DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


The report of the Chief of the Department of Documents 
and. Statistics shows that considerable progress has been 
made in the arrangement and development of this important 
collection of material. Two points may be emphasized, 
namely, the need of more shelf room, and of greater accessi- 
bility to readers through a more convenient location. 


MANUSCRIPTS. 


The report by Mr. Ford, which follows, on the first full 
year’s work of the Department of Manuscripts is of interest. 
A separate room has been provided for this department. 

The manuscript collections of the Library have been 
increased during the year by important gifts to the “ Aboli- 
tion,” or Garrison collection, by the daughters of the Rev. 
Samuel May, and by the niece of Mrs. Henry G. Chapman 
(Maria Weston Chapman). The Phelps collection is ready 
for binding, but will not be completed until the Garrison 
collection is in the same condition. The Garrison collection 
is in process of mounting, preparatory to binding, and dur- 
ing the last year 3,192 separate pieces have been thus 
treated. It is expected that the work will be completed in 
two more years. The collection has been indexed, so far as 
the writers of the letters are concerned, as rapidly as the 
papers have been given out to be mounted. From time to 
time, additional letters and papers are received from Mr. 
Wendell P. Garrison and Mr. Francis J. Garrison, who have 
shown a generous interest in the measures taken for giving 
the collection its final form, when it shall be accessible to the 
public. 

Late in the last year the Chamberlain collection of manu- 
scripts came into the full possession of the Library under the 
provisions of the will of the late Judge Mellen Chamberlain. 
The general nature of this collection has been described in 
the hand book issued by the Trustees in 1897, and any 
account of special features will be deferred until the con- 
tents are better known. The catalogue, already begun, will 
contain entries by writer and principal mention of public and 
other characters, and will include the portraits, engravings, 
and printed broadsides and advertisements, of which there 
are some very fine and rare examples. The card catalogue 
already numbers 3,246 separate entries, and covers about one- 
tenth of the collection. 

The album of John Brown material, presented to the 
Library by Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson, has also 
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been mounted, and the more important letters inlaid. It 
will be bound at a fitting opportunity. Numerous manu- 
scripts have been repaired, and, when needed, mounted on 
silk, or with silk coverings, coated with paraffine, thus making 
_ them less exposed to damage. About one-third of the Gris- 
wold collection has been mounted and repaired, and will be 
ready for binding during the current year. 

Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson supplemented his 
volume of letters relating to the John Brown attempt at 
Harper’s Ferry with an equally interesting collection on the 
Anthony Burns riot. These two volumes, describing the 
events from the inside, and by one of the active participants, 
are of very great historical value, and complete the records 
already in the Library in the Garrison manuscripts and the 
Theodore Parker newspaper scrap-books. 

A gift, of some size and of true historical and genealogical 
value, is that given by the late Mr. Thomas Smythe. He 
had spent many years of his life in copying town records 
and collecting memoranda on family history. The results 
were filed on loose sheets, sometimes entered in note-books, 
more often accumulated in the order of copying. To his own 
work was added some transcripts from Virginia records made 
by his brother. Mr. Smythe intended to prepare a descrip- 
tion of the material, but death intervened before he could ac- 
complish his purpose, or even outline its leading points. 

Through the liberality of Mrs. Julia M. Norris, widow of 
the Rev. Thomas Starr King, and Mrs. Horace Davis, her 
daughter, now of San Francisco, the Public Library has come 
into possession of more than four hundred of the manuscript 
sermons of Mr. King. ‘This long series covers a ministerial 
activity of nearly twenty years, for the last manuscript was 
composed less than two weeks before his death. Included 
in the number are many of the best known of Mr. King’s 
utterances. The range of subjects treated is wide, compris- 
ing his political and war sermons, as well as those on nature, 
on religious belief, and on literature. A list giving the title 
of the sermon, and the earliest date it bears, has been printed 
in the Bulletin. Most of these manuscripts were for a time 
in the keeping of Edwin P. Whipple, under whose direction 
many were published, and they bear his comments and anno- 
tations. 

A number of very choice manuscripts have been purchased 
as opportunity offered. The largest single acquisition was a> 
_collection of nearly six hundred bills and accounts of an old 
mercantile house in Boston, extending from 1762 to 1839. 
Not only are they interesting in the names they bear, but 


/ 
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they give prices and descriptions of articles of ordinary use, 
presenting the material for a study of the social and economic 
condition of town and city. The Library already contained 
the bill-book of John Rowe (1759-1762), so that the records 
are thus complementary. ; 

In making purchases, some caution has been exercised lest 
unnecessary duplication occur. A mere autograph is avoided 
on general principle, unless there is a reasonable certainty 
that no better example of writing is obtainable. The docu- 
ment should have an historical as well as an autographic 
value, and it is all the more desirable if it has a connection 
with the history of Boston or of Massachusetts. So long as 
the Chamberlain collection is not fully catalogued, it will be 
necessary to exercise this caution, but many very interesting 
manuscripts were obtained during the year, and at reasonable, 
prices. 

Believing that the manuscripts of the Library should be 
used for public benefit, and realizing the impossibility of 
giving free access to them, it is proposed to publish in the 
Bulletin such of the more interesting material as we possess. 
The Editor of the Bulletin has cooperated, and there has been - 
issued the’ first number of what is intended to embody the 
records, letters and documents of permanent historical value. 

The rules laid down for obtaining access to the manuscripts 
are needed for their preservation; but no reasonable request 
has been denied, and wherever possible the inquirer has been 
met to the full. With every step towards a full arrangement 
and catalogue, the collections will become more available to 
public use. 


THE CHILDREN’S ROomS. 


Thé Children‘s* Room at the Central Library was opened 
in May, 1895, and the Children’s Reference Room May 1, 
1899. Since May, 1898, three children’s reading rooms 
have been established at the branches and stations, and in 
three others separate space has been set apart for the children. 

In the report of Mrs. Gertrude P. Sheffield, in charge of 
this department at the Central Library, it is stated that the © 
work progresses, if slowly, yet apparently surely in its most 
important features, such as teaching children how best to use 
the Library, and making them acquainted with a better class 
of books than those which have hitherto interested them. 
That the privileges granted are appreciated may be seen by a 
visit to the Children’s Room, especially on any Saturday 

afternoon or Sunday. 
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Acknowledgment is made to the Fiction Committee for 
suggestions as to the selection of books. Their criticisms 
are valuable, and, issuing from many different sources, the 
possibility of pleasing various tastes is greater than when 
the judgment of one person is depended on. 

From this room many books are sent to the branch libra- 
ries, and to the vacation playgrounds. 

Considerable additions have been made to the Reference 
Library, especially through the gift from the publishers of 
specimen copies of the books used in the public schools of the 
City. These number 599 volumes, and they have already done 
good service to both teachgrs and pupils. Boys studying in 
the night schools depend upon these books, and come to the 
Library daily for their use. 

There have been numerous exhibitions during the year. In 
February a series of exhibits of pictures of birds was begun 
(the exhibit showing the birds which might be expected at 
that time on their way north), and was accompanied by notes 
calling attention to a few facts of special interest. These 
exhibits were continued during the months of migration 
only. 

In May the first of a number of exhibits of pictures of 
flowers and fruit was given. This series was made possible 
by the kindness of Miss Helen Sharp, who lent her collection 
of exquisite original botanical sketches in color. ‘These were 
so arranged as either to show the relationship between 
different flowers, or to show the flower with its fruit. Other 
exhibitions have been given of pictures of subjects given to 
classes in the public schools for study, and books have been 
given to the children, with especial attention to assisting 
them in writing the compositions required.

NEWSPAPERS. 


The Newspaper Reading Room was enlarged two years 
ago. It is still too small for the needs of the Library. <A 
count was made of readers on November 24 and December 
4; on the first day 1,178 persons were present, and on the 
second day, 1,363. 

New shelving has been placed in the rooms where the files 
of bound newspapers are kept, and grilled doors protect the 
more valuable papers. Many volumes have been rebound, 
and numerous packages of papers have been collated and 
made ready for the shelves. ‘The number of volumes con- 
sulted by readers in the past year was 8,026, as against 4,977 
the previous year. 


LECTURES. 


Under the auspices of the Trustees a course of free lec- 
tures was given in March and April, 1900, in the new Lec- 
ture Room of the Library. The speakers and subjects were 
as follows: Col. T. W. Higginson, Education and the Public 
Library; James L. Whitney, Incidents in the early history 
of the Boston Public Library, and other libraries; Otto 
Fleischner, The Public Library and art education; Rev. 
Jesse H. Jones, Wendell Phillips, an address in connection 
with the presentation to the Library of a bronze bust of 
Wendell Phillips; Lindsay Swift, The Public Library in its 
relations to literature; Worthington C. Ford, The Public 
Library in its relations to the state; Dr. William Everett, 
Reminiscences of Hon. Edward Everett; C. W. Ernst, World 
literature and the postal service; Rev. Dr. Edward Everett 
Hale, Benjamin Franklin. 

A second course of lectures on Methods of municipal ad- 
ministration, illustrated as far as possible by the history of 


some of the principal cities of the world, will begin March 
11; 1901. 
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Under the auspices of the Unity Art Club the following 
lectures have been given: The social life of the Babylonians 
in the sixth century, B. C., by Professor D. G. Lyon of | 
Harvard College; The life of the Virgin, and Rome and the 
Marble Faun, by the Rev. Henry G. Spaulding; Renaissance 
architecture, by Professor E. B. Homer of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. ‘The last three lectures were illus- 
trated by the stereopticon. 


THe BRANCH LIBRARIES AND STATIONS. 


The development of the branches, reading rooms and 
delivery stations during the year has been quite marked. 

At Roslindale a new reading room, attractive and con- 
venient, has been established in an independent building. A 
considerable supply of books has been furnished, and the 
interest awakened has been gratifying. This section of the 
City is populous and rapidly growing, and the new reading 
room in its central position will rank among the most im- 
portant of the Library’s agencies. 

A new reading room has been established at Andrew 
square, South Boston, in a room of the John A. Andrew 
school-house, which was offered to the Library by the School 
Committee. 

For this very desirable addition to the Library system, as 
well as for the reading room at Roslindale, thanks are due 
to the City Government, which generously made appropria- 
tions for this purpose. 

The establishment of a children’s room at the West End 
Branch, the enlargement of the West Roxbury Branch, and 
other additions and changes are described in the report of 
Mr. Ward, the Supervisor of Branches and Stations. Espe- 
cially worthy of mention are the re-establishment of Station . 
N, at Roxbury, through the kindness of the Catholic Young 
Men’s Association of St. Patrick’s Church, and the new 
home found for Station $8, on Tremont street, where, accom- 
panying the Boys’ Institute of Industry in its transfer, it is 
still under the protecting wing of that institution. 

The branch system comprises eighty-six outlying agencies, 
as against seventy-one in the previous year. ‘Their output 
of books for home use was 1,006,214 volumes, as against 
922,624 in 1899-1900. 

The sum of $30,000 has been provided by the City for a 
new building for the Charlestown Branch Library. 
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COOPERATION WITH THE SCHOOLS. 


Especial attention is asked to that part of the report of 
the Supervior of Branches and Stations which outlines the 
relationship existing between the Library and the schools of 
the City. The movement towards affiliation has received a 
decided impulse of late, and the action of the Library which 
was at first tentative and hesitating, is now more sure and 
confident. Nearly one-third of the high and grammar 
schools receive books from the Library, double the number 
of a year ago. ‘The interest shown in this new movement by 
the school authorities promises the best results, which may 
only be limited by the supply of books at the disposal of the 
Library. 

The following extract from a letter addressed to the 
Library by a Master of one of the public schools expresses, 
it is thought, a growing sentiment: “The high degree of 
efficiency and the spirit of accommodation manifested in 
your department have added greatly to the working power 
of our school.” 


THE TEACHERS’ GEOGRAPHY CLUB: 


_ Help has been given to the Library by the Teachers’ 
Geography Club. Professor William M. Davis, of Harvard 
College, has sent many notes in regard to newly issued Topo- 
graphic sheets of the United States Geological Survey, and 
teachers have read some of the new geographical books and 
made summaries of their scope and contents.

EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE CHIEF 
OF THE DEPARTMENT OF DOCUMENTS AND 
STATISTICS. 


To the Librarian: 


In presenting this, my third annual report, it is with 
sincere pleasure that I am able to note the growing apprecia- 
tion of the public utility of this Department of Statistics and 
Public Documents. Beginning as it did, with not a single 
volume or pamphlet (outside of the two great series of the 
Congressional Documents and Parliamentary Papers), and 
so isolated as to be inaccessible to the general public, the 
department has now under its immediate charge a collection 
of 6,049 volumes. In this number are not included the . 
Congressional and Parliamentary series, the reports of State 
Legislatures and Executive Departments, and such foreign 
reports and proceedings as have not yet been transferred 
from the stacks., The growth of the collection may bé 
shown by the following figures:

That the increase in the collection in the near future must 
be even more rapid is evident. During the month of March, 
1901, a month not included in the period covered by this 
report, but used as an example of the active work of the 
department, 731 books and pamphlets were received and 
prepared for location on the shelves, and even this number 
did not include the many weekly sheets and papers, the daily

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reports on finance and commerce, or the current. periodicals 
charged to this department. Of this number (731) about 
500 will remain permanently in the department, and the 
balanee goes to complete series or files now in the stacks, 
awaiting a convenient time and opportunity for their 
transfer and new location in this special branch of the 
Library. Even with an increase of 500 pieces a month, 
and that is well within the actual figures, it may easily 
be seen that the collections must soon form an important 
part of the general Library, and the growth inyolves 
serious questions on the best disposition to be made of them 
for the benefit of the public. Some of these questions I shall 
raise in this report. 

About one-fifteenth of the volumes added to the collection 
during the past year was by purchase, and the matter thus 
obtained was of current publication, chiefly bearing upon 
sociological and administrative questions of the day. The 
most important single accession was a set of the Statistik 
des Deutschen Reichs, in 178 volumes —the very corner- 
stone of German statistics, — and comprising the best results 
of statistical studies in problems of government applied to 
that empire. Another valuable acquisition was a file of the 
Annales du Commerce, issued by the French government, 
and containing an almost complete record of commercial 
legislation and commercial statistics from the year 1843 to 
1900. While it is only natural that this series has been con- 
structed on lines of special interest to French trade and 
industry, it is of permanent value in all investigations into 
the course of international trade since the repeal of the 
British corn laws and the entrance of Great Britain into the 
experiment of free-trade with the world. Important as were 
these purchases, and necessary as they were to fill a blank 
in our series of statistical issues, they are only examples of 
many similar purchases that must be made before even an 
approximate completeness can be found in this special 
branch. | 

Early in the summer a number of works on international 
law, notably those bearing upon the questions of protec- 
torates, the acquisition and settlement of new territories and 
disputed rights in colonizing movements, were purchased, 
and proved useful. But I found that the Boston Athenzum 
possessed a special fund for purchasing such works, and 
recognized the inutility of dupiicating save in such cases as 
the high permanent value of the work made its possession 
advisable. Through the courtesy of Mr. Bolton of the 
Athenzeum I have a complete list of the works on interna- 
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tional law in that institution, and so far as is consistent with 
the aims and policy of this department duplication will be 
avoided. The purchase of state laws and proceedings of 
legislatures is also deferred for the present, because the State 
Library, under Mr. Tillinghast’s able management, makes it 
a point to obtain full series, and through his courtesy the 
inquirer at the Public Library may be sent to the State 
House collections. So long as the questions of expense and 
the difficulty of housing such extensive series press upon this 
Library there is no reason for duplicating these state publica- 
tions. At the same time I do not hesitate to ask for the 
reports of the State Executive departments, inasmuch as they 
embody the latest results of the administration of govern- 
ment in the different states of the Union, and are thus essen- 
tial to the study of comparative conditions, through which 
alone the best and most intelligent conclusions are reached. 
In this connection I would mention the series of inaugural 
and annual messages of the governors of the different states, 
which are obtained each year, as they indicate the problems 
of legislation and administration present in each state, and’ 
thus supply an annual index, as it were, of the present 
questions of policy. 

As to the gifts made to this department, it would be 
impossible to name even the more important. The United 
States government has been liberal in meeting my requests, 
and with hardly an exception, the document wanted has 
been sent willingly and promptly. I would especially note 
the courtesy of the War Department in its issues on 
“Insular Affairs,” and the Treasury Department in its 
daily, weekly and monthly publications on finance and 
commerce. Promptness and certainty of receipt have been of 
- great assistance to the department in maintaining its ability 
to meet current questions on those subjects. 

The same remarks will apply to the many State depart- 
‘ments which have sent their regular or occasional publica- 
tions. The four great divisions of labor, railroads, insurance, 
and charities and corrections have by these means— been 
maintained at a point of high efficiency, and those of finagice 
(reports on assessment, taxation and expenditures) are being 
rapidly expanded and completed. Peculiar difficulties are 
encountered in this matter, through the absence of any 
“clearing house” of information. Few lists of state reports 
are available, and the documents issued by a legislative body 
are difficult to follow. The appointment of a committee or 
special commission to report upon a subject of general inter- 
est may be noted, but years may elapse before the report is 
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made; the committee may never make a report, or may 
prepare one of little value. An occasional mention in a 
newspaper may enable its proceedings to be followed, but it 
is almost impossible to devote such minute attention as to be 
able to apply for a copy of the report at the proper time. 
Discovery comes too late, when a full distribution has been 
made, and the opportunity to secure a copy has passed. 

While this difficulty is in part made good by the certainty 
that at some time the State Library will receive a copy, there 
is an awkward interval of time during which inquiries at the 
Public Library may be frequent and urgent. It is a pity 
that in each state a certain number of copies of documents 
should not be set aside for the great public libraries, or that 
a number should not be given to the State Library for similar 
distribution. In default of such an arrangement a monthly 
list of issues by the Legislature and departments might be 
sent to libraries, similar to the lists issued by the United 
States Superintendent of Documents, or the monthly and 
quarterly lists of British Parliament Papers. Until some 
system of disseminating a knowledge of the printing of 
public documents, or some method of organizing and central- 
izing their distribution is adopted, this difficulty must 
remain. It is at times difficult to explain this matter to one 
who is pressingly anxious for a particular report or paper. 
The immediate want blinds the inquirer to the obstacles in 
the way of satisfaction. 

In turning to the more important accessions of foreign 
documents and reports, it is with keen pleasure that I 
acknowledge the general courtesy and extensive generosity 
of the various governments and departments. <A glance at 
the list of donors printed as an appendix to the annual 
report of the Library will show the extent of the gifts, and 
the many sources from which they were received. Not in- 
frequently a request has been made which could not be 
granted because of the rules governing the distribution of 
public documents; but such occurrences have. been infre- 
quent, and in few instances have applied to important 
issues. * | 

It may not be out of place to note an advantage enjoyed 
by these foreign bureaus. Asa rule they are presided over 
by men who have held office for many years, and have thus 
become not only familiar with the duties of their particular 
bureau or department, but have studied the methods and 
results of similar bureaus in foreign governments. They 
belong to the permanent force of the administration, and thus 

embody the machinery, the knowledge, and perhaps the preju- 
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dices of long service. I need not give a list by name of 
those actually in service for examples ; but the few changes 
that have come under my notice in the last few years are in 
point. In England, Mr. Robert Giffen was at the head of the 
Board of Trade for many years. The late Dr. Janssens, 
whose death removes one of the most faithful of statisticians, 
could show a long and specialized term of official activity. 
Notice has just been received of the retirement of Elis Siden- 
bladh from the head of the Swedish Statistical Department, 
after a term of office of 21 years, while in the neighboring 
state of Norway, Anders Kiser can show as long a service, 
and there is no indication of any decay of power or willing- 
ness to receive suggestion. The truly magnificent series of 
Swedish and Norwegian statistical publications alone justify 
this poley of retaining ability in office, for they have given 
their creators a standing abroad which redounds greatly to 
the credit of the two countries. 

A further advantage of such service les in the knowledge 
it gives of what is being done elsewhere for statistical sci- 
ence, the ability to know those who are pursuing the same 
lines of investigation in other countries. I may take some 
credit to the position held by the American Statistical Associ- 
ation, for it has been through its agency that many of the 
most important accessions have been made. Similar socie- 
ties abroad have readily responded to its calls, and the heads 
of the different foreign statistical departments, knowing of 
its existence and labor through long years, have generously 
aided in completing its series and in freely giving the best 
of their publications. In Russia and its cities, and in Aus- 
tria-Hungary, as readily as in France, Germany or Great 
Britain, the Association has become known as worthy of 
recognition, and exchanges of publications are readily made. 
I would especially mention the receipt from Baron Noldé, of 
the Department of Finance, St. Petersburg, of more than 
ninety volumes of the issues on the finances and commerce of 
the Empire. It only remains to add that unless these offi- 
cial statisticians of Europe had enjoyed their long service, 
they would neither know of the American Association nor 
place so high an estimate upon its labors and the field which 
it occupies in the United States. 

The practice of obtaining certain official reports of Euro- 
pean governments as soon as published has been continued 
and extended with regard to English and French doctments. 
As the question of colonial administration has assumed such 
importance, the current reports of the British colonies are 
received under this system, making them available for use 
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months before their receipt under the old plan. Jn like man- 
ner the department has devoted especial attention to com- 
mercial statistics, as there is an ever increasing demand for 
information on that subject. The Statistik des Deutschen 
Reichs gives the returns for the German Empire, and the 
British Trade returns are received promptly on issue. I 
have added through gift and purchase a full set of the Chi- 
nese, Indian and Japanese returns, and the French Ministry 
of Commerce enables us to receive the important Moniteur 
Officiel du Commerce and the accompanying consular reports 
each week. Theseries of Austrian and British Indian issues, 
noted in my last report, are continued. ‘The annual reports 
now received from the foreign chambers of commerce make 
a notable addition to our collections, and will be continued. 
The Chamber of Commerce of Hamburg enabled me to com- 
plete .a series of its reports extending from 1867 to 1900, and 
other bodies have been generous in gifts to be hoted in my 
report of the current year. 

The statistical works received from the American Statisti- 
cal Association by the transfer of its collections in June, 
1898, have now been arranged, catalogued and placed upon 
the shelves of this department. The completion of this 
task enables me to take a general survey of the accessions 
through this transfer, and it is very gratifying to find that 
the results are fully equal to the expectations. General 
works on statistical methods the Association had not col- 
lected, but had confined itself almost entirely to obtaining . 
the current issues of official statistical bureaus in the United 
States and European countries. It was thus a library of 
applied statistics which came to us, and a long list of series 
could be given to indicate the particular nature of the 
works. The larger part of these series the Public Library 
did not possess, or held in such broken files as to be prac- 
tically useless. Yet the Library in many cases possessed 
the very numbers or parts needed to complete the files of the 
Statistical Association. As nearly all of these fragments 
bore the signature of General Francis A. Walker, long the 
President of the American Statistical Association, they were 
deposited by him in the Public Library from time to time, 
while other issues of the same series were turned into the 
Statistical Association. The two collections were thus in a 
measure complementary, and the policy of accepting the 
transfer has been justified on this ground alone, apart from 
the value of the matter thus secured. The series older in 
date rarely occur in any auction or private offerings, and it 
was the earlier series which were the more complete. It 
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has also been very gratifying to notice how well the general 
collections of the Public Library on political economy, 
sociology and the theory of statistics supplement this col- 
lection of practical and applied economics of the various 
statistical bureaus. The actual possession of the “raw 
material” and the ‘finished interpretation ” of statistics in 
one department is a great step towards fulfilling my wish to 
have at hand the outfit of a “statistical laboratory.” 

A very serious obstacle stands in the way of a realization 
of this plan. The department is too remote and difficult to 
reach to be readily accessible, and its present quarters are so 
small and cramped as to make a fair display of its leading 
features out of the question. The available shelf room will 
not hold one-half of its collection, and at present the books 
numbered and located are in no less than six different places, 
a source of annoyance and waste of time both to those who 
have them in charge and those who wish to consult them. 
The recent clearing of a certain space in Stack Six for a part 
of the accumulation does not satisfy the needs of the depart- 
ment, while it makes necessary a breach in what “must be 
regarded as an essential feature of the collections — the open 
shelves or ready accessibility. I consider that the true 
function of the department is to supply the material for 
investigation and make it open to the student. It is out of 
the question to be in such a position as to be able to answer 
every Inquiry at once, a faculty that seems to be expected by 
many. ‘To encourage and cultivate intelligent use of the 
material in the department should be the limit of our 
endeavor. 

One step towards a realization of this is the indexing of 
the statistical series and periodicals now in process. A book 
~or pamphlet speaks for itself, and is fully treated in a biblio- 
graphical sense in the general catalogue. But a serial issue 
(and the larger portion of statistical investigations appears 
in periodical form) by name conveys no idea of its contents, 
and only by indexing and analyzing the individual essays can 
they be made of service to the public. The labor thus 
undertaken will be continued, and in due time I hope to 
have a complete index of past as well as current issues, and 
in such a form as to be of public use. I am extending it so 
as to include the title and description of any important arti- 
cles on finance, commerce or sociological investigation 
appearing in recognized weekly journals devoted to these 
subjects. The index will thus be a record of the notable 
events in the economic world as well as a reference to the 
leading sources of information. It will not be either practi- 
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cable or desirable to incorporate this index into the general 
catalogue of the Public Library, as it would unduly swell 
the size of what is already a large catalogue, and increase it 
with titles or entries of little use to those not engaged in 
special investigation. 

With the collections now in my Beye a liberal policy has 
been pursued, and this has been found to meet with favor as 
well as to encourage application to this department. Vol- 
umes have been loaned to the leading educational institutions 
of this neighborhood, either at the request of some professor 
whose requirements were urgent, or to aid in university 
debates on current questions. The knowledge that public 
documents of importance are almost certain to be found here 
soon after issue, has led to these applications, and I am 
firmly convinced of the good policy of meeting them freely 
and in due discretion. It is with pleasure that I am able to 
record that in no case has the confidence thus shown been 
abused, and no losses have occurred. 

I have’ thus outlined the relations of this department to 
the general public; it remains to speak of its internal organ- 
ization and functions. That the institution was an experi- 
ment was recognized at the outset, and has ever been present 
to mind. Yet I cannot but believe that the department has 
justified its existence, and will grow in usefulness as its col- 
lections and aims become better known, and as its surround- 
ings are made-better suited to its ends. That it possesses 
characteristics which differentiate it from the general Library 
is true, and the existence of these differences has led to 
criticism and at times to friction. A long-established sys- 
tem, of slow growth and still slower change, finds a diffi- 
culty in meeting new conditions. The organization of this 
department imposed upon it certain elements of isolation 
and separate activity. It not only recommends books for 
purchase, but it locates them when received. It makes appli- 
cation for documents, receives them and acknowledges the 
receipt, prepares the card of accession, numbers, the vol- 
umes according to the shelf scheme of the department, 
makes the entry on the shelf list, and on final return from 
the Bindery or Shelf Department, after. the addition of the 
number labels and book-plates, takes charge of the circula- 
tion and use. The department is thus to a degree an inde- 
pendent branch, in that it performs all the steps involved in 
obtaining, shelving and circulating a book, except the purely 
mechanical functions of binding, of attaching numbering 
labels and book-plates, and keeping the indicator record of 
circulation. 
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Even this does not include all the duties falling to the 
department, as the most difficult matter is the selection of 
books for purchase or for obtaining through gift. A general 
treatise on a sociological subject is advertised, for there is a 
market for it. But official publications are rarely advertised 
or announced, and attract attention only when relating to a 
question of state policy immediately before the public, or 
when noticed by some investigator to whom its usefulness 
appeals. These items are never in any publishing lists, 
occur rarely in the sales catalogues, and must be sought in 
occasional bibliographies or in the columns of statistical 
journals. Nor is the mere finding of a title sufficient; there 
must be some knowledge of the contents of the work to 
attain to a proper estimate of its worth. It is thus not 
assuming too much to state that half of the time of this 
department should be expended in becoming familiar with 
what is being or has been written on a current topic, and 
securing a knowledge of these more obscure but highly valu- 
able sources of information in official publications. 

The practice of making exchanges of duplicate material 
with other libraries has been continued, and offers a ready 
means of disposing of this embarrassing increase of dead 
material. It is not feasible at all times to obtain what might 
be considered a full equivalent. A smaller library finds a 
difficulty in meeting the needs of a very much larger and 
older institution. Its own wants are many-while those of 
the older body are few and usually to be classed among the 
unusual and difficult to fill. A certain discretion has thus 
been necessary, and I have sought to temper it with liberality, 
as the space now occupied .by duplicates in this Library is 
too valuable for other purposes to be needlessly expanded.

EXTRACT FROM THE REPORT OF THE SUPER- 
VISOR OF BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


To the Librarian: 


SERVICE OF THE BRANCHES AND STATIONS FROM THE 
CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The Daily Issue. — The issue of books from the Central 
Library on cards and slips to the branches and stations 
amounts for the year to 104,988 volumes, as against 94,808 
volumes in 1899. The percentage of unsuccessful cards is 
46 per cent. as against 44 per cent.in 1899. The percentage 
of fiction in the books issued is 81 per cent. The demand 
for fiction from the Central Library continues to grow and 
cannot be supplied. It is a matter of surprise that the dis- 
appointments are not greater in number, as much of the 
demand is for current fiction, and of this the supply of 
copies at the Central Library is very limited. With the 
growth of the stations the calls for books from the Central 
Library increase. In 1897 the applications (cards) were 
98,601, in the year past 174,587. 

Deposit Work. — From the Central Library, deposits are 
sent to sixty-four places, as against fifty-three last year, and 
the number of volumes now out on deposit is 9,354 as against 
7,817 a year ago. The total number of volumes sent out 
during the year was 25,500 as against 22,502 in 1899. Forty- 
five per cent. of these books were fiction. The special de- 
posits sent to the branches and stations for the use of schools 
have nearly doubled this year. They number 1,754 volumes, 
as against 883 volumes in 1899. In order to meet new 
demands the deposits sent from the Central Library to 
stations and schools have been supplemented more largely 
than before by deposits from the branches. The number of 
volumes sent from this source was 8,849. 

The net gain in the deposit collection is 3,184 volumes. - 
It now numbers 18,667 volumes, of which 60 per cent. are 
fiction and juveniles. 

Notwithstanding the large additions of the year the deposit 
collection must continue to grow with the growth of the 
work. It is the reservoir of supply for all the outlying 
agencies of the Library, except the branches. In its use it

is the most popular sort of a collection, for its books circu- 
late to the extent of perhaps 200,000 volumes, and are all 
on open shelves. 

Work with Schools Including Work through the Branches. — 
There are now 21 schools supplied by the Library, as against 
11 in 1899. This is nearly one-third of the public schools of 
the city, leaving out the primary and kindergarten schools ; 
for the Library cannot as a rule attempt to deal with any 
grades below the seventh in the grammar schools. 

Books for topical reference have been reserved for schools 
at the branches and stations, upon formal application from 
the teachers, to the number of 2,871 volumes. ; 

The two city vacation schools and the playgrounds in the 
school yards were all supplied with deposits of books in the 
summer. 

Codperation.— A general scheme of codperation between 
the Library and the School Department was outlined in 1895, 
but could not then be carried into effect for lack of funds. 
Therefore, when books were first sent directly to schools, in 
1898, it was necessary to proceed experimentally, opening 
relations with individual schools one after another. 

Having pursued this course for more than two years, it 
seemed proper to call the special attention of the School De- 
partment to what had been accomplished, as had been the 
intention of the Library from the beginning. The Superin- 
tendent responded heartily by appointing a committee on 
codperation, which has already had several meetings, and a 
conference with the Library authorities. In accordance with 
the recommendation of the committee and the Superintendent, 
the School Committee has voted to guarantee once for all the 
safety of books sent by the Library to the schools. Another 
matter which has been agreed upon is the issue of a circular 
letter by the Superintendent to the teachers, calling attention 
to the various features of the work of the Library. Among 
these is a plan to take registrations for Library cards in every 
grammar and high school once a year. These have already 
been taken in several schools, but by doing so everywhere, it 
will be certain that all pupils in the City have had cards 
offered them. 

Character of the Books. — The books which have been sent 
to the schools are not only those for topical reference, but 
miscellaneous reading, well selected and limited in kind. 
For it is quite as important to cultivate in pupils a taste for 
the best books, and to encourage an intelligent use of the 
Library, as to assist them directly in their studies. The 
80,000 pupils in the Boston schools are the future adult con- 
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stituency of the Library, and they ought all to graduate from 
school into the position of card-holders and card-users for life. 
As to a division of the reading furnished by the Library and 
the supplementary reading supplied by the School Board, ex- 
perience will doubtless lead to a decision. A distinction 
based not so much on the character of the books as the 
nature of their use, is a reasonable one — books used like 
text-books being furnished by the School Board in sets, as is 
done now, whatever their character. 


BRANCHES. 


This has been a year of some enlargement at the branches. 
More schools and other agencies have been supplied, more 
readers accommodated, and more books and car ds issued than 
last year. 

Reclassification. — Nine of the ten branches are now re- 
classified on a common system, and eight branches have com- 
plete card catalogues. The central union catalogue and 
shelf-list are approaching completion. 

Consolidated Branch Finding dist. — The abe are 
learning slowly to use the card catalogues at the branches, 
but these can never take the place of printed lists. In 1898 
_and in 1899 there was published a union finding lst of the 
books added to the branches during the year previous. In- 
stead of a third annual list, a consolidated list, covering the 
three years from June 1, 1897, to August 1, 1900, was issued 
last September. It represents about 1,700 titles, and _ to- 
gether with the selected list of books for younger readers, 
furnishes in printed form a considerable proportion of the 
titles which are most asked for. 
or structural reasons no large 
extension of open shelves has been possible this year, but in 
several branches bookcases have been built outside the en- 
closures, so that more books might be accessible to the 
public. In six of the ten branches all, or nearly all, of the 
shelves are open. There can be no doubt that the public is 
benefited by handling the books, and it appears that the 
Library administration has gone on at least as smoothly as be- 
fore. The wear of the books is greater, but the loss is not 
alarming; for the total number of volumes missing is only 
eight more than last year in these six branches. ‘The chief 
loss has been, as usual, from the juvenile collections, and not 
from the main body of shelves recently thrown open. 

Circulation. —The total circulation of the branches is 
673,053 volumes as against 638,804 volumes in 1899, a gain 
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of 34,249 volumes, or 5,%, per cent. The total circulation 
of the branch system is 1,006,214 volumes, as against 
922,624 in 1899. This constitutes three-quarters of the 
circulation of the Library. There has been a general in- 
crease in registrations for cards, and an increase in the use 
of reference books is reported from most branches. With so 
many open shelves the unrecorded use is large. From 
systematic observations made again this year it is probable 
that this use is nearly, if not quite, equal in amount to the 
home use. 

In the month of November the custodians were asked to 
keep a classified record of the issue of non-fiction in order 
that it might be seen what reading was most in demand. 
From the reports it appeared that history led at six branches, 
and literature, including language, at four. Where literature 
led, history usually came second, and vice versd. Geogra- 
phy and travel, and biography came third and fourth, but 
with the order reversed at some branches, science was usually 
fifth, and then came fine arts, useful arts, etc. At one 
branch fine arts was second. 

Books. — The number of new books bought for the branches 
during the year is 7,259; last year, 4,447. There was an 
unusual supply for Charlestown. Replacements numbered 
1,779 volumes; in 1899, 1,672 volumes. Current fiction 
was bought to the extent of 1,940 volumes; in 1899, 
1,394 volumes. The books bought for the branches include 
many simple books for topical reference, which are useful to 
pupils of the public schools, and some books of a more 
youthful character than were formerly supplied, which the 
practical reduction of the age-limit for cards has made neces- 
sary. Of reference books proper a large number were 
. bought after a careful consideration of the needs of the 
branches. The reference collections are therefore in excel- 
lent condition. Children’s reference libraries exist at some 
branches and should be at all. 

Repairs and Improvements. — At the West End Branch a 
large children’s room has been fitted up in the left gallery. 
The room is generally crowded with children, and the hall 
use of books has much increased. About 1,900 volumes 
have been placed here on open shelves, including the begin- 
nings of a children’s reference library. The main floor is 
thus relieved of the presence of children, and the capacity 
of the branch increased. 

The building which the West Roxbury Branch occupies 
was thoroughly repaired last summer by the Department of 
Public Buildings. In codperation with that department, 
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the partition was removed between the branch quarters and 
a large room adjoining, and the whole second floor of the 
building remodelled and refurnished. Gas and steam heat 
were introduced. The quarters of the branch are now 
spacious, well lighted and heated, and really . attractive. 
The extension made it possible to set apart a children’s 
room. tour branches now have children’s rooms, and three 
have a separate enclosure for children. In the Children’s 
Room of the Brighton Branch there have been meetings of a 
Readers’ Club, for those under sixteen years of age, formed 
by the Custodian with the object of encouraging the proper 
use of the Library. At Charlestown, Dorchester, Roxbury 
and South Boston considerable repairs have been made. At 
Brighton a granolithie drive and walk was laid at an expense 
of $800, and the retaining wall of the lawn was rebuilt. 
Advertising. — The branches and stations are advertised 
from time\!o time in various ways — by placards and cireu- 
lars, by articles in the newspapers, metropolitan and subur- 
ban, and by personal effort, especially at the schools. This 
year, in addition to the usual means, a general card, sug- 
gested by the Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Branches 
of the Examining Committee, was prepared, and with his co- 
operation placed in the waiting rooms and car-houses of the 
Elevated Railway, the Western Union Telegraph offices, the 
engine-houses, the police stations, the public schools, and 
many other places. This card shows the location of all the 
branches and stations of the Library, and by underlining the 
name of a branch it becomes an advertisement of that one in 
particular. In this connection, articles upon the extent of 
the branch system were published in various newspapers. 


DELIVERY STATIONS AND OTHER AGENCIES. 


Stations, Enlargement and Improvement.— During the 
year one new station —a reading room — has been added, 
and two service stations, one of them a reading room, have 
taken the place of shop stations. There are now 20 stations, 
of which seven are reading rooms, as against. five at the 
beginning of the year, and only sine shop stations, as against 
eleven at the beginning of the year. 

The new station is Station Y, the Andrew Square Read- 
ing Room, the establishment of which was made possible by 
a special appropriation by the City Government of two thou- 
sand dollars. By permission of the School Committee, a 
room was fitted up in the basement of the John A. Andrew 
School-house, Dorchester street, South Boston, and the read- 
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ing room was opened on January 5. There are several 
periodicals and a collection of reference. books at the station, 
in addition to deposits from the Central Library and the 
South Boston Branch. The circulation from January 5 to 
January 31 was 1,580 volumes, and the room was often 
crowded with readers. ‘There is, therefore, no doubt that a 
reading room was needed in this district. This is the only 
station of the Library in a public school building, though two 
branches are so situated. There is both advantage and dis- 
advantage in such a location. 

A special appropriation of five thousand dollars was made 
by the City Government for the establishment of a reading 
room in Roslindale, where only a shop station existed. The 
new reading room was opened in roomy and attractive quar- 
ters in the Wise Building, Washington street, on December 
29. It has nearly 2,000 volumes on the shelves, including 
deposits, and receives regularly twenty-eight periodicals. 
Notwithstanding the size of the room, there has not always 
been sufficient accommodation for readers, and the circulation 
for the month of January was 4,585 volumes, which is 
greater than that of some branches. 

From considerations of location, Station N, 200 Blue Hill 
avenue, was discontinued on June 1. It was opened again, 
however, in August, at the corner of Dudley and Magazine 
streets, in consequence of an offer made by the Catholic 
Young Men’s Association of St. Patrick’s Church, to provide 
rooms, light, heat, and janitor service. The Library fur- 
nishes the custodian, the books and the transportation. The 
location is of the best, at the junction of several important 
thoroughfares, and within the limits of Ward 17, which 
was destitute of Library agencies. The use has been very 
satisfactory, rising to more than 2,400 volumes for one 
month. 

Owing to a change of quarters by the Boys’ Institute of 
Industry, Station S was removed to an adjacent building on 
the corner of Tremont and Ruggles streets. Here it occupies 
a store of large dimensions on the ground floor, leased by the 
Library. Many more readers can be accommodated than in 
the old quarters. The station is still in close touch with the 
Boys’ Institute, and that institution provides for the janitor 
work and the heating. The reading room is often more than 
comfortably filled, and the circulation shows a substantial 
increase. » The station has now larger opportunities, but it 
very much needs more books. 

The use of Station W in the North End has increased, as 
is partly shown by the increase of 5,293 volumes in the 
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number of books issued, and the work done in interesting 
children has been remarkable. 

The constituency of Station U, at Union Park street, is 
erowing, and the issue of books for home use shows an in- 
crease of 5,000 volumes. 

I called attention to the fact last year that Stations 8, U, 
and W were successful instances of codperation between the 
Library and other institutions, and Station N must now be 
added to this list. Probably no one of these stations could 
have been established had not the Trustees of the Library 
.received an offer to share in the expense. The codperation 
which was promised has been accompanied in every case by 
a continuous interest in the work, and it seems probable that 
the arrangement has been satisfactory to the givers as well 
as to the Library. 

New or better provision for several parts of the City has 
thus been made during the year, but in order that no consid- 
erable district may be without a delivery station, if nota 
reading room, much remains to be done. Wards 1 and 19 
are not provided for, and although Station N has been moved 
into Ward 17, there is a populous district lying between it 
and Station U which ought to havea station. The claims of 
Grove Hall are stronger since the removal of Station N. 
Codman square, Dorchester, is a centre of importance, where 
a reading room is very necessary. The locations of the 
delivery stations in Dorchester were chosen with reference 
to the steam railroads, and the changes produced by the elec- 
tric railways make some readjustment desirable. Upham’s 
Corner needs a reading roomin place of its shop station; and 
there are other districts which have asked for consideration, 
and not wholly without reason. 

Stations P (Broadway Extension) and 8 (Tremont street) 
have been open on Sunday as in past years, and have had an 
increased attendance and circulation. Other service stations 
might be opened on Sunday with advantage. 

It has been arranged that the four shop stations G, M, R, 
and ‘T’, which are in drug stores, shall regularly issue books 
on Sunday. 

The daily use of Station P, the Broadway Extension 
Reading Room, has so increased this year, especially on the 
part of men, that lack of space is a serious problem. 
Larger quarters are needed where the school children who 
come for reference work will not disturb the adult readers. «4 

Deposits from the Central Library have been enlarged at 
stations A, H, K, M, N, Q, R, T, and W, and deposits have 
been sent for the first time from the Brighton Branch to 
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Station G, from Dorchester to Station A, and from the 
South Boston Branch to Stations M and Y. 

A few reference books have been placed at the stations, but 
many more are-needed. [very shop station should have at 
least a dictionary, encyclopedia, and atlas, while stations 
like N, 8, U, and W should be supplied with a collection of 
50 or 100 volumes. At the reading rooms additions to the 
existing sets of reference books are desirable. 

Circulation. — The total circulation of the _ stations, 
schools, institutions and engine-houses is 338,246 volumes as 
against 289,315 volumes in 1899, a gain of seventeen per 
cent. Every station but one has increased in circulation. 

Other Agencies. — Six engine-houses and ten schools have 
been added this year, and one institution, the Guild of St. 
Elizabeth, has received a deposit of 200 volumes. Books 
had previously been sent to the vacation school conducted by 
this guild, but the present deposit is a continuing one, and is 
kept at the guild house, 57 East Springfield street, where 
various clubs and industrial classes are conducted. ‘The 
location is nearly midway between Station U and Station N, 
remote from either, and the books are thoroughly used. To 
the monthly delivery to the officers of the Long Island Alms- 
house are added books in raised type, for the blind among 
the inmates. 

In the summer a special effort was made to give every va- 
cation school of importance in the City an opportunity to 
receive books, and deposits were sent to 27 schools or play- 
erounds. It is believed that no important schools were over- 
looked, though a few did not need books. 

Distribution of Periodicals. — The periodicals not needed 
for binding which have been distributed to City institutions 
number 17,552. |

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE 
FOR 1900-1901. 


To the Trustees of the Boston Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN, — The Examining Committee for the year 1900- 
1901 met on May 18, 1900, and organized by the choice of 
Samuel Wells as chairman, and Mrs. Mary E. Blake as secretary. 
At the request of the committee, the chairman appointed the fol-

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These sub-committees held frequent meetings and carefully 
considered the subjects especially referred to them, and through 
the chairman of each sub-committee, made separate reports to 
the general committee. 

The Committee on Books recommends an increase in the depart- 
ment of French literature, and the addition of important editions 
now lacking. It advises for the better equipment of this collec- 
tion, that a new list be made, the present one being dated 1892, 
and that the numbers be re-examined and rearranged so that 
such books can be made more available. 

They find the present collection of books in the Spanish [an- 
guage unsatisfactory and insufficient, and think that an attempt 
should be made to meet the growing demand for works which 
will afford information upon the history and political condition of 
Spain and her colonies, matters which, owing to our recent 
national experiences, are of increasing interest to the public. 
They advise an increase in reference books of travel for the 
information of individuals planning journeys, and a more com- 
plete collection of the Baedeker guide-books, now recognized as 
standard authorities. 

They also recommend attention to Wineton: relating to 
public and private transactions in American life, which in the 
future will prove valuable to the historian studying the domestic, 
social, and religious life of the past. 

They repeat the request made in the past year by the Trustees 
for an increase in the appropriation for the bindery, as suitably 
bound books ean be circulated with greater readiness and safety 
than those unbound, or badly bound. 

They fully endorse the position heretofore taken by the 
Trustees that the fines collected for the retention of books over- 
time should be used for the benefit of the Library, and call atten- 
tion to the fact that from this source during the past year $5,000 
was paid into the general fund of the City Treasury, which 
should have been available for the repair of old books or the pur- 
chase of new ones. 

They call attention to the accumulation of books of fiction on 
account of the purchase of large numbers of each new novel to 
meet a temporary demand due to a desire for novelty and the 
gratification of curiosity. A very large number of such books 
having met a fleeting demand, now occupy space that can be more 
usefully employed. The committee neticed, as an example, more 
than thirty copies of one of the novels of Dumas resting in an 
alcove of retired books. 

The Committee on Catalogues, Bulletins and Printing recom- 
mends the substitution of a drawer with a single rod for the 
double rod system now used in the card catalogues, believing that 
the convenience and durability of such a system would shortly 
make it less expensive than the present method. Another desired 
improvement is the introduction into the official card catalogue of 
all the titles in the old printed catalogues; this is being gradually 
accomplished, but it should be hastened to completion for the 
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benefit of the administration and the quick determination of the 
question whether a book offered for sale is not already in the 
Library. 

The committee notices with praise as a cataloguing work the 
annual catalogues of additions compiled from the monthly bul- 
letins, but doubts whether it is of sufficient general usefulness to 
warrant the large expense of its publication. 

The Committee on Branches and Distribution of Radka: after a 
careful examination of the several branches and stations, 
advises that they should be kept open until 10 o’clock in the 
evening on week days and during a portion of Sunday. 

They suggest that the question of fines should be considered 
with a view to greater liberality, as they have ascertained that in 
several districts parents have refused to permit their children to 
take out cards from fear of fines. The work of the Branch 
Department in connection with the Public Schools is growing in 
importance, and this work should be encouraged. They find need 
of more room in the East Boston and Dorchester Branches, and 
consider that the accommodations in the Charlestown and South 
End Branches are inadequate. All the branches and stations 
are, however, in excellent condition, and the custodians are com- 
petent and able. 

The Committee on Administration notes with satisfaction 
the increase in the distribution of books due to the establishment 
of new branches and stations, by which the usefulness of the 
Library is greatly improved and expanded, much to the advantage 
of pupils in the Public Schools. These pupils and their teachers 
have derived real benefit from the use of a large room especially 
arranged for them. The Lecture room has also extended their 
opportunities for education by giving them the privilege of hear- 
ing lectures illustrated by books, engravings and photographs. 

The method of appointment in case of vacancies in the force of 
assistants is approved by this committee. Positions in the ser- 
vice of the Library are much sought for, and the number of 
applications is large. All candidates are obliged to file applica- 
tions for the position desired and to submit to a written examina- 
tion. The questions used for this purpose have been considered 
by the committee and found well adapted to disclose the educa- 
tional qualifications of the applicant. 

The Committee on Finance makes the following recommen- 
dation with reference to branch libraries at Charlestown and 
East Boston : 

‘¢ Your committee does, however, warmly recommend that if 
any appropriation be made for such branches, that the said appro- 
priation be placed in the hands of the Trustees of the Public 
Library for them to use according to their best judgment. In 
this way better sites and more conveniently arranged buildings 
could undoubtedly be obtained at less cost to the City than by 
any other method.’’ 

The Committee on Printing and Binding made a careful exam- 
ination of the conditions governing this department. They find

that the work being done by the linotypes in making catalogues 
is not progressing as rapidly as it should, the catalogue cards 
being 10,000 behind on current books, and the Allen A. Brown 
Music Library has still 20,000 cards to be printed. 

They advise the immediate cataloguing of current books in 
order that the public may be efficiently served, also an increase 
in the facilities of this department. To accomplish this purpose 
they recommend the purchase of a new linotype and the employ- 
ment of a workman to operate it. 

They find the bindery in admirable working order and have no 
recommendations to make in regard to it. 

They desire to acknowledge the extreme courtesy and attention 
with which their investigations were met.

tion. At the end of twenty-five years the income of said sum is to be 
expended annually in the purchase of books of permanent value, either 
in the Spanish or Portuguese language, or in such other languages as 
may be deemed expedient by those having charge of the Library. 
These books bequeathed or purchased are always to be freely accessible 
for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for use outside of the 
Library building. If these bequests are not accepted by the City, and 
the trusts and conditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts 
and money are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard 
College. 

In order that the City might receive the immediate benefit of this 
contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of Mr. Ticknor, relinquished her 
right to retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed 
them under the control of the City, the City Council having previously 
accepted the bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of 
said will, and the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests.

TRUSTEES FOR FORTY-NINE YEARS. 


The Hon. Edward Everett was President of the Board of 
Trustees from 1852 to 1864; George Ticknor in 1865; William 
W. Greenough, Esq., from 1866 to April, 1888; from May 7, 
1888, to May 12, 1888, Prof: Henry W. Haynes; Samuel A. B. 
Abbott, Esq., May 12, 1888, to April 30, 1895; Hon. F. O. 
Prince, October 8, 1895, to May 8, 1899; Hon. Solomon Lincoln, 
since May 12, 1899. 

The Board for 1852 was a preliminary organization; that for 
1853 made what is called the first annual report. At first it con- 
sisted of one alderman and one common councilman and five 
citizens at large, until 1867, when a revised ordinance made it to 
consist of one alderman, two common councilmen and six citizens 
at large, two of whom retired, unless reélected, each year, while 
the members from the City Council were elected yearly. In 1878 
the organization of the Board was changed to include one alder- 
man, one councilman and five citizens at large, as before 1867; 
and in 1885, by the provisions of the amended City charter, the 
representation of the City Government upon the Board, by an 
alderman and a councilman, was abolished, leaving the Board as 
at present, consisting of five citizens at large appointed by the 
Mayor.

CHELSEA, February 14, 1893. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Public Library : 


GENTLEMEN ,— I propose to leave to the Boston Public Library, 
by testamentary bequest, my collection of historical documents, 
manuscripts, autographs, portraits, and engravings connected 
therewith, together with a few printed volumes, and some matters 
of personal interest to me, provided the Trustees, after a more 
mature consideration of the subject, are still willing to accept the 
same agreeably to an informal understanding expressed at their 
meeting, January 17, 1893. That is to say, that the Trustees 
will furnish the room in the new building, connected with the 
Librarian’s Room, substantially in accord with the plan’ prepared 
by Alex. S. Jenney, and set said room apart as the permanent 
home of said collection, to be and forever remain in the sole 
custody of the Librarian, under the Trustees. 

From the above conditions are to be excepted the framed Ad- 
dress to the King, the Declaration of Independence, the Articles 
of Confederation,’ and the Constitution of the United States, 
which would be properly exhibited on the walls of some more 
public room. 

While I desire to retain the property of the collection during 
my life, it is my wish, nevertheless, to transfer to the Library at 
once such portions of it as are in completed form, and the 
remainder as soon as it can be completed. 

The collection will need an index and binding; and as I am 
familiar with the requirements, I think it-would be well to have 
one or more volumes-of each division bound as soon as may be, 
to serve as examples for the remaining volumes. 

It is my purpose to make the collection as complete as I may ; 
and to. that end, after any portion of it is transferred to the 
Library, I shall desire free access to it at suitable times.

‘These 
matters may generally be recognized (if books) by their having 
my book-plate—‘*The Chamberlain Collection ” -— on the in- 
side of the cover.

DrAr. Str, — In conformity to Chapter 3, Section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the report of the 
Department of Markets for the year ending January 31, 
1901. 
~ The work of the Department has been of a general routine 
nature. Extensive repairs have been made on that portion 
of the buildings used for market purposes, and they are now 
in good repair so that only ordinary repairs will be needed 
during the present year.. In addition to the work done by 
the City, many extensive improvements have been made in 
the stalls and cellars at the expense of the lessees, which 
have been of great benefit to the property of the City. Dur- 
ing the year a new iron awning, similar to the one placed 
around Faneuil Hall Market, has been placed around New 
Faneuil Hall Market, over the portion occupied by the 
lessees, at their own expense. This work was supplemented 
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by the City constructing a similar awning over the entrances 
to the market and Faneuil Hall. The awnings now in use 
add greatly to the appearance of the’ building, and are a con- 
venience to the public, as well as to those who use Faneuil - 
Hall, being a protection from the weather, and have replaced 
the old canvas awnings, which were unsightly and frequently 
out of repair. cs 

The frequent digging up of the streets around the markets 
for the laying of new water and gas mains, sewers, cold 
storage systems, etc., has left them in bad condition, and they 
should be repaved in the improved method with concrete 
base. As all the above-named pipes have recently been 
renewed, it would seem that the work, if done now, would 
remain for several years without having to be disturbed. 

Another pressing need at present is the renovating and 
improving of the water-closets in the basement of the market. 
The Public Buildings Department has given this matter 
considerable thought; plans have been prepared, which, if 
carried out, will enable the City to establish a public sanitary 
in the apartments now intended for the use only of-the occu- 
pants of the market, and will supply a want greatly needed: 
in this busy section. 

At the time of renovating Faneuil Hall, arrangements 
were made for a ladies’ toilet-room in the building. As the 
plans were changed, and the apartments placed on the third 
floor of the building, they cannot be of practical use until such 
‘time as a proper person will be placed in charge of them, 
whose duty it will be to care for them at all hours when the 
hall is open to the public. This will be a convenience to the 
thousands who annually visit the hall, and will also provide 
for the large number of ladies who are employed at the 
markets, for whom the City should provide accommodations. 

For several years, under the regulations of the Street 
Department, Sanitary Division, dealers at the market have 
been required to remove the refuse of their business to the 
dumping scow at their own expense, besides paying a charge 
for the privilege of dumping the same. While under this 
system the refuse has not been permitted to accumulate so as 
to become offensive, it seems, if the practice is to continue, | 
that no charge should be made at the scow for dumping the 
same. Iam of opinion that the work would be done more 
satisfactorily were it in charge of the Sanitary Division, as 
formerly, and that it would not materially increase the 
expense. 

The inspection of provisions has been carefully looked 
after, and the Department has been obliged to condemn as 
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unfit for food a much smaller quantity than in previous 
years. The amount so condemned was as follows: Eleven 
hundred sixty three (1,163) pounds poultry, one hundred 
thirty-one (131) pounds veal, one hundred eighty (180) 
pounds mutton, four hundred ten (410) pounds fish, two 
hundred fifteen (215) small game,. ducks, quails, etc., and 
one hundred thirty (180) rabbits, besides large quantities of 
fruit and vegetables, which have been sent to the dumping 
SCOW. 

The Police assigned for duty in the Department have 
made ninety seven (97) arrests for the following offences : 
Drunkenness, forty (40) ; larceny, twenty-nine (29) ; assault 
and battery, twelve (12); cruelty to animals, five (5) ; 
picking pockets, four (4); removing refuse from - barrels, 
three (3); leaving teams unattended, two (2); stopping 
teams on crossings, two (2); total arrests, ninety-seven (97).

The appropriation allowed the Department, $9,600 (ninety- 
six hundred dollars), was so much less than the Commissioners 
had hoped for that they were obliged to make radical changes 
in their plans for the year. 

The proposed number of outdoor or summer concerts in 
the various sections of the City had to be reduced; the con- 
templated series of regular Sunday evening concerts at Marine 
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park, South Boston, where conditions for open-air music are 
so favorable, had to be abandoned; the original scheme for a 
broad system of indoor or. winter concerts was obliged to re- 
main unfulfilled; and perhaps more important than all, the 
increase in the membership of the Municipal Band to sixty 
or more was necessarily postponed. 

Notwithstanding the diminished appropriation, and contrary 
to custom, the committees in charge of Farragut Day, Seven- 
teenth of June, and Fourth of July hélobratione failed to 
provide for the usual band concerts on those days out of the 
several special appropriations, and in consequence the Board 
were unexpectedly called upon to expend $1,000 in order that 
an essential feature of the holidays might not be wanting. 


SuMMER CONCERTS. 


The first concert of the season was given Sunday afternoon, 
June 17, on the Common, by the Municipal Band, thirty-seven 
men, Mr. Emil Mollenhauer, conductor. Eleven concerts 
were given at this place on successive Sunday afternoons.

EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT.

The last annual report contained statistics relating to 
persons who had been sheltered at the Wayfarers’ Lodge 
within the previous seven months. ‘This year the tables cover 
the twelve months from February 1, 1900, to February 1,

1901. The belief expressed last year, that the general accuracy 
of these statistics is not open to serious doubt although based 
exclusively upon the unverified personal statements of the 
individuals concerned, is amply vindicated by the results of 
this year’s longer and more careful investigation. 

The tables give details in regard to 9,800 individuals. 
But as the total number of lodgers during the year is found 
to be 18,537, it is evident that 8,737 of them sought shelter 
at the Lodge more than once. In numerous instances the 
same person was housed there on three consecutive nights, 
while a few appear to have returned after an absence of a 
month or more. 

The statistics showing place of birth strikingly agree with 
those obtained last year. The American born still constitute 
more than one-half of the whole number, or 53.02 per cent., 
as against 54.05 per cent. a yearago. ‘The Irish again head 
the contingent of foreign-born lodgers, and this time with a 
slightly increased percentage, namely, 30.83 per cent., as 
against the former 28.27 per cent. ‘The other nationalities 
considered retain the relative places held by them in last 
year’s tables. 

Neighboring cities and towns continue to furnish the great 
majority of lodgers. Comparatively few hail from beyond 
the borders of the Commonwealth. Residents of Boston 
rarely resort to the Lodge. Some of the strangers are suffi- 
ciently honest to admit that they came hither to spend their 
earnings in having a good time, and that they have accom- 
plished this to their own injury. By far the larger number 
are drawn to Boston by a more or less vague hope of finding 
employment, and are honestly in search of work. Yet it 
cannot be doubted that a goodly proportion of the latter 
belong to the itinerant class of workers whose natural rest- 
lessness, among other causes, does not allow them to bide 
long in one place. It is a well-known fact that some of the 
most skilled craftsmen and operatives are of the wandering 
fraternity, though not to be classed with tramps. 

Nearly sixty-seven per cent. of the lodgers were under 
forty years of age, as against sixty-three per cent. last year. 
The correspondence between the tables giving age periods for 
the two years is astonishingly close. ‘The comparative 
youthfulness of the majority lends additional weight to the 
belief that the Lodge is mainly a place of shelter for the tem- 
porarily embarrassed and unfortunate and not for the vagrant 
or vicious. Were this not so, it is certain that many more 
would be found who have already passed the forty-fifth mile- 
stone. 
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The data relative to conjugal conditions conform almost 
precisely to those of last year. The men who have been or 
are married form an insignificant minority. 

The fact that the lodgers belong to the vigorous and 
healthy in the community is again confirmed by the statistics 
regarding physical condition, which show less than two per 
cent. to have been sick or permanently disabled. 

The most notable divergence from the statistics presented 
in the last annual report-occurs in the percentage of lodgers 
classed as skilled workmen, which is now 29.45 per cent., as 
against the former 39.18 per cent. It is largely due to a 
stricter classification of the occupations which cannot be en- 
gaged in without special training, none being considered as 
skilled workers who have not a definite trade. As formerly, 
the largest single occupation given is that of shoe manutac- 
ture in its various forms. Other occupations are represented 
somewhat in proportion to their numerical strength in the 
community. 

An attempt has been made to gather some information 
about the wages received by the lodgers, and, in order to 
render comparisons simple, the weekly or monthly wage, 
where such was received, has been reduced to its equivalent 
per day. ‘To avoid too complicated a statement those getting, 
for instance, $1.20 a day, have been classed with those get- 
ting $1.25, etc. The figures do not invariably stand for the 
exact amount the persons concerned may earn in the occupa- 
tions they claim as thei own, or which they have been 
trained for. Inquiry is made as to the amount of the wage 
last received; and the last employment may have been of a 
temporary character —a makeshift until something more 
desirable should turn up. This explains in part the percent- 
ages of both skilled and unskilled men who received less 
than $1.00 per day. The table of wages nevertheless con- 
tains some highly suggestive facts, and indicates to some ex- 
tent the relative earning capacity of the two classes of workers 
in question. Thus the largest group of the unskilled earned 
but $1.50 per day, while the largest group among the skilled 
earned $2.50 a day, or one dollarmore. Again, while but 45.85 
per cent. of the skilled got less than $2.00 per day, this is 
true of 83.48 per cent. of the unskilled. The percentages of 
those whose earnings could not be computed are too insig- 
nificant to affect the general showing. The wage statistics 
confirm the correctness of the broad classification made of 
the industrial relations of the lodgers. 

The whole inquiry tends to vindicate further the state- 
ment made a year ago, that the Wayfarers’ Lodge is, generally 
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speaking, ‘‘a place of shelter for men who, on the whole, are 
fairly deserving, but who, for various reasons, chiefly for lack 
of employment, are temporarily embarrassed.”

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THE TEMPORARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


By comparing the record cards of the year ending Febru- 
ary 1, 1901, with those of the previous year, we find a slight 
decrease in the admissions of those who are known to have 
been in prison, and an increase in the more respectable class 
of women, who, through various misfortunes, have been 
obliged to seek temporary shelter with us. The women be- 
longing to the vagrant class, addicted to drink, and generally 
with prison or almshouse records, who come repeatedly to 
the Home, furnish our hardest problem, but we try never to 
relax efforts for their help and regeneration. We are happy 
to report marked improvement in several of these cases. 
One of these women, who, previous to 1897, had been in 
prison thirty-three times, has not been arrested since that 
date. She has been in the Home a fewer number of days 
during the past two years than in the one year previous to 
her last sentence to prison. She appears much brighter 
mentally, looks better physically, and drinks less. The 
Home has found housework for her at the average of three 
times a year during the last two years, and her record in 
these places has been encouraging. 

Another woman, who came to the Home forty-one times, 
between 1890 and 1896, has only sought admission eight 
times during the years since then. Her record for work has 
improved, and she is at present in a good situation at domes- 
tic service. 

Of the four hundred new women and children who have 
come to us during the year the greater number have come 
only once, and many only for one night. Among these are 
the following: 

A girl of sixteen ran away from her family in a town in 
this State and applied at this Home. The matron found that 
she was in correspondence with a young man, and through 
co-operation with the Children’s Aid Society, finally induced 
the girl to return to her home, where she was doing well at 
last reports. 

A girl of fifteen applied at the Home, having run away 
from her people in a distant town. After some days the 
matron persuaded her to return to her family. 

Another young girl from a neighboring town came to Bos- 
ton to marry a man whom she had never seen, but with 
whom, through the influence of a friend, she had entered into 
correspondence. ‘The man had invited the girl to visit him 
at his lodging, but failing to find him at the address given, 
she appled for shelter at this Home. The matron persuaded 
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her to send for the man to call upon her here, and not feeling 
reassured by his appearance, persuaded the girl to refuse to 
accompany him to his boarding-house, and finally succeeded 
in returning her to her relatives. 

Another girl, who recently came to the Home, was found a 
situation, where she gave entire satisfaction, and was kept as 
long as the family needed help. She returned to the Home 
to ask for more work, and on the same day a well-to-do sister, 
who for nine years had vainly tried to find her, applied at the 
Home to see if by chance the girl’s address was known here. 
She immediately took her sister home with her. 

Another young woman came to us with a child three weeks 
old. She had been vainly trying to place the child in an 
institution. ‘The woman seemed insane, but, under care and 
with good food all traces of mental disturbance disappeared. 
The child is now being boarded in a family, and the mother 
has work. She has since called at the Home to thank the 
matrons for their kindness to her. 

One woman with six children came here from a neighbor- 
ing city to find her husband. They were kept here for 
several days, the husband was found, and is now supporting 
his family. 

A neat looking young woman walked with her husband 
from Worcester to Boston, having heard that work was easily 
found in this City. She passed one night at the Home, and 
the following day both man and wife found work, and have 
since called here to express gratitude for the assistance 
given. 

A young man of twenty-four brought his wife here to ask 
shelter for her while he was seeking work. In a few days, 
having found employment, he returned for his wife, and has 
since called at the Home to report that they were doing well, 
and to express his gratitude for help and encouragement 
given. 

A young wife applied here because she felt she could no 
longer live with her husband, as he starved and beat her. 
The husband came to find her at the Home. The matron 
reasoned with them and finally drew up an agreement, which 
they signed, and by which a certain sum of money was to be 
set aside for food. The wife has since called to say that she 
had followed the advice given, and there had been no trouble 
since her return home. 

The Home co-operates with other agencies, both public and 
private. In many instances these various societies send 
women to remain in the Home while they seek to provide for 
them permanently. 
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The Home has received a legacy of $200 under the will of 
Mrs. Elmira P. Balch, and it has been spent in renovating the 
night nursery, which has received the name of the donor. 

A Christmas gift of %5.00, from’ Mr. Edward E. Bennett, 
has been spent in buying picture books for the nursery, and 
in providing a magazine and weekly paper for the women. 

The committee gratefully acknowledge the receipt of 
twenty bushels of apples from the “ Boston Post,” donations 
of brown bread, pies and cakes at Christmas and Thanks- 
giving from the Cobb, Bates & Yerxa Company, and the gift 
of the “New Century Magazine” sent to them since Sep- 
tember of last year by Miss Lydia Cross, M.D., on behalf of 
the Theosophical Society; also various anonymous gifts of 
clothing, books, and toys received during the year.

REGISTRATION OF CASES. 


Early in the year we adopted a new system of registering the 
families aided by us. What is known as the card system is 
now used. Practically the same system of cards is now in 
use in all departments of the City which have to do with 
caring for the poor, the mentally diseased and the criminals. 
Pretty nearly the same questions are asked by all the depart- 
ments, although different lines of inquiry are necessarily 
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followed out by each, concerning the persons coming under 
its scope. All these inquiries and the answers to them are 
now tabulated on cards of similar size and general design ; all 
vital statistics, questions involving ancestors, etc., being 
framed on the same general lines. In this way information 
regarding cases dealt with by more than one department is 
much more easily collated, and what is known as the Institu- 
tions Registration Department acts as a general clearing-house 
for all City departments registering with it. 

This last named department is now furnished by us each 
week with the number of individuals aided by us during the 
week in the two institutions under our charge, the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge and the Temporary Home for Women and Children, 
as well as in the homes of the poor. 

The new cards are somewhat more searching in their in- 
quiries, and deal more closely than heretofore with the physical 
condition of the applicants and the members of the families 
helped and their ancestors. It is hoped that in time the facts 
thus gathered will be of great value in the study of the causes 
which lie behind the poverty of our City. They certainly 
tend to throw a good deal of light upon the present conditions 
of pauperism. 


THE NATHANIEL FREDERIC THAYER FUND. 


Miss Caroline Coddington Thayer died in _ Boston, 
February 15, 1891. By her will, after making certain 
bequests, she left all the rest and residue of her estate to her 
sisters for life, with remainder over to the City of Boston for 
charitable purposes. The following is an extract from her 
will: 

“I give the income of all my property, saving what I have 
previously mentioned, to my two sisters, Mrs. Susan I. Balch 
and Mrs. R. Anne Nichols, for them to have and use during 
their lives; at the death of the last of them I give it all, real 
and personal, to the City of Boston to be invested and held 
and the income given to Protestant widows and single women 
without restrictions of color, such being the desire of my 
sister Eliza M. Thayer (now deceased), as well as myself.” 

In a codicil she says, “I desire the property given by me 
to the City of Boston to be invested in a fund to be formed 
for the benefit and use of Protestant widows and single 
women, without distinction of color, ‘ preference always to be 
given to those who have seen better days;’ this fund to be 
called the Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund, the interest of 
which I desire to be annually appropriated to the uses above 
designated.” 


OVERSEEING OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT. Ag 


Both of Miss Thayer’s sisters having died, the Overseers 
of the Poor came into possession of money, securities and 
real estate amounting to $23,346.50. The votes of the 
Board accepting the gift and establishing the fund are as 
follows: : 


Voted, That the legacy of Caroline C. Thayer be accepted, 
and that the Treasurer of this Board, Richard C. Humphreys, be 
and hereby is authorized to receive the amount thereof, from the 
executor of the will of Caroline C. Thayer, and receipt for the 
same on behalf of this Board. 

Voted, That the amount of the legacy be invested in a fund to 
be called the Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund, and that the 
income be paid as provided in the will. 


By the will of her sister, Susan T. Balch, a bequest of the 
sum of $390.77 was given to be held on the same trusts as 
those established by Miss Thayer, and that amount has been 
added to the Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund. 


West RoxspuRy DISTRICT. 


Owing to the resignation of Mr. Elliott it became necessary 
to appoint a new agent in this district. The Board was so 
fortunate as to secure the services of Dr. Arthur P. Perry, a 
long time resident in the district, and a man who has had 
much valuable experience in charity work. 


DEATH OF MICHAEL A. KERRIGAN, 


Our Board was called upon, early in the autumn, to mourn 
the loss of one of its most valued members, Mr. M. A. 
Kerrigan. His illness had been a long one, but we had ex- 
pected his recovery. He passed away on the tenth day of 
October, 1900. Mr. Kerrigan was highly esteemed by all 
his associates on the Board. He was a man of fine character, 
and devoted to the interests of the poor. His term of ser- 
vice was not long, but he had served upon important com- 
mittees, and had demonstrated his capacity for the best 
service. 

A special meeting was held, and resolutions were passed 
expressing the sympathy of the Board for his widow and 
the regard in which Mr. Kerrigan was held by his fellow 
members. ‘The Board also voted to attend the funeral in 
a body. <A copy of the action of the Board will be found 
in the Appendix. 
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RESIGNATION OF Miss ROGERS. 


The withdrawal of Miss Annette P. Rogers from our work 
is deeply deplored. A member of the Board for nearly 
ten years, she brought to it keenest interest, great ex- 
perience and unusual ability; and she gave to it most pains- 
taking labor and a great deal of valuable time. She was 
indefatigable in her efforts in behalf of the Temporary Home, 
of which she had especial care for many years as chairman 
of the committee which had it in charge. It is due largely 
to Miss Rogers’ skill and patience and intelligent grasp of 
details that the work of the Board has been kept in the front 
rank of achievement during the last decade. She was fully 
alive to the progress of modern thought and to the latest 
developments of both scientific and practical charity. 

Owing to her prolonged absence in Europe and the state 
of her health she felt obliged to send us a letter of resig- 
nation in October. It was accepted with sincere regret. ° 


DEATH OF Miss MURTAGH. 


Miss Helen F. Murtagh, for many years order clerk in 
our office, died in January after a lingering illness. Her 
place was filled by the promotion of Mr. Edward F. Kenney 
from the storehouse. 


RESIGNATION OF MR. RICHARDS. 


In January-of this year Mr. Henry L. Richards, who for 
twenty years had been one of our most valued visitors, was 
obliged through the infirmities incident to his advancing 
years to resign his position. During his long term of faith- 
ful service Mr. Richards had endeared himself to those with 
whom he was brought in contact by his sturdy character, his 
earnest endeavor to do his duty as he found it, and his 
keen interest in the welfare of those whom he served. The 
poor always found him patient with their infirmities, alive to 
their needs, and a firm friend. His remarkable vigor enabled 
him to continue in active service till past his eighty-fifth 
year. : 


District PHYSICIANS. 


The City Council made a special appropriation of $1,500 to 
our department with the request that it be used to pay the 
salaries of physicians in.South Boston, East Boston and 
Charlestown. This was unasked and unexpected by us. 
The Board has always had the control of its own appropria- 
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tions and did not feel that there was any necessity for 
making any radical changes in existing arrangements for the 
care of the sick poor. The money was not used. 

The policy of the Board has been for many yéars to do 
away, aS far as possible, with salaried physicians for the 
sick poor, preferring to supplement private charity whenever 
necessary rather than to encourage this most invidious and 
dangerous form of pauperism. Nearly the whole of the City 
is admirably cared for by that noble charity, the Boston 
Dispensary with its large corps of physicians. Where the 
Boston Dispensary has no visiting physicians the Board has 
made ample provision for the immediate care of the sick poor 
in all instances. In addition, the individual overseers and 
the visitors in their respective districts can always call upon 
physicians to treat emergency cases. 


THE PROBLEM OF WIFE DESERTION. 


For many years we have remarked upon the deplorably 
large number of deserted wives whom with their families the 
City is helping in their homes. We sometimes wonder if 
the laws of this State in the matter of compelling support by the 
husband and in punishing him for neglecting to support his 
family are sufficiently stringent. With the view of ascertain- 
ing facts which might throw light upon this problem of de- 
sertion we have, during the past summer, made thorough in- 
quiries into the cases of wife desertion actually under our 
care. Some of the results of our investigation are submitted. 

Our statistics relate to 155 families. In each instance the 
wife was at some time deserted by the husband. In a few 
cases periodical desertions appear to have taken place. 

In general it may be inferred from the data of occupation 
that these families belong to the same social grade, from 
which most of our dependents are recruited. Of the 146 
men whose occupation is given, 54 or 36.98 per cent. may be 
classed as unskilled workmen, which is, perhaps, a lower per- 
centage than might have been expected. The somewhat no- 
madic tendency of a number is indicated by the birthplaces 
of the children, which show the families to have moved from 
place to place with considerable frequency. 

In 108 cases, or 70.58 per cent., both husband and wife 
were of the same nationality, namely :

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In forty-five cases, or 29.41 per cent., husband or wife were 
not of the same nationality ; in twenty-five instances one of the 
contracting parties was Irish, and in thirteen one was American. 

It is, of course, difficult to read the exact meaning of these 
statistics of nationality. We notice the relative absence in these 
columns of some nationalities largely represented in Boston. 

With regard to age, our statistics offer some suggestive 
facts. In 86 out of 141 instances, in which the age of the 
husband is known, it is found to be under that of the wife. 
On the other hand, only in very few cases does the age of the 
husband greatly exceed that of the wife. With reference to 
the age at which matrimony was begun we have no indica- 
tion except the age of the oldest child ; but this may be safe 
enough for the purpose in hand. Our computation, so far as 
the women are concerned (the men may here be left out of 
consideration ) results as follows :

Thus of the 148 women concerned (for 10 cases no figures 
are given) 79, or more than one-half, were married at the age 
of 22 years or earlier; and 41, or 28.67 per cent., at 19 years 
of age or under. Comparatively few appear to have 
entered matrimony after the 26th year. 

In 81 cases desertion took place before the wife had 
attained the 35th year, and in a majority of the same cases 
before she was 80 years old, as will be seen below:

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In 5 of the 153 families there were no children; the re- 
maining 148 show a total of 507 children, or an average of 
less than + per family. In 58 families there were 4 or more 
children, 14 had 6 or more, and only 1 had as many as 
‘10. With a few exceptions the children were of tender age 
at the time of desertion. -How far a desire to escape the 
burden of supporting a large family was an active motive for 
desertion cannot be definitely determined. On this point the 
statistics do not permit any valid inference. 


Trust’ FuNDs. 


The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as a 
corporation is now $750,985.16. 

.The number of beneficiaries now aided from the Pember- 
ton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, the Moses 
Hunt, and the Goodnow Funds is 250; 14 less than on Feb- 
ruary 1,1900. During the year 21 have died, 2 have with- 
drawn, 1 gone to the almshouse, 3 transferred to our pauper 
relief pension fund, and in 8 cases we have-stopned the pen- 
sions which we had been giving. ‘Twenty-one new names 
have been added. 7 

We have paid ‘during the year from the Boylston Educa- 
tion Fund $6,827.97. 

For the details of the various funds held by us, showing 
receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1900, see state- 
ment submitted herewith. Extracts from the wills establish- 
ing these trusts will be found at the end of this report.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVER- 
| SEERS OF THE POOR. 


Pemberton Fund.—'This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, 
« A Citizen of Boston’? Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. 
Hunt, George: Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and William 
B. Spooner. ‘The most important, however, of the bequests 
was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been given 
to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at — 
the discretion of the Overseers in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of the City. | 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and de- 
cayed householders of the town of Boston, not under fifty 
years of age, persons of good character, and reduced by the 
acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagence, or other. 
vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and 
instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
town of Boston until fourteen years of age.”’ 

Mason Funds.— A bequest from. Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “ to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, or by 
whatever other name called;” interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund. — A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood or coal 
such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not supported in 
the almshouse, though sometinies relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor.” 
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Jeffries Fund. — A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar, 
for the refreshment of those persons, who, in the providence of 
God are or shall be reduced and obliged to take shelter in 
the almshouse, after having lived reputably; the Overseers 
of the Poor to be judges as to the persons, but always giving 
the preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity. — Consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this City, which came into the 
possession of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will 
of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk County, 
- January 9, 18382, in which it is provided that, upon the 
death of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to 
the City of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 
poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, 
January 4, 1878, this estate was placed in charge of the ~ 
Overseers of the Poor. | 

The David Sears Charity. —Is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity in 
all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alleviate 
the sufferings of human life and render the condition of the 
poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861: “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to 
reside in Charlestown at the time of receiving said. bounty. 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: “ Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and distrib- 
uting provisions among poor and indigent Protestant families 
in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other holidays, 
or just previous to such holidays, to the end that such poor 
Protestant families may have the means, in some degree, of 
enjoying such holidays in common with their fellow-citizens ; 
and I specially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor or needy shall | 
receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other articles 
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of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem to be the 
most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that lone 
class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: « Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals on Thanksgiving day 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
If the whole of said income shall not be required to be so 
expended, then the surplus shall be added to the principal, 
and if such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest or 
income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing said fes- 
tive meals on said holidays, may be expended by said Select- 
men for the comfort of the Protestant paupers of said Brighton 
In such manner as said Selectmen shall judge best and most 
conducive to the comfort and happiness of such paupers. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July 7,1701. By his will he gave 
£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed to 
the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund. — A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Boston 
and its assigns, “to be invested and the income applied for- 
ever to and for the relief, assistance and support of the poor, 
sick and infirm in said City, not supported by the said City in 
its almshouse, in such manner as the said City, or the goy- 
ernment or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but 
without reference to the religious faith or belief of those who 
may apply for or need the assistance of this fund.” Five 
thousand dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.—A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid’ (after the death of a 
person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and maintenance 
of poor, worthy Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of 50 years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one 
hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the mar- 
riage of any beneficiary under this will no further payment 
of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment of 
income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy 
of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.—« ‘The i income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
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residents of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a City of Boston note. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund. — “ Income to be Sa ate 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant widows and 
single women, without distinction of color, preference always 
to be given to those who have seen better days.”

performance of all duties assigned to him. 

Resolved, That while we deplore the loss of his services to the 
Board and to the poor in whose welfare he was so deeply inter- 
ested, we also keenly regret the death of one whose kind nature 
and friendly disposition made him a personal friend of all with 
whom he was brought in contact, whether he labored with them or 
for them. 

Resolved, 'That we gladly pay this tribute of respect to the 
sterling qualities of mind and heart which went to make up Mr. 
Kerrigan’s character, and we tender our deepest sympathy to his 
widow in her great sorrow. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be spread upon the records of 
the Board, and a copy be sent by the Secretary to the widow of 
the deceased.

PARK DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1900. 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Hon. THomAs N. Hart, 
7 Mayor of the City of Boston: 


S1r, — The Board has the honor herewith to submit this 
report for the financial year 1900-1901. 

In our report for 1898 we estimated the amount necessary 
to complete the parks in all essential details at $1,500,000. 
Of this sum we received $1,000,000 by special legislative 
enactments (Chapter 313 of the Acts of 1898, and Chapter 
303 of the Acts of 1899), leaving $500,000 stilt needed, if 
the plans then formulated, after careful consideration of the 
needs of the parks to fit them for use by the present genera- 
tion, were to be carried out. 

Last year we again revised these plans, leaving out some 
expensive work at Charlesgate, which would cost about 
$80,000, and which might well await a more convenient 
season, and omitting any considerable sum for the con- 
struction of the West Roxbury Parkway, for the same reason, 


! 
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thereby reducing the estimates for completing the parks to 
$250,000. Since then the City Council has appropriated 
$100,000 for this purpose, leaving $150,000, which we think 
necessary, to enable us to give our citizens the benefit of a 
completed park system, and to place the Department upon a 
maintenance basis. We recommend that an appropriation of 
this amount be made at an early day, in order that we may 
_ close our construction work the present year. 

In our report of last year we called attention to the neces- 
sity of acquiring more land for playgrounds and stated our 
opinion, that wise municipal economy would authorize the 
expenditure of $1,000,000 during the next two, three, or 
four years in securing additional playgrounds, in areas of 
from one to six acres, both in the crowded and the outlying 
districts of the City. We again call attention to this need, 
and recommend that an appropriation be made for additional 
playgrounds, and that a proper sum be placed at our disposal 
for partial completion of those we now have, to make them 
more available for use.. The amount appropriated under the 
playground act (Chapter 412 of the Acts of 1898) has so far 
been expended, that, until settlements have been made for 
lands already taken, we do not deem it wise to incur in- 
creased liabilities. The only land taken under this act during 
the past year has been a small addition to the Prince-street 
Playground, 3,328 square feet. 

Having been informed by the authorities of Harvard 
College that the land taken from the college for the Forest 
Hills Playground was of great value to them in the matter of 
their agricultural experiments, and being unwilling to do an 
injury to the college, and believing that we could get land in 
the neighborhood equally as good as that taken, we have ap- 
phed to the Legislature, with your concurrence, for an act to 
authorize the abandonment to the college of such part or the 
whole of this land as may, after conference with the college, 
_ be found to be for the public interests. 

On December 24 the Board took the following action: 

Whereas, The Board of Park Commissioners of the City 
of Boston desiring to record its appreciation of the genius of 
Mr. Frederick Law Olmsted, and to perpetuate in a conspic- 
uous and fitting manner, in connection with the comprehen- 
sive and beautiful park system which he has created for this 
City, the name of a great artist and public benefactor, passes 
the following votes: 

Voted, 'That the name of Leverett Park, heretofore given 
to that part of the parks which lies between Washington 
street at the boundary between the City of Boston and the 
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Town of Brookline and Perkins street, and the name of 
- Jamaica Park; heretofore given to that part of the parks 
which is adjacent to Jamaica Pond, be discontinued ; 

Voted, That those parts of the parks heretofore known as 
Leverett Park and Jamaica Park be called Olmsted Park, in 
honor of Frederick Law Olmsted. 

Full details of the work of the Department during the 
year will be found in the accompanying reports of its Super- 
intendent and Engineer.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. . 


To CHARLES E. STRATTON, LABAN PRATT AND JAMES 
M. PRENDERGAST, Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, — I herewith submit a report of the work 
performed, under the direction of your Board, in this Depart- 
ment during the year 1900. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


Notable among the areas planted in Franklin Park last 
year were the plantations of red cedars (Juniperis Virgini- 
ana) on Schoolmaster Hill and on the hillocks lying to the 
northwest; the plantations of deciduous trees and shrubbery 
in the bordering belts along Morton street, from Forest Hills 
street to a point north of Canterbury street, and in portions 
of the bordering belts of Canterbury street, Forest Hills 
street and Seaver street. 

The greater part of the material used in this work was 
obtained by the thinning out of plantations made within 
the past four years. Such plantations, when properly han- 
dled, furnish better plants for transplantation than can be 
found in the market: Planted thickly at first, they give 
the immediate effect of density of foliage, and the individual 
plants afford shelter to each other. 

The work of loaming the thin and sterile woodlands in the 
park, unfortunately, could not be continued last year. This 
work is of the greatest importance, and should be prosecuted, 
with the least possible loss of time, until a depth of loam 
sufficient to insure vigorous tree growth is furnished. 

The small amount of rainfall, too, during the summer, 
made the care of newly planted trees much more difficult. 
But by mulching on the driest locations, and stirring up the 
soil immediately around each tree, the trouble was tided 
over without any loss of consequence, and the plantations gen- 
erally are in very good condition. 

The increasing popularity of the game of golf in Franklin 
Park necessitated the making of a new lot of tees and greens, 
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for alternate use and rest with the old ones. Until the com- 
mencement of the season of 1900, the links had been under 
the care and control of a professional golfer, who maintained 
the course for the revenue derived from the sale of golf 
material, from teaching the game, and from a charge of fifteen 
cents per round of the links. Commencing with last season’s 
play, the Department assumed the management of the game 
and the care of the links, opening the course to the public 
free of charge. The use of the links greatly increased, and 
forty thousand players went over the course during the 
season of seven and a half months; the attendance for one 
- day, September 22, being 884. For the public safety the 
links are closed on holidays. No serious accident, up to the 
present time, has occurred. 

The game of tennis awakened considerable interest last 
year. An average of forty-two courts were provided in 
Franklin Park, and, to meet a further demand, twelve courts 
were made in Franklin Field, which were equipped with 
permanent posts and wire-netting backstops. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


For the drainage of the low-lying grounds in the Arbo- 
retum, a conduit was built along the line of the brook, 
between the Arborway culvert and Woodman street. This 
conduit will connect with the one in course of construction 
by the Street Department, which is expected to be finished 
in the early spring, when complete relief from stagnant water 
and water-logged soil will result. A barbed wire fence of 
nine strands was erected during the past winter, replacing 
the old picket fence, on the dividing line between the Adams 
Nervine. Asylum and the Arboretum. 


OLMSTED PARK. 


Grading around the shores of Ward’s pond was completed 
the past season, and most of the planting was done. Near 
the water line various kinds of semi-aquatic plants were 
colonized, while in the water along shore were planted many 
species of water lilies, including the Cape Cod pink lily. A 
number of Marliac’s beautiful hybrids and groups of the 
so-called Egyptian lotus (Nelumbium speciosium) were also 
established. The plants grew and bloomed well, and proved 
a most attractive and interesting addition to the picturesque 
charm of the surroundings, enticing many visitors. 

On the slope at the Perkins-street side were planted the 
rhododendrons removed from Franklin Park, the intention

being to continue the rhododendron plantation along the 
lower part of the slope to the spring. ‘The upper part of the 
- slope reaching to the retaining-wall is planted with Mahonia 
aquifolium and Leucothoe catesbeii, while mountain laurel 
will be planted on the east slope. 

Loam spaces were made on a part of the north and ane 
shores of Jamaica Pond, between the walk and the water 
line, and were planted with trees and shrubbery to afford 
retirement and shade to the path, with the intent also of 
bringing the foliage line nearer to the water and mollifying 
the hard effect of the wide expanse of bare beach and walk. 
At Pine Bank, on the ground prepared the previous season ° 
along the Perkins-street border, hemlocks and pines were 
planted. 


RIVERWAY. 


Along the Riverway the rearrangement of the plantations 
was continued, and a considerable amount of planting was 
done, in which may be noted several-groups of native azaleas. 
The work of the past three years on the slopes of this water- 
way, together with the conditions of soil and shelter, is re- 
sulting in good effects. Along its course are some of the most 
charming nooks and pleasing views to be found in our parks. 


THE FENs. 


The work at the Fens during the past season has been 
confined to the further removal of trees and shrubs that have 
been damaged by overcrowding, and replacing with new ma- 
terial. The conditions in a large part of the Fens are unsuit- 
able for luxuriant growth ; the situation is very exposed and 
wind-swept; the subsoil is a filling of porous gravel, or salt 
marsh mud, covered with a varying depth of loam, in very 
few places of sufficient depth for producing good tree growth, 
and in many places not sufficient for shrubbery growth. On 
account of the lack of funds the work of adding loam, as 
planned by your Board, could not be carried out. An ap- 
propriation sufficient for this purpose is a necessity of prime 
importance, as, with present conditions, it is impossible in 
many places in the Fens to produce other than a stunted 
erowth of trees. 

The condition of the water in the Fens has not been much 
improved, as large quantities of sewage and drainage matter 
still empty into the channel. In the effort to neutralize this, 
additional automatic gates were constructed at Brookline 
avenue for the admission of water at each tide from the 
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Charles river. We have now reached the lhmit of our ca- 
pacity for relief by this method. Measures are being taken, 
however, by the Sewer Department of the City to provide 
another outlet for the sewage and drainage by intercepting 
the Commissioners’ channel and carrying its flow directly 
into the Stony brook and Charlesgate conduit. This will ma- 
terially better the conditions in the Fens, which have proved 
so annoying. The removal of the deposit of drainage filth in 
the Fens’ channel would still further improve the water. 


CHARLESBANK. 


This breathing place for the people of the West End in- 
creases in favor and popularity. The dryness of the past 
season, with the constant use of the lawns by the residents 
nearby, who swarmed over them from the heated streets and 
tenements, proved very trying to the turf, and gave an 
appearance of desolation to the lawns during the summer. A 
few rains in the fall, however, freshened up their appearance ; 
and in those places where the grass was entirely killed it can 
easily be renewed. ‘The most serious damage resulting from 
opening the mounds to the public was that done to the young 
trees and shrubbery. To remedy this and to further open up 
the mounds and give more freedom of use, the shrubbery has 
been removed from them. The shrubberies are now confined 
to the belt bordering Charles street, where they afford shelter 
and seclusion from street life. These plantations are difficult 
to maintain, and it may be necessary to erect fences to pro- 
tect them from the indiscriminate trampling to which they 
are subject. These, however, are slight drawbacks, and are 
not to be considered as arguments for the exclusion of women 
and children from the mounds. 

During last fall the shrubbery surrounding the women’s 
and children’s gymnasium was rearranged, and, in addition, 
a quantity of trees and shrubbery from other parks was 
planted. Shade being an essential requirement of Charles- 
bank, young trees of a hardy nature have been planted 
throughout the grounds wherever suitable locations could be 
_ found. 

The men’s gymnasium at Charlesbank attracts increased 
interest and patronage. The classes are well attended, and 
the work is well done. The athletic work of the gymnasium 
is still under the charge and direction of Mr. John W. 
Bowler, the superintendent. 

The gymnasium was open 184 days during the season, the 
total attendance being 162,885; an average daily attendance 
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of 885. The afternoon classes had an average attendance of 
48 at each session, while the average attendance at the even- 
ing classes was 110. Number of bathers, 14,849. 

A steam heating plant was installed, last fall, in the 
women’s and children’s gymnasium building, displacing the 
cumbersome and expensive stove-heating method. 


Woop ISLAND PARK. 


The new plantations at Wood Island Park continue to 
improve in growth and vigor, and bid fair, at no distant day, 
to give shade and shelter to this bleak spot, when the name it 
bears will be both appropriate and significant. The last of 
the ground intended for woodland has ‘now been planted. 
Three or four hundred young oaks, however, will be scattered 
through the plantations next spring, to increase the number 
of species, from which the fittest will be selected, at thinning 
time, for the permanent trees. 

The gymnasium work still continues, but not with an 
enthusiasm and interest commensurate with the expense it 
entails. Very light class attendance is registered, and the 
work is mainly of a desultory character, which does not 
indicate an appreciation of the advantages offered by the 
Department, for physical culture. It is hard to account for 
this, unless it may be that the grounds are three-fourths of a 
mile from the settled districts, and without railroad facilities 
for that distance. The classes and other work of the 
oynmasium have been under the superintendence of Mr. 
James R. Walsh and Miss Maud Wessel, both instructors of 
recognized reputation and ability. The gymnasium was open 
from April 21 to November 30 —192 days. A total attend- 
~ance of 48,065 was registered, the average class attendance 
being 84 daily. Number of bathers, 8,928. 

The recreation ground continues to gain in popularity and 
use. Baseball,, tennis, cricket, and football grounds are 
provided; no charges are made, and grounds can be secured 
two weeks in advance. The general attendance at the Park 
increases with each season. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


The St. Martin street boundary, prepared the season pre- 
vious, was planted with a belt of trees for a screen. The 
sand courts were drained, and their copings and brick path- 
ways relaid. 
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MARINE PARK. 


This popular park maintained its reputation the past hot 
summer, and a large increase of bathers was noticeable. The 
lawns, now open to the public, suffered greatly from hard 
usage ; the shrubbery, too, was much broken, yet no perma- 
nent damage was done. As at Charlesbank, the shrubbery 
has been removed from the lawns, and will be grown only 
where it can be protected. ‘The grounds are too small for 
the numbers that use them, and therefore artistic landscape 
effects are impossible. The best results would seem to be 
obtainable by studying the comfort of the people, and giving 
it consideration rather than landscape effects. 

The new plantations around the ponds are growing well, 
considering that they could not be given proper cultivation 
last summer, from lack of funds. A connection by a fifteen- 
inch pipe has been made between the waters of the bay and 
the chain of ponds, to maintain the water in the ponds ata 
uniform grade and to keep them sweet by introducing a fresh 
supply of water. The temporary boat landing in Pleasure 
Bay has been removed, and the service transferred to the new 
boat landing east of the Head-house. A bubble drinking 
fountain was erected last summer in front of the new boat 
landing. 

Castle Island, with its health-giving sea breezes and its 
charming views of harbor life, was, as usual, a favorite haunt 
of the City dwellers. 

The completion of the Strandway being in the hands of 
the Street Department no work was done there by this Depart- 
ment other than that of maintenance. 


DORCHESTER PARK. 


No work was done in this beautiful picnic ground, other 
than that of ordinary maintenance, and the employment of a 
gang of tree pruners to cut out dead and interfering wood. 


Copp’s Hint TERRACES. 


Required only the ordinary work of maintenance. 


West Roxpury PARKWAY. 


No work of construction has been done on this parkway, 
during the past season, for lack of an appropriation for that 
purpose. The new woodland bridle path through this dis- 
trict has afforded an opportunity for rough country riding, 
and has been well used. 
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NURSERIES. 


The Department nurseries, containing in all about seven 
acres, are located in three widely separated districts: three 
and two-tenths acres being at Franklin Field, two acres at 
West Roxbury Parkway, and one and eight-tenths acres at 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir. For convenience and economy it has 
been decided to concentrate them on the upland at Franklin 
Field. In furtherance of this design an additional area of four 
and one-half acres, in Franklin Field, has been cleared of rocks 
and boulders, and broken up with the sub-soil plow. ‘This 
ground will be reduced to a fairly mellow condition by plant- 
ing time in the approaching spring. The stone gathered 
from the surface of the Field has been utilized to lay the 
foundations of boundary walls along the lines of Stratton 
street and Blue Hill avenue. ‘The nursery stock is in good 
condition. A list giving kinds and quality will be found 
elsewhere in this report. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 
FRANKLIN FIELD. 
(77 acres.) 


This fine playground is gradually getting into a worse con- 
dition with each year. The loose peaty material composing 
a large part of its surface is not fitted for producing a tough, 
grassy growth, while settlements of the ground are numer- 
ous, caused probably by a shrinkage of the soil from drainage. 
This makes play difficult and even dangerous, thereby nulli- 
fying, in a measure, the splendid possibilities of the play- 
ground. A covering of from four to six inches of loam over 
the peaty areas would remedy the trouble. This work of 
foaming could extend over two seasons, and thus not inter- 
fere greatly with the use of the Field for games. 

The Street Department is about to begin the work of 
building a conduit to take the drainage waters of the district. 
This will greatly improve the Field, both in appearance and 
convenience, as well as add to its area the ground now oc- 
cupied by the drainage ditch that traverses two sides of the 
playground. ; 

Increased use is made of the playground each season ; foot- 
ball, baseball, and tennis are the games most popular, while 
two cricket clubs have obtained permission to play on the 
Field during the coming season. It is a common occurrence, 
on Saturday afternoons, to find in progress at one time from 
fourteen to twenty match games between organized baseball

teams. Permits are issued on application, in advance, to 
“regularly organized clubs, for the various games. On a 
failure of the applicant to appear at the appointed hour the 
grounds are given to the next applicant in waiting. 


CHRISTOPHER GIBSON PLAYGROUND. 
(6 acres.) 


Dorchester avenue and Park street. The grading of the 
low ground and the loaming of the surface of the triangular 
parcel have been completed, and loam beds have been pre- 
pared on the boundaries of both pieces of ground in readi- 
ness for planting shade trees in the spring. The plans pro- 
posed for the completion of this playground require mainly 
an open-air gymnasium, fences, and planting. 


SAVIN HILL BEACH. 
(18.6 acres.) 


Spring street, Dorchester. This beach is located on Dor- 
chester Bay. A coating of sand on its gently sloping and 
now gravelly beach would give good high-tide bathing 
facilities. During the past fall a dike was constructed 
across the low ground to the railroad, and a tide-gate set in 
the embankment. This has doubled the length of the beach, 
while the low ground lying behind the new dike, will, when 
filled, make a playground, the material for which can be 
pumped from the bay along the beach front. This will also 
deepen the water sufficiently to allow of bathing at low tide. 
For many years previous to the acquirement, by your 
Board, of this property, the beach had been used for boating 
and bathing, these privileges being leased from the owner. 
The Department continued this system last year, but has 
now ordered all shanties (about seventy in number) re- 
moved. Plans are being considered for the development of 
the grounds when an appropriation shall have been made 
for the purpose. 


NEPONSET PLAYGROUND. 


(1 S acres.) 


Neponset avenue. ‘The work of construction at this play- 
ground was confined to the loaming of the skating area, in 
preparation for sowing grass seed in the spring. The sur- 
face of the remainder of the playground does not seem to 
require further filling. The tide-gate has served fully the 
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purpose of draining out the marsh; a little tile drainage, 
however, may be necessary; a light covering of loam will 
be required also to level the surface, as it is gridironed with 
drainage ditches that are nearly closed up, and it would be 
useless to attempt to plow and spread the tough, salt-marsh 
sod. 


MYSTIC PLAYGROUND. 
(2 1-4 acres.) 


Chelsea street and Mystic river. No work of construc- 
tion was done at this playground last year. As the grounds 
are too small for baseball, excepting for the younger boys, 
they are not much used. Greater benefit would result from 
this playground by the prohibition of the game of baseball 
and the substitution of simple apparatus for gymnastic work, 
and of sand boxes and teeter boards for children, with facili- 
ties for other suitable games and amusements. If the play- 
ground were so equipped the service of a competent person 
would be required to keep order and to give direction to the 
play; it is possible that such a one might be found among 
the female graduates of our Boston athletic schools. 

Shelter and sanitary accommodations are needed, also a 
drinking fountain. 


CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 
(14 acres.) 


Corner of Main and Alford streets. The old mill build- 
ings have been cleared away, as have also the brick and 
wooden buildings on the Main street front. The greater 
part of this playground has been made by the dumping of 
City refuse between Main street and the bulkhead line of 
Mystic river; this work of filling will soon be completed. 
A loam space, ten feet wide and three feet deep, was pre- 
pared last fall, onthe Alford and Main street sides, for the 
planting of shade trees in the spring, and an iron picket 
fence was erected on the Alford street front. The grading 
of the grounds was completed, as far as means would allow, 
and a skating rink of about four acres was made, including 
necessary drainage and water supply. Shelter and sanitary 
buildings are needed, also a fence for the Main street front. 
The completion of the bridge, now near at hand, will permit 
of the extension of the Alford street fence to the river, 
which has been delayed to accommodate the work on the 
bridge. An open-air gymnasium would undoubtedly be well 
patronized by the young men of the neighborhood. 
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ROGERS PARK. 


(7 acres.) 


Foster and Lake streets, Brighton. ‘This playground has 
been fenced during the past season, and some ploughing and 
grading done. Filling on the Lake street half of the ground 
is necessary, as also are sanitary accommodations. 


NORTH BRIGHTON PLAYGROUND. 
(1 Z acres.) 


Western avenue and North Harvard street. During the 
past season this playground was tile-drained, and the old 
drainage ditches and larger depressions and holes were filled 
up. The shutting out of the tides from the Charles river, 
and the drainage system just installed, have converted what 
was formerly a salt-water meadow into a dry and firm piece 
of ground. No filling will be needed, as a light covering of 
loam will serve to level all existing inequalities, thereby 
saving the expenditure of time and money that would be 
incurred in trying to reduce the tough, marsh-grass sod to a 
suitable condition. ‘The ball grounds were much used last 
season both for football and baseball. Sanitary and shelter 
buildings, and fencing are among the requirements. 


BILLINGS FIELD. 
(11 acres.) 


Lagrange street, near Centre street, West Roxbury. On 
account of the lack of money, the work of constructing this 
playground could not be continued last season. The imper- 
fect drainage of the district below the Field will not permit 
of a satisfactory drainage of the playground. Until the 
Street Department has corrected this difficulty, by providing 
an outlet for the drainage, it will be necessary to grade the 
playground to a point high enough to be beyond overflow 
during stormy or wet periods. ‘The playground has been tile- 
drained, and the small brook which crossed it has been piped, 
and is ready to be connected with the city drainage system 
when it is completed. Shelter and sanitary buildings are 
needed; fencing, too, is necessary. ‘The grounds were in 
good demand for games during the past season. 


ROSLINDALE PLAYGROUND. 


(3 7-10 acres.) 


South Walter and Robert streets. Grading at this play- 
ground was nearly completed last fall, the grounds being so

eraded as to permit of flooding for skating in winter. The 
brook crossing the grounds was carried below the surface by - 
piping. Retaining-wall foundations were laid on the Robert 
street side, while loam spaces for boundary trees were pre- 
pared on both the Robert and South Walter street sides. A 
little additional grading will make this playground available 
for use. 


COLUMBUS AVENUE PLAYGROUND. 
(4 9-10 acres.) 


Columbus avenue and Camden street. The filling and 
grading of these grounds were nearly completed last fall, and 
a basin was formed fora skating rink by raising the grade 
near the railroad. This playground is located in a populous 
district, and will be well used. It would be advisable to 
fence off a portion of the Camden street end, and equip it 
with suitable appliances for the use of children, under the 
charge of a competent female instructor. Fencing, sanitary 
accommodations, and a drinking fountain are needed. 


PRINCE STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(4-10 acre.) 


Prince and North Bennet streets. This breathing spot, 
formerly called North End Playground, was carved from a 
mass of old tenement buildings in the most densely populated 
part of the City, six schools lying within a radius of three 
hundred and fifteen feet from its centre. No embellishments 
have been attempted, the ground having simply been graded 
and gravelled, to serve as a swarming place for the children 
of the neighborhood. An addition by purchase of 3,328 
square feet was made to this playground last season. 


FIRST—STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(5 acres.) 


First and M streets, South Boston. No further work of 
construction has been done here. The ball ground and 
running track were well used during the summer months. A 
sanitary building is one of the requirements of the place, also 
a drinking fountain. An open-air gymnasium, too, would be 
much appreciated. The apparatus need not be of such a 
character as to call for the services of other than a careful 
custodian. 
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A boundary fence is much needed for the protection of the 
street trees. Confining ingress and egress to the grounds to 
certain limits would prevent indiscriminate tramping over 
the tree borders and damage to the trees. 


FELLOWS-STREET PLAYGROUND. 
(3-4 acre.) 


Fellows and Hunneman streets, Roxbury. No work of 
construction or improvement has been done during the past 
season at this playground, except the planting of boundary 
trees. 

This little playground, by its location and size, is well 
adapted for small children. ‘To bring out a larger measure 
of usefulness, it would be well to place it under the charge 
of afemale graduate of an athletic training school, or a 
kindergartner, who could conduct exercises ‘and teach the 
children how to play. This provision would be a great 
inducement to the little folks, and increase the attendance 
and use of the grounds. 

The playground is entirely bare ‘i shade or shelter, and in 
appearance is inhospitable and uninviting. In time this 
will be corrected, when the newly-planted trees have grown 
sufficiently to cast a shade. In the meanwhile, much might 
be accomplished by providing a neat and inexpensive 
shelter, a few sand boxes, and teeter boards; while other 
playthings could be furnished were the playground placed 
under competent supervision. 


ICE SPORTS. 


The winter of 1900-1901 has been favorable for making 
ice fields. Conditions have been good for skating on forty-five 
days, and it is estimated, approximately, that 480,000 people 
enjoyed the sport during the skating season. A number of 
enclosed rinks were maintained for the exciting game of 
hockey. These rinks on application could be engaged in 
advance for matches, and many notable contests were fought 
during the winter. 

An effort was made by a few enthusiasts to establish the 
erand old Scottish game of curling. An encouraging measure 
of success was the result; and it is hoped that in future the 
“roaring game” will be a conspicuous feature among the 
winter sports at Franklin Field. 

The following table will show the extent and growth of 
the facilities for the enjoyment of the winter pastime of 
skating, provided for the public by the Park Department :

COMMONWEALTH AVENUE.

The sea-wall and gate chamber at Charlesgate was com- 
pleted in November, and about one half of the space between 
the sea-wall and Beacon street has been filled. This is all 
the filling that should be done until the conduits are built 
between the gate chamber and Beacon street. 

To improve the condition of the Fens pond, the overflow 
at Beacon street has been lowered to grade 7, and changes 
have been made in the gates at the Muddy River gate-house, 
by which a much larger volume of sea water can be turned 
into the pond. A rise and fall of several feet, during each 
tide, can easily be maintained in the pond; but, to avoid 
injuring the plantations and exposing the unsightly banks, it 
is thought best to limit the fluctuations caused by the tides, 
to eighteen inches at each tide. ‘This changes all the water 
in the Fens pond once in two and one-half days. ‘That such 
frequent changing of the water is necessary to prevent the 
pond from becoming offensive, is a good indication of its 
present condition, and shows the importance of preventing 
its further pollution. The deposit of foul mud and sewage 
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that is the principal cause of the unsatisfactory condition of 
the pond, covers an area of about six acres, to a depth 
of from one to four feet. It was brought down by Stony 
brook, which receives a large amount of detritus from the 
streets, and the storm overflow from many sewers. All of 
this is turned into the Fens pond, and nearly all of the solid 
matter falls to the bottom before it reaches Agassiz bridge. 
This deposit is increasing in quantity, and will continue to 
increase until the dirtiest part of the flow of the brook is kept 
out of the pond. Owing to the increasing population and to 
new connections with the sewers, the pollution of the brook 
is increasing, and there should be no delay in building the 
short section of conduit necessary to divert this part of the 
flow from the Fens pond, and carry it directly to the Charles 
river.

Lowering it three feet has not changed the low 
water level of the pond, but, by decreasing the fluctuations 
in the height of the pond, has allowed from six to twelve 
feet in width of the gravelly shores to be loamed and planted.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS EMERGENCY AND HYGIENE ASSOCIATION 
IN CHARGE OF THE WOMEN’S AND CHILDREN’S 
DIVISION AT CHARLESBANK. 


Boston, January 21, 1901. 
To the Board of Park Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, —In submitting to you our report for the tenth 
year of our superintendence at Charlesbank, we have but two new 
features, mentioned below, to emphasize in its management. The 
regularity of the attendance in the Gymnasium has been most | 
oratifying while the number of those in the playground, in the 
sand-pens, and in the Lodge has been larger than in the preceding 
season. , 

This year we have tried the experiment of allowing eating, 
which, at first, resulted in daily picnics on the Green. We then 
restricted eating to the circular-covered seat, fronting the Green, 
and there it fared well; the children keeping the gravelled path 
clean in front of the seat. The little ones and their elders seemed 
to enjoy this new freedom, and after a month submitted readily to 
cleanliness and order. 3 

We have had eight regular classes in gymnastic work and seven 
in kindergarten pursuits, while the Rainy Day occupations have 
been reading, writing, and making of scrap-books and puzzles, for 
which all the material has been given by friends. The coming of 
a hurdy gurdy, sent once a week by the kindness of a gentleman, 
was the great joyful event for along time. Many gifts of flowers 
have made other days happy. 

According to the arrangement with your Honorable Board, the 
women’s and children’s division closed on October first its out- 
door work, and in the middle of the same month began its fall and 
. winter classes, four evening classes for women and older girls and 
two afternoon classes for children, all under the charge of Miss 
Cutler. In this way we are enabled to watch over our pupils 
throughout the year by guiding them in their exercise and talking 
with them about their health. The steam-heating apparatus that 
has been so generously put into the Lodge warms the whole build- 
ing and provides hot water for the baths at the close of each 
session. 

During the summer we have had one less assistant than ever 
before and consequently have not been able to give as much indi- 
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vidual care to the pupils nor to do as much for special cases sent 
to us as patients for out-door exercise from the hospitals. This 
loss in close, personal care we regret, but we also recognize, that 
with the increasing number of public parks and gymnasiums, we 
cannot ask for too many privileges for the place which we still 
wish to be the ideal playground and gymnasium.

[Stat. 1900 —Chap. 320.] 


An Act To DEFINE THE AUTHORITY OF THE BoAaRD OF PARK 
CoMMISSIONERS GF THE City oF Boston As TO THE CHEST— 
nut Hitt ReserRvoIR GROUNDS. 


Section 1. The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
seventy-four of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and _ ninety- 
nine shall not be construed as applying to Evergreen Cemetery, 
nor as giving to the Board of Park Commissioners of the City of 
Boston the custody, care or control of any lands owned by the 
City of Boston within the boundaries specified in the first section 
of said chapter and used for the purposes of a cemetery, nor as 
giving to said board the power to take for park purposes any such 
lands now or hereafter used for cemetery purposes. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Mayor of the City of Boston : 


Sir, — The Pauper Institutions Trustees herewith present 
their report for the financial year ending January 31, 1901. 

Organization. — This Department remained constituted as. 
previously reported, until the retirement of Mr. William’ L. 
Rutan at the expiration of his term of office, on May 1, 
1900, when Mr. Arthur G. Everett was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 

On the first Monday of May the Board organized for the 
ensuing year by the election of .Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln as 
Chairman, and Mr. Walter Hunnewell as Secretary. 

Changes in the Staff at the Almshouse and Hospital, Long 
Island. — On May 31,1900, Dr. Arthur S$. Hartwell, who had 
filled the position of second medical officer since July, 1899, 
was appointed first medical officer of the Hospital, at a 
salary of twelve hundred dollars per year, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Dr. Albert A. Taft: 
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In September, 1900, on the resignation of the Superintend- 
ent, Mr. Arthur T. Hopkins, who had decided to re-enter 
professional life, the Trustees appointed to the office of 
Superintendent and Resident Physician, Dr. Archibald J. 
Ranney, the appointment to date from December 1, 1900. 
Dr. Ranney resigned the position of Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the State Hospital at Tewksbury to take the 
position thus offered. His service at Tewksbury had cov- 
ered seven years, during five of which he had served as 
Assistant Superintendent under the present Superintendent, 
Dr, J. H. Nichols. 

Dr. Ranney promoted .the first medical officer of the 
Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island, Dr. Arthur S. 
Hartwell, to the position of Assistant Superintendent and 
Physician, at.a salary of fifteen hundred dollars. 

Finances. — Of the amount expended by this Department 
during the year, $117,539.82 was spent on account of the 
Almshouse and Hospital at Long Island; $13,254.19 on 
account of the Almshouse for Women and Aged Couples at 
Charlestown; %4,567.58 on account of the expense of the 
central office ; $1,208.75 for support of paupers in institu- 
tions outside of the City of Boston ; $8,602.93 on account 
of the steamer “John Howard;” $5,579.75 on account of 
the salt-water fire system; $21,908.50 on account of new 
power-house and equipment, and $14.04 on account of 
improvements in the barn. 

The collections during the year amount in all to $6,644.30, 
the Almshouse and Hospital on Long Island being credited 
with $6,072.87, and the Almshouse for Women and Aged 
Couples at Charlestown with $571.43. 

The weekly per capita cost of maintenance at the Long 
Island Almshouse and Hospital was $3.47, being an increase 
of 70 cents per week over last year. _ 

The weekly per capita cost of maintenance at the Charles- 
town Almshouse was $2.62, being a decrease of 9 cents per 
week from last year. 

The increased per capita cost of maintenance at the Alms- 
house at Long Island is due in part to the development of 
the Hospital, and also to’ the exclusion of the able-bodied 
‘‘Rounder”’ element, necessitating a larger number of paid 
employees. Decrease in the population of an almshouse 
cannot be accompanied by a corresponding decrease in ad- 
ministrative expenses, and the per capita cost of main- 
tenance, therefore, based on the total expenditure of the 
year, rises with the fall in population. 

In the annual report of last year it was stated that as the 
Long Island Hospital is the only hospital maintained by the 
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City for the treatment of chronic and incurable diseases, its 
standard of efficiency should be raised to the proper level of 
such a hospital, even at a necessarily increased expenditure. 
The necessity: for this better service was met by the City 
Council by an appropriation larger than that of former years. 
The year closed with an unexpended balance of this appro- 
priation of $2,279.78. 

It-is the desire of the Trustees and the Superintendent 
that the accounts of the Almshouse and the Hospital should: 
be kept separately, and from February 1, 1901, the expenses 
of the institution will be classified and charged to their re- 
spective departments. ‘Thus, the exact per capita cost in. 
the Almshouse and the Hospital may be computed inde- 
pendently. 

Improvements. — During the summer the old power-plant 
at Long Island was abandoned, the boilers being transferred 
to the new power-house. By the addition of two new 
boilers and a large increase in the radiating surface, all the 
buildings are’ now adequately heated. The laundry and 
bakery have also been removed to the new power-house. 

The salt-water fire system is now completed, and is found 
to-be in good working condition. 

A new and abundant supply of hose has been furnished 
for the steamer “John Howard.” 

At the regular meeting of June 4, 1900, a letter was re- 
ceived from the visiting medical staff, containing a copy of 
the following resolution : 

‘“¢ Resolved, That, in the opinion of the visiting staff, the 
service of the (Long Island) Hospital would be greatly im- 
proved and the general interest in medical work increased by 
the establishment of a clinical pathological laboratory. Such 
a laboratory should be directed by a trained pathologist, who 
should receive compensation for his work. The compensa- 
tion may be placed at $500 per annum, and the pathologist 
should make a daily visit, giving the necessary time to the 
“work.” 4s 

In accordance with the suggestion contained in this letter, 
a vote was passed empowering the Superintendent to fit up a 
room at the Long Island Hospital for pathological work, 
at an expense not exceeding $100, and later Dr. George Bur- 
gess McGrath was appointed to the position of pathologist, at 
a salary of $500 per annum, the appointment to date from 
September 15, 1900. 

In July last a change was made by which the first-floor 
wards in the Women’s Building Were established as infirmary 
wards, and a matron who had had experience in illness was 
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placed in charge of them. . This provides more skilled care 
than heretofore for the infirm and feeble old women. Some 
of these women have their meals brought to them, instead of 
going into the dining-room, and the intention is to provide 
certain comforts in these wards that cannot wisely be pro- 
vided in all. ‘This plan made necessary the employment of 
one more matron. ‘The staff of the Women’s Building now | 
consists of five day-matrons, and one night-matron. 

In the early summer there was built near the Hospital 
a small detached house of one room, for a little girl of ten 
years of age, suffering from cancer of the face. Through 
the free circulation of sweet, fresh air, the distress of the 
child was lessened during the last months of her life, and 
the very difficult and trying work of nursing her was made 
easier to the nurses. It is now proposed to use this house 
for tuberculous patients, placing only two there at any 
one time. 

It was expected that it would be possible, during the 
summer, to build a cattle tie-up at Long Island. As it is 
important to secure the healthiest conditions for the herd 
of cows, the Trustees voted to employ the services of 
Mr. Edward Burnett as expert, to choose the best location, 
and to examine the plans made by the Architectural Division 
of the Engineering Department. Mr. Burnett consulted 
with that Department, but the plans furnished called for a 
larger expenditure than the appropriation would warrant. 
It is hoped that, with some modification, these plans may be 
utilized later. 


New Construction to be Undertaken under the Loan Appro- 
priation of December, 1900.—In the estimate for loans 
needed by this Department and submitted to your Honor in 
February, 1900, there were included, beside other items, esti- 
mates for a new wing for the Hospital, and a Nurses’ Home, 
liberal appropriations for both of which were granted by the 
City Government on January 5, 1901. 


_ The overcrowded condition of the male wards ‘of the Hos- 
pital occasions anxiety to the Trustees and to the Visiting 
and Resident Medical Staffs, and is the cause of suffering 
and discomfort to patients and nurses. In these overcrowded 
wards there cannot be the proper number of cubic feet of 
air per patient. The beds are necessarily put more closely 
together than the spacing of the windows properly permits, 
and patients are often exposed to a direct draught. 

In the report for 1899, the Trustees stated their reasons 
for asking for an appropriation for a Nurses’ Home, and they 
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believe the action of the City in granting it will be fully 
LO by ape ahs healthier and happier lives for the 
nurses.* 

Training School for Nurses. — On Monday, June 11, a 
class of seven nurses graduated from the Training School of 
the Long Island Hospital. The graduating exercises were 
held in the Chapel, which was tastefully decorated for the 
occasion. Brief addresses were made by the Chairman of 
the Board, Dr. E. W. Taylor, and Dr. Paul Thorndike of 
the Visiting Medical Staff, and Mr. John E. Gilman of the 
Institutions Registration Department. A number of former 
graduates of the Hospital were present, and music was 
thoughtfully provided by a member of the graduating class. 

Teaching for the Blind. — The Superintendent (Mr. Arthur 
T. Hopkins) arranged for special teaching of the few blind 
persons in the Almshouse at Long Island by Mr. H. Prescott 
of Melbourne, Australia, who offered his services as teacher. 
During the summer he went weekly to Long Island to give 
lessons. The teaching begun by Mr. Prescott is now carried 
on at Long Island and Charlestown as a part of the plan 
‘of teaching established by the Perkins Institution for the 
Blind. 

The Incoming Population. — The tables in the appendix, in- 
dicating status and condition of persons admitted during the 
year to the Almshouses at Long Island and Charlestown, do 
not vary much from those of last year: 

32 per cent. of the men admitted were over 55 years of age. 

48 per cent. of the | women admitted were over 55 years of 
age. 

44 per cent. of the. men SRR as were single and under 
55 years of age. 

12 per cent. of the women admitted were single and under . 

55 years of age. ; | 

25 per cent. of the men admitted were widowers. 

40 percent. of the women admitted were widows. 

63 per cent. of all admitted went at once into the Hos- 
pital. 

16 per cent. of the whole number admitted died during 
the year. 


*“Ttis a generally accepted fact that, when possible, nurses should be housed apart 
from the Hospital, not only in the interest of their own health, but also in the interest 
of good nursing. To be a good nurse, mind and body should be kept at a high level of 
health, and ta is pod by a separate home, apart from hospital sights, sounds 
and atmosphere. he patience, fortitude and endurance required for the day-by-day 
care of these helpless bed-ridden patients is very great, . 

“The details of this nursing are exhausting. The paralyzed patients require much 
lifting, and some of them need constant attention.e« The number of phthisical patients 
and of those suffering from specific disease addsa risk of contagion, only to be 
averted by unremitting care on the part of the nurses. 

* All this should be offset for our nurses by fortifying them, so far as possible, by 
thorough rest when off duty, and by ensuring them nourishing and varied food, and 
in every possible way giving them a happy atmosphere in which to work.” 
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Of the 294 men admitted, 58 per cent. entered the Alms- 
house for the first time, of whom 76 per cent. went at once 
to the Hospital. 

Of the 353 women admitted, 59 per cent. entered the 
Almshouse for the first time, of whom 79 per cent. went at 
once to the Hospital. 

T1 per cent. of the men admitted were recorded as of in- 
temperate habits. 

41 per cent. of the women admitted were recorded as of 
intemperate habits. 

65 per cent. of all admitted were suffering from chronic 
illness, or were enfeebled by old age. 

45 per cent. of the whole number of men and women 
admitted have been previously reached, in one way or 
another, by public relief; either their parents have been 
aided by the Overseers of the Poor, or were in almshouses, 
or they themselves have previously been in receipt of public 
relief, or were aided as minors, or their children are or have 
been so aided. 

Representing pauperism in the second and third genera- 
tion, there were admitted during: the year 49 men and 20 
women whose ,parents had received out-door relief, or had 
- been inmates of the Almshouse. Twenty-three of, these per- 
sons are now over 40 years of age, and 13 of the 28 have been 
married. So far as our records go, 20 living children repre- 
sent, in the third generation, these 23 persons of the second 
generation in receipt of public relief and their 13 wives and 
husbands. . Allowance must be made for. misstatements: 
unquestionably some persons who have been married are 
recorded on their own statement as .single, while others, 
who have had children, are recorded as childless. 

Such statistics as the foregoing have their importance, and 
it is very necessary to gather as many facts as can be learned 
about each individual, but they cannot possibly give the 
story of a human life. If we could know the whole history 
of each person entering the Almshouse, the summary of all 
would in one way be less sad, for many of the histories 
which can be traced back to childhood or early life show such 
unfavorable conditions that the subsequent failure of physical 
health, often involving the deterioration of mental or moral 
character, is largely accounted for, and we see the survival, 
under disheartening conditions and many sorrows, of sweet 
and fine traits of human character.* 


*Nothing, for instance, could well sound more forlorn than such recorded data | 
as the following: A husband, who had been in the House of Correction both for 
intemperance and for assault on his wife; a wife, also intemperate and who had been 
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Beside those with records of intemperance and pauperism, 
there are admitted each year into the Hospital, self-respecting 
men and women suffering from incurable or chronic disease, 
who, were they suffering from acute or curable illness, would 
be cared for by relatives, or would be admitted to the City 
Hospital or some private hospital. Others, even though in 
fair health, are obliged to come into the Almshouse because 
they can no longer work, have exhausted their savings, and 
have no relatives able to support or even to help them. 
Such people may, whether well or ill, do much toward cheer- 
ing and encouraging those around them. . 

During the summer, one very sick patient in the Hospital, 
gave a daily lesson in reading, geography and arithmetic to 
a little girl of ten who was under medical care and observa- 
tion for a time. This morning school-hour was a happy 
element in the child’s life while in the Hospital, and was 
prompted by true loving-kindness. 

Vagrancy.— The effort to check vagrancy through offer- 
ing commitment to the State Farm instead of allowing the 
vagrant easy admission into the Almshouse for a few cold 
months has had, we believe, a wider result than is indicated 
by the statement of the actual number of persons who were 
committed to the State Farm instead of being admitted to 
the Almshouse. Irrespective of the persons who have been 
sent to Bridgewater instead of to Long Island, it is probable 
that fewer able-bodied men, or men only temporarily dis- 
abled through drink, have applied for admission to the 
Almshouse. 

The commitment of vagrants to the State Farm secures a 
gain in quiet and discipline at Long Island, and makes it 
a more peaceful home for self-respecting people, but entails 
a distinct loss in able-bodied help which has to be made good 


frequently in the Almshouse; two of their children, born in City Institutions, had 
also died in City Institutions. Three others had been removed as “ neglects” from the 
care of their parents. Some three years ago husband and wife were admitted into the 
Almshouse on the same day, where the husband died within the week, and where a 
few months later their last child was born. E 

Nothing can change this sad story into a cheerful one, but at leat it has another 
side as one hears the part of it which does not lend itself to statistics. The woman 
whose history has been so pitiful has a sweet, gente disposition which always wins 
her friends. The little girl, born under such sad conditions, is an unusually exquisite 
little creature and had been beloved and cherished from the moment of her birth. 
Mother and child are nowin a good home, the little girl watched over by a friend 
and by the Trustees for Children. 

Another instance is that of a young woman, the latter years of whose life had been 
passed in alternate periods of drinking and detention in one or other institution, who 
came to Long Island very ill with consumption. She was so friendless that there was 
no one to be notified of her death except two kind officials who had had charge of 
her; a letter, written toa sisterin a distant State, was returned, weeks later, unclaimed. 
Each nurse who had care of her spoke of her uncomplaining patience and her 
gratitude for every effort to lessen her suffering. These were the qualities by which 
she was known in the Almshouse Hospital and by which she is remembered there, — 
as true a part of her character, surely, as the inability to withstand the temptation to 
abies) which is the only personal quality which finds expression in her institution 
record. 
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by more paid assistance, and is undoubtedly one cause of 
the increased per capita cost. Though we lose the work of 
these able-bodied persons, we believe that. vagrancy in the 
community will be reduced through. such action; and 
further, we believe that there is much more hope for the 
individual in a life of strict discipline for a minimum 
period of nine months at the State Farm than in obtaining 
access to the Almshouse, where, even if he is a worker, he 
feels himself provided for under easier conditions, and knows 
that the door is open for him to go out when the spring 
comes. 

There is noted. by the State Board of Charity, on page 11 
of. their report for 1900, an increase of 125 persons com- 
mitted during the year from Boston courts to the State 
Farm at Bridgewater. These persons were committed 
chiefly for vagrancy, and many of them were former inmates 
of Boston Institutions. In the year ending September 30, 
1900, which is the year covered by the reports of the state 
institutions, 68 persons with Boston settlement, who had 
asked admission to the Boston Almshouse, were committed to 
the State Farm, being 28 per cent. of the whole number com- 
mitted during the year from Boston courts. Of these 68 
persons, 40 were single men, under 50 years of age. We 
believe that in adopting these measures we are codperating 
with the State Board of Charity in their effort to reduce 
vagrancy throughout the State. 

Charlestown Almshouse.— During the year this almshouse 
has given a comfortable home to its household of about 
ninety-three old people. The atmosphere has been peaceful, 
and, in a quiet way, even happy. ‘The level of general health 
maintained has been remarkable. ‘Not a death occurred during 
the epidemic of grippe in March, and during the hot months of 
the summer the Superintendent constantly reported that no 
one in the institution was so ill as to be in bed. 

In each report of the Trustees mention has been made of 
the urgent need of protection against fire. This need has been 
recognized, and met, by the City Council by the appropriation, 
in December, 1900, of $4,000 for fire-escapes for the Charles 
town Almshouse. 

Randidge Excursions. — During the summer the Randidge 
Excursions for the benefit of poor children were conducted 
as before, under the charge of the Penal Institutions Com- 
missioner, a portion of Long Island near ne West Head 
being used for the purpose. 

Matron on Steamer “ J. Putnam Bradlee.” — The Trustees 
have had reason to be grateful for the appointment in May, 
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by the Penal Institutions Commissioner, of a matron on 
the “J. Putnam Bradlee,” which has resulted in great good 
to the sick patients going to Long Island. During the year 
406 persons have been received directly into the Hospital on 
arrival, many of whom were seriously ill; in 26 cases, 
death occurred within one week of their arrival. It is im- 
possible to adequately estimate the important difference made 
to these helpless people by the presence of a kind and helpful 
matron. 

The Trustees were gratified that, on August 21, His Honor 
Mayor Hart paid a visit to the Almshouse at Charlestown, 
and on August 31 spent several hours at Long Island. 

On April 25 a committee of the City Goyernment visited 
Long Island and inspected the buildings there. 

On June 27 the Committee on Public Charitable Institu- 
tions of the State Legislature visited Long Island. 

The Trustees wish to acknowledge gratefully the invaluable 
services of the Visiting Medical Staff of the Long Island 
Hospital, to which a large part of its growth and improve- 
one should be attributed.

BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, 
LONG ISLAND. 


Lone IsLAND, Boston HARBOR, January 31, 1901. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


I have the honor of presenting to you the report of the 
Boston Almshouse and Hospital for the year ending: Janu- 
ary 31, 1901. 

At the opening of.the year there were 650 persons in this 
institution, and during the year there were 690 admissions 
(328 male, and 362 female), making a total of 1,340 cared 
for, including readmissions. The smallest number present 
at any one time was 573; the largest number was 681. 

Hospital. — There have been treated in the Hospital dur- 
ing the year 997 cases, —428 male, and 569 female. Of 
these patients, 825 were medical, and 172 were surgical cases. 
There have been 189 deaths and 7 births. 

The Hospital is very much overcrowded, but we expect 
the new ward will give us great relief in this respect. It is. 
our purpose to establish a convalescent and out-patient ward 
in the Men’s Building ; this ward will be under hospital su- 
pervision, and a nurse from the Training School will be in 
charge. 

There have been several changes in the medical staff dur- 
ing the past year. Dr. A. A. Taft resigned May 1 to take 
the position of Resident Physician at Deer Island; Dr. T. J. 
O’Brien was appointed to fill the position of Second Medical 
Officer, left vacant by the promotion of Dr. Arthur S. Hart- 
well. 

The interne services of Drs. F. B. Worthing, G. B. Hoitt, 
and W. M. Gay expired during the year, and their positions 
were filled by Drs. S. F. Cox and I. R. Bancroft, and Mr. 
S. W. Mooring. On December 1 Dr. Hartwell received the 
appointment of Assistant Superintendent and Physician, and 
Dr. T. J. O’Brien was promoted to the office of Assistant 
Physician. 


_ 
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We could use another house-officer to good advantage ; 
since the. laboratory was completed the work for house- 
officers has considerably increased, and when the ward for 
convalescents and out-patients is established their duties 
will be still greater. 

Training-school for Nurses. — The training-school for nurses 
has completed a successful year, and the work in this De- 
partment is steadily improving. 

Improvements Suggested. —The Men’s Building needs a 
thorough renovation. . New floors are needed in many of the © 
wards, and I would recommend that a shower-bath system 
be established in place of the iron tubs now in use. Non- 
absorbent flooring ought to be put in all the lavatories and 
adjacent corridors; the smoke room also needs a new floor, 
and a new set of sanitary fixtures is necessary. The building 


needs painting inside and around the windows. 


I wish to call your attention to the embankment in the 
rear of the Women’s Building; I feel that it is necessary 
that some measures be taken to prevent the hod away 
of the land. 

Both the Hospital and Women’s Building need painting 
on the outside. 

For the first time we have made use of the artificial ice- 
pond, and have harvested about 800 tons of ice and stored 
the same in a temporary shed. I would suggest that an ice- 
house be built to allow the storing away of 590 or 600 tons ; 
this, in addition to the present ice-housé accommodation, 
would permit us to harvest all of the ice that we could con- 
sume during the entire year. 

The facilities for bathing at the Hospital are inadequate, 
especially in the,male wing, where I would recommend that a 


‘shower-bath be added to our present accommodations. Non- 


absorbent floors should be in all of the bath-rooms and lava- 
tories throughout the Hospital, and additional fixtures are 
needed in nearly all of the lavatories. 

We very much need sun-platforms attached to the nursery 
where the children can be carried out into the open air every 
day that is suitable. If we could have sun-platforms at- 
tached to the other wings of the Hospital they would be 
greatly appreciated by the patients, and.would certainly be 
of great value in furthering their recovery. 

I wish to call your attention to the desirability of building 
a greenhouse ; one-half of the building could be utilized in 
growing plants which will be used to beautify the wards and 
to start bedding plants for the lawns; the other half could 
be used to great advantage in starting our early vegetables. 
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Our thanks are due to our chaplains for their untiring 
attention to the sick during the year, and their devotion both 
to the welfare of the inmates and to the interests of the 
institution. 

I would also thank the outside friends who have kindly 
remembered us with books and papers for the benefit of the 
inmates; this literature has been greatly eye by our 
people. 

I take this occasion to thank you for the confidence and 
honor you have conferred upon me.

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REPORT OF THE. SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON AUMSHOUSE FOR WOMEN AND 
AGED COUPLES, CHARLESTOWN.

Boston, MAss., January 31, 1901. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


The past year has in many ways been a satisfactory one 
for this institution. 

I wish first to speak of the remarkable health record which 
has prevailed throughout the year, weeks have passed with 
no one sick enough to be in bed; but two deaths have 
occurred, and it has been necessary to transfer but a small 
number of cases for serious mental or physical disability. 
Two of the persons transferred for hospital treatment died 
shortly after transference. 

The inmates have been generally happy and contented, 
doing their work willingly, and the rules are now so easily 
enforced that for more than a year no one has been placed 
in a separate room for discipline. 

No extensive repairs or alterations have seemed necessary, 
but general minor repairing and painting have kept the build- 
ings in good order, the addition of much needed fire-escapes 
is now made possible by a special appropriation. 

The condition of the grounds and garden has greatly im- 
proved since the appointment of our present efficient farmer ; 
the grounds have been well kept, and the garden furnished 
an abundance of fresh vegetables for officers and inmates 
during the summer; a good crop of oat straw, and beets and 
turnips enough to last through the winter were raised, and a 
lot of land on the south side of the institution has been re- 
claimed, and produced a fine yield of cabbages. 

Religious services have been held as heretofore, and I would 
gratefully acknowledge the kind and tender ministrations of 
the clergy of the Church of St. Francis de Sales, the kind- 
ness of the Rev. George Maxwell of St. John’s Church, and 
the interest of the people of Trinity Church; also the very 
pleasant entertainments given by the young people of the 
first two churches. Many pleasant musical evenings have 
been given our old people by kind young friends.

To our former efficient corps of workers two additions 
have been necessary, and the positions of night watchman 
and indoor assistant have been satisfactorily filled. 

I wish to acknowledge the faithful and capable assistance 
of my corps of workers.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF OF 
THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1901. 


To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


The past year has seen a more marked improvement in the 
Hospital Department than any preceding year within the ex- 
perience of the visiting staff. This is due to several causes : 
The discipline of the hospital wards has been constantly 
improving, largely through the efforts of the resident phy- 
sicians and nurses, supported and encouraged by the Super- 
intendent. The resident medical staff has been permanently 
increased to five men, three of whom are house officers. 
This has permitted a more systematic and satisfactory divi- 
sion of hospital work than has heretofore been possible, and 
has resulted in a decided improvement in the efficiency of 
the service. No one thing has conduced more toward the 
rapid development of the Hospital than the establishment of 
an adequate laboratory under the immediate direction of a 
salaried pathologist. It is now possible, for the first time in 
the history of the institution, to afford the sick the advan- 
tages which come directly and indirectly from modern labora- 
tory methods of diagnosis and research. We are confident 
that the experience of this Hospital will be like that of 
others, in which working laboratories have been established, 
in creating enthusiasm, fostering observation and accuracy, 
and thereby leading to the more intelligent treatment of the 
patients. The work already accomplished in this new de- 
partment, through the untiring efforts of the pathologist, Dr. 
G. B. Magrath, is sufficient guarantee of its future increasing 
usefulness. Finally, the public at large, and the medical 
profession in particular, is manifesting a continually greater 
interest in the possibilities of the Hospital. For these va- 
rious reasons we regard the past year as a peculiarly satis- 
factory one, and look forward with confidence to further 
progress in the immediate future. 
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Two of the recommendations made in our last report are 
about to be accomplished. The immediate building of a 
much-needed addition to the male wing of the Hospital and 
of a. suitable nurses’ home has been rendered possible by a 
recent appropriation of the City Government. An added 
ward, which it is provisionally suggested shall be used for 
tuberculous patients, will very greatly relieve the existing 
congestion, and permit a more adequate classification of the 
sick. Withthe development of the Training School for Nurses, 
which, in our opinion, has amply justified ‘its foundation, has 
grown the necessity for a dormitory building devoted prima- 
rily to nurses’ use. The removal of the nurses from the 
main hospital building will likewise make vacant a number 
of rooms, which are much needed for the proper accommoda- 
tion of the resident medical staff, as suggested in our pre- 
ceding report. 

With the growth of the Visiting Medical Staff, and the 
consequent increase in the number of visits made to the Hos- 
pital, the desirability of a daily morning and afternoon boat 
service becomes more and more apparent. Such an arrange- 
-ment would greatly facilitate the intimate relations between 
the staff and the Hospital, which the complete developnient 
of the institution on its medical side demands. We also beg 
leave to call again to your attention the fact of the need of 
sun-platforms in connection with certain of the wards for 
the benefit of tuberculous and other patients. The value 
of such structures is certainly out of all proportion to the 
relatively trifling expense of their construction. We re- 
spectiully urge, therefore, that platforms be built as soon as 
feasible, 

‘ The quality of medical work being done by the resident 
staff of the Hospital is a just source of satisfaction. It has 
steadily improved in thoroughness, due in part to an increased 
number of house-officers and in part to a better systemization 
of the medical work as a whole. In order, however, that the 
standard of work may be kept high and still further improved, 
it will soon be necessary to increase the number of house 
officers. With the present facilities for caring for the sick it 
is desirable that the public should be aware of the fact that 
obstetric cases may be received and treated during the period 
of confinement and convalescence. 

We beg, finally, to express our appreciation of your codp- 
eration in matters looking to the improvement of the medical 
department of the institution; we feel that the Hospital is 
beginning to-take the place it should among the institutions 
for the care of the sick in this community. The following 
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additions have been’ made to the visiting staff of the Hospital 
since our last report: Dr. Franklin W. White, assistant visit- 
ing physician; Dr. Sidney A. Lord, assistant visiting neurol- 
ogist; Dr. Fred M. Spalding, visiting ophthalmologist.

REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE FOR WOMEN AND 
AGED COUPLES, CHARLESTOWN. 


Boston January 31, 1901. 
.To the Pauper Institutions Trustees : 


As visiting physician of the Charlestown Almshouse I have 
the honor to submit my report for the year ending January 
31, 1901. 

_ During the year the health of the inmates has been excep- 
tionally good. 

There have been only two deaths, both from chronic cases, 
aman aged 81, from senility, and a woman, aged 64, from 
valvular heart disease. 

The death-rate is the lowest in the history of the institu- 
tion, and this result would have been impossible but for the 
intelligent co-operation of the Superintendent, the matrons 
and the assistants.

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RULES FOR ADMISSION TO THE LONG ISLAND 
HOSPITAL. 


Persons eligible to care in the Hospital at as Island, 
Boston Harbor, are as follows : 

1. Any person who has a legal settlement in the City of 
Boston and stands in need of relief and is ill. 

2. Any such person who, if well, could be supported at 
his home, but who, being ill, needs special medical or surgi- 
cal care which he cannot afford to provide. 

3. Any person having no settlement in Boston, and who 
is too ill to be removed to the city or town of settlement 
(or to a State institution if without a settlement), and who 
is in need of immediate relief. — 

The question of settlement will be determined by the 
Institutions Registration Department, 28 Court square ; 
office hours, 9 to 5 o’clock; on Saturdays, 9 to 1 o’clock. 
Any person able to walk should apply at that office. An 
ambulance and carriage are at the disposal of that office, and 
will be sent for persons unable to walk, to carry them to 
the boat. 

Cases of contagious illness, such as scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
etc., are not received at Long Island, but should be referred 
to the City Hospital. 

In the case of a person who does not speak English it is 
desirable that he should be accompanied by a friend who 
can interpret when he makes his application at 28 Court 
square. 

It is very desirable that application should be made the 
day before it is intended that the person should go to the 
Hospital, or, if an emergency case, before 12 o’clock, in order 
that the settlement may be investigated, and the ambulance or 
carriage sent, if necessary. A person applying at this office 
too late for admission on the same day will be sent to the 
Wayfarers’ Lodge (men), or to the City Temporary Home 
(women ). 

It is earnestly requested that if a person is advised to 
apply for admission to the Hospital at Long Island he should 
be made to clearly understand that it is the Hospital Depart- 
ment of the Boston Almshouse, as much distress has often 
been occasioned by’ ignorance of this fact at the time of 
going to the Hospital. 

The executive force of the Hospital at Long Island con- 
sists of the Assistant Superintendent and Physician, the 
Assistant Physician, and the three House Officers, who have 
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immediate charge under the direction of the Superintendent 
and Resident Physician and the Visiting Medical Staff. 
There is a training school for nurses, with a Superintendent 
of Nurses and assistant, three head nurses and thirty proba- 
tioners or pupil nurses. 


BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


This Training School is established to give a systematic 
two-years’ course of training and practice to women desirous 
of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and 
Hospital, which is located on one of the most beautiful and 
salubrious of the many islands of Boston Harbor. The 
Hospital building is new and modern in all its appointments, 
and contains two hundred and fifty beds. 

The Superintendent of the Almshouse and Hospital has the 
general supervision of all matters relating to the school, and 
application for admission should be made to him. The 
Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the 
nursing in the Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, 
and also the instruction and management of the pupils in the 
Training School. 

The course requires two years, and includes general medi- 
eal, surgical, maternity, and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical .and 
surgical staff, recitations on these and from text-books, but 
chiefly the daily instruction from the Superintendent of 
Nurses and the graduate head nurses, and the accurate Gary 
drill in the wards and operating room. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed sores; the 
making and applying of bandages, applying of fomentations 
and poultices and minor dressings, cupping, the administra- 
tion of enemas, and use of the female catheter. The pupils 
are also given lessons in massage. Maternity nursing is 
taught by practice in the confinement rooms, which includes 
digital examination of patients. Instruction is also given 
the pupils how to act in the various emergencies which arise 
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in childbed. Pupils are taught how to cook and serve food 
for the sick in a proper manner, the feeding of helpless 
patients, and the feeding and preparation of food for infants. 

Instruction is also givén in thé best practical methods of» 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms in 
a proper manner, and the way to take care of sick rooms for 
the best good and comfort of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected ;. in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, res- 
piration, expectorations, the secretions and state of the skin, 
of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, etc..; of the 
condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants 
and medicines, and in the managing of cases of senility and 
senile dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies; how to 
take notes on cases, the making up of a nurse’s record, and 
the reports to the attending physician. 

. Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty- 

one and thirty years. They must be of sound health. They 
should send a brief personal history, and give the names and 
addresses of responsible persons not of their own kin, who 
know their good - character and capabilities. Upon the 
approved recommendation of the Superintendent they will be 
received for one month on.probation. 

At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the Hospital, are 
permitted to join the school upon signing an agreement to 
complete the Eee course of. two years, and to conform 
to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the Hospital to 
terminate, at any time, the connéction ef any pupil for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or for 
any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are 
intended to be a full equivalent for their services there is 
given the pupils, toward defraying their necessary personal 
expenses, ten dollars per month during the first year, and 
twelve dollars per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfil the requirements for the full 
term of two years and pass the necessary examinations 
they will, upon the termination of their service, receive the 
diploma of the Hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, but 
accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies occur. 

Pupils are required to wear the Training School uniform 
after they join the school. 7

In the report of the Special Committee, above referred to, 
is the following statement : 

“The ten-day free-pass system, by which leave is obtained 
to visit the City, is in vogue in the Almshouses, and each in- 
mate seems to consider it his eet to demand a pass once a 
month if he so desires. . 

“ During 1891, there were ait 501 passes ‘given out to 779 
individuals, 343 to women and 436 to men. More than one- 
half of these were used as discharges, but many of these 
persons returned and were readmitted during the year. This 
only partially represents the extent to which passes are used, 
since many one-day passes are given and never recorded on 
the books. 

««The pass may have originally been intended to attovtiss 
chance to get work, but the records of the physicians are 
amply sufficient to show that it is now used nine times out of 
ten as an opportunity for a carouse, and for this purpose 
letters are written and received, money is saved or obtained 
through gifts, and appointments to meet in the City are some- 
times made between men and women inmates. The greater 
proportion of inmates return showing signs of recent intoxica- 
tion, and often in filthy condition, with clothes so dirty and 
torn that they must be burned. Everything that has been 
said proves the absolute need of the abolition of the free- 
pass system. It fosters the worst tendencies, and is ex- 
travagent and wasteful from every point of view.” 

During the year 190001 there were but 337 passes issued, 
a decrease of 78 per cent. from the year 1891.

An ACT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, INSANE PER- 
SONS AND CRIMINALS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the Pauper 
Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Department and the 
Institutions Registration Department, of the City of Boston, are 
hereby created as departments of said City, and shall be under 
the charge of the officers herein designated therefor. Said offi- 
cers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said City, and shall be. 
appointed by the mayor of said City without confirmation by the 
board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
sixty-six of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, 
and of all other acts relating to the departments of the City of 
Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, except as otherwise 
herein provided, shall be applicable to said departments and the 
officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of aboard of 
seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said de- 
partments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two for 
the termof four years, one for the term of three years, two for 
the term of two years and one for the term of one year, begin- 
ning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any term or 
terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed for the 
term of five years, beginning with the first day of May in the 
year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said trus- 
tees shall be filled by appointment ofa trustee as aforesaid for 
the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve without 
compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by them in the 
performance of their duty shall be paid by said City if approved 
by a recorded vote of the board of which the trustee incurring 
such expense is a member. ‘They shall organize on the first 
Monday of May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by 
the choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and of 
a secretary who may or may not, at their discretion, be one of 
their number. No such trustee, nor any person in the employ 
of any of said trustees or departments shall be interested in a 
private capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agree- 
ment for labor or for articles furnished for any of said depart- 
ments. . 
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Secor. 3. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institutions 
Department shall be known as the trustees for children, and shall 
have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relating to 
children, or to any institution or placein which they are confined 
or detained or cared for, including the house of Reformation, now 
conferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institu- 
tions commissioner of the City of Boston, except as to children 
lawfully committed to or detained in institutions established for 
the care and custody of the adult insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. ‘The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institution trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties re- 
lating to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now conferred 
by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston. 

Srecr. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital De- 
partment shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, and shall 
have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic hospital 
established by the City of Boston under the provisions of chapter 
one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that said City has 
established, or may hereafter establish, for the care or treatment 
of the insane, and the same shall hereafter be known as the Bos- 
ton insane hospital; and said trustees shall have all the powers 
relating to the insane and to the institutions in which they are 
confined, conferred by the statutes of the Commonwealth upon 
the institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and_ 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, exer- 
cise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the institutions com- 
missioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act upon 
any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institutions 
commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, appoint 
one assistant. 

Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investigate 
all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the com- 
mitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged prisoners, 
or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected therewith, and 
report thereon to the department interested therein; and shall per- 
form such services relating to the accounts and to the collection, 
registration and tabulation of statistics relating to said depart- 
ments, or any of them, as may be required of him by said mayor 
or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of said departments, 
with the approval of said mayor. Said registrar shall receive an 
annual salary of three thousand dollars, or such other salary as 
may be fixed by ordinance. 
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Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and at 
such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which may 
be present said penal institutions commissioner, said institutions 
registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of trus- 
tees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two members 
of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said de- 
partments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordina- 
tion of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Secr. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real 
or personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed 
or devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or depart- 
ments. 

Secor. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions De- 
partment of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or position 
may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, may be 
appointed to similar positions in said City at any time within six 
months of the passage of this act, without civil service examina- 
tion or enrolment. 

Sect. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or suspended, 
or shall, without his consent, be transferred from such office or 
employment, except after a full hearing before the mayor, and at 
such hearing the veteran shall have the right to be present and to 
be represented by counsel. Such removal, suspension or transfer 
shall be made only upon the written order of the mayor. [Ap- 
proved May 13, 1897.

PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT, 
382 TREMONT STREET, Boston, February 1, 1901. 
Hon. THoMAS N. Hart, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,—In accordance with Chapter 3, Section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I respectfully present the report of the 
Penal Institutions Department for the year ending January 
31, 1901. 

The present Commissioner succeeded Mr. Ernest C. 
Marshall, March 6,1900. Mr. Charles F. R. Foss succeeded 
Mr. Thomas Francis Hunt as Assistant Commissioner, May 
1, 1900. | 

The institutions of this Department are the Houses of 
Correction at Deer Island and South Boston. The work of 
these institutions has been well done; both the physical and 
moral wants of the inmates have received constant attention, 
and every consideration consistent with the correctional 
character of these Houses of Correction has been given 
them. It is only fair to the Department to say that every 
prisoner has been treated in a humane manner. 

There are employed in this Department 156 men and 52 
women. Of this number, 7 men and 2 women are em- 
ployed in the office, beside the Commissioner and his assist- 
ant. 
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At the House of Correction, Deer Island, there are em- 
ployed 1 Master, 1 Deputy Master, 78 men, and 82 women ; 
at the House of Correction, South Boston, 1 Master, 1 Dep- 
uty Master, 54 men and 17 women; on the steamer J. 
Putnam Bradlee, 1 Captain, 10 men, and 1 woman. 


DISCIPLINE. 


_ The object of a House of Correction is to reclaim the law- 
breaker, both for the good of the community and for the 
individual good of the inmate, that he may become a useful, 
law-abiding citizen. Discipline in such an institution must 
be firm, and not severe. All rules must be obeyed, and in 
the institutions of this Department are such that it is not a 
difficult matter to obey them. When the prisoner disobeys 
any of these rules he is punished. Punishment consists in 
depriving the offender of some minor privilege and in solitary 
confinement. Most prisoners are tractable, and inclined 
to obey the rules, thereby earning, by their good conduct, 
the rebate from the length of sentence which the law pro- 
vides. Some prisoners persist in breaking the rules and 
are consequently punished, thereby increasing the agegre- 
gate number of punishments. ‘The report of these punish- 
ments is encouragingly less, and to those who are interested 
in the welfare of the prisoners it is a sign of their reforma- 
tion. 

The masters and officers connected with these institutions 
have been instructed to see that the prisoners are treated in a 
fair and humane manner at all times. 


PROBATION. 


Three hundred and twenty-seven permits to be at liberty 
have been granted through this office during the past year. 
Five prisoners who have been released by the Commissioner 
on permits to be at liberty, have had the permits revoked be- 
cause of violation of the conditions of their release. The 
number of revocations of release is encouragingly low, and is 
due, no doubt, to the thorough investigation of all cases 
brought to our notice, and the confidence we feel in their 
reformation before the cases are presented to the court. 


W OMEN IN PRISON AND THEIR REFORM. 


Plans for a women’s prison, to be built on Deer island, are 
now being drawn. It is proposed to have separate cells, in 
place of dormitories, laundry, work-rooms, and chapel in the 
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one building. By this arrangement the proper classification 
of women inmates will be obtained and a complete separation 
from the men prisoners will follow. 

The housing of the women at night in separate cells instead 
of in dormitories promises much in the way of reformation, 
as the persistent offender, by this means, can be kept apart 
more effectually from the casual one, thereby lessening the 
chances of contamination by evil influences. 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner still continues her 
missionary work among the women at the South Boston House 
of Correction with excellent results. The association with so 
high minded and ardent a worker for their good cannot but 
produce the best results. I thank her most heartily for her 
efforts in their behalf. 


AID FOR DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


The work of the Agents for Discharged Prisoners is very 
important, and, considering the limited amount of money 
placed at our disposal, the results are very satisfactory. 

The object of this aid is to give relief to prisoners upon 
their discharge, and to help them to become self-supporting 
and self-respecting. Many of these men and women are 
destitute when released, and, having neither home nor friends, 
might become again public charges if it were not for the 
timely aid given by this Department. This aid consists in 
supplying clothing, when necessary, providing food and lodg- 
ing while waiting for employment, transportation when home 
and friends are outside of Boston, procuring employment, 
when it is possible, and in other ways encouraging and _ help- 
ing these men and women. The reports of the Agents for 
Discharged Prisoners, which are appended, show in detail 
the work performed by them. 


DEER ISLAND. 


Many improvements have been made on this island, the 
effect of which will be more or less permanent. 


Addition to the Hospital. 


The new wards of the hospital are nearing completion, and 
it is hoped that they will be ready for occupancy by May 1. 
An improved system of ventilation, heating, and plumbing 
has been provided for this addition, which will be used for 
contagious diseases. A fully equipped operating room has 
been provided for the needs of the patients, which, in point 
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of light and general equipment is second to none in any insti- 
tution. When this addition is completed the County of 
Suffolk will have a first class institution hospital. 


Electric Lnghting. 


Recognizing the advantages to be derived from electric 
lighting, both on the ground of greater immunity from fire and 
a steadier, brighter light for the use of the inmates when in 
their cells, the Commissioner has had a new switch-board 
installed, large enough to connect any part of the island with 
the electric plant, the old one being much too small for 
present and future uses. It is his desire to have every 
building on this island lighted by electricity 


Wharf. 


It is essential for general safety that the wharf at Deer 
Island be put in proper condition. Many of the piles have 
rotted, and the entire wharf needs overhauling. This will be 
done as soon as the necessary appropriation is forthcoming. 
Repairs should be made at once in order to avoid danger. 


Sea - Wall. 


The sea-wall, which was destroyed in the storm of Novem- 
ber, 1898, is being repaired. 


Water Service. 


A 12-inch water main has been laid across Shirley Gut 
during the past summer, connecting the island with the 
main land, thereby insuring a sufficient flow of water for the 
uses of the institution and in case of fire. 


CHANGES IN OFFICERS AT DEER ISLAND. 


There have been a number of changes among the offi- 
cers at Deer Island, the more important ones being as fol- 
lows: 

Lorenzo D. Perkins, appointed to the position of Deputy 
Master on September 19, 1900, in place of George W. Shep- 
ardson, who was removed September 10, 1900. 

Dr. Alfred A. Taft, appointed to the position of Physician 
at the Deer Island Hospital, on May 1, 1900, to succeed Dr. 
Thomas F. Roche, who died April 8, 1900. 

Dr. James R. Black, appointed to the position of 
Assistant Physician at the Deer Island Hospital, on 
August 1, 1900. 
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INCREASE IN THE PER CAPITA EXPENSE. 


An increase per capita of fifty cents a week is more appar- 
ent than real for the following three reasons : 

First. — The number of inmates at Deer Island has been 
less the past year than previously, though the cost of run- 
ning the institution remains the same as heretofore. 

Second. -— Owing to the passage of the law requiring that 
sixty hours constitute a week’s labor for officers, etc., it 
has been necessary to increase the working force at this in- 
stitution. 

Third. — There have been a number of needed permanent 
improvements made in buildings, hospital, etc., all of which 
tend to increase the per capita expense. ‘These improve- 
ments have been paid for out of the regular appropriations 
rather than by special loan. 


HovusE OF CORRECTION, SOUTH BOSTON. 


A bill was passed by the Legislature authorizing the re- 
moval of the House of Correction at South Boston to Deer 
Island. This will be done as soon as the necessary aes 
priations are made. 

Very few improvements have been made here for some 
time on account of the agitation for the removal of this 
plant. The buildings at South Boston are old, and the cells 
are entirely too small for present-day ideas concerning the 
treatment of prisoners. That the cells are too small has 
been the contention of several of my predecessors for many 
years past, and, I feel, as they did, that it is detrimental to 
the health of the inmates to keep them locked up in such 
small cells. | 

There are many advantages to be derived from the trans- 
ferring of this institution to Deer Island, chief among which 
will be the improved condition in the housing of the men 
and the opportunity offered for out-of-door work. 


STEAMER J. PUTNAM BRADLEE. 


The J. Putnam Bradlee has been in commission for the 
past twenty-five years, both winter and summer, doing the 
institution work among the islands in the harbor. 

Each year the cost for repairs and overhauling amounts to 
several thousand dollars. The expense alone for boat hire 
and repairs during the last fifteen years has exceeded the 
original cost of the boat. It seems to me expedient that a 
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new and more modern boat should be furnished the Depart- 
ment if for no other reason than for economy. 

A new building, containing receiving rooms for prisoners, 
freight shed, and general office, has been erected on Eastern 
avenue wharf. This fills a long-felt want, especially in the 
receiving of prisoners. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all who have been associ- 
ated with me in the conduct of the work of this Department.

fortunates, trying to let them see that the Commissioner is 
their friend, who desires to help those that help themselves in 
their endeavors in getting a start towards becoming honest 
and respectable citizens.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR DISCHARGED FEMALE 
PRISONERS. 


February 1, 1901. 
Mr. PETER MORRISON, 
Penal Institutions Commissioner: 


DEAR S1r,—I respectfully submit herewith my annual 
report as Agent for Discharged Female Prisoners for the year 
ending February 1, 1901. 

During the past twelve months I have visited the House 
of Correction at Deer Island, under your charge, once a week, 
and have interviewed all the women prisoners who desired to 
speak with me,— some of them in relation to obtaining pardons, 
others concerning clothing in pawn or articles in storage, and 
still others in regard to obtaining employment on their re- 
lease. 

Through the kindness of the Commissioner in allowing me 
to furnish these women with clothing when released and 
means of conveyance to their homes or to places of employ- 
ment, much good has resulted. 

Many of these women are homeless, and practically desti- 
tute on release. Necessary articles of clothing are furnished 
those in need by this Department, and many are taken charge 
of and kindly cared for until employment is obtained for 
them, or until they can be sent to their homes. 

In redeeming pawned clothing only the very worthy cases 
are taken up. 

In obtaining employment for these women the endeavor 
has been made to provide work in places outside the City and 
away from their old associations. It has been found that they 
generally do better in such places, where they are away from 
temptation, and are thus given a better opportunity to reform. 
Many of these women write to me from time to time, and I 
am thus kept informed of the progress they are making 
towards leading a better and more useful life. 

An especial interest has been taken in the placing at work 
of women with babies. In looking for positions for this class 
an effort is always made to find places for them where their 
babies will be allowed to accompany them. 
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Acting under the direction of the Commissioner, the pardons 
of fifty-two women have been obtained. 

I desire to extend my thanks to the Commissioner for the 
many acts of consideration and kindness shown me in my 
work, to the probation officers of the different courts for 
courtesies received, and to the agents of the railroad offices 
for delivering baggage free of storage and for forwarding 
packages without cost of transportation.

The broom industry, which was suspended last year, has 
been resumed, manufacturing brooms for other County and 
State Institutions. The stocking industry continues, and 
gives employment to some twenty-five men. 

With a different instructor the school continues with good 
results, as do also the calisthenic drill and yard exercise. 

Important repairs were made upon the roofs and chimneys 
of the old Lunatic Hospital Building; also many minor 
repairs throughout the various departments. 

Considering the dry season, the garden and orchard were 
productive. 

Fourteen thousand three hundred and eighty pounds of 
pork was slaughtered. 

A Legislative Act of 1900, that “the hours of labor for 
employees of Jails and Houses of Correction, shall not 
exceed sixty hours a week,” required an addition to our force 
of officers and matrons of eleven men and two women. 

To the customary tables and reports, which are appended, 
I would invite your attention.

For all of these gifts of a literary character we wish to re- 
turn thanks to the donors, and express our appreciation for 
their interest in the work. 

In last year’s report I spoke of the supplement to the 
catalogue which had been printed and put in circulation. We 
have just continued this last publication with another supple- 
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ment, and expect to have practically a new catalogue to put 
into the hands of the prisoners as soon as they come from 
the printer. I did think last year that we would be obliged 
to reconstruct the library, and discard all books that were con- 
siderably worn, but while many books are too much worn to 
be re-catalogued, they may still remain in circulation, and 
with these two supplements in use I presume we shall be 
provided for until another twelve months have elapsed. The 
Chaplain desires to thank cordially all who have aided this 
important part of the work, especially the Commissioner, 
Assistant Commissioner, Master, Deputy-Master, Clerk, offi- 
cers and matrons for their sympathy and helpfulness. 


CHAPEL SERVICES. 


The services on Sunday have been as usual, and have been 
well attended. The Chaplain has been assisted, as in former 
years, by quite a number of clergymen and laymen; our or- 
ganist (Mr. Charles H. Whittier) and his pupils providing 
the musical portions of the services, and on the Sunday after 
Christmas and that after Easter we have had forty or fifty 
voices in the chorus, all of which have been very helpful to 
the religious work. Seyeral persons have come in to assist in 
the music, and altogether we feel much has been accom- 
plished by the “ mission of song.” 


PERSONAL MINISTRATIONS. 


There are no statistics to show what’has been done in the > 
way of individual interviews and ministrations, in visiting the 
sick in the hospitals, and in counselling and advising pris- 
oners previous to their discharge. The Sacraments have 
been administered whenever required, and the burial service 
read over the bodies of unclaimed dead, but the Chaplain has 
had even more than perfunctory duties, as he has endeavored 
to enter sympathetically into the work, and think of his cure 
in meditation and prayer. 

Mrs. Spooner has continued the Wednesday afternoon ser- 
vices for the women, and it has been my pleasure to play the 
organ for the hymn singing. I feel very grateful for this, 
and want toreturn thanks for it; also to express my sincere 
appreciation to our friend and co-laborer, the Rev. Mathew J. 
Flaherty, for a continuance of his hear ty cooperation in the 
literary and religious departments.

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TEACHERS’ REPORT. 


SoutH Boston, January 31, 1901. 
Cou. JOHN C. WHITON, 
Master of the House of Correction: 


Sir, — I herewith respectfully submit to you the fourth 
annual report of the school. 

To-day the school of the House of Correction, South 
Boston, closes its fourth term. The school of this Institu- 
tion has been in existence just forty-two months. In the 
course of the past forty-two months, that is, from April 1, 
1897, to the date of this report, 354 men have attended 
the school. There were received in the school during the 
past year 64 men. Once during the past year a number of 
advanced scholars had to be excluded from the school in 
order to make room for others. The average attendance 
during the year was about the same as that of the previous 
year. Owing to the number of discharges and transfers 
which have taken place recently, there are now but sixty 
pupils attending the school. No change has been made in 
the school hours. The school is in session four hours a 
day, two hours in the morning, and two hours in the after- 
noon. ‘The morning hours are from nine to eleven o’clock, 
the afternoon hours are from two to four o’clock. School is 
held five days of the week. The following plan of studies 
is the same as that given for last year. This outline of 
studies has been found to be full and complete for all present 
purposes.

My DEAR Sir, —I have the honor to submit my annual 
report of this Institution for the year ending January 31, 1901. 

The past year has been one of improvement in discipline, 
both among officers and inmates. The condition of the Insti- 
tution has been much improved. Harmony prevails, and we 
are working together for the good of mankind. ‘The reports 
of the City Committee, Prison Inspectors and others having. 
occasion to inspect this Institution, its management, discipline, 
etc., while referring to lack of room and the necessity of 
more adequate accommodations, commend the neatness and 
good order that prevail. 

Male prisoners not employed on stone-work or in the sew- 
ing rooms are kept constantly at work at various kinds of 
mechanical labor: Carpenters, painters, blacksmiths and 
shoemakers at their respective trades; those on the farm 
making land, building roads and stone walls, caring for the 
farm stock, etc. The opportunity of keeping these inmates 
at labor during suitable weather is never lost. While requir- 
ing from the inmates a strict and prompt obedience to all 
orders from proper authority and to all established rules 
and regulations, we strive to aid them in maintaining their 
self-respect, and let them see that kind treatment is accorded 
all who are deserving. 

The Stone Department has been in operation during the 
year, furnishing work for a daily average of 150 male prison- 
ers. There has been made during the year 33,853 feet of 
edgestone, 10 corner catch-basins, 49 square catch-basins, 46 
large corners, 42 small corners, 21 gutter-stones and 175 gut- 
ter-mouths for the Street Department (Paving and Sewer 
Divisions) of the City. | 

Plans are being drawn for a New Women’s Prison, which is 
very much needed, the building now occupied by the female 
inmates not being adapted to their use. The new building 
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should contain a chapel, laundry, kitchen, dining and work 
rooms, and a cell for each inmate, and should have all the 
modern conveniences. ‘The number of female prisoners dur- 
ing the past year has not been large — a daily average of 263. 
Many are broken in health and by old age are unfit for labor. 
Those who can work are employed in the several depart- 
ments, cooking, washing and ironing, mending, operating 
sewing-machines, nursing, etc. 

Our Hospital Annex will be completed by May next, and we 
will then have a Hospital second to none in the State. The 
only criticism that can be made then will be that it is built 
of wood, and is not fireproof, which is a care as regards 
safety. 

Our Resident Physician, Dr. Albert A. Taft, with his able 
assistants Dr. Paul Carson and Dr. James S. Black, carefully 
attend to all the duties required of them, with much credit. 
The new operating-room is a great addition, and those who 
have occasion to visit it for surgical treatment can testify to 
its usefulness. 

The steamboat and coal wharves should be thoroughly re- 
paired as the piling and planking are decayed and render the 
wharves unsafe for travel. 

The farming operations have been carried on with energy, 
and the general results are satisfactory. Our live stock is 
in good condition. We have raised the following produce:

The Rev. Father Brennan has officiated as Catholic Priest 
during the year. He holds Mass each Sunday morning. Both 
Chaplain and Priest hold themselves in readiness at all times 
to visit the sick and comfort the dying. 

The usual statistics as well as the reports of the Resident 
Physician and Chaplain will be found on the following pages. 

Mr. Geo. W. Shepardson, ex-Deputy Master, with several 
officers, was removed by me September 10 last. The vacancy 
caused by the removal ot Mr. Shephardson was filled by the 
return of our former Deputy Master, Mr. Lorenzo D. Per- 
kins, who recently resigned from the office of Superintendent 
of the House of Reformation at Rainsford Island. 

We are indebted to the Health Commissioners, the Doctors, 
Captain and crew of the steamer “ Vigilant,” who are ever 
ready to serve us. 

With my excellent corps of clerks, doctors, nurses, officers 
and matrons I am much pleased. Without the support and 
loyalty of these no institution can be a success, as has been 
demonstrated in the past. I trust our present relations may 
be lasting, not alone as officers, but as citizens and friends. 
They have my entire confidence and thanks. 

In closing, Mr. Commissioner, allow me to thank you and 
your assistant, Mr. Charles F. R. Foss, for the encouragement, 
able support, and courtesies I have received at your hands. 
No words of mine can add anything to your reputation for 
honesty, integrity, and efficiency in the office you have so 
ably filled the past year.

DEAR Str, —-I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1901: 

The result of the past year’s work has been encouraging in 
many ways. Some of the more unfortunate inmates have 
been softened under helpful influence. 

Religious instruction has been imparted to all. 

Services have been held every Sunday —at Rainsford 
Island in the morning, at Long Island in the forenoon and at 
Deer Island in the afternoon. In addition to these preach- 
ing services, funeral and baptismal rites have been adminis- 
tered and many calls made on the sick in the hospitals of 
both Deer and Long Islands. At the latter place social 
services are held each week. 

Many hours have been spent in interviewing prisoners who 
have come for advice concerning reformation and for assist- 
ance in obtaining work. ‘To every known call for Christian 
help a response has been given. 

Miss Baker, the organist, attends faithfully-to her duties. 
Our choir, made up of inmates, deserves much credit for its 
interest and enthusiasm. 

The Library is still a source of instruction and diversion, 
five hundred books being circulated weekly. All its needs, 
including renewal and re-covering of books are carefully 
attended to. We very much appreciate the donations from 
the Hospital Newspaper Society, which have been very use- 
ful. 

I take great pleasure in my work, believing that no earnest 
labor is ever lost. Therefore, with your assistance and 
encouragement, which I gratefully acknowledge, I look for- 


ward with much hope to the coming year.

NoTE.— The difference between the above statistics and the preceding table is 
attributed to the fact that one patient may be afilicted with several diseases, thus in- 
creasing the classification of the latter, while the numerical statistics of actual 


population remains the same. 
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Three prisoners who remained overtime have died: One of 
pneumonia, one of gastritis,and the third of phthisis pul- 
monalis. 

During the year thirty-seven children have been treated in 
the Hospital. There have been eleven births, of which 
seven were males and four females. Of these children, one 
was still-born, and four were premature, while two of the 
latter died. One child died of tuberculosis. 

In addition to those admitted to the Hospital there have 
been, on an aggregate, 1,945 treatments given to out-patients 
during each month of the year. 

I wish, at this time, to avail myself of the opportunity to 
thank you for our new operating room as well as for the in- 
creased -surgical facilities of the Hospital, and also for the 
generous aid and co-operation which you have always given 
me. With the opening of the new wards for tuberculosis 
cases the Hospital will take a long step in the way of pro- 
eress, as this most desirable result will enable us to com- 
pletely isolate the contagious cases. 

Dr. Paul Carson and Dr. James S. Black are associated 
with me, and their efficient and: faithful services are duly ap- 
preciated.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PRINTING DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE. YEAR 1900-1901. 


OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PRINTING, 
Boston, MAss., March 5, 1901. 


Hon. THomas N. Hart, 
Mayor of the City of Boston : 


Sir, —In accordance with the requirements of chap-: 
ter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
and the Order of the City Council of January 7, 1901, I 
herewith respectfully submit. a detailed report of the 
business of the Printing Department of the City of Bos- 
ton for the financial year beginning on February 1, 
1900, and ending on January 31, 1901. 

The rooms now occupied by the Department, 152 
Purchase street, are well appointed for carrying on the 
business, and were taken possession of, finally, after 
several weeks’ time having been consumed in the moy- 
ing, in January, 1900. The Department, from the 
establishment of a municipal printing office, had occu- 
pied rooms in the building 611 Washington street. 

The total expense of moving from the old quarters to 
- the new, including alterations and fittings necessary to 
the requirements of a modern, first-class printing office, 
amounted to $5,313.48. Of that amount, $275 was 
taken from the appropriation of the previous year. 
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The balance, $5,038.43, was paid from the appropriation 
of 1900. 

The quarters of the Department, containing ibe 000 
square feet of floor space, are leased by the City for a 
term of six years, beginning on January 1, 1900, and 
ending on December 31, 1906. The rent is $4,200 per 
year, including heat, power, and elevator service. 

The number of persons employed in this Department 
varies at different seasons of the year, according to the 
amount of work in hand. On-.February 1, 1901, the 
number of employees was : Composing-room, 75 ; press- 
room, 30; proof-room, 8; office, 8 ; Superintendent, 
Assistant Superintendent, and Purchasing Agent, 
aggregating 124 persons, which may be considered an 
average force of the year. 

Good: salaries are paid, and the customs of the several 
unions affiliated with the Allied SUNS, Trades are 
observed. 

On June 12, 1900, the management of the Depart- 
ment came under my supervision, and from July 1, 
1900, to January 31, 1901, the total receipts and 
expenses have been as follows (see Report of Harvey 
5S. Chase, Special Examiner, dated February 23, 1901, 
hereto appended): 


Total Receipts (seven months) . ‘ ‘ . .. $107,721 11 


Total Expenditures (including depreciation) - : , 103,452 47 
Surplus from operation (seven months) . : : é 4,268 64 


Beginning with September of last year, a new price- 
list was put into effect, to comply more closely with the 
conditions under which the office was then working. 
The price-list- was first submitted for revision to experts 
in the respective branches of the printing trade. Pre- 
vious to that time, charges were made substantially on 
the basis of the old contract system, when the City 
printing was done by a private concern working ten 
hours per day. 

Private concerns are now working under a nine-hour 
day, with an advanced wage scale. Therefore, it is 
reasonable to presume that. the. City would have 
advanced the price for printing, had it continued to be 
done by a private concern. 

The old contract system established years ago, which . 
applied to the different grades of work at that time, is 
obsolete. The present price-list, which shows a varia- 
tion in prices (some higher and some lower) has proved 
more equitable and satisfactory. 
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When the old contract was made, ten hours consti- 
. tuted a day’s work. The Department is now working 
under an eight-hour law, with the additional expense of 
the half holiday on Saturdays (six-months in the year) 
and all legal and special holidays, for all of which the 
men are paid. 

Against private concerns averaging perhaps nine 
hours per day, or 2,808 hours per year (holidays not 
paid for), at the average rate of $16.50 per week, or 
302 cents per hour, the Municipal Printing Department, 
working eight hours per day, Saturdays until 12 o’clock 
for six months, until 5 o’clock the other six months, 
305 working days, or 2,392 hours, at $16.50 per week, 
would pay 36 cents per hour; add eight holidays, that 
the employees are paid for, $23.04 each, making 37 cents 
per hour for the year. As labor is by far the largest 
item of cost involved in the printing business, it will be - 
seen that the Municipal Printing Department, owing 
to the fewer number of hours worked therein, is prac- 
tically paying twenty per cent. more for wages. 

With the exception of about seven weeks, this 
Department was run on a nine-hour basis during the 
previous year. Compared with the hours now worked 
in the Department, which is one hour less a day than 
those worked the previous year, to which must also 
be added a half-holiday on Saturdays for three extra 
months, making in all a half-holiday for six months of 
the year on Saturdays, there appears an increase in the 
pay-roll of $13,027.76. . 

Even with the changed conditions .of the printing - 
business, under the price-list now in operation in this 
Department, the old contract price is adhered to on 
some of the largest work ; for instance, the Voting and 
Assessors’ Lists, both of which have gradually developed 
to vast proportions. These jobs'would tax the capacity 
of the largest printing establishments in the City, con- 
sidering the short time allotted for the completion of 
the work. With the kind and courteous co-operation of 
the Assessing and Election Departments, the important 
work of printing the Assessors’ List and Voting List 
was consummated very successfully last year. 

This Department is now equipped and systematized 
to do the City’s: printing with speed, accuracy, and 
quality of workmanship second to no printing estab- 
lishment in the country. 

Practically the entire Plant of the Department as 
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originally purchased has been sold or laid aside, and 
the Plant at present consists of new presses, with the . 
latest and necessary improvements. During the four 
years of its operation, over $19,000 has been expended 
for type, rules, galleys, etc. 

Considering the great volume of printing done for 
the City, few complaints have reached this office, while 
many letters of commendation on the promptness and 
accuracy of the work have been received. 

I must respectfully suggest to patrons of this Depart- 
ment that a careful revision of copy before reaching 
the printer would avoid what ofttimes appears to be an 
excessive charge for work when completed. ‘‘ Authors’ 
corrections” are always items of considerable expense. 
To take a job, after it has first been placed in type, and 
change the construction, the phraseology, the ruling, 
etc., makes a new job of it, and the brunt of its extra 
cost must be placed somewhere. Holding back proofs 
is another unprovided-for item of expense to this 
Department. If the different Departments were to 
return their proofs promptly, many items of cost would 
be saved. Keeping type standing from week to week 
delays the progress of other work and increases the 
bills for extra material. In justice to this Department 
it may be necessary to charge for standing type, after 
holding a reasonable time, as is Busway in private 
concerns. 

Believing that the only way to carry on the Depart- 
ment to a successful issue is to conduct it on purely 
business principles, and have it conform to the rules 
governing a private competitive concern, the manage- 
ment has been resolved to handle it on that line. This 
resolution requires all the strengthening that can pos- 
sibly be given it, for if employment for other reasons 
than proficiency and skill are to be encouraged and 
permitted, then, certainly, we may look for the deterio- 
ration -of the force to whose hands good work is to be 
entrusted ; the City’s interest in good printing, at mod- 
erate cost, will pass away, and municipal ownership 
will receive a very considerable set-back. 

And this would be much regretted, for this office, in 
its present excellent condition, ought to be able not only 
to meet its running expenses, but, -as the examiner 
states, should also be able to make a profit from its 
earnings sufficient to cover the interest upon its capital 
of $50,000, and an amount of surplus or reserve equiva- 
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lent to payment into a sinking-fund to redeem the 
original expenditure by the City for its establishment. 
This, I feel confident, can be done when the Depart- 
ment is conducted as a private concern is conducted, 
and when the tenure of office of those in its employ 
depends only on their ability and attention to business. 

The printing business is a technical trade, with accu- 
mulated and increasing technique, and requires constant 
study and watchfulness to keep pace with the onward 
march, and those who expect to make a livelihood — 
thereby must keep themselves prepared and be abreast 
of the modern improvements and requirements, or else 
be thrown out as drones from the busy hive of active 
business. 

In conclusion, I urge that all undue influences be 
withheld from the Municipal Printing Department, so 
that it may be conducted without hindrance on a busi- 
ness basis, according to the Revised Ordinances.

Str,—In accordance with the instructions of James H. 
Dodge, Esq., City Auditor, I have audited the books and 
accounts of the Printing Department of the City of Boston, and 
report as follows: 

The Department’s printing plant was established March 1, 
1897, and has therefore been carried on for four years (nearly). 

In connection with a careful audit of the past year in-.every 
detail, I have examined the published reports of hee Department 
for the three years previous. 

The results of each of the first two years were carefully 
audited in an excellent manner by a well-known accountant, 
and I accepted the details of the figures given in those years as 
correct, while rearranging the tabulations of these figures some- 
what in order to get comparative results for all four years. 

The report for the third year (1899-1900) was, however, not 
examined by an expert before publication, and I find certain 
errors therein. For instance, the report of last year showed a 
net gain for the year of $2,127.97, including an item of stock of 
materials on hand at the end of the year, which was properly 
credited in the accounts, but the stock at the beginning of the 
year was not charged against the accounts, as should have been 
done, and when this correction is entered the supposed profit of 
$2, 127.97 is changed into a deficit of $2,248.04. 

Further, I find that while a special appropriation of $2,000 
was made that year for moving expenses, only $275 was actually 
paid on moving account, which, as the total expense of removing 
and setting up the plant was given as $5,313.43, left $5,038.43 
additional to be paid in the fourth year (1900-1901). 

If this be added to the item above ($2,248. Oe) the deficit for 
1899-1900 becomes $7,286.47. 


Form oF DEPARTMENT REPORT. 


Finding these differences between the facts and the published 
figures, and, moreover, noting the great difficulty of interpreting 
the present form of.report—which, while displaying excellently 
the details for comparison with the City <Auditor’s accounts 
(which is, of course, necessary and proper) does not contain 
a clear and comprehensive summary of the year’s results, which 
is the thing most important for a report of this character to 
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show, in order that members of the City Government and the tax- 
payers may readily understand the figures and be able to draw 
correct deductions from them —I have, therefore, considerably 
changed the form of the report, and have introduced — 


First: A statement of the total receipts for the year from all 

sources, in summary form. 

Second: A statement of the total expenditures for the year, in 
similar form. 

Third: The net gain or net loss for the year in detail, show- 
ing (@) what portion is derived from the operation of 
the printing plant; (4) what portion is derived from 
the ordinary appropriation for the Department; and 
(c) what portion is derived from special appropria- 
tions for new plant or other purpose. 

Fourth: A statement of the cost of the plant to date, together 

with the charges which have been made on aceount 

of depreciation (at the rate previously adopted, viz. 

10% upon cost), giving 

Fifth: The present structural value of the plant per the 
books. 

From the above I deduce 

Sixth: The actual gain or loss to the City on account of the 
Printing Department, to the date of the report in 
question. 

Seventh: The “Balance Sheet” of January 31, showing the 
total assets and liabilities of a Department on that 
date. 


Following these statements comes the detailed “ Financial 
Statement,” corresponding with the Auditor’s account of 
receipts and disbursements, and any other tabulations which 
may be required by ordinance or are customary and useful. 

Having arranged this form for one year, I then rearranged 
the figures of the preceding years in similar form, and tabulated 
the whole of them as given in appendices attached hereto.

In considering the above results, it must be remembered that 
even if there were no printing plant, the City would be (had pre- 
viously been) obliged to appropriate money for a Superintend- 
ent of Printing, to receive bids, etc., from private contractors 
for the printing, and also carry on the postage department (now 
a part of the printing). 

The expense of this work — Superintendent’s salary, clerks, 
stationery, expense, etc. — would figure about $6,500 per year, 
probably, and if allowance of this amount is made for the four 
years above (viz.: charge $26,000 to appropriations account 
instead of expense Eoeaune) the results of the period would be 
as follows:

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CAPITAL INVESTED BY THE CITY IN THE PLANT. 


I have divided the appropriations made during these four 

years into two, kinds, viz.: (a) “ Capital appropriations,” 
which consist of the $40,000 originally appropriated to pur- 
chase the Plant in 1897, and $10,000 appropriated for Working 
Capital in 1899; total of $40,000 which would correspond to 
the capital account of .a private concern; and (0) Ordinary 
appropriations for expenses, etc. 

This “‘ Capital Appropriation”? may be considered as loaned 
by the City to the Printing Plant, and the latter should earn 
interest thereon (enough to pay at least the rate the City has to - 
pay on its bonds), and also should earn enough additional to 
create a sinking-fund, which would pay off the loaned capital 
in a reasonable number of years (say twenty).

The establishment of the above figures, which mutually 
prove the correctness of the results, was only brought about by 
a prolonged investigation, and complicated tabulation of the 
book accounts for all four years, as it has been the custom of 
the bookkeepers at the beginning of each year (February 1), 
to open the books with a fresh trial balance based on the appar- 
ent assets and liabilities which were properly reconciled with 
the City Auditor’s balance of January.31, but which also con- 
tained other assets and liabilities than those which had (up to 
that date) reached the Auditor’s office, and these were not

year. Partly from this cause arises the item of $1,330.11 
entered above.

_ All of the figures so far given have been based on the prices 
charged by the Printing Department to the other Departments 
for their printing and to the appropriation account for City 
Documents. 

It is, therefore, apparent that if the Departments have been 
paying more than would be charged by outside private con- 
tractors for the same work, then these apparent profits to the 
City may be wholly fictitious, and the fact be that a-heavier 
loss has occurred from the operation of the Plant than has been 
already set forth. 

On the other hand, if these. prices are less than outside con- 
tractors will accept, then the City would have ‘made greater 
gains (or rather less losses) than those stated. 

It is, of course, probable that the first alternative is the true 
one, rather than the second. Some of the reasons for such a 
conclusion are: Shorter hours of labor for the same, or higher 
wages; extra expenses for unnecessary men; difficulty of dis- 
ciplining the employees and getting the work done as rapidly 
and economically as in a private plant, ete. 

On the other hand, it is doubtless true that a plant such as 
this one, with all the presses, type, rules, etc., especially 
designed to handle the regular work of the City, would save 
money (other things equal) over a private plant not so well 
fitted and arranged, and as the printing required by the City is 
now greater than ever before, and contains many halt-tone 
illustrations, ete., which add to the cost very materially, it is 
quite a problem to decide whether or not it would be to the 
City’s advantage to dispense with the Plant entirely and rely 
upon private contractors, as was formerly done. 

Also against the expenses and losses to the City should be 
credited whatever benefit there has been to the various Depart- | 
ments by having their work done at the Municipal Plant, which 
might arise from quicker completion of work, due to better 
facilities, better quality of printing, paper, etc., and better oppor- 
tunities for corrections and additions by the Departments of 
their original copy furnished to printer, provided, of course, 
that the facts agree with the above statements. So far as I 
have been able to determine, there is considerable difference of 
opinion among heads of Departments, some being satisfied with 
the work and others dissatisfied. 

Another and more evident merit of the Municipal Plant is the 
direct benefit to the employees therein, whose hours of labor 
have been shortened, holidays granted, and wages increased. 
This consideration is an important one, and one to be highly 
commended and continued, but the good results of such a policy 
should, of course, be made evident in the financial results of the 
Plant, which can scarcely be said to have been the case by the 
present showing, or else in the marked improvement in the work 
done for the Departments over that which would be done by 
less fortunate workmen in private concerns. 
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CONCLUSIONS. 


It is evident that the Municipal Printing Plant has not had 
the financial success which was anticipated when the Plant was 
established in 1897, and it is further evident that unless a 
marked improvement is made in the results, the Plant must 
necessarily be dispensed with and the City printing handled by 
private contracts as formerly. 

This would be a public misfortune, but, in my opinion, it can 
be avoided only by a rigid adherence to business principles in 
the management of the Plant, including the appointment and © 
removal of employees. There is no doubt in my mind, after a 
careful examination of all the circumstances, that fifteen to 
twenty per cent. of the expenses of the Department would be 
saved, if the pressure of political influence in favor of appli- 
cants for positions were wholly removed, and the Superintendent 
left entirely free to run his Department as a private business is 
carried on, appointing experienced and capable employees only, 
and purchasing his materials wherever they can be bought at 
the lowest prices. 

The present management is, I believe, endeavoring to do this 
and has the encouragement and support of the Mayor, but the 
absolute necessity for greater efforts in this direction is clearly 
evident from the figures submitted above. 

If it is decided to continue the operation of the Plant for 
another year the results should be watched carefully. During 
this time the expenses should be markedly reduced, and the 
charges for printing to the Departments should be made, so far 
as possible, upon the exact basis of outside printers’ charges 
for the same work (without allowance for the extra labor 
required by shorter hours at the Plant), then the actual defi- 
ciency which the Municipal Plant causes can be correctly 
understood and proper action can be taken. 

With the Plant run as a business solely for the benefit of the 
City as a whole, there is no doubt in my mind that all expenses 
can be paid, the cost to Departments reduced, and a_ profit 
shown by the Plant sufficient to pay the interest upon its 
capital and accumulate a surplus or sinking fund, sufficient to 
ultimately reimburse the City for the capital expenditures in 
the Plant. 

Such a result will require marked ability and independence in 
the management and due forbearance on the part of all others 
from interference with the business of the City’s printing.

The comparison shows the labor cost at the Municipal Plant 
to be considerably higher. 

The stock, ruling, binding, etc. (taken together), about the 
same. 

Rent and depreciation about the same,-while profits, after de- 
ducting repairs, office expenses, eté., are reduced in the Munici- 
pal Plant to about three-quarters of one per cent., which, of 
course, would be an entirely inadequate return for a private 
plant. 

Moreover, it. must be remembered that no charge for interest 
on the City’s capital is included in the figures of expenses just 
given, nor is there allowance for sinking-fund (reserve or surplus 
account, as it would be called in a private plant), and when 
proper allowance is made for these items, then the “ profits” of 
the Municipal operation disappear entirely. 


(c.) Value of Plant.

Hon. THomas N. Hart. 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, — In accordance with Section 24, Chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I beg to submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1901. 

My appointment as Superintendent of Public Buildings 
having been confirmed, I took charge of the Department 
May 1, 1900. 

This Department has the care and custody of the Ambu- 
lance Station, South Boston, of all buildings in use for City 
offices, market purposes, halls for public meetings, and the 
several County buildings; also, hired buildings or parts of 
the same for City offices, County courts, ward-rooms, and 
armories ; also, contracts for and supplies fuel for all Depart- 
ments of the City and County, not otherwise provided for ; 
this includes the Police, Fire, Park, Health, Bath, Public 
Buildings, Library, Public Grounds, Cemetery, and Market 
Departments, the Street Department and Paving, Sanitary, 
Street Cleaning, Sewer, and Bridge Divisions of the same, 
and the Quarantine Station at Gallop’s Island; also, the 
police and fire boats. Requisitions are made by each De- 
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partment as needed, the quantity and quality is weighed and 
inspected, and certified to by an employee of this Depart- 
ment. 

Because of the fact that the several Departments of the 
City have in. their charge complete electrical plants for 
generating power, light, etc., it was deemed advisable, after 
the abolition of the Electrical Construction Division, to retain 
in the employ of this Department, an electrical engineer who 
practically had the supervision of the installation of nearly 
all of this apparatus, including the plants on all of the ferry- 
boats, Insane Hospitals (Austin and Pierce Farms), City 
Hospital, all of the various institutions located on the islands 
in the harbor, the various drawbridges propelled by electric- 
ity, and the plant at the Pumping Station, Cow Pasture. 

His duties are to furnish other Departments, free of 
expense, at their request, with plans and expert advice on all 
matters pertaining to this line of work, also the frequent 
testing of the candle-power of the incandescent lamps fur- 
nished the City, in order that the correct standard of the 
same may be maintained, and the City receive the full 
advantage of the light charged for. ‘The saving made to the 
City in this particular item has been considerable during the 
past year. 

A concise statement of the several Departments, who have 
taken advantage of the opportunities presented, will be found 
under separate heading. 

The following buildings, or parts of the same, are hired 
for municipal purposes. 


For Offices.

‘Division of this Department on May 11, 1900, and a report 
of its doings will be found in the report. 

In February, 1900, expert examinations of the condition 
and doings of both the Electrical Construction Division and 
Repair Division during their existence were made, and the 
report of the experts having proved unfavorable to the City’s 
interests, both Divisions were instructed to complete all work 
in process of construction and to close up their business as 
soon as possible. All bills against both Divisions have been 
paid; there are bills outstanding in favor of the Repair Divi- 
sion, amounting to $7,848.09, and in favor of the Electrical 
Construction Division, amounting to $8,256.88. These will 
be settled shortly. In disposing of the stock of both Divi- 
sions the several Departments of the City were given the 
opportunity of selecting what they desired, and the balance 
was disposed of at the best prices obtainable. 

The Ambulance Station is located on land leased of the 
Carney Hospital; the service began in May, 1900, and has 
proved to be a great benefit to this thickly congested district. 
The ambulance has been called to all sections of pag City, 
and has handled the following cases :

In May, 1900, I caused to be made a careful examination 
of the condition of the different buildings, armories, ward- 
rooms, etc., and it was found that practically all were in need 
of painting and general repairs; the plumbing was old, and 
not in keeping with sanitary requirements. As these build- 
ings are rented to tenants, or used by City Departments, I 
I have made every effort to put the same in proper condition, 
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and I feel warranted in stating that in consideration of the 
amount expended, a good showing has been made, and during 
the coming year I expect to have all buildings in as good 
condition as they should be. 

I find that during the past three or four years the appro- 
priations for repairs, alterations, etc., of Police, Fire, and 
Street Department buildings have been made direct to the 
several Departments, they doing the repairs on the same, 
and I take this opportunity of recommending that in future 
this amount be included in the estimates of this Department 
and that this Department have charge of carrying on the 
work, as was done formerly. 

The following will give a general idea of the work done in 
the different Municipal buildings during the past year: 


City Hall. 

Painting dome, all woodwork and iron shutters on outside; 
painting, whitening and tinting walls and ceilings of Alder- 
manic room, Assessing, Collecting, and Auditing Depart- 
ments, and also all corridors ; general fitting up and carpenter 
work in Mayor’s office; installing new gas and electric fixt- 
ures in Aldermen’s room; general overhauling of elevators, 
repairs on plumbing, and placing new vent stacks; putting 
on new asphalt roof entire. 


Old Court House. 
General repairs on plumbing, elevators, heating apparatus, 
roofing, locks, etc.; also painting and carpenter work. 


80-382 Tremont Street. 
New asphalt roof, general repairs on plumbing, etc.

DEAR Sir, —I beg to submit to you the report of the 
Architect Division of your Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1901. 

The work and organization of the Division has continued 
as during the two previous years, the transfer of the Division 
from the Engineering Department to your Department on 
May 11, 1900, practically making no change except in office 
location. — 

A brief outline history of the Division may not be out of 
place at this time, and may serve to show its duties, its rela- 
tion to other Departments and its possible field of use- 
fulness. 

The Division was organized in July, 1895, by the Super- 
intendent of Public Buildings, to take charge of and com- 
plete the work of the Architect Department, abolished by 
Section 22, Chapter 449, of the Acts of 1895. By this act 
the authority and duties of the City Architect relative to all 
unfinished work were transferred to the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, and the several Departments authorized to 
employ architects in private practice in connection with their 
future building operations, subject to the approval of the 
Mayor. Owing to the troublesome conditions under which 
‘some of the unfinished alteration work had to be done it 
was not entirely completed until the summer of 1898. 

During these three years the services of the Division were 
in growing demand by many of the Departments in connec- 
tion with the construction of unimportant buildings, and for 
more or less extensive alterations; also for the preparation 
of sketches and estimates, and for general consultation on 
matters pertaining to the construction and equipment of 
buildings. ; 

It had been found that many such services could be per- 
formed more economically, and at great convenience to the 
Departments by an officeof this kind, than by reference to 
outside architects; also that with such an office in successful 
operation, many matters which would otherwise receive com- 
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paratively little attention were referred and carefully studied 
out with reference to future needs. The continual studying 
of the building problems of the various Departments and in- 
stitutions, and comparing the results obtained from different 
treatments, has naturally resulted in a more conservative 
and far-sighted building policy than would have otherwise 
obtained. This is particularly true in the matter of heating, 
plumbing, lighting and other special apparatus, the details of 
which are not always familiar to all architects, and the City 
would doubtless benefit greatly by the general reference of 
all such matters to this Division, even in cases where outside 
architects are employed. ‘This is already done by several of 
the Departments, with, I believe, most satisfactory results. 

The services of the Division in a consulting capacity have 
furthermore often proved beneficial in determining schemes 
of extension and during the preparation of plans by outside 
architects. For this purpose arrangements have. been made 
so that the services of a Consulting Architect of the highest 
standing is available to all Departments when occasion re- 
quires. 

The office is now organized as an expert force, and every 
effort is made to place at. the disposal of the different De- 
partments full and reliable information on matters of archi- 
tectural design and construction, plumbing, heating and 
ventilation, power plants, cooking, and laundry apparatus, 
elevators, etc. 

In matters of consultation, reports, etc., the services of the 
Division are rendered without charge, but in cases of the 
preparation of plans and superintendence of construction 
work charges are made against the several Departments or 
appropriations under which the work is done. The charges 
are based on the actual cost of the work to the Division, and 
have averaged about 24 per cent. of the cost of construction, 
as against from 5 per cent. to 10 per cent. if the work had 
been done by private architects.

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DEATHS IN BOSTON IN 1900. 


In the year 1900 there were 11,670 deaths recorded by this 
Department, an increase of 492 over the record of 1899, or 4.4 
per cent. Decedents were divided as to sex as follows: Males, 
5,984; females, 5,686, an increase of males over the previous 
year of 216, or 3.60 per cent., and of females of 276, or 4.85 per 
cent. Of the total number of decedents, 10,405 were residents 
of Boston (5,269 males and 5,136 females), 784 were residents 
of other places than Boston (460 males and 324 females), and 
481 deaths were recorded with residence unknown (of these latter 
255 were males and 226 females). ‘There were 675 still-born 
infants, which are not included in the total number of deaths as 
given above. The greatest age attained by any decedent, as 
recorded, was (about) 110 years; of deaths occurring at the age 
of 95 years or more, exclusive of the case above quoted, there 
were 7 at 95 years (3 males and 4 females), 3 at 96, 2 at 97, 
1 at 98 (all females, the last colored), and 1 male at 99 years. 
Of these female decedents 2 were single, 1 married, and 8 were 
widows; the males were all widowers. 

The table (Table I.) herewith submitted gives the number of 
decedents in age periods in each of the wards, the out-of-town 
residents, and those whose residence was unknown. By Table 
III. it is shown that the greatest mortality among residents of 
Boston occurred in Ward 6, with a total of 729 deaths of all 
ages, or one in each 41 of its population. The lowest mortality 
rate is shown by Ward 25 with 236 deaths, or one in each 81 
of its population :

There were 366 deaths of colored persons recorded in the year 
1900. Of these 341 were residents: 189 males, 152 females; 14 
were non-residents : 11 males, 3 females ; and 11 were recorded with 
residence unknown: 9 males, 2 females. ‘These figures include 
the deaths of all other than white persons, and among the returns 
are 35 colored other than black. Of these 32 are males, 3 females. 
Of the latter, 1 each is returned of Chinese, mixed, white and 
Indian, and mulatto; of the 32 males, 30 are returned as Chinese 
or yellow, 1 Japanese, 1 mixed(?). 


Causes or Deatu, Residents or Boston. (Taste III.) 


During the year 1900 there were 11,137 deaths from natural 
causes : 5,590 males and 5,547 females; 476 deaths of a violent 
_ character: 374 males, 102 females; and 57 of which the cause of 
death is recorded as unknown: 29 males and 28 females. The 
residents of Boston whose death was caused by phthisis in its 
various forms numbered 1,261: males, 676; females, 585. The 
deaths from this cause is 12.12 per cent. of the whole number. 
Of the whole number of deaths of Boston residents by phthisis 
the 676 males form 12.82 per cent. of the total deaths of male 
residents of Boston, and the female deaths by this cause amount 
to 11.39 per cent. The greatest number of deaths by a single 
disease was 1,402, of pneumonia; 698 males and 704 females. 

The deaths by pneumonia were 13.47 per cent. of the whole 
number of deaths; the male deaths from this cause was 12.08 
per cent., and the female deaths 14.70 per cent., of the whole 
number of deaths of Boston residents, male and female respect- 
ively. 

The deaths by diphtheria were 450: 227 males and 223 females. 
Ward 6 has the greatest number of deaths from this cause, or 54. 
Ward 15 shows the least number of deaths from this cause, 6. 

The greatest number of deaths from any specified cause in any 
district of the city was 143, from pneumonia, in Ward 6.

The following table shows the greatest mortality of all ages 
among residents of Boston to have occurred in Ward 6, with a 
total of 729 deaths, or 6.25 per cent. of the total mortality, and 
one in every 41 of its population. The same ward shows the 
greatest mortality among infants under 1 year, being 184, or 8.74 
per cent. of whole number of deaths under 1 year; as also the 
greatest number of deaths between 1 and 5 years; namely, 177, or 
13.7 per cent. of the total mortality of that age period. ‘This 
ward is second in population in the city, and its death rate far ex- 
ceeds that of Ward 20, which is the first; this ward, with a

population 2,000 greater, or 6.67 per cent., had a total mortality 
of 470, or 4.02 per cent. of the whole number of deaths, and a 
percentage of 3.02 of the whole number of deaths of children of 
5 years of age or less. Of course the difference of conditions of 
living are largely responsible for this difference in ¢death rates. 
The district having the lowest death rate is Ward 25, with 236 
deaths, or 2.02 per cent. of the whole number, equal to 1 in every 
81 of the population of the ward; the death rate for children of 
5 years and under in this ward is not ‘the lowest, however, as 
Wards 10 and 11 consecutively have lower figures in this 


particular.

ConsuGaL ConpiTion. (TABLE V.) 


Of the residents of Boston who died in 1900 there were 
recorded as being married 1,642 males and 1,361 females, a total 
of 3,003 married decedents ; there were 517 widowers and 1,231 
widows ; 11 males and 16 female decedents were divorced at 
time of death, and of 13 males and 5 females the conjugal condi- 
tion was unknown; of the decedents who had arrived at the legal 
age for marriage and are recorded as single there were 916 males 
and 619 females; of the out-of-town residents who died in 
Boston, 195 males and 132 females were married; there were 46 
widowers and 59 widows; 3 males and 1 female were divorced at 
time of death, and of 4 males the conjugal condition was un- 
known; of the decedents that had arrived at the legal age for 
marriage and recorded as single there were 114 males and 64 
females. The decedents whose residence was unknown were 
classified as to conjugal condition as follows: Married, 27 males, 
18 females, 23 widowers, 64 widows; and 41 males, 34 females, 
above the ages of 21 and 18 respectively are recorded as single. 
The greatest number of deaths of unmarried adult males in one 
ward was 73, in Ward 22; of females, 65 in Ward 13, of both 
sexes 126, in Ward 13. 

The district showing the greatest number of deaths of married 
males is Ward 6, with 106; of females, Ward 8, with 82; of 
widowers, Ward 21, with 32; and of widows, Ward 20, with 80. 


VIOLENT DEATHS. 


In the year 1900 there were registered in Boston 476 deaths of 
a violent nature; 387 of .which were from accident, 78 from 
suicide, and 11 homicides. Of the accidental deaths 303 were 
of males, and 84 of females. 208 males and 76 females were 
residents of Boston; 74 males and 8 females were non-residents ; 
and of 21 males the residence was unknown. 

Deaths by Accident. —In many cases the nature of the acci- 
dent which was the cause of death is not given on the physician’s 
return, but of those cases where the information has been given 
the following general classification has been made :

Homicide. — There were 11 cases of homicides during the year 
1900 recorded at this office, all males, and 3 of the number 
infants; the manner of death as given in these cases was as fol- 
lows: blow cn head, 3; decapitation (infants), 2; shooting, 3; 
cutting or stabbing, 1; and of 2 the manner of death was 
unknown, or not given. 

The greatest number of deaths by violence in any month 
occurred in November, 48; and the least number in September, 
25. The greatest number for any season was 109, in October, 
November and December; and the least number 90, in July, 
August and September. The deaths by violence were 4.08 per 
cent. of the total number of deaths for 1900. 


Deratus — NATIVITY AND PARENTAGE (GENERAL) BY WARDs. 
(Taste VI.) 


Nativity. — There were 5,263 deaths of natives of Boston in 
1900 (2,839 males and 2,424 females); of these decedents 
4,949 were residents of Boston (2,654 males and 2,295 females), 
85 were non-residents (51 males and 34 females), and of 229 
the residence was unknown (134 males, 95 females). 

There were recorded the deaths of 2,383 natives of the United 
States other than those of Boston birth (males 1,230, females 
1,153), of these 1,873 were residents of Boston (946 males and 
927 females), 444 were non-residents (257 males and 187 
females), and of 66 the residence was unknown (27 males, 39 
females). 

The whole number of decedents of American birth was 7,646 
(4,069 males, 3,577 females).

The foreign born decedents number 3,901 (1,829 males, 2,072 
females), of these, 2,080 (906 males and 1,174 females) were 
born in Ireland. The native country of other decedents of 
foreign birth is shown in the table. 

The decedents of Boston birth form 46 per cent., and those 
of American birth, including Boston born, 65 per cent. of the 
whole number of deaths; of foreign born decedents Ireland 
furnishes 17.82 per cent. of the whole number of deaths, and 
°53.31 per cent. of deaths of foreign born persons. 

The deaths of non-residents and those whose residence was 
unknown form 10.84 per cent. of the total number of deaths. 

The decedents of Boston birth who were resident in Boston at 
time of death form 42.40 per. cent. of the whole number of 
deaths. 

Parentage. —There were 558 decedents whose parents were 
both natives of Boston (311 males, 247 females), 1,028 who had 
one Boston born parent (525 males, 483 females) ; there were 
2,121 deaths of persons of whom both parents were native Ameri- 
cans not including those of Boston born parentage (1,075 males, 
1,046 females). 

The number of decedents whose parents were both foreign born 
was 6,812 (3,436 males, 3,376 females). 

The decedents of mixed (American and foreign) parentage 
were 960 in number (496 males, 464 females), and of these 471 
had native fathers and foreign mothers, and 489 had native 
mothers and foreign fathers. 

There were 685 deaths recorded with parentage unknown, and 
516 with the nativity of one parent only known; of these latter 
the native fathers were 109, native mothers 176, foreign fathers 
105, foreign mothers 126. 

The 558 decedents whose parents were both natives of Boston 
form 4.78 per cent. of the whole number of deaths. 

The 1,028 decedents with one Boston born parent formed 8.80 
per cent. of the whole number of deaths. 

The 2,679 decedents of American parentage (inclusive of 
parents born in Boston) were 23 per cent. of the whole number 
of deaths. 

The 6,812 decedents of foreign born parentage were 58.37 per 
cent. of the whole number of deaths. 

The 960 deaths of mixed parentage (ascertained) were 8.22 
per cent. of the whole number of deaths. 

The 685 decedents whose parentage was unknown form 5.86 
per cent. of whole number of deaths. 


OccuPATIONS OF PERSONS WHO DIED In Boston rin 1900. 


A classification of occupations of deceased persons is herewith 
submitted, which is as complete as the information furnished by 
the undertakers upon their returns of deaths will allow. This in- 
formation in a majority of cases is incomplete and gives no detail. 
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The same explanation will apply to the classification of occupations 
for the fathers of children born in Boston, and of the grooms and 
brides married in this City, both of which will appear in their 
respective divisions in this report. 

The source of information for a classification of occupations is 
not explicit enough in details.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1900. (TABLE VIII.) 


There were 6,049 marriages recorded as having taken place in 
Boston in 1900. In 5,838 both contracting parties were white ; 
in 176 both parties were colored; in 32 the groom was colored 
and the bride white, and in 3 the groom was white and the bride 
colored. 

Seasons. —'The greatest number of marriages in any one 
month was 731, in October; the least number was 276, in 
March. The largest number of marriages for any quarter-year 
period was 1,835, in the last three months of the year; the least 
number for the same period of time was 1,284, in the first three 
months of the year. 

Marriages by Religious and Civil Officials.— There were 4,888 
marriages performed by clergymen of various denominations and 
rabbis, and 1,161 by justices of the peace. 

The population of the City according to the United States 
Census of 1900 was 560,892; the number of persons married in 
Boston who were residents was 10,507, or 1 in every 53.38 of 
the population. ‘The marriage rate was 18.73 per 1,000 of popu- 
lation.* 


Residents and Non-residents. 


The number of persons married in Boston was 12,098; of 
_ these 10,507 were residents, or 86.84 per cent. of the whole 
number. 

The non-residents married in Boston were 1,591 in number. . 

In 4,845 cases both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 365 cases both parties were residents in the United States 
outside of Boston. 

In 246 cases the grooms were residents of Boston, and the 
brides were residents of the United States outside of Boston. 

In 552 cases grooms resident in the United States outside of 
Boston were married to brides resident in Boston. 

In 6 cases Boston grooms had foreign brides. 

Thirteen foreign grooms married residents of Boston. 

Nine American (outside of Boston) grooms married foreign 
residents, and 4 foreign grooms married brides living in the 
United States outside of Boston. 


MarriaGes: AGES OF Grooms AND Bripes. (Tasrie IX.) 


In 2,261 marriages, or 37.37 per cent. of all, the bride and 
groom were in the same division of age. 

The number of grooms marrying between the ages of 20 and 
25 years form 27.21 per cent. of the whole number of grooms ; 
between 25 and 30 years, 34.63 per cent., and between the ages

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The number of brides marrying between the ages of 20 and 25 
years was 42.07 per cent. of the whole number of brides; between 
25 and 30 years, 27.12 per cent., and between 30 and 35 years, 
9.80 per cent.; the brides of 20 years and under were 10.61 per 
cent.; so that 52.68 per cent. of all the brides were married 
before reaching the age of 25 years, and 79.80 per cent. were 
married before reaching the age of 30 years, and 89.60 per cent. 
before reaching the age of 35 years. ‘The number of brides who 
were minors was 105, or 1.72 per cent. 


MarriacGes: Nartivities GF Bot Parties. (TABLE X.) 


By this table it is shown that 593 grooms who were born in 
Boston married natives of Boston. ‘The total of Boston-born 
grooms was 1,120, and the birthplaces of their brides other than 
those native-born were as follows: United States, exclusive of 
Boston-born, 263; British American Provinces, 116; Ireland, 
90; Italy, 1; Russia, 3; Great Britain, 38; Norway and 
Sweden, 6; Germany, 5; France, 1; and 4 under the head of 
‘¢ All other countries,” as follows: Denmark, 2 and Azores 
Islands and Holland, 1 each. 

The grooms born in the United States (exclusive of Boston- 
born grooms) who married natives of Boston were 478, and 
those who married American-born women (exclusive of Boston) 
were 920; the nativity of foreign-born brides of American grooms 
was as follows: British American Provinces, 280; Ireland, 109; 
Italy, 3; Russia, 7; Great Britain, 78; Norway and Sweden, 
19; Germany, 8; France, 2; China, 1; all other countries, 11 
—this class was divided as follows: Denmark, 3; Switzerland 
and West Indies, 2 each; Spain, Mexico, Holland and Greece, 
1 each. 


American Brides and Foreign. Grooms. 


Of the 676 American-born brides who married foreigners, 281 
married grooms born in the British American Provinces; 109 
married natives of Ireland, 53 natives of Italy, 28 natives of 
Russia, 103 natives of Great Britain, 15 natives of Norway and 
Sweden, 34 natives of Germany, 5 of France, 3 of Austria, 2 of 
Portugal, 1 of China, and 42 of all other countries. 

There were in all 3,036 grooms of American birth, or 50.19 
per cent.; there were 2,930 brides of American birth, or 48.43 
per cent. 

The number of American grooms who married American brides 
was 2,254, or 37.21 per cent. 


Marriages between Natives of the Same Country (other than 
American). 


Of the 806 grooms born in the British American Provinces 
438 married brides of the same nativity, or 54.34 per cent. 

Of 706 Irish-born grooms 489 married brides born in Ireland, 
or 69.26 per cent.

The Italian-born grooms who married brides of the same nationality 
were 301 out of a total of 886, or 77.97 per cent. 

The grooms born in Russia numbered 362, and 800 of these married 
Russian-born women, or 82.87 per cent. 

There were 269 grooms born in Great Britain, and of these 69, or 
25.65 per cent., married brides of the same nativity. 
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The grooms born in Sweden and Norway were 154 in number, 
and 122 were married to brides of the same nationality, or 79.22 
per cent. 

There were 131 grooms of German birth, and the brides of 52 
were of the same birth, or 39.69 per cent. 

France was represented by 17 grooms, of whom 6 married 
natives of the same country. 

Austrian grooms numbered 26, of whom 8 were married to 
Austrian brides. 

There were 8 grooms born in Syria, and all were married to 
brides of the same country. 

There were 5 Portuguese grooms, and but 1 was married to a 
woman of his country. 

Two Chinese grooms were married, one to a native of Boston, 
and one had a bride from the British American Provinces.

NumBer OF Marriace. (Tasre XI.) 


There were 5,243 grooms and 5,404 brides married for the 
first time; it was the second marriage for 589 grooms and 433 
brides, both parties being widowed; it was the third marriage 
of 46 widowed grooms and 26 widowed brides, and 1 groom 
(widower) was married for the fourth time. There were 13 
grooms and 8 brides married for the second time, without state- 
ment on the return as to whether they were widowed or divorced. 


Marriages of Divorced Persons. 


There were 148 divorced grooms and 158 divorced brides 
married for the second time, 8 divorced grooms and 11 divorced 
brides married for the third time, and 1 divorced groom and 
1 divorced bride married for the fourth time; a total of 157 
divorced grooms and 170 divorced brides, or 327 divorced per- 
sons married in Boston in 1900. 


Of the 5,243 grooms married for the first time the brides of 
4,884 were also married for the first time; 254 married widows 
who were being married the second time; 7 married widows 
whose third marriage it was; 86 married divorced brides who 
were being married the second time, and 6 married divorced 
brides whose third marriage it was. 
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Of the 589 widowed grooms marrying for the second time 388 
of the brides married for the first time; 148 were widows marry- 
ing for the second time; 12 were widows marrying for the third 
time; and 40 were divorced and marrying for the second time. 

Of the 46 widowed grooms marrying for the third time the 
brides of 26 married for the first time; of 14 the brides were 
widows marrying for the second time; of 4 the brides were 
widows marrying for the third time, and of 2 the brides 
were divorced and marrying for the second time. 

The widowed groom marrying for the fourth time took a bride 
whose first marriage it was. 

Of the 148 divorced grooms marrying for the second time the 
brides of 95 were marrying for the first time; 16 were widows 
and married for the second time; 8 were widows married for the 
third time; 1 was a widow married for the fourth time; 28 were 
divorced and married for the second time; 4 were divorced and 
married for the third time, and 1 was divorced and married for 
the fourth time. 

Of the 8 divorced grooms marrying for the third time 5 brides 
married for the first time; 2 brides were divorced and married 
for the second time, and 1 bride was divorced and married for 
the third time. 

The divorced groom marrying for the fourth time took a widow 
marrying for the second time. 

In 4,884 cases, or 80.74 per cent. of all, it was the first 
marriage of both parties; the grooms marrying for the first time 
were 5,243, or 86.67 per cent. of all, and the brides 5,404, or 
89.33 per cent. of all. In 1738 cases, or 2.86 per cent. of all, it 

was the second marriage of both parties. 


Marriage of Divorced Persons — Percentage. 


The divorced persons of both sexes married in 1900 numbered 
327, or 2.70 per cent. of all. There were 36 cases of marriage 
where both parties had been divorced; 157 cases where the 
geroom had been divorced, and 170 cases where the bride had 
been divorced, including the 36 cases previously quoted; there 
were in all 291 cases where one or both parties had been 
divorced, or 2.40 per cent. of all. 


Number of Marriage of Colored Men and White Women. 


There were 30 cases of marriage between colored men and 
white women. 

In 25 cases the grooms were marrying for the first time, and 
of their brides it was the first marriage of 21, the second marriage 
of 3 widows, and the third marriage of one divorced bride. 

In the 5 remaining cases the grooms were widowers marrying 
for the second time, and their brides were 3 marrying for the 
first time, and 2 widows marrying for the second time. 
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One Japanese married a white woman, and it-was the first 
marriage of both parties. 

One Chinese married a white woman, and it was the first 
marriage of both parties. 

The former marriage was performed by a clergyman, the latter 
by a justice of the peace.

The greatest number of grooms of any age period was 382 
between the ages of 25 and 30 years; this is 37.82 per cent. of 
the whole number of grooms. ‘The greatest number of brides of 
any age period was 381 of the same age period, and approxi- 
mately the same percentage of the whole number of brides as the 
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grooms of the same age period. The table shows the relative 
ages of the brides and grooms. 

The number of grooms marrying at 25 years or less was 205 
or 20.30 per cent., at 30 years or less was 587 or 58.11 per cent., 
at 35 years or less 798 or 79.01 per cent.

SUMMARY OF OccUPATIONS OF FATHERS OF CHILDREN. 


The occupations of the fathers of 15,557 children were given 
on the birth returns to this office, and are recorded ; while the re- 
turns in many instances are vague and indefinite as to the exact 
nature of the employment of the fathers, yet in a very large 
number of the cases enough information is given to indicate 
whether the fathers are of the industrial class, so called, or belong 
to the mercantile or professional classes, or of any classes re- 
quiring no specific degree of manual skill. Of fathers of the 
industrial class (skilled and unskilled mechanics, laborers, etc.) 
there were 10,029, or 61.33 per cent. of the whole number of 
fathers, and 64.46 per cent. of the fathers whose occupation was 
given. As to sex, the children were 5,209 males and 4,820 fe- 
males; the number of male children is 62.18 per cent. of the whole 
number of male children, and the female children were 60.43 per 
cent. of the whole number of female children. 

Of the fathers of the mercantile and professional classes there 
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were 5,528, or 33.80 per cent. of the whole number of fathers, and 
35.03 per cent. of the fathers whose occupation was given. 
As to sex of the children there were 2,754 males, or 32.87 per 
cent. of the whole number of male children, and 2,774 females, 
or 34.78 per cent. of the whole number of female children. 

The percentage of births returned with occupation of father un- 
known or not given was 4.24.

Section 1 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides that 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually give . 
public notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in one 
or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons having a 
usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 
bring in their scales, weights, and measures, to be adjusted 
and sealed. 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fee shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the Sealer to notify annually, in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights and measures, to be tested and sealed. 

Section 2 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended by 
Section 2 of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides that 
at any time after svid notice the said Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and shops of persons 
mentioned in the foregoing section, who have neglected to 
comply with the notice given thereunder, and having entered 
the same, with the assent of the occupants, shall adjust and 
seal their scales, weights and measures, and shall be entitled 
to receive for said service the compensation set forth in 
Chapter 51, Section 14, of the General Statutes. 

The customary notice having been published, after a 
reasonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit 
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the places where scales, weights and measures were in use; 
and having informed the owners thereof that it was optional 
with them whether their scales, etc., should be tested at this 
office or at their places of busineess and in the former case 
no charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

I inspected carefully the entries of all transactions for 
the year and reviewed in every detail all the clerical work 
s, postings and verification of 
balances. Finally, I traced all results into the trial balance 
sheet of January, 1901, which is a true abstract from the 
ledger. 

I proved the correctness of the amount of cash — belong- 
ing to the different funds— deposited in the various banks . 
and trust companies of the City, the total of which at the 
close of the fiscal year was $4,031,905.23. I have examined 
closely Mr. Turner’s annual report to you, and I certifiy 
that the statements therein as to the receipts and disburse- 
ments of cash, the amounts of investments, and the resources 
and debt liabilities of the Sinking Funds are true in all par- 
ticulars to the best of my knowledge and belief. 

The books and accounting affairs of the Board are as 
heretofore in admirable condition.

Hon. THomaAs N. Hart, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Str, — We have the honor to submit the following report 
of the work of this Department for the year ending January 
31, 1901. 

The Board of Aldermen on April 23, 1900, confirmed 
your Honor’s appointment of Mr. B. Rodman Weld to serve 
as Statistics Trustee for the five years ending April 30, 
1905. Mr. Weld, who was one of the original members of 
the Board, succeeds himself, having been appointed by 
Mayor Quincy in 1897, to serve for three years from May 1, 
1897. 

Our office force consists of a secretary, chief clerk, edito- 
rial clerk, special clerk, statistical clerk, stenographer, and 
office boy. Mr. Brooks, the editorial clerk, being out of 
health, has been given leave of absence for one year from 
August 1,1900. On November 16, 1900, with the approval 
of your Honor and of the Civil Service Commissioners of 
Massachusetts, we appointed on probation Mr. E. H. Davis, 
a graduate of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, to 
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the post of statistical clerk. Having passed a special exam- 
ination set by the Civil Service Commission, to their satis- 
faction, Mr. Davis entered on November 19, 1900, upon his 
term of service. 

Since our last report Special Publications No. 4 and 
Special Publications No. 5 (advance, sheets) have been 
published. Special Publications No. 6 and No. 7 are in the 
hands of the printer, and should be ready for distribution at 
an early day. 


SPECIAL PuBLICATIONS No. 4. 


This volume, comprising 144 pages, contains a number of 
tables which afford a review of the City’s Receipts and 
Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue by years for the five 
years ending January 31, 1899. It is a continuation of the 
series of tables relating to estimates, appropriations, and 
ordinary expenditures, begun in our Special Publications 
No. 1, and, taken in connection with Nos. 1-8, affords a com- 
plete review of ordinary receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal years 1892-93 to 1898-99. Special Publications No. 7, 
now in press, will continue the series and include the figures 
for the year 1899-1900. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS No. 5. 


This publication contains ten tables specially prepared at 
the instance of your Honor to show the actual receipts and 
expenditures of the City in each of the fiscal years from 
1885-86 to 1899-1900. 

Table I. shows: (1) the actual income under the two 
headings of (a) taxes and other income, and (6) loans; (2) 
the actual expenditures ; and (3) the resulting increase or 
diminution of the balance in the treasury at the end of the 
year. Under each head, averages for each five-year period 
and for fifteen years are given. The remaining tables ana- 
lyze and classify with greater detail the items contained in 
Table I. 

Table IL. shows in detail the items of taxes and other in- 
come. The item of other income is divided into ordinary 
and extraordinary income; the latter, consisting in large part 
of the proceeds of property sold and of various sums received 
on betterments, or assessments, or as contributions from other 
corporations towards the cost of permanent improvements. 

Table III. presents an analysis of receipts from loans 
issued. Table III.A gives a more detailed analysis of the 
receipts from loans than is contained in Table IIL, and

divides these receipts into three classes: (1) debt created 
inside the debt limit; (2) debt created outside the debt 
limit by special statutes; (8) water loans outside the debt 
limit. The table further shows the purposes for which these 
loans were issued. 

Table IV. gives an analysis of the expenditures under 
three classes: (1) expenditures from regular department 
appropriations; (2) expenditures for Water Department ; 
(3) expenditures from special appropriations. 

Table V. gives an analysis of balances remaining in the 
treasury at the end of each fiscal year, and Table V.A 
shows the changes in those balances. 

Table VI. gives (1) the gross receipts’ from taxes, (2) 
taxes refunded, (3) the net receipts from taxes. Table VI.B 
gives an analysis of the taxes refunded. In connection 
with the preceding table, it may be used to ascertain the net 
receipts from any particular class of taxes. 

Table I., II., and a consolidation of VI. and VI.A con- 
stitute Tables I., II., and III. appended to your Honor’s 
“ Statement, March 19, 1900, to the Committees of the 
General Court.”” (See Document 104, 1900.) 

In view of the significance of the facts subjected to statis- 
tical analysis for the period 1885-1900, we have undertaken 
to prepare similar tables for the preceding fifteen years, 7.e., 
1870-1884, in order to indicate in summary form the growth 
of the receipts and expenditures of the City for equal 
periods before and after the establishment by statute in 1885 
of the $9 tax limit, which was changed by Chapter 399, 
Acts of 1900, to the present limit of $10.50 per $1,000 on 
the average of the assessed valuations for the preceding 
three years. Though the undertaking involves many diffi- 
culties it bids fair to yield valuable results. 


SPECIAL PUBLICATIONS No. 6. 


Special Publications No. 6 will make a volume of about 
200 pages. It relates to the Extraordinary Receipts and 
Expenditures of the fiscal years 1892-93 to 1897-98. Ac- 
cording to the classification we have adopted, extraor- 
dinary receipts consist of the proceeds of loans and of 
sums received-and credited to loan appropriations or to 
special appropriations for the construction of some public 
work; while extraordinary expenditures consist of payments 
from such loan and special appropriations. 

The scope and contents of ‘this study may be described, in 
general terms, as follows: 
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I. - The relation of this class of extraordinary receipts and 
expenditures to the other classes and to the total of receipts 
and expenditures is shown in a series of five consolidated 
financial statements, one for each year. 

II. A summary table of extraordinary receipts and ex- 
penditures gives a balanced account for each of the five 
years. This table shows (1) the balance brought forward 
from the previous year; (2) the receipts on account of loans 
issued and from other sources ; and (8) the net amount of sums 
transferred to loan and special appropriations from receipts 
of ordinary revenue to supply deficiencies in those appro- 
priations; and on the other hand (4) the expenditures 
classified under thirteen heads; (5) the net amount of sums 
transferred from loan and special appropriations to supply. 
deficiencies in ordinary department appropriations, and (6) 
the balance on hand at the end of the year. 

Ill. Another summary table contains an analysis of the 
income and outgo of the entire period by thirteen main 
classes of expenditures. The balances at the beginning and 
end of the period, the loans issued, the receipts and expendi- 
tures are here assigned to their proper classes, e.g., City 
Buildings, Library, Schools. 

IV. Still another summary table (filling 17 pages) 
analyzes the total of each of the thirteen classes referred to 
in the preceding paragraph. This table shows the status of 
each of the special appropriations (amounting to more than 
400) which make up those tables. The balance at the begin- 
ning of the five-year period is given, the amount of loans issued, 
the amount of other receipts credited to the appropriations, 
_the amount expended during the five years, and the balance 
remaining to the credit of the appropriation at the end of 
the period. ‘The amounts transferred to or from the several 
appropriations by order of the City Council are also given — 
so that each appropriation presents a balanced account for 
the period. 

VY. The remainder of the publication explains in detail 
the facts set forth in the summary tables II., HI., and IV., 
and furnishes such additional information as is necessary to 
show the relation of expenditures made within the period 
under consideration, to expenditures of previous years upon 
the same specific objects. This portion of the publication, 
equal to nearly nine-tenths of the whole, is naturally divided 
into two parts: Part I. dealing with details of Hetraor- 
dinary Receipts, and Part II. dealing with the details of 
Extraordinary Expenditures. — 

Part I. examines each item of extraordinary income, states 
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the nature of the receipts, the source from which they were 
derived and their final disposition. 

Part LU. analyzes in detail each of the special appropria- 
tions set forth in the summary described in IV. Since 
extraordinary expenditures consist for the most part of pay- 
ments for construction of public buildings, or other publié 
works requiring a considerable period of time for completion, 
it is necessary, in order to give the reader an idea of the 
meaning of the expenditure’ which was made during the 
period under consideration, to follow the history of each 
separate piece of work from the time it was begun until it 
be completed or, in the case of uncompleted work, until the 
end of the period under consideration be reached. 

Throughout the publication each piece of work is treated 
in great detail. The nature of the work performed is de- 
scribed. The history of the progress of the work is followed 
from its beginning to its completion, or to the end of the 
period under consideration, and a history of each appropri- » 
ation is given with references to the orders of the City 
Council dr acts of the Legislature authorizing the expendi- 
ture. <A balanced statement of each appropriation is given, 
showing on the income side of the account the source from 
which the money was derived, whether from an issue of 
bonds, an appropriation from ordinary revenue, or a transfer 
from some other appropriation, and showing, also, on the 
expenditure side of the account, the expenditures in each 
fiscal year and the amounts transferred from such appropri- 
ation to other appropriations. Amounts expended within 
the period under consideration are carried out into a special 
column at the right of the page, thus showing at a glance the 
relation of such expenditure to the total cost of the work. 

The various pieces of work are moreover grouped accord- 
ing to their nature, each group forming a separate portion 
or chapter in Part II. The titles of these portions or 
chapters sufficiently indicate thejr contents, as follows: (I.) 
City Buildings, (II.) County Buildings, (III.) Police Depart- 
ment, (1V.) Fire Department, (V.) Institutions, (VI.) Parks 
and Public Grounds, (VII.) Streets, Sewers, Bridges and 
Ferries, (VIII.) Rapid Transit, (1X.) Library, (X.) Schools, 
(XI.) Statues and Monuments, (XII.}) Miscellaneous, and 
(XIII.) Water Supply. All of these chapters are contained 
in this publication, except Chapter VII., on Streets, Sewers, 
Bridges, and Ferries. 

As we have already noted, the detailed history of the 
special appropriations included in Chapter VII., on Streets, 
Sewers, etc., is not contained in the publication under con- 
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sideration. The labor involved in tracing the history of the 
229 appropriations grouped under this head has been very 
_ great, and has been considerably complicated by the system 
of special assessments. The greatest, difficulty experienced 
has been in the case of the general loans for street work, 
particularly the loan for Laying-out and Construction of High- 
ways and that for Blue Hill and other avenues. As a large 
amount of work still remained to be done on this group of 
appropriations, it was thought best to omit the detailed de- 
scription belonging to Chapter VII. for the present. It is our 
purpose to publish this description of the street work as a 
separate publication. 


MontHiuy BULLETIN. 


The Monthly Bulletin established in 1899 has been con- 
tinued during the past year. Each number bears the date of 
the last preceding month for which complete returns are avail- 
able. Owing to circumstances beyond our control it has 
appeared less regularly than we wished. ‘The following is a 
descriptive list of the principal special studies which we 
have published in the Appendix to the Bulletin. 


Bulletin No. 11, Volume 1, November, 1899. 


Foreign Commerce of the Principal Ports of the United 
States, 1890-99. 


This article contains a series of ten tables, compiled from 
the United States Commerce and Navigation Reports, and 
shows the position of New York, Boston, and the three other 
chief ports in relation to the foreign commerce of the 
country during the decade. In respect to total trade Boston 
was second to New York in every one of the ten years. In 
imports, Boston was also second, except in the year 1894 
when a drop of nearly twenty millions of dollars in the 
value of imports at Boston gave Philadelphia precedence 
over her. As regards exports, Boston was less frequently 
second to New York; in 1890, 1891, 1892, and 1897 New 
Orleans was second, and Baltimore in 1898; for the five 
years, 1890-94, New Orleans came next to New York; 
but for the five years, 1895-99 Boston was second; 
while for the decade Boston is third, being led by New 
Orleans by less than $8,000,000. In 1899, Boston was 
credited with 9.36 per cent. of the total trade of the United 
States, 7.47 per cent. of the imports, and 10,48 per cent. of 
the exports. 


\ 
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The largest per cent. of increase in the trade of Boston in 
any year was 14.85 in 1896; the largest decrease being 22.74 
in 1894. In respect to imports, the largest increase was 
32.96 per cent in 1895, and the largest decrease 42.92 in 
1898 ; while as regards exports, the largest increase amounted 
to 16.53 per cent. in 1898, and the largest decrease to 1.97 
in 1893. 

The tables show that, in the ten years, the ageregate com- 
merce of the five chief ports in proportion to the total com- 
merce of the country has diminished (the smaller ports of 


Galveston, Newport News, Savannah, and San Francisco 


having greatly increased, especially in exports). 


Bulletin, No. 12, Volume I., December, 1899. 


The Appendix to this Bulletin embraces: (1) Summary 
Tables for the Year, 1899; (2) Expenditures of Public 
Institutions, 1894-99, and (38) Boston Election Statistics — 
Ten Years. 

(2.) Expenditures of Public Institutions, 1894-99.— In 
1897 the Institutions Department was divided into five sep- 
arate departments, by Act of Legislature. In this study the 
increase of total expenditures for public institutions for the 
period 1894-95 to 1899-1900 is shown by years, and the 
per cent. of annual increase is given. That per cent., which 
varied between 9.84 in 1895-96, and 0.99 in 1897-98 was 
5.384 in 1899-1900. It is shown that the published accounts 
of the Institutions Department prior to 1897 do not fur- 
nish sufficiently detailed statements to serve as the basis of 
an accurate comparison of certain classes of expenditure 
throughout the period, e.g., for the support of dependent 
children, paupers, and insane. However, a table is given 
which does afford a comparison as respects the expenditures 
of the several departments charged with the care and sup- 
port of children, insane, paupers, and criminals for the two 
fiscal years. since the reorganization of the Institutions 
Department, viz., 1898-99 and 1899-1900. 

(3.) Boston Election Statistics—Ten Years, 1590-99. 
This article, which deals mostly with relative numbers, 2.e., 
per cents., embodies an attempt to determine the degree of 
interest shown by the electorate in the several National, State, 
and City elections which occurred within the decade. It 
contains twelve principal tables which show by years the 
relations of the total number of votes cast to (1) the 
number of assessed polls, and (2) the number of registered 
voters at State and City elections. In Tables II.—X. the per- 
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centages are given by wards, as well as for the city as a 
whole. Tables I. to [X. are summary tables. Table I. 
shows (1) the per cent. of assessed polls registered, and (2) 
the per cent. of registered voters who voted for President 
and Governor at State elections, and for Mayor and on the 
license question at City elections. Table XII. shows the 
per cent. of assessed polls, who voted at the elections covered 
by Table I. Table X. shows, by wards, the per cent. of 
registered women voters who voted for School Committee, 
and Table XI. the per cent. of registered voters who voted 
on nine referenda in the course of the decade. In general 
the tables bear witness to the fact that the voters of Boston 
show most interest in the election of President and are more 
interested in the election of Mayor than in the election of 
Governor, the question of license, or in any referendum. 


- Incidentally it is shown that though Boston and Baltimore 


are nearly equal as regards population, the voters of Balti- 
more register and vote in larger numbers than those of Boston. 


Bulletin, Nos. 1, 2, and 3, Volume II., Mareh, 1900. 


(1.) Tax-Rate, Valuation, and Indebtedness of Massachu- 
setts Cities, 1899, 1598.—This article contains several tables, 
compiled from the State Census of 1895 and various public 
documents of the Board of Health, Tax Commissioner, etc., 
for the years 1898 and 1899, and affords a comparison 
between the tax-rates, etc., of the years specified. Boston, 
in 1899, with the largest population, valuation, and net debt 
had the lowest tax-rate (as was the case in 1898); having 
the largest net debt, it, nevertheless, had a smaller per capita 
debt than Newton, by $56.85, — and had asmaller percentage 
of net debt to valuation than seventeen out of the thirty-two 
cities of the State. 

(2.) Boston School Census.—Two tables are given show- 
ing the results of the annual school census made in Septem- 
ber, 1899. The tables give (1) the number at public 
schools, at private schools, and not attending school, for 
each ward ot the city, and (2) a comparison by wards for 
the years 1898 and 1899. Of the total children between 5 
and 15 years of age, 76.55 per cent. go to public schools, 
15.62 per cent. go to private schools, and 7.83 per cent. 
attend no school. There was a gain in the number of per- 
sons between the ages of 5 and 15 years of 3,408 from 1898, 
though a loss is recorded for Wards 2, 9, 11, 12, 18, and 22. 
The losses in Wards 9 and 11 were 316 and 331 scholars, 
respectively. The loss in Ward 2 was 149. 
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(3.) Infant Mortality in Massachusetts Cities, 1891-97.— 
This is taken from the Thirtieth Annual Report of the State 
Board of Health of Massachusetts, and affords a comparison 
of the several cities in the State in respect to births and deaths 
of infants under one year, and their death-rates. 


Bulletin, No. 4, Volume II., April, 1900. 


(1.) Valuation Statistics, 1599. — The number of square 
feet of land taxed, the assessed valuation of this land, and 
the assessed valuation per square foot, are given for each 
ward, and for the City. The analysis gives the amount, 
valuation, and valuation per square foot of the occupied land 
as contrasted with vacant land, and of the vacant land under 
the two headings of “ vacant upland,” and “ marsh and flats.” 
The average assessed valuation of all the land taxed is nearly 
$0.66 per square foot, varying from $0.05 per square foot 
in Ward 23 (West Roxbury) to $15.85 in Ward 7 (the 
business centre). The average assessed valuation of the 
occupied land is $1.49 per square foot, varying from $0.13 in 
Ward 23 to $16.69 in Ward 7. The average assessed valu- 
ation of the vacant land is, for vacant upland, $9.17 varying 
from $0.04 to $12.27; for marsh and flats, $0.04, varying 
from $0.005 to $1.12. Of the total area of land taxed 
62 per cent. is classed as vacant land, and only 38 per cent. as 
occupied land.

Bulletin, Nos. 6, 7, and 8, Volume IL., August, 1900. 


(1.) Boston Elections, 1599.— A series of tables is pre- 
sented here to show the degree of interest manifested by the 
registered voters of Boston in the questions passed upon at 
the State election of November 7, and the City election of 
December 12, 1899. The per cent. of actual to possible 
vote being taken as the standard of measure, the mean 
degree of interest was 69.69 per cent. of the possible vote 
at the City+—against 59.26 at the State election; the ex- 
tremes at the City election being 79.07 per cent. of the 
possible vote for Mayor, and 64.94 of the possible vote for 
School Committee; while the corresponding per cents at the 
State election were 61.78 for Governor and 55.86 for Repre- 
sentatives to the General Court. ‘Tables are given showing 
the possible vote, actual vote, and percentage of actual vote 
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by precincts as regards the vote for Mayor, and the vote 
for School Committee; and in other tables the same analysis 
is set forth by wards with respect to the contest for Mayor, 
Street Commissioner, Aldermen, Councilmen, and School Com- 
mittee, and also the questions submitted as referenda. 

(2.) Population of Thirty Principal Cities of the United 
States. —- A table is given showing by decades the population, 
relative rank, and percentage of increase of population of the 
thirty principal cities of the United States, under the head- 
ings seaboard, lake, river, and interior cities for the period 
' 1880-1900. 


Bulletin, No. 9, Volume II., September, 1900. 


(1.) Yax-Rates of Massachusetts Cities, 1880-1899, — 
Three tables show the annual tax-rates of all the cities of 
Massachusetts from 1880 to 1899, the variation in those 
rates, and the average tax-rates by periods of five, ten, and 
twenty years. The average tax-rate showed a _ tendency 
toward decrease from 1880-84 to 1890-94, falling from 
16.16 to 15.91, and then an opposite tendency, making a 
marked rise to $16.82, in 1894-99. This movement finds its 
general reflection in the mean tax-rate of the State as a 
whole. The State mean, however, reached its lowest point 
in the second five year period, 1885-89; the tendency in the 
last decade being one of decided gain. As regards the ten- 
year periods the correspondence in the changes in the means 
iS apparent. 

The table of annual tax-rates shows the mean City tax- 
rate to have been highest in 1899, $17.26, and lowest in 
1890, $15.50. Similarly, the mean rate of the State, if we 
except the crisis year of 1884, will be seen to be highest in 
1899, $15.78, and lowest in 1885, $14.14. 

(2.) Analysis of Loans Issued, 1893-94 to 1897-98. — 
This table shows, with summary, the amount of loans issued 
by the City, in each fiscal year, and their terms, rates of :inter- 
est, and relation to the debt limit. The total of loans issued 
in each of the years is as follows: 1893-94, $5,558,325 ; 
1894-95, $6,655,300; 1895-96, $6,793,850; 1896-97, 
$8,274,800; and 1897-98, $8,627,600. For the first three of 
the years the larger part of the loan was made for a 20- 
year term, at 4 per cent.; but in the latter two years the 
larger part has been for terms of 30 and 40 years, the rate 
falling to 84 per cent. The proportion of the loan issued 
outside of the debt limit was 44 per cent. in 1893-94, 41 
per cent. in 1894-95, 52 per cent. in 1895-96, 65 per cent. 
in 1896-97, and 62 per cent. in 1897-98. 
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Bulletin, No. 10, Volume II., October, 1900. 


(1.) Distribution of Population, by Wards, in Boston, in 
1895 and 1900. ‘This report gives (1) a table showing the 
actual population and per cent. of population in each ward 
in 1895 and in 1900, and the increase or decrease in each 
ward during the five years, and (2) a diagram showing by 
figures on a map of Boston the population of Boston by wards, 
in 1900, the change since 1895, and the per cent. of popula- 
tion in each ward. In comparison with 1895, six wards 
show losses in population. ‘There are two wards containing 
over 5 per cent. each of the City’s population, 12 wards which 
contain over 4 per cent. each, 8 wards each having over 3 per 
cent. Comparing the growth of Boston with that of the zone 
of the Metropolitan District made up by the 14 municipalities 
contiguous to Boston, we have shown that the growth of the 
immediately encircling suburbs was 4.07 per cent. greater 
than that of the City in the period 1895-1960, —and 14.34 
per cent. greater in the period 1890-1900. 

(2.) Boston School Census, 1900. A table gives the 
number of school children by sex with appropriate age-sub- 
divisions, in each ward of the City, and classifies them as (1) 
attending public schools, (2) attending private schools, and 
(3) not attending school. This table, though fuller in 
respect to age periods, is in the main similar to the tables 
relating to the School Census of 1899 in the March number 
of the Bulletin, which has been described already. While 
the total population of Boston increased 12.87 per cent. in 
the period 1895-1900, the School Census shows an increase 
in school children of 16.83 per cent. in the same period. 


MuNICcCIPAL REGISTER. 


This Department, in accordance with a vote of the Joint 
Committee of the City Council on Rules and Orders, has 
been intrusted with the work of compiling the copy for the 
Municipal Register of 1900, and seeing it through the press. 
Our efforts to secure an early issuance of the Register were 
frustrated, ina measure, by the fact that the Common Coun- 
cil postponed the final adoption of its Rules till June 7, 1900, 
and by untoward delays encountered in printing. At our 
suggestion the Joint Committee on Rules and Orders author- 
ized the publication of a document edition of the Register in 
addition to the usual edition bound in cloth. 

The Register for 1900, which conforms to the make-up 
adopted in 1899, contains 296 pages, or 21 pages more than 
the Register of 1899. This increase in the number of pages 
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results partly from the fact that in 1900 the Aldermen 
were elected to represent districts instead of being elected 
for the City at large, as in 1899, twice as much space being 
required to present the results of the vote for Aldermen 
in proper form; and partiy from the introduction of new 
tables of election statistics, viz., tables showing, I., the vote 
for Mayor in 1899 by precincts as well as by wards; IL, 
summary tables, showing the results as regards (1) possible 
vote, (2) actual vote, and (3) per cent. of actual to possible 
vote at the State and City elections of 1899 for the principal 
officials ; III., tables showing for the City election of 1899 
by wards, (1) the possible vote, (2) actual vote, and (3) 
the per cent. of actual to possible vote, for Mayor, Street 
Commissioner, Aldermen, Councilmen, School Committee, 
and on three referenda. 


Crry RECORD. 


Bightéan numbers of the third volume of the City Record 
were ‘published, up to the-time of its suspension by order of 
your Honor, in May, 1900, owing to the insutticiency of the 
appropriation ($500) for its continuance. House Bill No. 
654, entitled “ An Act relative to the Advertising of Legal 
Notices in the County of Suffolk and City of Boston,” was 
introduced at the instance of your Honor with a view to 
making the City Record self-supporting. The provisions of 
the bill were as follows: 

SECTION 1. All notices or advertisements relating to 
contracts or other matters required by law to be made in 
newspapers by the City of Boston, or the officers or depart- 
ments thereof, shall be deemed to be so made if made in the 
weekly publication of said city, entitled The City Record. 

Sect. 2. All notices required by law or by court or other 
authority to be advertised in some newspaper published in 
the County of Suffolk or in the City of Boston, or printed 
therein, shall be deemed to be so advertised if MEAS TREES in 
said publication. 

SEct. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

The bill was referred to the Committee on the Judiciary 
on February 1, 1900. Your Honor advocated its passage at 
the hearing on March 1, and on March 20 the committee re- 
ported that it ought not to pass. Had the bill been enacted 
the expense of publishing the City Record ‘could doubtless 
have been more than met by the Prone tg from advertising 
legal notices. 

In addition to the work in hand already noted, viz., the prep- 
aration of (1) a detailed account of loans and special appro- 
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priations for Streets, Sewers, Bridges and Ferries, and (2) of 
Special Publications No. 5, showing actual receipts and 
expenditures of the City for the period 1870-1900, we have 
undertaken several special studies, among which we may 
mention lists of the members of the School Committee since 
its establishment, tables relating to the death rates by 
individual years of age and by sex in the Census years since 
1875, statistics of elections since 1890, statistics of votes in 
Massachusetts and the Town or City of Boston on all ques- 
tions referred to the people, including amendments to the 
Constitution, since 1778. 

It is our purpose also to make a digest of the returns of 
the United States Census of 1900, so far as they relate to the 
City of Boston, as soon as the publications of the Census 
office admit. It is eminently desirable that the United States 
Census office should furnish us with transeripts of its returns 
relating to this City, in order that we may make as full and 
detailed a digest as possible; the more so as the publications 
of the national Census usually fail to give as much detailed 
information regarding Boston as is given by the Massachu- 
setts Census. If the Census authorities can be induced to 
aid us in this matter, we shall be enabled to place our 
municipal statistics on a more scientific basis than is possible 
at present. 

The distribution of the public documents of the City 
among individual libraries, and to the executive departments 
of other cities, and the securing of municipal and govern- 
mental reports and publications in return, continues to form 
a considerable and important part of our work. 

During the year 435 persons or institutions have received 
regularly one or more of our publications (exclusive of their 
regular distribution among the departments of the City); 
there are included in the foregoing statement 94 cities 
and 386 statistical offices. ‘Thanks to the facilities afforded 
us by the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, our 
exchange of documents and publications with foreign cities, 
etc., has been effected with a minimum of expense and trouble. 
We have forwarded to our correspondents, through the 
Smithsonian Institution, 983 packages.

Str, —In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year 1900 is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. : 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the Department during the past year has been 
carried on under the same organization that was. effected 
when the consolidated Department was created in 1891, and 
as amended in 1895, the several Divisions of the Department 
being as follows: 


Central Office. Paving Division. 


Boston and Cambridge) Sanitary Division. 
Bridges. Sewer Division. 

Bridge Division. Street-Cleaning Division. 

Ferry Division. Street-Watering Division. 


Each of the above Divisions, with the exception of the 
Central Office and the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, is in 
charge of a Deputy Superintendent. 
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The Boston and Cambridge Bridges are managed by two 
commissioners, the Superintendent of Streets being the 
commissioner for the City of Boston, the other commissioner 
being appointed by the Mayor of the City of Cambridge. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for Street Department work for the 
past year was made available under the following appro- 
priations : 

First. — Maintenance: From income of the City raised by 
taxes. At the commencement of the financial year, Febru- 
ary 1, the Department estimates of the amounts necessary for 
the proper maintenance of the various Divisions are submitted 
to His Honor the Mayor, who makes such recommendation 
as he may deem proper to the City Council. The mainte- 
nance appropriations, as passed by the City Council, were as 
follows :

Fourth. — In 1891 an Act was passed by the Legislature, 
and amended in 1897, entitled, “An Act Relating to the 
Location, Laying-Out and Construction of Highways in the 
City of Boston.” (Chap. 323, Acts of 1891.) Loans under 
this Act are outside the debt limit. From this fund new 
streets assessable on the abutting property are built. The 
amount expended the past year was:

Sizth.—In 1895 an Act was passed by the Legislature, 
and amended in 1898, entitled, “ An Act to provide for the 
Laying-Out and Construction of Certain Highways in the 
City of Boston’’ (commonly known as the Boulevard Act). 
(Chap. 334 of 1895; chap. 236 of 1898.) Loans under this 
Act are outside the debt limit. The amount expended this 
year was as follows:

Seventh. — In 1899 an Act was passed by the Legislature, 
entitled, “An Act relative to Stony Brook in the City of 
Boston.” (Chap. 897.) Under this Act the loan is out- 
side the debt limit. The amount expended this year was

Eighth. — In 1895 an Act was passed by the Legislature, 
entitled, «An Act relative to the establishment of a New 
Ferry Landing in the City of Boston.” (Chap. 435.) 
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Under this Act the loan is outside the debt lmit. The 
amount expended this year was $96,191.74. 

In 1898 the City of Boston sold to the United States 
Government the ferry-boats “* Governor Russell” and the 
“Kast Boston” for the sum of $71,000 and $57,500, respect- 
ively, making a total of $128,500, which, under an order 
of the City Council, was transferred to an appropriation for 
“New Ferry-boats.” The amount expended this year was 
$8,781.81. 

Ninth. — In 1896 an Act was passed by the Legislature, 
entitled, “ An Act to provide for a Union Station for Passen- 
gers on Railroads Entering the Southerly part of the City of 
Boston.” (Chap.516.) Loans under this Act are outside the 
debt limit. The amount expended this year was as follows:

Tenth. — In 1397 an Act was wea by the Legislature, 
entitled, “ An Act Relative to the Sewerage Works of the 
City of Boston.” (Chap. 426.) Under this Act the loan 
is outside the debt limit. From this fund all “Sewerage 
Works” are built.

Eleventh. — In 1900 an Act was passed by the Legislature 
and accepted by the City Council entitled, «« An Act Relative 
to Laying Out and Constructing Highways in the City of 
Boston.” (Chap. 478.) Under this Act the loan is inside 
the debt limit. From this appropriation all street and sew- 
erage works construction in highways laid out previous 
to July 17, 1900, may be built. On account of the date of 
its acceptance by the City Council (December 29, 1900) no 
expenditures were incurred in 1900. The amount appro- 
priated under this Act was $1,500,001. 

Thus the expenditures under the several appropriations of 
the year 1899 were as follows:

From the moneys provided, as shown in the preceding 
schedule, the maintenance force of the Department has been 
permanently and constantly employed during the year, and 
large amounts of work have been performed by contract, as 
required by the provisions of many of the Acts providing 
loans for expenditure by this Department. 

Specific features of the work are referred to under the 
headings which follow, and the work of the Divisions is fully 
shown in the Appendices attached to this report. 


SuRETY BONDs. 


Much difficulty has in the past been experienced by the 
Law Department in protecting the City against loss, which 
it has sustained at the hands of those holding permits from 
this Department, guaranteed by personal sureties, for doing 
work in, or occupying the streets. Sureties were found to 
have disposed of property of which they were possessed when 
offering themselves as guarantees upon these bonds; and, 
because of this oft occurring condition, the Department 
decided to refuse all personal sureties and to accept only the 
guarantee of the surety companies authorized to do business 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, fourteen in number. 


THE STREET DEPARTMENT DISTRICTS.

THe ErantHour LAw. 


The eight-hour law went into operation a few weeks only 
previous to the present financial year, and has been strictly 
complied with. The classes of labor included within the 
law, not working upon an eight-hour basis at the beginning 
of the year, have been so established. 

The operation of the law has no doubt been a benefit to 
the employees of the Department, but the theory that as 
much work would be performed by the laborer in eight hours 
under the present system as was formerly done in nine has 
been exploded. The sum necessary to accomplish the work 
performed by this Department has been increased, because 
of the requirements of the law, by an amount estimated at 
$168,000 for the year. 


PROPERTY IN EAST BosTON. 


A purchase of a lot of land on Chelsea street, East 
Boston, was made previous to my incumbency of this office, 
and a stable designed to be placed upon it. 

While this property was upon the water front it had no 
wharf facilities and no opportunity for any, without the 
expenditure of large sums of money, the land, except for a 
small filled area at its front, being an expanse of tidal flats. 

This property has been abandoned by the Department, 
and a wharf property, having deep water frontage and dock- 
ing facilities, situated much nearer the central portion of the 
district, has been leased for a term of years, together with a 
large stable thereon; and on this property the Department 
has constructed sheds and offices. It now has excellent 
facilities thereon for the Paving, Sewer, Sanitary, and Street 
Cleaning Divisions. 


West END YARD AND STABLES. 


An urgent need of the Department is the construction of 
new stables at the North Grove-street Yard. The Board of 
Health and the Sanitary, Sewer and Street Cleaning Divi- 
sions of this Department occupy old brick buildings, wooden 
sheds, leantos and cabins, scattered over the yard, none of 
them fit for the purposes for which they are used. Notwith- 
standing the fact that there are more horses kept in this yard 
than in any other, the stable facilities are entirely inadequate, 
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and we lose much horse service annually, from the fact that 
the stables are ill-constructed, ill-lighted, ill-ventilated and 
generally unsanitary. To provide proper storage, office-room, 
stable room and other facilities for the use of this Department 
as well as the Board of Health, a suitable building for the 
use of all should be erected, and I believe there is no greater 
need in the public service in the City to-day. This has been 
previously recommended by me, and an item of $160,000 was 
last year placed in a loan bill for this purpose, but failed of 
passage. 
SMOKE NUISANCE. 


Much difficulty is encountered in effectively suppressing the 
smoke nuisance in the City, because of the inadequacy of the 
provisions of the present law, which now allows the emission 
of dark smoke for five minutes continuously. An enforcement 
of the law does not suppress the nuisance, but it has been at- 
tempted to confine it within the limits of the law as far as 
possible.

BRIDGE DIVISION.

The Bridge Division has made more than usually exten- 
sive repairs to the floors and decks of the bridges in its care. 

Especial attention has been given to scraping and painting 
the iron-work underneath those bridges spanning railroad 
tracks, which have been long neglected, and where the gases 
from locomotives bring about rapid deterioration. 

Financial provision was made at the request of this 
Department for repairs to the piers and structures of several 
tide-water bridges, but much of this work has been prevented, 
owing to the attitude of the Harbor and Land Commissioners, 
as they refused to issue permits in Fort Point channel, pend- 
ing action on the widening of the water-ways. 

Plans are in preparation for the construction of a stable 
and headquarters for the South District, upon the lot acquired 
by exchange with the N. Y., N. H. & H.. Railroad Company 
on Broadway and Dorchester avenue, South Boston. 
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FERRY DIVISION.

The Ferry Division has added to its service two-new propel- 
ler boats, thus enabling it to keep one additional boat in com- 
mission during the year, and dispose of the old side wheeler 
boat “ Winthrop,” which has been in service since 1873. 

Plans have been prepared for a new head-house and coal 
elevator at the South Ferry, East Boston side. The contract 
has been awarded, and work is under way on the coal-pocket, 
and the head-house will be constructed as soon as this is com- 
pleted. This has been arranged without the purchase of 
additional land. 

Extensive repairs have been made upon boats, engines, 
landings and buildings. 


PAVING DIVISION.

The Paving Division work has been rearranged; an en- 
gineering corps has been established in the Division, anala- 
gous to that in the Sewer Division, and all street construc- 
tion and repair is now directly under the .control of the 
Division. 

Money is no longer provided from a loan inside the debt 
limit, in the reconstruction of streets, but additional appro- 
priation from the tax levy is made for such renewals and 
repairs. From the amount so provided the cost of all down- 
town paving and Back Bay asphalting has been paid. 

The maintenance appropriation has been largely Senbuded 
in an effort to bring the macadam streets, which constitute 
so large a portion of our street mileage, into a more satis- 
factory condition, and the work of construction of new 
streets laid out under Chapter 328 of the Acts of 1891 and 
the amendments thereto has rapidly progressed. Money is 
at hand and plans prepared for the practical completion of 
all streets now so laid out and ordered constructed during 
the coming year. 

The Division has charge of the maintenance and construc- 
tion of about 492 miles of streets.

SANITARY DIVISION. 
Expenditures.

The Sanitary Division has increased the efficiency of its 
construction and repair-shops where most of the horse- 
shoeing and construction and repair of the vehicles and _har- 
nesses of the Department is done. 

One new Barney dumping boat, costing $17,500 has been 
purchased and paid for from the maintenance appropriation. 

A loan has been provided for the establishment of a sani- 
tary and street cleaning yard in Dorchester, which will 
‘enable the Division to make the collection in this district in 
a much more satisfactory manner than under the present 
contract system. 


SEWER DIVISION.

The Sewer Division has expended a large portion of the 
one million dollars, annually provided for sewer construction, 
upon large and important works, principally surface drains 
and in the construction of the necessary house and surface 
drainage required by law, in the “823” streets so called, 
under construction. 

The reservoirs of Moon Island have been practically com- 
pleted, the Dorchester Bay Pumping Station repairs and 
alterations to engines and boilers have been completed, and 
payments approximating $100,000, have been made upon the 
new engine No. 5 for this plant now in course of construction 
at Philadelphia. 

Stony brook conduit has been extended 1,018 running 
feet, and a supplementary channel constructed in Boylston 
avenue to Green street. | 

Especial attention has been given to the care and cleaning 
of catch-basins, large numbers of which had been long 
neglected. 


STREET CLEANING DIVISION. 
Expenditures. 
$359,747.23 | 
The Street Cleaning Division has changed its methods, and 
furnished better results than formerly. 
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The patrol system has been increased, and an attempt has 
been made to keep otherwise clean streets free from paper 
litter, by the establishment of a system of paper teams. 

The establishment of the Sanitary and Street Cleaning 
headquarters in Dorchester, before referred to, will enable 
the Division to give this district the increased service it has 
so long required. 


STREET WATERING DIVISION. 


Expenditures.

The Street Watering Division has endeavored to water all 
of the public streets during the year, an increase of 363 miles 
over the amount formerly watered. 

This work has been assessed under authority of Chapter 
366 of the Acts of 1899, but, during the coming year, in 
accordance with Your Honor’s recommendation and the sub- 
sequent action of the City Government, the cost of street 
watering will be paid from the tax levy without assessment 
upon the abutter. 


BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES.

OF THE BRIDGE DIVISION.

Mr. B. T. WHEELER, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit my annual report of 
the expenditures, income, and operations of the Bridge 
Division of the Street Department for the financial year end- 
ing January 31, 1901. 

Embodied in this report will be found a detailed statement 
of the expenditures, a description of the work done on each 
bridge, also a tabulated account of the bridges supported 
wholly or in part by the City of Boston, widths of bridges 
and of draw openings, widths of roadways and sidewalks, 
character of pavements, number of openings made for navi- 
gation, etc. 

The total number of bridges in Boston is 155, not includ- 
ing culverts. Hight of these bridges, namely, Harvard, 
Canal, Prison Point, West Boston, Essex street, Cambridge 
street, Western avenue to Cambridge, and North Harvard 
street, all connecting Boston and Cambridge, are under the 
care of two commissioners, one of whom is appointed by 
the Mayor of the City of Boston, the other by the Mayor 
of the City of Cambridge. 

One hundred and fifteen bridges are supported wholly or 
in part by the City of Boston, 28 of which are tide-water 
bridges, provided with a draw, and 40 are wholly supported 
by railroad corporations. 

Of the tide-water bridges there are 13 of great importance, 
namely, Malden and Mt. Washington avenue, operated by 
hand-power; the new Charlestown bridge, Summer street, 
Meridian street, Chelsea [North], Federal street, Dover street, 
all operated by electricity; Warren, Broadway, Congress 
street, L street, and Chelsea [South], operated by steam-power. 
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Work necessitating new floor beams, new deck, and 
sheathing, has been performed on Allston, Blakemore street, 
Massachusetts avenue, Mattapan, and Swett-street bridges. 
New sidewalks on Massachusetts avenue, Mattapan, West 
Fourth street, Dover street, Federal street, Beacon street, 
Milton, Malden and Dartmouth-street bridges. 

Ironwork has been scraped and painted on Allston, Blake- 
more street, Massachusetts avenue, Chelsea [North], Athens 
street, Gold street, Dartmouth street, Albany street, Brook- 
line avenue, and Neponset bridges. 

Bulkheads have been strengthened on Swett street, Linden 
Park street, and Williams-street bridges. 

Piers have been rebuilt, new floor laid in boiler-room, fences 
repaired and painted, machinery repaired, sidewalks redecked 
and concreted on Warren bridge. 

Draw has been widened, new piers, new wheel-guards, and 
new machinery, on Chelsea [North] bridge. 

Two shelter-houses have been erected on Summer-street 
bridge. 

Roadway has been repaved on Congress-street bridge. 

Summer street extension is now open to travel to South 
Boston, the bridges having been completed. 

Extensive repairs have been made on Winthrop bridge. 

Piers have been rebuilt, and the foundation of the old draw 
removed from Dover-street bridge. 

The bridge over Ipswich street, in the parkway, has been 
completed. 

The new Malden bridge, between Charlestown and 
Everett, is being constructed, and will be completed before 
the close of the present year. 

If the proposed new Broadway bridge, now under consid- 
eration, is not constructed early in the coming year a special 
appropriation must be made to put the bridge in good condi- 
tion, and to rebuild the piers. 

Congress street and Mt. Washington-avenue bridges 
should be rebuilt. I would recommend that early action be 
taken, especially on Congress street. 

The machinery, piers, fender-guards, and water-ways of 
Meridian-street bridge, Chelsea [South] and Neponset bridges, 
are in need of extensive repairs. 

Many of the bridges are old, and require much reconstruc- 
tion, and as a large per cent. of the maintenance appropriation 
is required for the actual operation of the bridges, payment 
of draw-tenders, etc., I would recommend that where exten- 
Sive repairs are needed, special appropriations should be 
made for that purpose. 
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The headquarters now occupied by this Division at South 
Boston have been acquired by the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company, and I would recommend 
that a building, to be used as a stable and storehouse, be 
erected on the lot owned by the City of Boston, on Broadway, 
near the corner of Dorchester avenue. 

Particular attention has been given to the painting of the 
ironwork under the floor of the different bridges. 

The force employed on the tide-water bridges has been so 
assigned that there is now on duty at all times either the 
draw-tender or his first assistant. The work performed by 
the men in charge of these bridges has been generally satis- 
factory ; they have kept the piers and premises in good con- 
dition, and no accident has been reported that could have © 
been attributed to their carelessness or negligence. 

The inland bridges have all been carefully looked after, 
and thoroughly swept each week. 

Care has been exercised in keeping on hand duplicate parts 
of gearing and machinery, and by so doing, due precautions 
have been taken against inconvenience to public travel and 
navigation. |

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APPENDIX B. 


REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE FERRY DIVISION. 


Nortu Ferry, EAst Boston, February 1, 1901. 


Mr. B. T. WHEELER, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income and operation of the Ferry Division, 
for the financial year ending -January 81, 1901, and the 
amount of property and the condition of the same. 

One new propeller boat, the “ General Sumner,” was built 
and put into commission September 4, 1900, the total cost of 
which was $95,300. 

The ferry-boat “ Winthrop,” having been in service for 
twenty-seven years, was sold at public auction, October 25, 
1900, for $1,199.50 net. 

The propeller ferry-boat “Gov. Russell,” which was re- 
purchased from the United States Government and refitted 
for ferry purposes, did not go into service until January 3, 
1900, so that two new propeller boats have been in commis- 
sion this year. ‘Three propeller boats run on the North 
Ferry, three side-wheel boats at the South Ferry; a total of 
six boats in commission during the year. For eleven months 
of last year there were only five boats running, four side- 
wheel and one propeller. 

The increased cost of maintenance, caused by running one 
additional propeller boat and one propeller in place of a side- 
wheeler, withdrawn from the service, was about $9,500, not 
including the expense for coal, which was increased about 
$7,000. 

At the beginning of the year $2,000 was paid for a new 
shaft to replace one broken in December, 1899, and two more 
have since been replaced, one on the “ D. D. Kelly,” the other 
on the “ Revere,” a total cost of nearly $6,000. 

A new and modern coal-pocket is being erected at the 
South Ferry, East Boston side. Plans have been made for a 
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new head-house at this place, and as soon as the coal-pocket 
is completed work upon it will be commenced. These im- 
provements have been needed for many years, and it is hoped 
that before the end of the current vear this landing will have 
as good facilities as the others. With this exception the 
buildings, boats, piers and drops are in good condition. 

Extraordinary repairs were found to be needed to the 
engines of the “Noddle Island,” “Gov. Russell,” and 
“Revere.” These have been made at a cost of nearly 
$2,500. 

The water-closets and sinks at Boston side, South Ferry, 
have been connected with the sewer. ‘This necessitated the 
building of nine new closets, at'a cost of about $900. 

A new office has been built for the use of the Deputy 
Superintendent, at East Boston side, North Ferry, at a cost 
of about $1,000. 

Ice-water tanks have been placed in head-houses at both 
sides of North Ferry. 

The canopies, gates and drops on both sides of the North 
Ferry and the head-house on Boston side, have been painted 
for the first time in seyeral years. 

The head-house on Boston side, North Ferry, has been 
wired and lighted with incandescent lights. 

The piers at three of the landings have been repaired and 
put in good condition, at a cost of over $2,000. 

By reference to the financial statement it will be seen that 
the receipts fell off $5,194.25, of which amount $1,185.50 
was the difference between the sale of the * Ben Franklin ” 
in 1899, and the “ Winthrop” this year; the balance was 
decrease in foot and team travel. ‘This decrease was occa- 
sioned by the blocking up of the South Ferry, East Boston 
entrance, by tunnel construction, and the fact that during a 
ereater part of the year the large steamers were not running 
here, being engaged in carrying troops to South Africa. 


LAND AND PROPERTY OF THE FERRY DIVISION. 


South Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Lewis street, and covers an area of 58,725 square 
feet of land and water. On these premises are one head- 
house, with canopies, one work-shop for carpenters, machin- 
ists and blacksmith, one gate-room and oil-room; all in a 
poor condition; three piers, which form the two slips, two 
drops and tanks, and- one dock, where boats are laid when 
not in use, or while undergoing repairs. 
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South Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Eastern avenue, and covers an area of 38,135 square feet 
of land and water, upon which are one head-house, with 
canopies, one gate-room, three piers, which form the two slips 
and two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Boston Side. — Located at the termination of 
Battery street, and covers an area of 45,000 square feet of 
land and water, upon which are one head-house, with cano- 
pies, one gate-room, three piers, which form the two slips, and 
two drops and tanks. 

North Ferry, Hast Boston Side. — Located at the termina- 
tion of Border street, and covers an area of 62,138 square 
feet of land and water, upon which are one head-house, with 
canopies, one boiler and oil-room, one stable, and one coal 
shed, three piers, which form the two slips, and two drops 
and tanks. 

The wharf property adjoining the premises at Boston side, 
South Ferry, was leased by the East Boston Ferry Company 
for 999 years, at an annual rental of $4,000, which lease was 
assigned to the Ferry Department. The whole of it is sub- 
let to the Penal Institutions Department for $2,000 per 
year. This makes a net loss to this Division of $2,000 a 
year, and, in my opinion, the Penal Institutions Department 
should pay the whole rental.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE PAVING DIVISION. 


Room 44, Ciry Haut, Boston, February 1, 1901.. 


Mr. B. T. WHEELER, Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures and income of the Paving Division of the 
Street Department for the financial year ending January 31, 
1901, showing the nature of the work, the number and 
variety of permits issued, and the details of expenditures 
involved in paving, macadamizing, regulating, and construct- 
ing various streets. 


The Paving Division has charge of the following work: 

The maintenance and rebuilding of street surfaces and 
sidewalks. 

The placing of street signs. 

The numbering of buildings. 

The issuing of permits to open or occupy the streets, or for 
such other purpose as may be required under the ordinances. 

The removal of snow and ice from the streets, gutters and 
plank walks. 

The cleaning of streets in the outlying sections of the City 
not covered by the Street Cleaning Division. 

The Division is in charge of a Deputy Superintendent, with 
a clerical force under the direction of a chief clerk and an 
engineering force under the direction of a chief engineer. 

The past year has been one of unusual activity in the 
Paving Division, and the amount of work accomplished has 
resulted in a material improvement in the condition and 
appearance of the streets throughout the entire City. Owing 
to the uncertainty attending the outcome of the legislation 
relating to the tax limit, and the consequent delay in the ap- 
propriations, little new construction was begun until late in 
the season; notwithstanding this fact, however, a large num- 
ber of streets have been constructed in the outlying districts, 
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and material progress has been made in the reconstruction of 
streets in the business section of the City. The condition of 
the down-town streets, so called, has been a constant source 
of complaint for years ; the pavement of many of these streets 
has been laid for from twenty to thirty years, and the constant 
wear and tear of heavy teaming, together with the digging 
up of the pavement by corporations occupying the streets 
has rendered their condition worse from year to year, until 
at the present time many of the streets are entirely unfit for 
the travel to which they are subjected. 


RECONSTRUCTION. 


The business interests of the City demand that proper 
facilities be provided for the transportation of goods, and the 
immense amount of teaming required for this purpose ren- 
ders it imperative that the streets be paved with a perma- 
nent pavement laid in the most substantial manner. A com- 
prehensive scheme for the renovation of the streets in the 
business section of the City has been inaugurated, the bene- 
ficial effects of which are already apparent in the improved 
facilities for teaming and travel on the streets reconstructed 
in the past year. Atlantic avenue and Commercial street 
furnish notable examples of both the old and new conditions. - 
These streets, which together form a broad avenue covering 
the entire water front of the lower end of the City, and which 
are almost wholly given up to heavy teaming, have been a 
constant source of complaint on account of the deplorable 
condition of the road-bed and pavement, which rendered 
teaming both difficult and dangerous. To remedy these 
conditions and provide a pavement which would meet the 
requirements of the heavy traffic to which these streets are 
subjected, provision was made for repaving these streets witli 
large granite blocks with cement grout joints laid on a con- 
crete base. 

Contracts have been let covering the entire water front on 
these streets, and a large portion of the work has already 
been completed. The work will be resumed and finished 
the coming season, and the streets when completed will fur- 
nish an avenue for heavy teaming’ without an equal. ‘The 
following-named streets have also been reconstructed in a 
substantial manner as stated, viz., Devonshire street, from 
State street to Water street, and Oliver street, from Milk 
street to Atlantic avenue, were repaved with large granite 
blocks laid on a six-inch conerete base with pitch and pebble 
joints ; Prince, Court, and Bosworth streets were repaved with 
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granite blocks with pitch and pebble joints on a gravel base ; 
and Boylston street, from Washington street to Tremont street, 
repaved with granite blocks on a gravel bed. The repaving 
of Summer street, from Washington street to Federal street, 
has also been completed with large granite blocks laid on a 
six-inch concrete base with cement grout joints. 


ASPHALT PAVEMENT. 


There has been an increased demand for asphalt pavements 
on the part of the public, particularly in the residential dis- 
tricts and in the sections of the City occupied by business 
offices, on account of the noiseless character of the pavement 
and its cleanly appearance. 

In compliance with this demand, asphalt pavements have 
been laid in the following streets, viz.: Tremont street, 
from Scollay square to Boylston street; Beacon street, from 
Arlington street to Clarendon street; Boylston street, from. 
Arlington street to Berkeley street; Temple place; Mason 
street; Trinity place, from Stuart street to Stanhope street ; 
and Prince street, between Hanover street and Salem street, 
in the City Proper, and in Meridian street, from Trenton 
* street to Eutaw street, in East Boston. The asphalt in all 
of these streets was laid under a 10-year guarantee. 

A portion of Tremont street was paved with a new style 
of wooden block laid on a 6-inch concrete base as an experi- 
ment for the purpose of determining the comparative dura- 
bility of this form of pavement. The blocks used were 
furnished and laid by the United States Wood Preserving 
Company. ‘These blocks have been treated by a new process 
which, it is claimed, renders them impervious to moisture 
and more durable than the old style of wooden block. ‘This 
portion of the work was also laid under a 10-year guarantee, 
and the practical result of the experiment is awaited with 
a great deal of interest. The widening of the sidewalks on 
‘this street now meets with universal approval on account 
of additional accommodation for foot travel and the improve- 
ment in the appearance of the street. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891, 
and Acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto, 
thirty-two new streets and two public alleys have been con- 
structed and sixteen streets partially constructed. Work on 
the widening and construction of Cambridge street, Ward 
25, from Brighton avenue to Washington street, which was 
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begun and suspended under the last administration, has 
been resumed, and the work will be completed the coming 
season. The work of widening Tremont street, Ward 25, 
from Washington street to the Newton line, a much-needed 
improvement, has also been begun, and good progress made 
thereon. The-work is now suspended, but will be resumed 
and finished in the spring. The construction of the “323” 
streets, so called, and all new street construction, is now under 
the direct supervision of the Paving Division. The large 
amount of engineering incidental to street construction re- 
quires the constant employment of a large force of engineers, 
who have heretofore been detailed from another Department. 
These men, although paid by the Street Department, were 
still under the control of the Department to which they 
belonged. 

Experience has demonstrated that to secure the best re- 
sults this force should be under the direct control of and 
answerable to the Superintendent of Streets alone. This has 
been accomplished by the creation of an engineering corps 
of the Paving Division, corresponding to the engineering 
corps of the Sewer Division, to take charge of the details of 
construction, prepare plans, and to consider and report on all . 
matters requiring the services of an engineer. 


GENERAL WoRK. 


The regular force of the Division has been constantly 
employed during the year in improving the general condition 
of the streets throughout the City. 

About forty-two (42) miles of macadam streets, with an 
area of 551,869 square yards, have been resurfaced. 

Two hundred and sixty-five thousand linear feet of edge- 
stones have been set or reset, 222,000 square yards of paving 
relaid, and about 145,000 square yards of brick sidewalks 
laid outside of the work done under contract for street con- 
struction. Many of the macadam streets in the outlying sec- 
tions of the City are in a disgraceful condition, and the con- 
dition of many of the paved streets affords just ground for 
complaint. | 

The work of the past year has resulted in a marked im- 
provement in the appearance of the streets, but much still 
remains to be done to make their condition satisfactory. 

Extensive repairs have also been made on the asphalt 
streets throughout the City, under the supervision of this 
Division, and their condition has been materially improved. 
The condition of some of the older pavements on which the 
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guarantee has expired is such that it would be economy in 
many cases to resurface the entire street as the expense of 
patching increases with each successive year, and no amount 
of patching will put or keep the pavement in proper condi- 
tion. 

A large portion of the road-bed of Commonwealth avenue, 
in Ward 25, has been entirely reconstructed, and the construc- 
tion of the avenue is now complete, with the exception of a 
portion of the loam space. 

The bridge over Columbia road, at Richfield street, Ward 
20, is now in process of construction, under an agreement 
between the City of Boston and the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company. The completion of this 
bridge will do away with the awkward and dangerous condi- 
tion heretofore existing at this point, and will enable the City 
to complete the construction of Columbia road, and make 
suitable connections with the intersecting streets. 

The abandonment of the Park Square Station asa railroad 
terminal has opened the way for a change in the construction 
of Berkeley street, between Boylston street and Columbus 
avenue, which will be of material benefit to the public. Ad- 
vantage has been taken of the opportunity afforded to revise 
the grade of the street and do away with the bridge over the 
railroad. Plans have been made, and a contract let for re- 
moving the bridge and filling the street over the railroad 
location. By the revised grade the present rise in the street 
will be removed, and a practically level grade established for 
the street, which will give better facilities for travel. 


CRUSHING PLANT. 


Important and much-needed changes in and additions to 
the crushing plant of the Department have been made during 
the year. A new crusher, with an output of 300 tons per 
day, has been erected between Iffley road and Montebello 
road, in the West Roxbury District. This crusher is fitted 
with all the modern appliances and is built in the most 
thorough and substantial manner; it is conceded to be one 
of the finest in the country. The crusher formerly standing 
on the Bleiler ledge, in the Roxbury District, has been 
removed to the Kenney ledge and thoroughly overhauled and 
repaired. 

Extensive repairs have also been made on the other 
crushers belonging to the Department, and the entire crush- 
ing plant is now in first-class working order. The crusher 
at Rosseter street, in the Dorchester District, will serve its 
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purpose in its present location through the winter, but its 
condition is such that its removal to another location would 
not be feasible. 


YARD AND WHARF Room. 


The facilities for receipt and storage of material for con- 
struction, and for the proper care of the stock and property 
of the City, have been entirely inadequate to the needs of 
the Department. Much has been done during the year to 
meet the wants of the Department in this respect, and as a 
result the conditions have been materially improved. 

By the conversion of the old swill wharf and. buildings on 
Albany street to this Division, additional and much-needed 
room for the receipt and storage of construction material for 
use in the City Proper has been secured. 

Additional wharf and yard room in the North End district 
has also been secured by the lease of the adjoining premises, 
which, with the contemplated change in and addition to the 
present buildings will provide ample room for the receipt and 
storage of the stock and property of the City in this section. 

In the East Boston district a model yard for the use of 
the several Divisions of the Street Department has been pro- 
vided by the lease of a portion of the property of the Glendon 
Company. Stables, sheds, and an office building have been 
erected and ample facilities provided for the proper care of 
the stock and property of the several Divisions. 

The excellent wharf privileges connected with this yard 
and ease of access render it a most desirable acquisition to 
the Department. 


STEAM ROLLERS AND TOOLS. 


The steam rollers belonging in the Department (six in 
number) have been thoroughly overhauled and repaired at a 
considerable expense, and, with a slight outlay for minor re- 
pairs, will be in good shape for the coming season. 

The stock of tools belonging to the Division has been 
thoroughly gone over and repairs and additions made to the 
same. ‘The wagons and other appliances in use have also 
been repaired, and everything put in good condition for use. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under Chapter 323, 
of the Acts of 1891, and the Acts in amendment thereof, or. 
in addition thereto : 
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Ashley street, from Breed street to Walley street, is about 
650 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty, September 21, 1900. 
Work under this contract was begun October 1, 1900, and sus- 
pended December 17, 1900. 

Barry street, between Hamilton street and Quincy street, 
** ledge excavation.’ The contract for excavating the ledge on 
this street was awarded to the F. E. McCarthy Company, June 6, 
1900, and was completed October 1, 1900. Amount of exca- 
vation, 2,812 cubic yards. 

Callender street, from Tucker street across Don street, is 
about 2,229 feet long. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to John F. Cullen November 13, 
1899. Work was begun on this contract March 29, 1900, and 
suspended April 27, 1900; resumed August 21, 1900, and com- 
pleted November 21, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway, 
with crushed stone sidewalks. ‘The crushed stone, gutter blocks, 
and edgestones were furnished by the City, and hauled by the 
contractor to the site of the work. The flagging for the cross- 
walks was furnished by the contractor. 

Cambridge street, Brighton avenue to Washington street, 
is about 3,642 feet long. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to J. L. Bryne & Co. Work 
under this contract was begun October 26, 1899, and suspended 
December 23, 1899. The work was subsequently abandoned by 
the contractors, who surrendered their contract. The contract for 
finishing the street was awarded to J. H. Sullivan, October 30, 
1900. Work was begun under this contract November 6, 1900, 
and is still in progress. 

Cardington street, from Cobden street across Fenner 
street, is about 226 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Philip Doherty, August 
29,1900. Work was begun September 5, 1900, and suspended 
October 15, 1900. 

Corinth street, between Washington street and Brandon 
street, is about 614 feet long. The contract for constructing the 
street was awarded to Collins & Ham, October 19,1900. ‘The 
work of removing the buildings within the line of widening was 
begun October 26, 1900, and is still in progress. No work has 
been done on the street. 

Dunford street, between Cobden street and Fenner street, 
is about 198 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Jaynes Doherty, August 2, 
1900. Work under this contract was begun August 13, 1900, 
and completed September 10, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam 
roadway with brick sidewalks. The crushed stone, gutter blocks, 
and edgestones were furnished by the City and hauled by the con- 
tractor to the site of the work. Brick for the sidewalks was de- 
livered on the line of the work by the City. Flagging for the 
crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 
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Echo street, from Columbus avenue to Centre street, is 
about 175 feet long. ‘The contract for cgnstructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty, August 2, 1900. 
Work under this contract was begun August 13, 1900, and com- 
pleted September 10,1900. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway 
with brick sidewalks. The crushed stone, gutter blocks, and 
edgestones were furnished by the City and hauled by the con- 
tractor to the site of the work. Bricks for the sidewalks were 
delivered by the City on the line of the work. Flagging for 
crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Fowler street, between Glenway street and McLellan street, 
is about 353 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Booth & Co., August 2, 1900. 
Work under this contract was begun August 30, 1900, and com- 
pleted October 15, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the City and hauled by the contractor to 
the site of the work. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. 

Homes avenue, from Bowdoin street to Topliff street, is about 
880 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Thomas IF. Welch, August 2, 1900. Work 
was begun on this contract August 9, 1900, and completed Octo- 
ber 12, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway with crushed 
stone sidewalks, with the exception of portion between Bowdoin 
street and Geneva avenue, where the sidewalks were laid with 
artificial stone 44 feet wide, with a loam space 2 feet wide 
inside of the edgestones. The crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
edgestones were furnished by the City and hauled by the con- 
tractor to the site of the work. Flagging for the crosswalks 
was furnished by the contractor. 

Lauriat avenue, Ballou avenue to Norfolk street, is about 
769 feet long. Artificial stone sidewalks. The contract for lay- 
ing artificial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to W. 
A. Murtfeldt Company, September 21, 1900, and the work com- ° 
pleted December 6, 1900. 

Montague street, between Ashmont street and Roslin street, 
is about 345 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Collins & Ham, August 28, 
1900. Work was begun under this contract September 4, 1900, 
and completed October 12, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam road- 
way. Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished by the City, 
and were hauled by the contractors to the site of the work. The 
gutter blocks were furnished by the City on the line of work. 
Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractors. 

Montague street, between Ashmont street and Roslin street. 
Artificial stone sidewalks, about 345 feet long. The contract for 
laying the sidewalks was awarded to Simpson Brothers Corpora- 
tion, October 15, 1900, and the work was completed November 
14, 1900. 
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Nottingham street, between Bullard street and Bowdoin ave- 
nue, is 626 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded August 2, 1900, to D. F. O’Connell. 
Work was begun under this contract September 4, 1900, and 
completed October 27, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished by 
the City, and hauled by the contractor to the line of the work. 
Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. 

Nottingham street, between Bullard street and Bowdoin 
avenue. Artificial stone sidewalks, about 626 feet long. The 
contract for laying the walks was awarded to W. A. Murtfeldt 
Company, October 5, 1900. The work was suspended December 
8, 1900. 

Public Alley 432, between Commonwealth ayenue and New- 
bury street, from Fairfield street to Gloucester street, is about 
520 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to E. 8S. Fogerty, October 24,1900. Work 
was begun under this contract November 8, 1900, and completed 
November 24,1900. This alley is paved with blocks on a gravel 
base, with Portland cement grout joints, and brick sidewalks. 
The granite blocks for the roadway and the bricks for the side- 
walks were delivered on the line of the work by the City. The 
excavating was done by the contractor. ; 

Public Alley 439, between Boylston street and Newbury street, 
from Clarendon street to Dartmouth street, is about 575 feet long. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was aw arded 
to E. 8. Fogerty, Nov ember 12,1900. Work under this contract 
was begun November 16, 1900, and completed December 7, 1900. 
The roadway is paved with vitrified brick, and the sidewalks with 
paving brick. ‘The bricks for the roadway and sidewalks were 
delivered on the line of the work by the City. The excavating 
was done by the contractor. 

Rockford street, between Dudley street and Clifton street, is 
about 605 feet.long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to D. F. O’Connell, August 2, 1900. 
The work under this contract was begun September ‘24, 1900, and 
completed December 8, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway 
with brick sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stone were furnished by the City and hauled by the contractor to 
the line of the work. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. | 

Seaborn street, between Centre street and Kenwood street, 
is about 488 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty, August 28, 1900. 
Work under this contract was begun September 7, 1900, and com- 
pleted October 12, 1900. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone and edgestones were 
furnished by the City, and hauled by the contractor to the site 
of the work. The gutter blocks were furnished by the City on 
the line of the work. Flagging for the crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 
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Stratford street, between Anawan and Clement avenues, is 
about 975 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Philip Doherty, November 25, 1900. 
Work under this contract was begun December 3, ° 1900, and 
suspended January 14, 1901. 

Stratford street, between Anawan and Clement avenues, is 
975 feet long. Artificial stone sidewalks. The contract for lay- 
ing these sidewalks was awarded to William L. Cahalan, June 21, 
1900. Work was begun under this contract September 12, 1900, 
and suspended November 13, 1900. 

Tremont street, between Washington street and the Newton 
line, is about 1,827 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to William Scollans, November 
6, 1900. Work was begun under this contract November 12, 
1900, and suspended January 12, 1901. 

Trinity place, between Stuart and Stanhope streets. The con- 
tract for constructing sidewalks, fences, and sub-grading the street 
was awarded to Frank Bachelder, November 2,1900. Work was 
begun November 12, 1900, and completed December 5, 1900. 

Trinity place, between Stuart and Stanhope streets, is about 
262 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, 
September 29, 1900. Work under this contract was begun 
November 17, 1900, and completed December 1, 1900. ‘The 
street is paved with Trinidad Lake asphalt, with a wearing sur- 
face one and one-half (14) inches thick, laid on a one and one- 
half (14) inch asphaltic cement concrete binder on a six (6) 
inch American cement concrete base; under a ten year guarantee. 

Woodcliff street, from Howard avenue easterly, is about 
275 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty, August 2, 1900. Work 
was begun under this contract August 7, 1900, and completed 
October 5, 1900. It is a six (6) inch macadam roadway, with 
crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the City, and hauled by the contractor 
to the site of the work. Flagging for the crosswalks was fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

Province court, from Province street about 165 feet easterly, 
was laid with granite blocks on a gravel base with pitch and pebble 
joints. The paving and regulating was done under contract by 
Jones & Meehan. The old pavement was removed by the con- 
tractor. Former pavement, old blocks on gravel base. 

Washington street, from Morton street to Tower street, is 
about 550 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Jones & Meehan, October 17, 
1900. Work was begun under this contract N ovember 20, 1900, 
and suspended December 15, 1900. 


PAVING. 


Granite block pavement on a concrete base; laid with pitch 
and pebble joints, 6,138 square yards. 
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Granite block pavement on a gravel base; laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 1,079 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on a concrete base; laid with Portland 
cement grout joints, 22,996 square yards. 

Granite block pavement on gravel base; laid with gravel joints, 
4,312 square yards. 

Granite block pavement, on a gravel base, laid with Portland 
cement grout joints, 453 square yards. 

Vitrified brick pavement, on a gravel base, laid with Portland 
cement joints, 299 square yards. 

Wood block paving, on concrete base, laid with gravel joints, 
1,367 square yards. 

Trinidad lake asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic 
cement concrete, laid on American Portland cement concrete base, 
under a ten year guarantee, 11,483 square yards, at $3.25 per 
square yard, exclusive of the cost of preparing the road-bed for 
the concrete base; 10,562 square yards were laid in Tremont 
street, Boylston street to Scollay square, and 757 square yards 
were laid in Trinity place. 

Trinidad land asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic 
cement concrete, laid on American cement concrete base, under 
a ten year guarantee, 1,495 square yards were laid in Temple 
place, at a cost of $3.05 per square yard, exclusive of the cost 
of preparing the road-bed for the concrete base. 

Sicilian rock asphalt, on an American cement concrete base 
11,520 square yards —3,844 square yards in Boylston street, 
Arlingtons treet to Berkeley street, at a cost of $3.25 per square 
yard; 6,681 square yards in Beacon street, Arlington street to 
Clarendon street, at a cost of $3.25 per square yard; Prince 
street, towards Hanover street, 464 square yards, at a cost of 
$3.25 per square yard; Meridian street, between Trenton and 
Eutaw streets, 540 square yards, at a cost of $3.25 per square 
yard, exclusive of the cost of preparing the road-bed. All as- 
phalt pavement laid during the season of 1900 was laid with a 
maintenance guarantee for ten (10) years. 

Atlantic avenue, from Oliver street across India square, 
was paved with large blocks on a six (6) inch American cement 
concrete base, with Portland cement grout joints. Within the 
tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company and the Union 
Freight Company, Philadelphia size blocks were used on the 
concrete base, with grout joints. The old pavement was removed 
‘and the roadway excavated by the Street Department. The 
paving and regulating was done under contract by Jones & 
Meehan. ‘The Boston Elevated Railway Company and Union 
Freight Railroad Company, by agreement, paid for the portion 
between their tracks. Former pavement, granite blocks, with 
gravel joints on gravel base. 

Atlantic avenue, from India square to Eastern avenue. In 
this portion of Atlantic avenue the roadway was widened on 
the west side, by reducing the width of the sidewalk two (2) feet. 
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The work within these limits was only partially completed. The 
west roadway was paved with large blocks on a six (6) inch 
American cement concrete base, with Portland cement grout 
joints. The old pavement was removed and the roadway exca- 
vated by the Street Department. The old three (3) feet corners 
have been taken up and replaced by circular edgestones, cut on 
longer radii. ‘This section of the avenue will be completed early 
this coming season. Former pavement, granite blocks with 
oravel joints on gravel base. 

Commercial street, west side, from Hull street to Hanover 
street, was paved with large blocks on a six (6) inch Amer- 
ican cement concrete base, with Portland cement grout joints. 
The east side will be completed early this coming season. The 
old pavement was removed and the roadway excavated by the 
contractors, A. A. Libby & Co. Former pavement, granite 
blocks on gravel base, with gravel joints. 

Boylston street, from easterly side of Arlington street, to 
Berkeley street, was paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock 
asphalt, on a six (6)inch American cement concrete base, by the 
Boston Asphalt Company. The old pavement was removed and 
the roadway excavated by the Street Department. Former pave- 
ment was macadam. 

Beacon street, between Arlington street and Clarendon street 
was paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on 
a six (6) inch American cement concrete base, by the Boston 
Asphalt Company. The old pavement was removed and the 
roadway excavated by the Street Department. The edgestones 
were reset and the brick sidewalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. | 
Former pavement, macadam. 

Hayward place, from Washington street to Harrison avenue, 
was paved in November, 1898, with two and one-half (24) inches 
of asphaltina (a patented coal-tar production), on a six (6) inch 
American Portland cement concrete base, by the Boston Paving 
Company, under a five-year guarantee. ‘This street was resur- 
faced in October, 1900, with Trinidad land asphalt. 

Mason street, from Tremont street, about ninety-five feet 
easterly, was paved with one and one-half (14) inches of Trin- 
idad Lake asphalt wearing surface, with one and one-half (14) 
inches of asphaltic cement concrete binder on a six (6) inch 
American Portland cement concrete base, by the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company. ‘The old pavement was removed and the road- 
way excavated for the concrete base by the Street Department. 
Former pavement, old blocks on gravel bed. 

Meridian street, from Trenton street to Eutaw street, was 
paved with two (2) inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a six 
(6) inch American cement concrete base, except the portion oc- 
cupied by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The brows 
for eighteen (18) inches outside the tracks were paved with gran- 
ite blocks on a concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The 
work was done under contract by Jones & Meehan. ‘The edge- 
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stones were reset and brick sidewalks relaid by the contractors. 
The old pavement was removed and the roadway excavated by 
the Street Department. Former pavement, macadam. 

Oliver street, from Atlantic avenue to Milk street, was 
paved with granite blocks on six (6) inch American cement con- 
crete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The paving and regu- 
lating was done under contract by Janies Doherty. The old 
pavement was removed, and the roadway excavated by the con- 
tractor. Former pavement, old blocks on gravel base with 
gravel joints. 

Summer street, from Washington street to Federal street, 
was paved on the south side with large granite blocks on a six . 
(6) inch American cement concrete base, with Portland cement 
grout points. Within the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, Philadelphia size blocks were used on a concrete base, 
with grout joints. Thepaving and regulating was done under con- 
tract by Joseph B. O’Rourke. The old pavement was removed, 
and the roadway excavated by the contractor. Former pave- 
ment, granite blocks on a gravel base. 

Tremont street, from Boylston street to Scollay square, was 
paved with asphalt, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, 
except the west half of the street between Temple place and Park 
street, which was paved with wooden blocks. ‘The portion paved 
with asphalt has a wearing surface of one and one-half (14) 
inches Trinidad Lake asphalt with one and one-half (14) inches 
Asphaltic cement concrete binder on an American Portland 
cement concrete base, with a ten-year guarantee. The west half 
of the roadway, from Temple place to Park street, was paved 
with wooden blocks and gravel joints on a concrete base, by the 
United States Wood Preserving Company, and the paving guar- 
anteed for ten years. The old pavement was removed, and the 
roadway excavated by the Street Department. Former pave- 
ment, old blocks on gravel base. 

Tremont street, between Mason street and School street, 
‘¢ Sidewalks.’’ ‘The sidewalks were widened on the east side, 
attaining their greatest width of twenty-five (25) feet at West 
street. The widened portion of this sidewalk was laid with 
brick or artificial stone. The artificial stone was laid by Simp- 
son Brothers Corporation, and the brick by Frank Bachelder. 

Centre street, retaining wall and fence. The contract 
for constructing the retaining wall and fence on the east side of 
Centre street, opposite New Heath street, Roxbury, was awarded 
to P. F. Donovan, July 7, 1900. Work under this contact was 
begun July 17, 1900, and completed November 3, 1900. Itis a 
first-class seam-face, rubble wall built of large-sized Roxbury 
stone laid solid in cement mortar, and surmounted by a wooden 
fence. ‘The rock excavation and work necessary in preparing for 
the foundation of the wall was done by the contractor and in- 
cluded in the contract price. 

Freeport street, retaining wall. The contract for con- 
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structing the retaining wall along Freeport street at the Dor- 
chester Yacht Club, was awarded to Collins & Ham, September 
15, 1900. Work under this contract was begun September 17, 
1900, and completed December 26, 1900. It is a first-class 
rubble wall, built of Quincy granite laid solid in cement mortar. 
All excavation and work necessary in preparing for the founda- 
tion was done by the contractors, and the cost of same included 
in the contract price.

Buildings and wharf on Albany street, opposite Sharon street. 
The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 8,000 square 
feet of land, and is divided into a shed for storage, blacksmith’s 
and carpenter’s shops, tool-room and stable. The total contents 
of the lot, including wharf and building, are 63,180 square feet. 

Fort Hill Wharf, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in 
charge of the Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for 
the landing and storage of paving blocks and gravel until such 
time as said wharf shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver 
street. The greater part of said wharf is occupied by the Sanitary 
Division as a garbage dump, and the building thereon is leased to 
a tenant.

On Child street, West Roxhury, a lot of land containing 43,024 
square feet, upon which are a stable and shed, blacksmith’s shop, 
and tool-house. 

Gravel lot in the town of Milton, on Brush Hill road, contain- 
ing 64,523 square feet, leased May 138, 1843, by the town of 
Dorchester for 999 years; also lot of land adjoining, containing 
about 30,000 square feet, owned by the City of Boston. 

Gravel lot on Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one- 
third of an acre, purchased by the town of West Roxbury in 
1870, used for storage purposes. 

Ledge and gravel lot, rear of Union street, containing about 
37,000 square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. This lot 
is at present leased. 

Ledge lot on Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about 
thirteen acres, upon which are an office, engine-house, stable and 
crusher plant. 

On Medford street, Charlestown, a wharf lot, foot of Elm 
street, containing 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, 
stable, etc. 

In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, stable, car- 
riage-house, shed, tool-house and office on leased land. 

On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house and office. 

Wharf, known as Atkin’s Wharf, 521 Commercial street, pur- 
chased in 1887 for $24,000, containing 22,553 square feet, having 
on it an office and stable, also Slate wharf adjoining on lease. 

On Centre street, West Roxbury, buildings containing engines, 
stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Rosseter street, Dorchester, buildings containing engines, 
stone-crushers, tools, etc., on leased land. 

On Revere street, wharf for storing paving blocks, etc. 

Wharf on Chelsea street, East Boston, containing 61,000 
square feet, with buildings purchased in 1897 for $15,000. 

Wharf on East Eagle street, East Boston, known as Glendon 
wharf, used jointly with Sanitary, Sewer and Street Cleaning 
Divisions. Upon this lot are sheds, stable and offices on leased 
land.

At the close of business on June 14 last all bonds with per- 
sonal sureties were retired, and applicants for permits were noti- 
fied that future bonds must be guaranteed by some one of the 
surety companies authorized to do business in the State of 
Massachusetts. 

There are now on file 988 bonds, which are so guaranteed, and 
the result has been very satisfactory. 

Under the old system, in many cases when it has been neces- 
sary to call upon the personal sureties to assume liability for dam- 
ages caused by parties holding permits, it has been found that the 
sureties were worthless, as property which they possessed when 
signing such bonds had been transferred, and could not be held. 

Over two hundred letters have been sent to storekeepers and 
house-holders in connection with selling fruit, etc., from door- 
ways, windows and areas, and special care has been used in grant- 
ing permits relating to that class of business. 

There have been 14,037 notices sent to the various foremen 
during the year, directing them to repair defects in the public 
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streets which had been reported by the police and others; also, 
3,581 letters and notices to private parties, departments and 
corporations to repair the streets where they had received 
permits for openings, and the resurfacing had been improperly 
done, and to owners of estates where coal-holes or sidewalk 
lights were defective. 

Notices have been sent to Departments, corporations, and 
owners of abutting estates on streets where improvements were 
about to be made in 2,265 instances. 

Four hundred and forty-two notices have been sent to Depart- 
ments and corporations at the request of the Chief Engineer of 
the Paving Division, calling for various changes on account of 
street improvements. 


INSPECTORS. 


Inspectors connected with this office have been engaged in 
inspecting locations where permits had been granted for street 
openings or occupancy, and, where defects were found, the 
parties so opening or occupying have been notified and required 
to place the street complained of in satisfactory condition. 

Inspectors have been detailed to serve with the various corpo- 
rations at all times while their work has been in progress, and a 
report has been regulary received from them, in writing, giving 
the particulars of the work and its condition. 


StrEET NUMBERING. 


During the year 106 whole streets were numbered or renum- 
bered, 984 parts of streets were numbered, and 6,741 metallic 
figures were supplied. 

The following table explains the work done by districts, and 
in addition gives the number of estates numbered, and the num- 
ber of changes made necessary by renumbering or other cause.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT - 
OF THE SANITARY DIVISION.

Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income and operation of the Sanitary Divi- 
sion of the Street Department during the financial year 
ending January 31, 1901. 

The work of this Division consists principally in the 
removal of house offal, waste and rubbish, ashes made in the 
process of heating and cooking, and engine or power ashes. 

The serious problem that confronted this Division at the 
opening of the year was the economical adaptation of its 
working force to meet the requirements of the eight-hour 
law, passed by the citizens at the election in December, 1899. 

The loss of labor caused by the operation of this law on 
the basis of the number of men employed is approximately 
equal to 20,000 days’ work. 

In order to adjust the teaming labor so as to occasion the 
least waste of time and the most efficient prosecution of the 
work, an increase was made in the force of hostlers at the West 
yard. ‘Teamsters were entirely relieved of the care of their 
horses and harnesses while at the stables, thus enabling 
them to give a full day to the work of collection. 

The success of this experiment warranted its extension, 
and it was adopted at the Roxbury yard with the same sat- 
isfactory results. The further extension of the plan through- 
out the Division is now contemplated. 

The securing of suitable dumping-places presents a prob- 
lem difficult of solution, to which attention has been 
called in former reports. In all the more thickly settled 
sections of the City, the dumping-places are so remote from 
points of collection that the expense of hauling is vastly 
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increased, and this becomes equally true in the rapidly grow- 
ing outlying districts. This is particularly applicable to the 
Charlestown District, where it is imperative that some relief 
be given, and it is therefore recommended that a scow be 
located near Charles River avenue to receive material col- 
lected in Charlestown and portions of the North and West 
Ends. . 

The objection of householders to gathering paper and other 
hight waste into a separate receptacle, or to the so-called 
“third separation,” has gradually diminished as the public 
has become acquainted with the plan and purpose. 

The success of this separation is shown by the great in- 
crease in the quantity delivered to the City Refuse Utiliza- 
tion Company’s plant, as compared with the previous year. 
The average weight per load in 1899 was 796 pounds; the 
average weight per load in 1900 was 1,045; increase per 
load, 249 pounds. The aggregate removal in 1899 was 
6,669 tons, and in 1900, 8,581 tons-—an increase of 1,912 
tons. 

The contract system now in operation in some of the 
suburban districts is unsatisfactory to the residents, and a 
continued source of annoyance to the Division; the substitu- 
tion of labor under direct control of the Division is desirable, 
and is strongly recommended. 

The extreme age of one of the Barney dumping boats 
necessitated the purchase of a new boat, the cost of which, 
$17,500, was paid from the maintenance appropriation for 
the year. All three boats are now seaworthy and in excellent 
repair. The docks have been dredged to a depth sufficient 
to allow them to enter and depart at all tides. 

Considerable expense has been incurred the past year in 
the employment of outside tow-boats, the Department boat 
not being always available. 

The repair-shops at the Albany street yard have been 
improved, and they are now second to none of their kind. 
Early in the year the repair-shops of the Street Cleaning 
Division were merged into those of this Division, and many 
radical changes were made. 

Both the blacksmith and wheelwright shops were sup- 
plied with all necessary modern machinery, and operated by 
an electric motor of fifteen horse-power. At the same time 
the nine forges of the blacksmith and horseshoeing shops 
were connected with a Sturtevant electric motor and fan. 
In short, the shops have been modernized, and are now 
thoroughly equipped for the work of repairing and construct- 
ing the rolling stock of the Street Department. 
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Commodious and convenient quarters on East Eagie street, 
East Boston, have replaced the location at Chelsea street, 
temporarily provided upon the substitution of Department 
force for contract labor in the collection of ashes in this 
section. 

The stables and sheds on North Grove street are wholly 
inadequate to the increasing demands of the West District. 
Most of the carts and wagons are without covering, and 
shelter for many horses has of necessity been provided in 
old, unsanitary sheds, remote from the stable, while the stable 
walls are so bulged in places as to raise a question concern- 
ing their safety. 

Apart from this, the several stables and sheds in charge of 
the Division have been kept in good repair. 

The rolling stock has been put in excellent condition. 
Several large paper wagons have been added for conveying 
paper from points remote from the place of deposit. 

Many horses are required to replace those nearly or quite 
unfit for service. Sixteen have been added during the year.

This work shows a constant increase from year to year, as will 
be seen in the following tables, and is an indication of the actual 
growth of the City. 

Previous to the year 1897, each load of ashes was equivalent 
to 44 cubic feet. . During 1897 sideboards were attached to ash 
carts, increasing capacity of cart to 54 cubic feet. 

Prior to 1899, waste and rubbish were not separated from the 
ashes. About 150,000 barrels of engine ashes, the residuum 
of coal used for power, were collected and removed. 

On offal, each load is equivalent to 56 cubic feet; weight 
approximately 15 tons on an average. 

* Many small dead animals — dogs, cats, ete., were removed, 
and a constant increase in this branch of the service is shown.

LAND AND BUILDINGS IN CHARGE OF THE SANITARY DIVISION. 


South Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stable and sheds, with accommodations for 16 horses, are 
located at corner of East Ninth and Vale streets, South Boston, 
and are occupied jointly by the Sanitary and Street Cleaning Divi- 
sions. 


East Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stable and sheds, with accommodations for 15 horses, are 
located at 324 East Eagle street, and are occupied jointly by 
Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning, and Sanitary Divisions. 


Charlestown Stable. 


With accommodations for 25 horses, is situated on Rutherford 
avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; stable built in 
1875, cost, $5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings built in 1879. 


Brighton. 


Accommodation is provided by the Sewer Division at their 
stable on Western avenue for five horses of the Sanitary Division. 


Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for 72 horses, on the old Almshouse lot, 
Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. ‘There is 
on this lot a brick stable built in 1873, which cost $88,594.13° 
On this lot is an offal-shed, erected in 1875 at a cost of 
$1,160.12. 
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The offal-shed was abandoned April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part 
of it was remodelled and is now used as a carriage-house and a 
wash-room. 


South City Stables, Shops, and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The lot 
belonged to the City before being used for this purpose, and con- 
tains 90,780 feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. 
There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for stor- 
ing wagons, etc. ‘The stable is two stories high, with French roof, 
and has accommodations for 100 horses. ‘Twenty-three horses are 
kept in sheds. ‘Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 
In 1899 a Veterinary Hospital was built and equipped for the 
purpose of caring for sick and disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint, and 
harness-makers’ shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, 
etc., used by this and other Departments are constructed and kept 
in repair; also a horseshoeing shop for shoeing the horses of the 
Department located in this section of the City. 


West Stables and Sheds. 


The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet 
by 50, located on North Grove street, built in 1860, with out- 
buildings attached to the same. It has accommodations for 90 
horses in stables and sheds. ‘The lot contains about 45,152 
square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was estab- 
lished for the purpose of shoeing the horses of the Department 
stabled in this section of the City. 


Fort Hill Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the Sanitary 
Division; used as a dumping-station for the City’s garbage and 
refuse, and as a mooring-place for dumping boats and scows 
which convey this material to sea and to the plant of the New 
England Sanitary Product Company; cost of constructing plat- 
form and dredging dock, $6,219.33. There are three Barney 
dumping-boats, one of which was purchased during the past year, 
and these are in continual use, and are towed to sea by the 
Street Department tug-boat ‘* Cormorant.” 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning Division 
as a locker for patrol push carts, etc., and a part is in use by the 
Paving Division. 


Packard’s Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 464 Atlantic avenue, used’as a berth for dumping- 
boats in connection with Fort Hill Wharf. Leased from the 
widow and heirs of Henry C. Snow. 
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Hechts Wharf. (Leased.) 


Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing about 
35,460 square feet; leased from Jacob H. Hecht, March 1, 1898, 
for a period of ten (10) years. This wharf adjoins Fort Hill 
Wharf, and is occupied in part by the New England Sanitary 
Product Company as a berth for their scows and also by the 
buildings of the City Refuse Utilization Company for the disposal 
of waste and rubbish.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE SEWER DIVISION. 


30 TREMONT STREET, 
Boston, February 1, 1901. 


Mr. B. T. WHEELER, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Str, —I respectfully submit report of the expendi- 
tures, income and operation of the Sewer Division for the 
financial year ending Janyary 31, 1901. 

The work of the Sewer Division is as follows: 

The preparation of plans for sewerage works, the con- 
struction and maintenance of all drainage works, including 
the investigation of complaints in regard to defective drain- 
age, the granting of permits for sewer connections and the 
preparation of plans for the assessment of the cost of sewer 
construction; also the examination of the plans of other 
corporations proposing to construct works in public streets, 
with reference to their probable interference with sewerage 
works. 

A general statement of the most important work done by 
the Division during the year, classified according to districts, 
is given in the succeeding pages. 


SoutH BosToN. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
1,207.31 linear feet of pipe sewers, 3,073.42 linear feet of brick 
sewers and 12 feet wooden sewer — making a total of 4,292.73 
linear feet or 0.818 miles, besides extensive repairs. 

The principal sewerage works completed are: 

The “« A” street overflow connection with Russell’s dock. 
This work has relieved the sewers in the vicinity of A street 
and Congress street, which were greatly overcrowded in time: 
of storm. 

E street, from West First street to Summer street and in 
Summer-street extension. This work has provided an outlet 
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for sewers already built in Summer street, and others de- 
signed but not yet built in the lands of the Commonwealth. 

Private land, formerly Blake street. This sewer was 
made necessary by the new location of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad crossing this street, the old sewer 
not being strong enough to carry the heavy traffic which will 
run over this road. The new brick sewer was built inside the 
old stone sewer without disturbing the surface of the ground. 

Rebuilding the B and Seventh streets overflow. This was 
made necessary by the heavy filling which will be placed 
over it, to carry the new location of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

The sewer in Silver street between B and D streets, 
together with brick outlet in B street, has been rebuilt. 

A new sewer has been built in Bell court. 

Numerous minor repairs have been made in the district 
during the year. 

So far as can be determined the following will be the prin- 
cipal works built in this district during the ensuing year: 

_ Sewerage works in Leeds and Dixfield streets, laid out 
under chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891. 

A portion at least of the sewers in the Strandway may be 
built. 

The following sewers are in very bad condition, and should 
be either rebuilt or repaired as is found necessary at as early 
a date as possible. 

D street, from Dorchester avenue to Kighth street, is very 
badly settled. It should have had a pile foundation, but was 
built without it. The rebuilding has been delayed owing to 
the uncertainty in regard to whether the depression in D 
street at the railroad bridge would be done away with or not. 
As long as this depression remained it complicated the 
design for the sewer, but it seems safe now to assume that it 
will be filled up to meet the grade of the new street, which 
will be built upon the old location of the railroad when this 
is abandoned by the railroad company. 

The D street sewer, between West Second street and 
Broadway, East Ninth and Dunham streets sewers, and the 
sewer in Mercer street, with its outlet in Vale street. 

Gold street, West Fourth street, West Fifth street, West 
Sixth street, West Seventh street and West Eighth street 
sewer, all lying between E and B streets. 

K street overflow outlet should be extended and finished 
off in a manner similar to that at N street. 

The outlets at H, M, and P streets should be extended 
through the Strandway to low-water mark in a manner simi- 
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lar to that adopted at N street, and a new outlet should be 
built for the overflow of the Q street sewer at First street. 


ROXBURY. 


There have been built in this district during the past year, 
291.18 feet of brick sewers, 5,057.44 feet of pipe sewers, and 
2,364.86 feet of surface drains, making a total of 7,713.48 feet, 
or 1.46 mile. 

Sewerage works have been built during the year in 

Dunford street and Cardington street. 

Chickamauga park. 

Fort avenue, — 

Humboldt avenue, Waumbeck street to Hollander 
street. 

Massachusetts avenue, Swett street to Dorchester brook 
sewer. 

Gainsborough street. 

Aberdeen street. 

Kempton street. 

Bay State road. 

Faxon street. 

Medrfied street. 

Roseland street. 

Board of Survey street, No. 295. 

Gainsborough street, between St. Botolph street and pas- 
sageway. 

Alleghany street. 

Sachem street. 

Ritchie street, between Columbus avenue and Marcella 
street, is in progress. ‘This sewer is a continuation of the old 
brick sewer through the Marcella-street Home property, built 
about 80 years ago, and is a very important piece of work, 
as, When completed, it will relieve a large territory in the 
vicinity of Washington street and Kingsbury street. The 
sewers in this vicinity being so small, serious flooding results 
after every heavy storm. 

The district which most needs immediate attention in Rox- 
bury is the Ruggles street district, the principal streets of 
which are: Ruggles, Hammond, Warwick, Westminster and 
Cabot. 

These sewers are all too high to properly drain the cellars, 
are badly out of line and grade, and are much too small to 
carry the “ combined ” flow. 

The Bower and Sherman streets district, like the above, 
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has an old and dilapidated system, and a start should be made 
to rebuild it in the near future. 

The Swett street district, so called, is now prominently 
brought to our attention by the proposed action of the Street 
Commissioners in laying out Atkinson street under chapter 
323 of the Acts of 1891. 

The George-street sewer, from Rockford street to Clarence 
street, is too small and high to drain the cellars. It should 
be rebuilt of a larger size and at a greater depth. 

Owing to the rapid development of the territory in the 
vicinity of Humboldt avenue, Ruthven and Hutchings streets, 
the old sewers have become entirely inadequate. Many of the 
finest dwellings in this vicinity have been troubled by the 
backing up of sewage into the cellars, and the street and 
lawns have been flooded, causing considerable damage. A 
start should be made on a system of surface drainage during 
the next year. 

Vila street district. The sewerage works necessary for 
Brookline avenue, between Longwood entrance and the 
Riverway will be built as soon as the plans and specifications 
can be completed. ‘This will commence the work on the out- 
let for the Vila street district, the lower end of which is in 
Brookline avenue. 

This district is at present discharging both house sewage 
and storm water into the Metropolitan sewer, and as soon 
as the, portion of the surface drain in Brookline avenue 
is completed it should be carried at least as far as Vila 
street; and if the surface drainage system is not carried over 
the district this outlet should be converted into a temporary 
overflow for the system. 

Fenway lands.— The surface drainage of this district, or 
as much of it as is built, is still discharging on to the surface 
of the marsh. The present outlets are in Kilmarnock street 
at Boylston street and Ipswich street, near Lansdowne street. 
The main surface drain of the district will be in Jersey street. 

It is recommended that when the Jersey street drain is 
built the existing surface drains be extended to it, as the 
discharge of this water on to private land must soon cause a 
nuisance. | 

Smith Street District.— This district suffers severely in 
storms which are not of the severest; something should be 
done as early as possible. 

A large surface drain in Smith street, from Stony brook 
channel in Parker street to Whitney street, would probably 
effect enough relief to silence a majority of the complaints 
from the residents of this district. Plans and estimates 
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have been prepared, and work will begin as soon as the work 
of the Metropolitan Sewerage Commission in this district 
will allow. 

The wooden outlet for Muddy river in Brookline is in 
very bad condition, and will have to be extensively repaired 
and a portion rebuilt during the coming year. | 

Plans are in preparation for the proposed by-pass channel 

the Back Bay Fens for the foul water flow of Stony 
brook, and the work may be begun during the coming year. 

On the Muddy river parkway, or Jamaicaway (so called), 
between the gate-house on Brookline avenue and Morss 
avenue in Brookline a similar problem exists to the Stony 
brook foul water channel, namely, the problem of providing 
a channel or channels for conveying away the flow of Muddy 
river, when the same is too foul for the open channel. A 
design has been prepared for this purpose, and the cost esti- 
mated at $316,000. The town of Brookline discharges 
more foul water into the Muddy river channel by far than 
the City of Boston, and should join in building this channel, 
or else should be advised to take care of pollution on its 
own side. 

Of the above-named price, if the two municipalities join, 
32 per cent., or $101,120, should-be borne by the City of 
Boston, and 68 per cent., or $214,880, by the town of Brook- 
line; these proportions being based upon the respective 
areas of each municipality located in the watershed. 


DORCHESTER. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
24 feet of brick sewers, 17,746.93 feet of pipe sewers, 
4,907.81 feet of brick surface drains, 11,841.96 feet pipe 
surface drains, 60.24 feet stone surface drains, 199.20 feet 
wood surface drains, making a total of 34,779.67 feet, or 
6.59 miles. | 

The following work has been built during the year: 

The 5-foot conduit, and house sewer on each side of the 
same, in Ceylon street, from Quincy street to Columbia road, 
has been completed. ‘This drains the low portion of Colum- 
bia road near the railroad bridge and adjacent territory 
between Washington and Glendale streets and the low 
ground in the vicinity of Richfield street. 

Massachusetts avenue, from Swett street to Edward 
Everett square, has been provided with house sewers from 
the railroad crossing to Edward Everett square and with 
catch-basins and surface drains for the entire length. 
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The Magazine street sewer which had an outlet into the 
South Bay at Massachusetts avenue has been connected 
with the intercepter, doing away with the outlet which had 
become a-nuisance. 

The repairing of the Dorchester intercepter at Freeport 
street has been begun. . 

_ Sewerage works in Boston, Draper, Barry, Conrad and 
Annabel streets. have been completed, and have been begun 
in Hancock street. 

A considetable amount of surface drainage work has been 
built in Dorchester during the past year. On the Canter- 
bury branch of Stony brook the 10-foot circular brick conduit 
has been extended through Lyons street from Callender 
street nearly to Franklin field. A T-foot circular brick 
conduit has been built on this brook between Bernard street 
and Franklin field. The Oakland Garden fork of this 
branch has been extended up Millet street to the culvert 
crossing this street near Wheatland avenue. ! 

A pipe conduit is being constructed in Norfolk street, 
between Bernard street and Wentworth street, for a tribu- 
tary of this brook, which comes from the south, and is 
known as the Wentworth street fork. This conduit should 
be extended through Wentworth street to the land of Har- 
vard College. A 24-inch pipe surface drain, which is also a 
part of this system, has been carried from West Park street, 
through Kilton street, to and across the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R.R., at Harvard street station, and obviates the flooding 
which regularly occurred at this point after every heavy rain- 
storm. 

On Tenean creek, the structure on the south branch has 
been completed between Gibson and Dix streets, thereby 
making the structure complete from tidewater to Dorchester 
avenue, at Rosemont road. 

The Ashmont street fork has been completed to Templeton 
street, and one branch continued to Wrentham street, near 
Bruce street. 

On the north branch the conduit has been completed as 
far as Westville street, and now provides an excellent outlet 
for surface water for an area of about 350 acres of well-built- 
up territory, from Mt. Bowdoin to Park street and Dorches- 
ter avenue. 

Davenport Brook. — A culvert has been built for this brook 
on Adams street, near Minot street, the Adams street sewer 
being lowered by siphoning in order to provide waterway for 
the culvert. 

A brick conduit has been built for the brook in Magdala 
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and Van Winkle streets, and private land adjacent. Be- 
tween Bailey and Burt streets the brook has also been 
enclosed in a brick conduit. 

In addition to the above-mentioned work, house sewers or 
surface drains have been built in Cottage Park, Corbet, Max- 
well, Codman, Norfolk, Millet, Burt, Florida, Shepton, Callen- 
der, Templeton, Chase, Fenton, Glen, Woolson, Hosmer, 
Harlem, Samoset, Gately, Beaumont, River, Adams, Wash- 
ington, Mascot, Van Winkle, Montague, Shepton, Seaborn, 
and Florida streets, and in Neponset and Dorchester avenues ; 
and are now in progress in Moseley street and Spencer street, 
between Athelwold and Harvard streets. 

The principal work in Dorchester is, and will continue to 
be, the extension of the existing sewerage systems. 

The sewerage system in Blue Hill avenue, between Matta- 
pan square and Walk Hill street, is in an unfinished condi- 
tion and should be completed. A part of the house sewer 
eon the east side has been built in connection with the Mat- 
pan brook conduit, but remains without an outlet. 

At the Columbia road crossing of the Midland Division of 
the N. Y.,N. H. & H. R.R. the sewerage system is in a com- 
plicated condition, a number of temporary expedients having 
been adopted pending the completion of the new railroad 
bridge. As soon as the abutments have been constructed 
the sewer system at this point will be completed in perma- 
nent shape. 

~The old pipe sewers in Vinson and Spring Garden streets 
need rebuilding. 

In order to improve the conditions under which the Tal- 
bot avenue sewer is operated a complete separation of the 
house sewer and storm water systems throughout the Tal- 
bot avenue and Harvard street district should be effected. 
This work will consist principally in building surface drains 
to take the flow of the catch-basins out of the existing sewers. 

In Dorchester a large amount of surface drainage work 
is called for, of which the following items may be men- 
tioned : 

Oakland Brook Culvert, across River Street, near the Hyde 
Park Line. — This culvert is in a dilapidated condition and 
unable to carry the brook when in flood, the water going 
over River street at this point. The brook at River street is 
the outlet for a drainage area of about 700 acres, partly in 
Hyde Park and mostly unimproved land. This culvert 
ought to be rebuilt at once, and takings made for the outlet 
down to some convenient point where an outlet can be ob- 
tained into the main brook or the Neponset river. 
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Mattapan Brook. — On this brook the conduit which has 
been built from the river to Fremont street should be ex- 
tended far enough to cross the railroad track at least, and 
this work should be completed before work is begun on the 
abolition of the Blue Hill avenue grade crossing. The 
building of surface drains and culverts in West Selden 
street on this system may necessitate some clearing out and 
ditching of the watercourse between the points last named 
and West Selden street, but will hardly require the building 
of any masonry structures. 

Davenport Brook. — 'This brook should be deepened at the 
lower end, below the culvert recently built at Adams street, 
enough to drain off the stagnant water standing under the 
culvert. A covered culvert should also be built between 
Van Winkle and Bailey streets, and between Burt and 
Ashmont streets. The pipe culvert under the car-house op- 
posite Armandine street should be extended to connect with 
the lower Armandine street culvert and thence to the upper 
Armandine street culvert. There should also be a pipe 
conduit laid between the Rockwell and Stockton street 
culverts. 

Tenean Creek. —The south fork of the brook should during 
the coming year be extended through Rosemont, Samoset, 
Centre and Gorham streets, and through private land, Brent, 
Wainwright and Lithgoe streets to the culvert across Centre 
street into which the Seaborn street system of surface drain- 
age now discharges. ‘The Ashmont street fork of this brook 
has been built as far as Templeton street, and one tributary 
continued as far as Wrentham street near Bruce street. 
Both tributaries should be continued up to Ashmont street 
during the coming year. 

Freeport Street Brook.—The improvement of this brook be- 
tween Columbia road and Hancock street near Winter street 
which has been forced by the widening and improvement of 
Hancock street will necessitate the improvement of the 
lower reaches of the brook, and it should be built during the 
coming year from tidewater to Hancock street, partly in pri- 
vate land and partly in the public streets. The Crescent ave- 
nue surface drain should be built across the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad and through Shoreham street 
before the new road-bed is put in use, and in order to allow 
the completion of Columbia road where Shoreham street 
crosses it. If possible it should also be extended up Carson 
street and Crescent avenue and relief overflows established 
from the existing sewer syStem into it in order to relieve the 
flooding which frequently takes place in this vicinity. 
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Dorchester Brook Sewer.— This sewer system is built 
throughout most of its extent on the combined system, but 
there are some parts where separate sewers have been put in. 
The separation of this sewerage system is one of the prob- 
lems of the future, and the sooner it is undertaken the less 
expensive it will prove. 

Canterbury Branch of Stony Brook. — On account of the 
development of the territory in the vicinity of Blue Hill 
avenue and Franklin field, this branch of the brook should 
be enclosed in a covered conduit from Don street to and 
across Blue Hill avenue and thence to Harvard street. 
Westerly from this point it may be improved by ditching for 
a long distance, no permanent structure seeming to be 
required until some time in the future. 

A covered conduit should also be built from Lyons street 
northerly and westerly across Franklin field, gathering in 
all the branches coming from the east and connecting with 
the Franklin park brook (so called) near the corner of 
Talbot avenue and Blue Hill avenue. This last water 
course should also be improved and covered from Frank- 
lin field to the culvert across Blue Hill avenue near Angell 
street. 

The Oakland Garden fork of this branch is now enclosed 
in a covered conduit all the way from Franklin field to 
the old site of the Oakland garden, except a short piece in 
Millet street and Wheatland avenue, where it flows through 
private land. This portion should be completed. 


EAst Boston. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
93.89 feet of brick sewers, 2,049.75 feet of pipe sewers, 
48.70 feet of brick surface drains, 278.60 feet of pipe surface 
drains, making a total of 2,470.44 feet, or .46 mile. 

The most important work done in this district during the 
past year has been the building of house drains, catch-basin 
drains and catch-basins in Wordsworth street, between Sara- 
toga and Pope streets; building ventilating shafts for the 
Chelsea, Pope and Curtis street sewers, and cleaning and 
coating inside with Portland cement the sewer in Chelsea 
street, from Chelsea bridge to Curtis street. This work is 
now in progress, and is for the purpose of preventing the 
petroleum with which the ground is saturated from percolat- 
ing into the sewer through the brick work. This oil evi- 
dently leaks from the tanks of the oil works on the north- 
westerly side of Chelsea street. 
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Sewers have also been built in Ashley street, Bennington 
street boulevard, Chelsea street, Eagle street, and private 
land, and Sumner street. 

The most important work in the East Boston district for 
the ensuing year will probably be the building of the sewer- 
age works necessitated by the laying out of the Bennington- 
street boulevard, although it is hoped that the Division may 
be able to make a start on at least one of the three intercept- 
ing sewers, which are very badly needed in this district, 
namely, the Breeds Island low level intercepting sewer; the 
North side intercepting sewer and the Moore street district 
intercepter. 

It is also desirable to build a system of sewers for the East 
Boston parkway, so called, and to rebuild the Bennington 
and Chelsea street sewers from Eagle square to Sumner 
street. 


BRIGHTON. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
12,538.13 feet of pipe sewers, 2,746.01 feet of brick surface 
drains, 3,373.24 feet of pipe surface drains ; making a total 
of 18,657.38 feet, or 3.52 miles. 

The most important work in the past year has been in the 
line of surface drainage. 

Sewers and small surface drains have been built in 
Tremont street, between Oak square and the Newton line; 
and in Cambridge street, between Union square and Wash- 
ington street. 

A covered brick conduit for the Faneuil Valley brook 
has been built in private land and Fairbanks street, from a 
point near Faneuil street to the culvert on Lake street, near 
Washington street, and a small pipe surface drain has been 
built in Washington street, between Cambridge street and 
Dighton place. 

Sewers or surface drains have also been built in the follow- 
ing streets : 


Adams street, Cummings road, 
Bothwell road, Donneybrook road, 
Brooksdale street, Idlewild street, 
Corrine road, Maple avenue. 


Private land north and south sides of Commonwealth 
avenue to Harvard avenue. ~ 
Private land and Madison avenue, Riverview road, 
Newcastle road, Wallingford road. 
Raneleigh road, 
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The most important work of this Division in Brighton 
for several years will be in the line of surface drainage. 
There are a number of sewers which are too small to carry 
the floods of surface water, from which complaints are fre- 
quently received. ‘They require relief by the building of 
surface drains. 

Salt Creek brook conduit should be extended from its 
present terminus, near Gardner street, to Charles river. 
The longer this work is delayed the greater will be the cost, 
as it will be necessary to pass under the tracks of the 
B. & A. R.R., and the railroad people are constantly increas- 
ing the number of tracks at the point the conduit must pass 
under, they having freight yards at this place. 

A beginning should be made on the conduits for the Shep- 
ard street brook, and also for the large outlet conduit from 
the Wool pond to Charles river, which will form the outlet 
both for Shepard street brook and the Faneuil Valley brook. 
The improvements in-the upper waters of the Faneuil Valley 
brook, recently made, will force the City to do something on 
the outlet in the near future. 

The outlet of the Everett street overflow should be ex- 
tended to the Charles river at an early date, on account of 
floodings which occur during heavy rains. ‘This outlet for- 
merly emptied into a tidal creek which was filled up by 
building of the Speedway by the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission. ‘This Commission should bear a large portion, if 
not the entire, expense of extending this outlet. 

Surface drains should be built throughout the Aberdeen 
district, as the sewers in this district are on the separate 
system, draining into the town of Brookline system, and 
no catch-basins can be connected with them. 

Requests have been received for house sewers in Summit 
avenue, Mackin street, Allston terrace, and Hichborn street, 
all meritorious cases. 


West RoxBuRY. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
1,018 feet of brick sewers, 9,537.44 feet of pipe sewers, 
3,038.86 feet of brick surface drains, 2,867.70 feet of pipe 
surface drains ; making a total of 19,267.77 feet, or 3.65 miles. 

The most important work done in West Roxbury has been 
the building of Goldsmith brook conduitin Southand St. Joseph 
streets, and the building of a house sewer in Gardner street, 
between the Metropolitan sewer and Baker street, both 
quicksand jobs. 
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In the case of Goldsmith brook conduit, a bed of quick- 
sand was encountered sixty feet deep below the grade of the 
conduit, and borings showed no stratum of gravel through 
which water could be pumped in order to dry out the quick- 
sand, and a novel expedient was resorted to; that is, the 
sinking of tubular wells twenty to twenty-five feet below 
‘grade, surrounded by gravel, through which the water from 
the quicksand filtered to the well. The method adopted to 
accomplish this was first, to sink a 10-inch pipe by means of a 
water jet, then to place inside of it a 24-inch pipe, perforated 
for about five feet at the bottom. This smaller pipe extended 
down to the bottom of the large pipe, the space between was 
then filled with coarse sand and the large exterior pipe with- 
drawn, leaving the perforated pipe surrounded with coarse 
sand. The water which filtered through was then pumped 
from the 23-inch pipe by means of a steam ejector pump, 
placed at the bottom of the well, connected with a still smaller 
pipe in the interior of the 23-inch pipe. 

This scheme proved successful, and the quicksand was 
dried out enough to enable the work to proceed. 

A complete sewerage system has been built in Perkins street 
and in LaGrange street, with an outlet in Pleasant street. 

Sewers or surface drains were also built in Bellevue ave- 
nue, Ashland and Rowe streets, and private land, Beech . 
street, Belgrade avenue and Lorraine street, Colberg avenue, 
Congreve street, Corey and Park streets, Corinth, Dale, 
Eastbourne, Westbourne, Cornell and Forest Hills streets, 
Grosvenor road, Knoll street, Oakview terrace, Selwyn 
street, Stratford avenue, and Washington street. 

Surface drains should be built throughout the Mount Hope 
district, to relieve the congested condition of the sewers in 
times of storms. These sewers will outlet in the Roslindale 
branch of Stony brook, near its junction with the main 
brook. The Hewlett street branch of the Roslindale branch 
should be taken into a covered conduit from the South 
street culvert, near the new playground, to Walter street, 
and a covered conduit should also be built from Clarendon 
avenue across Poplar street to the Sycamore street branch of 
Stony brook to take care of the watercourse which floods 
Poplar street, near Heathcote street. 

In order to provide the surface drainage for Rowe and 
Seymour streets a pipe surface drain should be built from the 
Neponset avenue branch of Stony brook, to and across the 
railroad location and longitudinally along the same and 
thence to and through Seymour street. 
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The Kirk street brook should be enclosed in a covered 
conduit from Kirk street to Centre street, and surface drains 
built in Farquhar, Fletcher, Congreve, Hewlett, Selwyn, 
Mozart, Walter and Mendum streets. 

In addition to the surface drainage work required in West 
Roxbury, the most important house sewers required at pres- 
ent are the following, which will probably be built during the 
ensuing year: 

Mendum street and outlet, Spring street, between Gard- 
ner and Centre streets, and outlet in Gardner street to Baker 
street, Elgin and Lorette streets, house sewers and surface 
drains, Montclair avenue and outlet, Sigourney street and 
Selwyn street. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


There have been built in this district during the past year 
870.84 linear feet of pipe sewers and 1,410.65 linear feet of 
brick sewers, making a total of 2,281.47 linear feet, or .43 
mile, besides extensive repairs. 

A supplementary, 3 feet 6 inches circular sewer, has been 
built in Cambridge street, between Sever and Craft streets. 
This work was necessitated on account of the raising of the 
grade on Cambridge street in order to abolish the grade cross- 
ing, and increases the capacity of the existing sewer between 
these points, which is too small to carry the storm flow. 
This sewer should be extended to Rutherford avenue, thence 
through Rutherford avenue and Mishawum street to the 
Beach street outlet, about 1,200 feet. 

Sewers have also been built in Arlington avenue and 
Beacham street, and are in progress on Alford street, on the 
Everett side of Mystic river. 

The Rutherford avenue sewer should be rebuilt from Cam- 
bridge street to the outlet near Dunstable street. 

The building of the sewers in the Beacham street district 
Should also be carried on, including Beacham, Dorrance, 
Hamblen, Ford, West, George, Gilbert and Temple streets, 
and a connection should be made with the Metropolitan 
sewer in Arlington avenue. 

The sewers in Tibbetts Townway and in Tufts street are 
in poor condition and should be rebuilt. 

There is also needed a sewer in Concord street, from 
Monument square to Bunker Hill street. 

The Warren avenue connection with the Metropolitan 
sewer should be completed. Part of this was built some 
two years ago, but, as at that time the Charles River avenue 
bridge was blockaded as far as traffic was concerned, it was 
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absolutely necessary to leave the Warren avenue bridge open 
and as unobstructed as possible. 

At the present time the new Charlestown bridge having 
been completed and open to traffic, it will cause compara- 
tively little inconvenience to people, travelling to and from 
this part of Charlestown, to close Warren avenue while put- 
ting in this connection, which probably would not occupy 
over a month. 


City PROPER. 


There have been built in this district the past year 
2,936.08 linear feet of pipe sewers and 1,295.21 linear feet 
of brick sewers, making a total of 4,231.29 linear feet, or .80 
mile, besides extensive repairs. 

The Canal street relief sewer is now completed. Its end 
is at the junction of Canal street and Traverse street. When 
this sewer was first designed, it was the intention to rebuild 
the Canal street sewer, between Traverse street and Cause- 
way street, and when this is done an improved connection 
will be established between the west side and east side 
intercepting sewers. 

The sewer in Beverly street, which is in much worse con- 
dition than the others in the district, is being rebuilt between 
Charlestown and Causeway streets, and will therefore fur- 
nish a second connection between the west side and east 
side intercepting sewers. 

The sewer in Haverhill street has recently been rebuilt. 
The material in which this sewer was rebuilt is of doubtful 
character, not soft enough to require piles, and yet not hard 
enough to build without the assistance of some artificial foun- 
dation. It was therefore decided to build into the side walls 
6-inch I beams, one over the other, with broken joints. 

In Commercial street, at Clark street, there is a wooden 
sewer which was in some way connected with tide-water. 
A great deal of salt water was let into the intercepting 
sewer. To remedy this difficulty the wooden sewer was cut 
off and abandoned as a sewer, although it can still be used 
as a catch-basin drain, a by-pass having been built around 
the tide-gate manhole to the overflow sewer. The. houses 
which were connected with this sewer have been connected 
with the intercepting sewer, this being a departure from the 
customary rules of the Division and allowed; first, because 
this section of the intercepter is above the district regulator, 
and second, because if a new sewer were built to take the 
place of the old one it would have to lay alongside of, and 
almost against, the intercepting sewer and eventually dis- 
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charge directly into it. For these reasons it was thought 
better to make the exception, and a new tide-gate was built 
to take the place of the old leaky one on the overflow. 

Oak Street. —'The old sewer between Hudson and Albany 
streets, which was badly settled, has been rebuilt. 

Stillman Street.— The old sewer between Endicott and 
North Margin streets, which was badly settled, has been 
rebuilt. 

Utica Street, between Kneeland and Beach Streets. — The 
old sewer was in very bad condition and needed rebuild- 
ing for a number of years. This has finally been done, and 
is one of the most difficult jobs of its kind that has been 
encountered for some time. ‘The sewer in Kneeland street 
was too high to form an outlet for this sewer if laid low 
enough to drain the house drains, which had probably settled 
with the old sewer. It was therefore decided to build a 
length of the Kneeland street low level house sewer between 
South street and Utica street. For temporary purposes this 
has been connected with the Kneeland and South streets 
sewer, which is on the “combined system,” but should be 
continued to the end of the sewer which connected with 
the intercepting sewer in the railroad yard, the end referred 
to being on the line of Atlantic avenue. 

Boylston Street, between Carver and Tremont Streets. — The 
building of the new theatre made it necessary to construct 
a new sewer in this street. This sewer is about 20 feet 
deep. 

Albany Street, at Oswego Street.— The regulator on the 
Oswego street sewer at this point and the connection with 
the intercepting sewer have been built. This is one of the 
last pieces of work necessary to complete what is known as 
“ changing the South Cove system.” 

East Brookline Street, between Harrison Avenue and James 
Street. — The sewer in this street was in very bad condition. 
It has been rebuilt. This sewer furnishes an outlet to a 
private drain from the Conservatory of Music, the poor out- 
let of which caused much annoyance. 

Pleasant Street, at Porter Street. — Where the elevated rail- 
way structure crosses Pleasant street at Porter street, the rail- 
road construction made it necessary to place a siphon in the 
sewer. As.at some future time it is intended to carry the 
Kneeland street low-level house sewer into the Church street 
district, through Pleasant street, it was decided to lay the 
new pipes, which now form a siphon, at such a grade that the 
pipe which is to form the house sewer will be drained by the 
Kneeland street sewer, while the surface drain, which will find 
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its outlet through the Church street district, will always 
remain as a Siphon. 

Sewers have also been built in Eastern avenue, Poplar, 
Congress, Newland and Commercial streets, and Trinity 
place. 

The principal work of the Division in the City Proper for 
the ensuing year will be the repairs and reconstruction of old 
sewers, which on account of settlement or decay have become 
unfitted for their purpose. There are a large number of sewers 
in the North End district which are in such condition as 
to offer practically a free entrance of tide-water into the 
sewerage system, and these should be replaced with sewers 
of modern design at as rapid a rate as possible, in order to 
relieve the intercepting sewers and the pumping station from 
this amount of leakage as well as from a sanitary standpoint. 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


The principal innovation in the organization of the force, 
charged with the maintenance of this most important branch 
of our public works, has been in the combination of the dis- 
tricts including the Moon Island Reservoir with its appurte- 
nances, Dorchester Bay Pumping Station, and the main and 
intercepting sewers and the maintenance of the channels of 
Stony brook under a single superintendent, responsible to the 
deputy superintendent of the Division; these various works, 
of necessity depending one upon the other for their efficient 
operation, were formerly each under independent snpervision, 
and the placing of responsibility for any lack of co-operation 
was impossible. This change has greatly increased the 
efficiency of these branches of the service. 

This work at present consists of the care and maintenance 
of the main and intercepting sewers throughout the City, 
pumping station and deposit sewers at Calf Pasture, Dor- 
chester, and the reservoir and outfall and discharge sewers at 
Moon Island, Pumping Station at Lyons street, Dorchester, 
and the maintenance of the channels of Stony brook. 


MAIN AND INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


The work of the main and intercepting sewer force consists 
of the building, repairing and cleaning of all tide-gates, regu- 
lators, sumps and overflows connecting with the Metropolitan 
sewers in Brighton, Charlestown, East Boston and Dorches- 
ter, as well as the similar connections with the main drainage 
works in the City Proper, Roxbury and South Boston, and 
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the cleaning of the main and intercepting sewers belonging 
to the City, and care of manholes on same. 

The following shows the number of gates, regulators, 
sumps and overflows that have to be inspected after every 
storm or heavy rise of sewage in the main sewer, and cleaned 
when necessary.

An automatic sewer gauge has been set up at the yard on 
Massachusetts avenue, to record the height of the sewage in 
the main sewer. 

Eight other automatic gauges have been built, and they will 
be installed during the ensuing year in different places upon 
the branch intercepting sewers tributary to the main drainage 
system. ‘The installing of these gauges will greatly facilitate 
the work of the Division in locating the source of any undue 
flow of water in the sewers. 

Self registering tide-gauges will be installed at Moon 
Island, and at some point in the Charles river basin. 
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PUMPING STATION, CALF PASTURE. 


The extensive repairs and alterations on the high duty 
pumps, and other work which has been going on for two 
years, are nearly completed, and it will now be possible, 
except in times of storm, to handle the sewage without run- 
ning the low duty pumps. This will make a marked saving 
in coal consumption. 

It will be necessary to start without delay the construction 
of the addition to the main building for the accommodation 
of the new 72,000,000-gallon pump that is under construc- 
tion. New quarters for the machine shop will have to be 
provided, and the shop should be in operation before a start 
is made in setting up the new pump. 

The deposit sewers are more nearly free from sludge than 
at any time since the system has been in operation. A day 
force only is required at present to keep them in such con- 
dition. 

On February 1, 1900, there was in the deposit sewers 
3,627 cubic yards of sludge; during the year there has 
been removed 18,242 cubic yards, and there is at present 
only 290 cubic yards in the sewers. 

Other methods. for handling this sludge will have to be 
adopted in the near future in order that the deposit sewers 
and the reservoirs at Moon Island may be utilized to their 
fullest capacity. Studies of such a system and plans for 
necessary apparatus have been made, and a beginning will be 
made during the ensuing year on necessary changes. 

The following principal repairs and alterations have been 
made during the year: 

Completion of Contract “ F” covering extensive altera- 
tions on Leavitt engines, increasing their daily pumping 
capacity 16,000,000 gallons each. 

New reheaters and new oiling gallery on Leavitt engines. 

New valve chests and rods on Worthington engines and 
general repairs. 

New circulating pump for supplying salt water to conden- 
sers of Worthington and Leavitt engines. 

General repairs on piping. 

New heating apparatus installed for engine-room and 
repairs to engine deck plates. 

New jacket piping and returns to boilers from No, 3 and 
No. 4 engines. 

New blow-off pipes and side and bottom manholes to 
boilers. 

Rebuilding crematory for filth hoist screenings. 
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Many minor repairs have been made, and the plant is now 
in a fair condition of efficiency, but many other minor repairs 
will be necessary to put it in first-class condition. =~ 

The usual table showing the work done by the Pumping 
Station plant has been omitted from this report, as it seems 
to me that the methods used in determining the results given 
during previous years have been too crude to be reliable, and 
that the amount of sewage pumped by the plant has been 
largely overestimated. Reservoir measurements at Moon 
Island seem to show that the present dry weather flow 
through the Pumping Station does not greatly exceed 
75,000,000 gallons per day of 24 hours. 


LYONS—-STREET PUMPING STATION. 


At this station, besides the regular nen An Ge the fol- 
lowing work has been done: 

Boilers and steam piping insulated ; one new driving belt 
put in, and old one repaired; general repairs on inspirator, 
and feed-piping and gas-piping installed. Building has been 
ventilated and structures on the premises painted. 


Moon ISLAND. 


Besides the regular maintenance of these works, which 
consists of the storing and discharging the sewage of the 
City, twice daily, and the ordinary repairs incidental thereto, 
the following work has been done: 

Completion of original contract for extension of reservoir. 

Setting up of four gates and rams on flushing sewer. 

Installation of air compressor, tank, shafting, ete. 

Extension of gate-house for machine shop. 

Paving of slope on south-westerly side of island. 

Grading, sloping and loaming of surface west of reservoir. 

Filling of cove, slope paving, and grading near easterly 
corner of reservoir. 

Awarding of contract for four gate-houses on flushing 
sewer. 

The following new construction or renewals should be 
attended to as far as possible the coming season: 

New stable and storehouse. 

Electric wirg and piping. 

Fencing around reservoir. 

Relaying and extension of salt-water main for washing 
reservoir walls. | | 

Filling for protection of portion of sea-wall and grading of 
high slope at Moon Island head. 
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Sea-wall from gate-house to wharf. 

Extension of wharf and dredging front of same. 

Relaying original riprap for at least 1,000 feet on north 
side of discharge sewer. 


STONY BROOK. 


During the current year the following lengths of conduit 
have been built for the accommodation of Stony brook 
channels : ; ¥ 

1,018 linear feet of 153 by 17 feet brick, main channel, end- 
ing at Cornwall street. 

1,225 linear feet 9 by 94 feet brick, supplementary chan- 
nel in Boylston avenue and Green street. 

1,018 linear feet of 2 by 384 feet brick, West Roxbury 
low-level sewer. 

The 9 by 9% feet supplementary channel of Stony brook is 
now connected with the old channel at Green street and will 
take the entire dry weather flow. As this is the portion of the 
flow of Stony brook which causes annoyance, we have gained 
by the building of this supplementary channel the practical 
advantages of extending the main channel to Green street. 
The appropriation for this work is exhausted. 

The work on the maintenance of Stony brook consists of 
the cleaning of the covered main channel of the brook, from 
the Back Bay Fens to Cornwall street, with the repairs of 
all manholes and manhole coverings on this section; the 
cleaning of the open channel from Cornwall street to the 
Hyde Park line, and repairing all walls, banks, and fences; 
the cleaning of the old overflow channel, from the premises 
of the Boston Belting Company to the Back Bay Fens, and 
the care of all overflows on above channels, making total of 
64 miles of watercourse to be cared for. 

The old Stony brook channel from the gate-house in the 
Fenway opposite Bryant street to the premises of the Boston 
Belting Company, on Elmwood street, is built of rubble 
stone; part of the distance the construction being a double 
arch of dry rubble and part a double channel of square sec- 
tion, the sidewalks being loose rubble and the covering 
stone granite slabs. Both of these sections are in very 
precarious condition, the rubble arches being so loose that 
stones can be pulled out by hand from the inside. One 
or two cave-ins have occurred on this section, and when the 
Huntington avenue boulevard was built across it it was lined 
inside with brick masonry because it was unsafe to construct 
the street surface of the new boulevard over it. On the 
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square section the granite covering stones are continually 
breaking in the middle, and have been replaced in many 
places with timber. In other places the stones have been 
shored up with timber bracing. It is feared that either one 
of these sections may collapse at any time, and cause serious 
and expensive accidents. This channel should be rebuilt 
throughout its entire length in order to be safe, and at the 
time of rebuilding pipe sewers should be built on each side 
to take the drainage of abutting estates which are too low 
to drain into the existing sewers. Pollution unavoidably 
finds its way into this channel from these estates and will 
continue to do so until they are provided with proper 
sewerage. 7 

The estimated cost of rebuilding channel, together with 
pipe sewers, is $302,000. . 

There are a number of places along the line of the brook 
where repairs are necessary to the walls and fences. This 
work should be done as soon as possible after the frost 
leaves the ground in the spring. The need of these repairs, 
generally, is caused by the abutters raising the grade of their 
lots by filling. | 


ENTRANCE FEES, PERMITS, AND ASSESSMENTS. 


Entrance fees to the amount of $5,712.86 have been col- 
lected from estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever 
paid, in accordance with Chapter 38, Section 10, of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1898. 

Bills for sewer assessments, amounting to $617.36, have 
been deposited for collection, representing those estates 
assessed under Chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amend- 
ments thereto, which have been connected during the year 
with the sewers for which they were assessed. 

Two thousand one hundred and seventy-six (2,176) per- 
mits have been issued to licensed drain-layers to make con- 
nections with the public sewers, and the work done under 
these permits has been inspected, and a record of the same 
made on the plans of this Division, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 88, Sections 6 and 10, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898. 

Eight hundred and nine (809) permits have been issued 
to District Foremen and Contractors for construction and 
repairs of sewers and catch-basins. 

Plans for the assessment .of estates benefited by sewer 
construction have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 62,093 feet of sewers, costing $264,074. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


The appropriation for the maintenance of the Sewer 
Division for the year was $350,000. This appropriation has 
had no substantial increase during the past ten (10) years, 
and during the present year the amount of work which 
could be completed for this sum has been substantially 
reduced by the passage of the eight-hour law, although in 
that time the amount of sewerage works to be maintained 
has been nearly doubled. If the present state of efficiency is 
to be maintained, the appropriation must, of necessity, be 
increased in the near future. 

During the year especial attention has been given to the 
cleaning of sewers and catch-basins, many of which were so 
filled as to seriously impair their usefulness. The result of 
such cleanings has already been made apparent by the decrease 
in the number of complaints received by the Division, as well 
as by the amount of sludge received in the deposit sewers 
at the Pumping-station. Improvements are still possible in 
this line, and the work should be continued during the next 

ear, . 
‘ It will be seen that the amount of sewerage works built 
during the year as expressed in linear feet is somewhat 
smaller than for the last few years. The shortage is due to 
the following principal reasons: 

First; The excessive amount of large-size brick sewers 
and surface drains built. The rapid development of certain 
suburban districts, and the connection of the surface drainage 
with the house sewers, has overcrowded the sewers, with the 
result that many districts are flooded during every rainstorm. 

Such sewer systems should be relieved by the building of 
drains for surface water. The same effect is caused in old 
natural watercourses, and it has been the policy of the 
Division to apply as large an amount of the appropriations as 
possible to the construction of work for the relief of such 
cases. 

By reason of the liberal appropriation of $1,000,000 each 
year for sewers, a large proportion of the meritorious peti- 
tions for house sewers has been granted, and the sewers 
built, and in the future an increasing proportion of the 
annual amount will be available for the building of surface 
drainage structures, and the intercepting sewers necessary 
for connection with the various Metropolitan systems. 

The more meritorious cases have already been referred to 
in the district reports. 

Second. It is estimated that for the year the introduction 
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of the eight-hour law has reduced the amount of linear feet 
of sewers which would have been built if the force had been 
on an nine-hour basis by about 6,200 linear feet, and that 
the amount of other structures has been reduced in the same 
proportion. ‘The effect of the eight-hour law has been to 
reduce the value of the work done under the appropriation 
of the Sewer Division by an amount which is estimated to be 
approximately $18,000. 

Third. The largely increased expenditures for land tak- 
ings, construction work at Moon Island, and payments on 
pumping machinery now under contract, have greatly reduced 
the appropriation available for building sewers the present 

ear. 

‘ The Metropolitan Sewerage Commission is now actively 
engaged in building a high-level sewer to accommodate por- 
tions of Roxbury, West Roxbury, Dorchester, and Brighton. 
When this is done and put in operation, the City of Boston 
will be assessed its portion of the cost (the assessment being 
based upon the territory which is figured as tributary to the 
high-level sewer). Before this territory can be drained into 
the high-level sewer a large amount of work must be done 
in building the necessary branch intercepting sewers, and, 
properly, these sewers should be completed and ready to be 
put into operation at the same time as the Metropolitan 
Sewer, otherwise the City will pay for service which it does 
not receive, as was the case in regard to East Boston and 
Charlestown, where the City had to pay its assessment for a 
number of years while receiving no benefit from the North 
Metropolitan Sewer, and is at present paying for connections 
for sewers which are not yet built, the fault being the City’s 
own in not completing its connections. Work should be 
begun on these tributary high-level intercepters the coming 
year. ‘There will be required 67,500 feet, being 12.8 miles 
of sewers, ranging in size from twelve inches to five feet in 
diameter. 

A rough estimate of the cost of construction of this 
system of sewers is $1,484,500, or in round numbers 
$1,500,000, exclusive of land damages.

Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR SiR, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the expenditures, income, and operation of the Street Clean- 
ing Division of the Street Department for the financial year 
ending January 31, 1901. 

Consideration should be given to the fact that the en- 
forcement of the eight-hour law during the year has entailed 
an additional expense of about $27,000 on the Division; 
there has been employed on full-time ‘throughout the year, 
nevertheless, an average force of about three hundred and 
fifty men whose combined salaries and wages represent about 
70% of the total amount of money expended during that 
period for all purposes. The result of this additional ex- 
pense is Shown to some extent by the tables which follow. 

In March last the repair-shops at the South End yard 
were abolished; the shops of the Sanitary Division, adjacent, 
having been increased in capacity by the installation of 
electric power and introduction of many improvements, now 
perform all the work formerly done by both Divisions at this 
point at a considerable saving to the City. 

The method of sweeping the business sections at night 
prevailed for some years after the establishment of this 
Division and was satisfactory in its operation, but for some 
unknown reason machine sweeping was discontinued in the 
West and North Ends in September, 1898, and the system 
of night sweeping, instead of being extended, as its merits 
would warrant, was practically abandoned. Convinced, after 
studying this feature of the work, that this method gave the 
best results, and caused the least inconvenience to the public, 
it has been substituted for day work and for hand-sweeping, 


¢ 
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except by a patrol system, which is established to augment 
its efficiency. Streets throughout the entire street-cleaning 
territory are now machine swept by night, except under 
extraordinary conditions of temperature and weather. Patrol 
districts in consequence have been somewhat enlarged, 
since the patrolman finds his street clean for him in the 
morning, and it is only necessary that he bend his energy to 
keeping it in that condition during the day. With the ex- 
tension of the patrol system during the coming year, as 
intended, the most satisfactory results for the amount of 
money expended will be obtained. 

While there was some complaint made upon the establish- 
ment of this system by those whose conservatism remon-- 
strates against what they are pleased to call a novelty and 
innovation, such complaints have now entirely ceased, and 
the public is, I think, satisfied that the method employed is 
for the greatest good of the greatest number. 

Among the many problems which vex this Division there 
is none, perhaps, more difficult of solution than the preven- 
tion of the nuisance of paper-littered streets. No matter 
how well machines or push-cart men may broom a street sur- 
face and clean it of all that which is unsanitary, it presents 
an unsightly appearance if papers or rubbish of a similar 
character be thrown upon ‘it. While it is apparently im- 
possible for the police force to prevent the violation of the 
ordinances by the sweeping of house litter into the street, it 
is especially annoying to note the average citizen throwing 
his newspaper, empty boxes, and fruit peelings upon its 
surface, and this too in the presence of, or, at least, within the 
‘ knowledge of, those whose duty it is to see that the City 
Ordinances are respected. There certainly is sufficient law 
to prevent this annoyance, and the remedy is in the hands of 
the Board of Police to apply; the duty of this Department, 
then, is to minimize as far as possible this annoyance, and to 
this end the paper patrol system has been organized and ex- 
tended. A marked improvement at once followed its in- 
troduction, and although the cost of teaming thereby caused 
is in excess of that of previous years, the results have been 
commensurate, and the system should be still further ex- 
tended. 

In this connection, permit me to remind you of the 
ordinance you suggested for consideration to the City 
Council last October. To quote your language: “The 
Street Cleaning Division of this Department suffers expense 
and great annoyance because of the paper blown from open 
barrels upon its newly clean surfaces. . | would suggest’ (you 
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wrote) “that the Law Department prepare an ordinance which 
shall enable us to enforce the following rule: ‘ All papers, 
light waste, and other general refuse, must be placed in 
covered receptacles, separate from those used for the ashes 
and offal, or, if too bulky, must be tied in bundles, to prevent 
their being scattered, and must be protected from the weather 
until collected.’’? ‘The ordinance was drafted and the mat- 
ter referred to the Committee on Public Improvements, 
where I trust it does not le buried. If so, I hope it will be 
resurrected; for it is indisputable that much of the litter 
that fouls our streets comes from the barrels that are placed 
upon the sidewalks by storekeepers. 

The force, which was established in East Boston immedi- 
ately before I took charge of the Division has been slightly 
increased, and employed on full time during the year. This 
district was formerly visited twice a week by the Charles- 
town gang. It now receives similar care to other sections of 
the City, at a cost of about $12,000. A new stable has just 
been opened, which accommodates the Sanitary, Paving, Sewer 
and Street Cleaning Divisions, and under this improved con- 
dition of things better results for the ensuing year are 
anticipated. 

The work of the patrol, or push-cart men, has been already 
alluded to, and recommendation is made that this branch of 
the service, whose merits have long ago been fitly recognized, 
should be extended. ‘There have been considerable additions 
to this force during the year and, in nearly every instance 
the men employed were all young and active. 

It will soon become a question where the City may deposit 
its street sweepings. Many of the extensive low lands have 
been filled in; and in the suburban districts dependence is 
largely placed upon the owners of private property. The 
Charlestown dump will soon cease to be available, and the 
dumping scow at Fort Hill Wharf is not always able now to 
take all refuse carted to it; the teams have frequently 
had to leave the wharf and resume their haul, sometimes to a 
distant dump, and at increased expense. 

Much misunderstanding between this Division and abut- 
ters on public alleys, regarding their care, developed during 
the early part of the year. The Public Alley Act of 1898 
provided for the construction of these alleys by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, and assessment of the cost thereof upon the 
abutters, but especially provided that — 

~“ CHAP. 298, Srct. 2. Said city shall not be liable for any 
defect or want of repair in any public alley, nor be required 
to keep the same free from snow, but shall be required to 
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keep the same free from any substance which is liable to 
cause sickness or a nuisance. 

“Secr. 8. Whoever drops or places and suffers to remain 
in any public alley, any snow or -ice, or any rubbish or 
obstruction of any kind, shall be fined not exceeding fifty 
dollars for each offence.” 

Abutters seemed to be of the opinion that, notwithstanding 
the provisions of this Act, above quoted, they were at liberty 
to throw into the alley all kinds of house and store refuse, 
and that it was the duty of this Division to remove the same. 
The Act doés not even place the duty of removing substances 
hable to cause sickness or a nuisance upon this Division, but 
by arrangement with the Board of Health this Division 
assumed the performance of this work. 

The public alley does not have the same standing in law 
as the public highway, and the duties of this Department 
toward it are not the same. It is now, after construction, to 
all intents and purposes a private way, repairs to which, and 
removal of snow and ice from which, the City does not 
assume, but agrees only to keep it in a healthful condition. 

There is imperative need of more and better stable facil- 
ities in the West End and Roxbury districts, which can only 
be obtained, in the West End particularly, by the construc- 
tion of new City stables upon a comprehensive plan, occupy- 
ing to advantage the land which is now covered with small 
stables, barns and sheds. 

The property of this Division, rolling stock especially, is 
in excellent condition.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE STREET WATERING DIVISION. 


904-905 TREMONT BUILDING, 
Boston, February 1, 1901.

DEAR Sr1r,—I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the Street Watering Division of the Street Department for 
the financial year ending January 31, 1901. 

Public streets have been watered during the past year 
under authority given in the Legislative Acts of 1897, chap- 
ter 419. : 

The work of the year has but one precedent for com- 
parison, 1899, the only other year in which all public streets 
were watered under the assessment law by districts. The 
assessments, as made in 1899, were found to be inequitable 
in the division of the districts, and in the rates charged. 
Changes were made accordingly in district lines, and the 
rate of assessment was increased in the City Proper, Back 
Bay, and South End, and decreased in all other sections of 
the City. The results have shown that the assessment by 
the districts of the past year is as nearly equitable as it 
seems possible to make such a system of taxation. 

The special tax for street watering is justly unpopular, 
because of the inherent difficulty in the just apportionment of 
such a tax. Admittedly street watering is a necessary pub- 
lic service for the health and comfort of the people. It is 
also good municipal economy, in that it preserves the road- 
beds of the streets. The expense should be paid, however, 
from the general tax levy, and the fact that the Board of 
Aldermen has adopted the recommendation of the Mayor 
and ordered the watering of the streets at the public expense 
shows general agreement in this view of the question, and 
makes further reference to the subject of assessment for this 
service unnecessary. 

The season of 1900 opened early, and was very dry until 
the middle of September. Carts were employed in the Back 
Bay on March. 9, and in all parts of the city April l. The 
regular season did not close until November 15, and some 
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carts were worked in the Back Bay and South End until 
December 9. Cold weather prevented regular service after 
that date, but occasional watering was done until January 9, 
1901. 

The total miles of streets watered was 450, and the num- 
ber of carts employed in the work was 234. ‘This was an 
increase of 364 miles in streets, and an increase of three in 
the number of carts over last year. The hours of labor were 
reduced from nine to eight, as compared with the working 
day of 1899. 

The work was supervised by 23 tallymen, who received 
their instructions from the Deputy Superintendent each 
morning before working the carts; their earnest and efficient 
work was appreciated, and it would seem to warrant the claim 
that the bicycle-tallyman service is the best method yet 
adopted for the supervision of street watering. 

There are in use about 500 standpipes, located at con- 
venient distances, and maintained by this Division. From 
them water is taken also by the Paving Division, the Street 
Cleaning Division, and the Park Department. The estimated 
amount of water used for street watering during the past 
year was 483,337,300 gallons. The standpipes, were kept in 
excellent condition. In addition to painting them, the cart 
stand at 130 of them was paved this year, and in the City 
Proper, most of the posts were fitted with a swivel joint, so 
that the arm may be swung parallel to the curb when not 
in use. Many arms have been broken by high loaded teams, 
and this improvement was designed to prevent such occur- 
rences. It has been the endeavor to make the standpipes as 
unobjectionable as possible to abutters, by keeping them in 
good condition. 

Very few complaints were received during the season, 
which leads to the belief that the work was generally satis- 
factory, and that the Division is in efficient working order.

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APPENDIX H. 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS FOR THE 
BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


New timbers were placed the whole length of the outer 
side of the draw, and a new sidewalk of two-inch plank laid 
on both sides of the draw for the entire length. Hard pine 
timbers were placed on draw pier, and the surface was covered 
with two-inch plank. 

The end of the draw on the Boston side was in bad con- 
dition, and iron plates were placed under the bearing of the 
wheels and new timber put in where necessary. The draw 
and its timber support will have to be rebuilt in a few years. 
It requires a close inspection at all times to keep it in place 
and to avoid accidents. The travel over this bridge by 
teams is increasing, some carrying very heavy loads; there 
are about ten thousand a day. ‘The draw being so very 
narrow, cars and teams cannot pass.over it together, and at 
times a blockade is thus created, especially after the draw 
is opened. 

The timber and flooring on the pier at the rear of the draw- 
tender’s house is so much decayed that it will have to be re- 
placed next summer. 

Next year part of the roadway at each end of the bridge 
will have to be repaired, and the draw and fences will need 
painting. The drawtender and assistants keep the draw 
and draw pier free from ice and snow, sweep the sidewalks 
and make all ordinary repairs on machinery, etc. 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


In April and May of this year the roadway for the entire 
length of the bridge and draw was newly sheathed with two- 
inch spruce plank, planed on one side to an even thickness. 
While doing this work the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
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pany laid new rails, of a better kind than the old ones, the 
whole length of the bridge, and sheathed between the tracks 
and in the tracks. The work was done at night so as not to 
interrupt travel; there was very little blockade and no acci- 
dents. ‘The work of the company was very satisfactory and 
was quickly done. 

The four-inch planking. of the deck under the sheathing 
on the roadway of the bridge was decayed in many places, 
and had to be renewed with new four-inch plank. This 
will have to be done yearly to keep it safe. Cost of sheath- 
ing the roadway was $8,187, Boston paying one-half. 
While doing the work the best of the old plank we saved, 
and stored on the pier to be used this winter for patching. 

Teams carrying heavy loads passing over the draw broke 
‘some of the timbers in the roadway; these were replaced 
with new ones. 

A gale of wind that passed over the bridge, July 18, raised 
the asphalt sidewalk on the up-stream side of the bridge 
almost the whole length. It looked as if it would have to 
be taken up and a new sidewalk put in its place, which 
would cost over three thousand dollars; it was afterwards 
decided to replace it, and fill the cracks and joints with 
cement. This was done by the drawtenders employed on 
the bridge. With care, it will last some years, or till such 
time as the flooring under it will have to be renewed. 

The sidewalks on the draw, and some of the timbers to 
support the same, were so much decayed that it was necessary 
to replace them with new material. New sidewalks were 
laid with hard pine plank, two inches thick, planed one side. 
Parts of the capping on the piers. connected with the draw — 
were renewed with hard pine timber. 

All the ironwork from the Boston end of the bridge to 
the draw has been scraped and thoroughly painted. It is 
now in good condition, and will last some years. The zinc 
cap and woodwork, outside of the fence the entire length of 
the bridge, has been painted. 

The traffic is increasing so fast, and so much heavy team- 
ing passes over the bridge, that it is necessary to clean it 
twice a week now instead of once. ‘This bridge is of un- 
usual benefit to the cities of Boston and Cambridge, as it is 
in a beautiful location, and is much used in summer as a 
promenade. 

The drawtender and assistants do all ordinary repairs, 
look after the machinery to run the draw, clean the globes 
on the electric lights, clean the sidewalks and piers from snow 
and ice, and make all necessary repairs. 
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PRISON Pornt BRIDGE. 


A house, 12 by 14 feet, one story high, fitted up with 
bunks, etc., was built for the drawtenders to occupy. Four- 
inch plank were put on bridge and draw and it was sheathed 
over all with 2-inch plank; painted house inside and outside 
by labor of the drawtenders. 

This bridge and draw is in such poor condition that it is a 
constant care to keep it safe for travel. There are a great 
many vehicles passing over it. It was feared at one time 
that.it would have to be closed up; to doso would be a great 
hardship to the teamsters, as they would have to go a mile or 
two out of their way to get to Charlestown. The Boston 
& Maine Railroad Company was notified last summer that 
the Cities of Boston and Cambridge would not be responsible 
for any accident that might occur because of its condition. 
The Boston & Maine Railroad Company is expected to 
commence work this summer on the overhead street and 
bridge, running from Bridge street, Cambridge, to Charles- 
town, to abolish the grade crossings. Before commencing 
work on the street the company will build a temporary bridge 
and draw further up stream. 

The drawtenders keep the bridge free from snow and ice 
in winter, at other times they sweep the bridge weekly and 
make all ordinary repairs. 


TEMPORARY WEST BOSTON BRIDGE. 


The sheathing on this bridge was in such bad condition 
that it was necessary to replank the surface the entire length 
with 2-inch spruce plank. This will have to be done at least 
once each year, because of the narrowness of the bridge and the 
heavy teaming passing over it. The traffic over this bridge 
is increasing. ‘The machinery for moving the draw is a 
great improvement over the power that was used to move the 
draw on the old West Boston bridge. 

The drawtender and assistants take care of the draw ma- 
chinery and keep it in good condition. They also remove 
snow and ice from the sidewalk and draw piers, and make all 
the necessary repairs. 


CAMBRIDGE STREET BRIDGE. 


New deck planks were put in and the bridge and draw on 
Boston side sheathed; new caps were put on piers, piles 
spliced near draw, and the fender guard repaired with hard 
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pine timber, and hard pine floors were laid in drawtender’s 
houses. The houses were painted inside and outside by the 
drawtenders. They also sweep the bridge once a week, and 
keep the bridge and piers free from snow and ice in winter, 
and keep the machinery in good running order, and make all 
ordinary repairs. 


Essex STREET BRIDGE. 


The roadway was sheathed on both sides where necessary 
with 2-inch plank; on the draw pier new caps were placed 
and the pier was covered with 2-inch plank. 

The drawtenders sweep the bridge once a week, and make 
all ordinary repairs. 


NortH HARVARD STREET BRIDGE. 


A small building, 6 by 6 feet to hold coal, was built, and 
the drawtender’s house was sheathed inside and shingled ; new 
windows and doors were put in and anew floor laid; the 
roof and inside and outside of house was painted ; the bridge 
and draw sheathed; all the fence on bridge and draw 
painted; and the bridge cleaned once a week. This work 
was done by the drawtenders on the bridge, who also made 
other repairs, without additional expense to the two cities. 


WESTERN AVENUE BRIDGE. 


New deck plank were put on the bridge and draw where 
necessary, and the whole sheathed with two-inch plank. The 
draw piers were repaired, and new ringbolts were secured to 
the pier for vessels to fasten to. This bridge is cleaned once 
a week, and all ordinary repairs are made by the draw- 
tenders. The drawtenders employed to take care of this 
bridge also have the care of Cambridge-street bridge.

Str, —I herewith submit the following report of the 
work done for the Street Department during the year end- 
ing January 31, 1901. 

The total quantities of work done and measured are as 
follows : | 

Edgestones set, 28,562 linear feet; gutter paving laid, 
7,837 square yards; brick sidewalks laid, 785 square yards ; 
crushed stone sidewalks constructed, 7,776 square yards; 
artificial stone sidewalks laid, 47,698 square feet; coal tar 
concrete sidewalks laid, 1,783 square yards; flagging cross- 
walks laid, 818 square yards; macadam surface (6 inches 
thick), 28,072 square yards; Telford (8 inches thick), 1,989 
square yards ; macadam (4 inches thick), 1,989 square yards. 

In addition to the above, measurements were made of 
work as follows: 

Square yards coal tar concrete walk, 489; square yards 
of artificial stone walk, 16,541; linear feet of edgestone 
set and reset, 264,982; square yards block-stone paving 
and crossings laid and relaid, 161,428; square yards round- 
stone paving relaid, 61,356 ; square yards brick paving laid 
and relaid, 147,863 ; square yards asphalt blocks laid, 2,377. 

The following statement gives the details of work done: 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under Chapter 323 o. 
the Acts of 1891, and acts in amendment thereof or in addition 
thereto : . 

Aberdeen street, Beacon street to Brookline branch of Bos- 
ton & Albany Railroad, is about 385 feet long. The contract 
for constructing the surface of this street and for building retain- 
ing wall, board fence and bulkhead was awarded to J. O’Brien & 
Son. Work under this contract was begun February 8, 1900, and 
completed August 21,1900. Crushed stone, straight edgestones, 
and gutter blocks were furnished by the City and hauled to the 
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site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were 
furnished on the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks 
by the contractor. A contract for laying the artificial stone side- 
walks was awarded to Taylor, Carr & Andrews. Work under 
this contract was begun July 9, 1900, and completed August 21, 
1900. 

Alexander street, from Alexander street, southerly, about 
611 feet. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun October 25, 1899, and substantially completed 
November 25, 1899 (a small amount of work required to finish 
roadway and sidewalks was done during season of 1900). It 
is a 6-inch macadam road, with brick and crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones and bricks were furnished on the work 
by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Annabel street, Columbia road to Sumner street, is about 429 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this con- 
tract was begun November 14, 1899, and completed May 8, 1900. 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; and circular edgestones were furnished on the work by 
the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Ashley street, Breed street to Walley street, is about 641 feet 
long. A contract for filling this street to sub-grade was made 
with H. & D. Burnett on November 20, 1899, at the rate of 44 
cents per cubic yard, measured in place. Work under this con- 
tract was begun December 4, 1899, and completed March 24, 
1900. Total amount of filling deposited was 7,825 cubic yards. 

Bennington street, Chelsea street to Belle Isle Inlet, is 
about 10,621 feet long. A contract for depositing about 82,000 
cubic yards of filling in this street was awarded to Jones & 
Meehan, November 20, 1899 at the rate of 53 cents per cubic 
yard, measured in place. Work under this contract was begun 
January 16, 1900, and is still in progress; 100,400 cubic yards 
of fillmg were deposited before February 1, 1901. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared for extending the 
abutments of the bridge (formerly Leyden street bridge) over 
the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad so as to widen the 
existing bridge. Plans have also been made for a wooden bulk- 
head on the northerly line of the railroad for supporting the filling 
of the street. 

Blandford street, Commonwealth avenue to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, is about 399 feet long. A contract for depos- 
iting about 15,000 cubic yards of filling in this street was 
awarded to the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, December 
27, 1899, at the rate of 45 cents per cubic yard, measured in the 
bank. Work under this contract was begun January 3, 1900, 
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and completed May 9, 1900. Total amount of filling deposited 
was 10,400 cubic yards. 

Chiswick road, Chestnut Hill avenue to Englewood avenue, is 
about 2,046 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under 
this contract was begun September 10, 1899, and substantially 
completed December 28, 1899 (a slight amount of surfacing being 
required to finish roadway and sidewalks during season of 1900). 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks, without 
edgestones and with ‘‘ hip” gutters. Crushed stone and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the City, and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor, and flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

Columbia road. During the year, under the contract with 
Simon J. Donovan, dated October 25, 1898, for grading that 
portion of Columbia road between Atlantic and I streets, there 
have been deposited 110,078 cubic yard of filling. The work is 
not yet completed. 

Congreve street, South street to Centre street, is about 1,409 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to William Finneran. Work under this con- 
tract was begun November 4, 1899, and completed July 7, 1900. 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City, and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the 
City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Cummington street, Blandford street to Avon street, is 
about 1,186 feet long. A contract for depositing about 54,000 
cubic yards of filling in this street was awarded to the Boston & 
Albany Railroad Company, December 27, 1899, at a rate of 45 
cents per cubic yard, measured in the bank. Work under this 
contract was begun January 3, 1900, and completed May 9, 
1900. Total amount of filling deposited was 48,292 cubic 

ards. 

- Custer street, Woodman street to Arnold Arboretum is about 
509 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract 
was begun May 14, 1900, and completed June 6, 1900. Itis a 
6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. Crushed 
stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were furnished by the 
City, and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; circular 
edgestones were furnished on the work by the City, and flagging 
for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Dresden street, Boylston street to Spring Park avenue, is 
about 893 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Thomas Minton. Work under this 
contract was begun April 11, 1900, and completed May 18, 1900. 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the 
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contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by 
the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Edison Green, Dorchester avenue to Pond street, is about 
1,344 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to James McGovern. Work under this 
contract was begun April 16, 1900, and completed July 9, 1900 
(including setting about 420 linear feet of park curb and grading 
and seeding a centre planting space about 10,241 square feet in 
area). Itis a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones and park curb were furnished on 
the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the con- 
tractor. 

Edwin street, Dorchester avenue to Florida street (see 
report of Superintendent of Streets for 1899, page 272). A 
contract for laying the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
Patrick Lyons. Work under this contract was begun October 
30, 1899, and completed June 9, 1900. 

Esmond street, Blue Hill avenue to Harvard street, is about 
1,518 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to T. F. Bradley. Work was begun May 
8, 1900, and completed August 30,1900. Itis a 6-inch macadam 
road with artificial stone sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks 
and straight edgestones were furnished by the City and hauled to 
the site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones were 
furnished on the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by 
the contractor. A contract for laying the artificial stone side- 
walks was awarded to Warren Bros. Company. Work under this 
contract was begun July 5, 1900, and completed August 25, 1900. 

Florida street, King street to Templeton street, is about 1,133 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract was 
begun October 30, 1899, and completed August 30, 1900 (in- 
cluding grading and seeding a centre planting space about 
14,619 square feet in area and loaming and sodding a sidewalk 
planting space about 5,442 square feet in area). This street is 
50 feet wide, and was built in the following manner: Two side- 
walks each 8 feet wide, 4.5 feet of the 8 feet being either coal tar 
concrete or artificial stone, the rest of the sidewalk being grass, 
bounded by granite edgestones; two 6-inch macadam roadways, 
each 9.5 feet wide without block gutters, and a centre planting 
space with trees, 15 feet wide. Crushed stone and straight edge- 
' stones were furnished by the City and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the con- 
tractor. A contract for resurfacing old and laying new tar con- 
crete walks on that portion of the street between King and Lons- 
dale streets was awarded to Taylor, Carr & Andrews. Work 
under this contract was begun June 20, 1900, and completed 
June 26, 1900. A contract for laying artificial stone sidewalks on 
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that portion of the street between Lonsdale and Templeton 
streets was awarded to Warren Bros. Company. Work under 
this contract was begun June 27, 1900, and completed July 9 
1900. Fourteen maple trees were planted in the centre planting 
space in addition to those already there. 

Hubbard street, Chestnut avenue to Lamartine street, is 
about 449 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Thomas Minton. Work under this 
contract was begun November 20, 1899, and substantially com- 
pleted December 27, 1899 (asmall amount of work being required 
to finish the surface of the roadway and sidewalks during the 
season of 1900). It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone 
sidewalks; crushed stone, edgestones and gutter blocks were fur- 
nished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor, and flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the con- 
tractor. 

Ipswich street, Boylston road to Boylston street, is about 
2,366 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work was begun 
under this contract August 16, 1899, and substantially completed 
December 8, 1899 (a small amount of work being required in sur- 
facing roadway and sidewalks during season of 1900). Itisa 
6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks; crushed 
stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks were furnished by 
ghe City and hauled to the site of the-work by the contractor ; 
circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the City, and 
flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. Another contract was 
made with Collins & Ham for building fence on northerly side of 
street along location of the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

The Parkway bridge was unfinished, but temporary wooden 
fences and floor had been constructed so that it was open to 
travel. The ornamental iron fences have been completed, and the 
roadway has been paved with asphalt and the sidewalks with arti- 
ficial stone. The fences should be painted to correspond in 
color with the fences on the adjoining bridge over the railroad. 

Lauriat avenue, Ballou avenue to Norfolk street, is about 
769 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Timothy F. Bradley. Work under this 
contract was begun August 22, 1899, and completed August 
21, 1900. -Itis a Telford (8 inches) macadam (4 inches) road. 
Telford stone, crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edge- 
stones were furnished by the City and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on 
the work by the City, and flagging ‘for crosswalks by the con- 
tractor. Under this contract the sidewalks were omitted, but 
artificial stone sidewalks have since been constructed under the 
supervision of the Street Department. 

Newburg street, Beech street to Belgrade avenue, is about 
1,980 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to James Doherty & Co. Work under this 
contract was begun November 14, 1899, and completed May 22, 
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1900. Itis a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were fur- 
nished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the con- 
tractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the 
City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Oakview terrace, from Centre street about 861 feet south- 
easterly. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Collins & Ham. Work under this contract was 
begun November 9, 1899, and completed July 138, 1900, not 
including artificial stone sidewalks. It is a 6-inch macadam road 
with artificial stone sidewalks and sidewalk planting spaces 2 feet 
wide on a portion of the street, together with an oval planting 
space near the upper end about 5,200 square feet in area. Crushed 
stone, straight edgestone and gutter blocks were furnished by the 
City. and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; cir- 
cular edgestones were furnished on the work by the City, and 
flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. A contract for laying 
the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Patrick Lyons. 
Work under this contract was begun May 21, 1900, and com- 
pleted June 30, 1900. 

Orkney road, Strathmore road to Sutherland road, is about 
841 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch. Work under this con- 
tract was begun May 2, 1890, and substantially completed Sep- 
tember 12, 1899 (a small amount of work being done in sur- 
facing the roadway and sidewalks during season of 1900). It is 
a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone sidewalks; crushed 
stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones were furnished by the 
City and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; cir- 
cular edgestones were furnished on the work by the City, and 
flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Rowe street, Ashland street to Seymour street, is about 475 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract 
was begun December 7, 1899, arid suspended December 23, 1899. 
This contract was cancelled by letter of Superintendent of Streets, 
dated May 26, 1900. 

Rozella street, Adams street to Muzzy street, is about 322 
feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street and for rebuilding a retaining wall at the Mary Hemen- 
way School was awarded to Timothy F. Bradley. Work under 
this contract was begun November 27, 1899, and completed 
June 14,1900. It is a 6-inch macadam road with crushed stone 
sidewalks ; crushed stone, gutter blocks and straight edgestones 
were furnished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by 
the contractor ; circular edgestones were delivered on the work by 
the City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Seymour street, Canterbury street to Brown avenue, is about 
1,150 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded’to T. F. Welch. Work under this contract 
was begun December 5, 1899, and suspended December 21, 1899. 
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This contract was cancelled by letter of Superintendent of Streets, 
dated May 26, 1900. 

Shafter street, Waterlow street to Faxon street, is ahout 744 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this street 
was awarded to Philip Doherty. Work under this contract was 
begun April 4, 1900, and completed May 23,1900. It is a 6-inch 
macadam road with brick sidewalks; crushed stone, straight edge- 
stones and gutter blocks were furnished by the City and hauled 
to the site of the work by the contractor; circular edgestones and 
bricks for sidewalks were furnished on the work by the City, and 
flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. 

Warner street, Harvard street to Park street, is about 830 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Timothy F. Bradley. Work under this 
contract was begun April 12,1900, and completed July 17, 1900, 
not including the artificial stone sidewalks and sidewalk planting 
spaces. It is a 6-inch macadam road with artificial stone side- 
walks ; crushed stone, straight edgestones and gutter blocks were 
furnished by the City and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractor; circular edgestones were furnished on the work by the 
City, and flagging for crosswalks by the contractor. A contract 
for laying artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Warren 
Bros. Company. Work under this contract was begun June 14, 
1900, and was completed July 3, 1900. ‘The sidewalk planting 
spaces were finished by Timothy F. Bradley July 17, 1900. 


DOVER STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were made for repairing the piers 
and removing part of the old draw foundation, and recover- 
ing the remaining part. A contract was made with William 
J. Lawler, November 30, for doing the work, which is now 
nearly completed. 


EAst Boston FERRIES. 


Repairs of Piers. — Specifications were made early in the 
year for the renewal of a few piles in the pier heads at the 
East Boston landing of the North Ferry. The work was done 
by W. H. Ellis & Co. 

Specifications were made in March for repairing the north 
pier of the North Ferry, East Boston side. The work was 
done by Ross & Fowler at a cost of $826.60. 

Specifications were made in April for repairing the middle 
pier of the South Ferry, Boston side. The work was done by 
George Hayes & Co. at a cost of $643.

A plan and specifications were made for making general 
repairs on this bridge, but as the plan failed of approval by 
the Harbor and Land Commissioners no work has been done. 


SoutH UNION STATION. 


Early in April, 1900, the work of repaving Atlantic avenue 
with granite blocks on a concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints was resumed under the contract with H. Gore & Co., 
dated Noy. 6, 1899, and the entire work completed July 30, 
1900. 

The area paved included the portion of the street east of 
the street car tracks between Summer street and Kneeland 
street and a small area at the intersection of Beach street, 
where the work had been postponed on account of the delay 
in setting the special track-work at that point. Two small 
areas in Dewey square were also repaved with granite blocks, 
thus completing the entire pavement in the square on a con- 
crete base with pitch and pebble joints.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SMOKE INSPECTOR... 


64 PEMBERTON SQUARE, Boston, February 1, 1901. 
Mr. B. T. WHEELER, 
Superintendent of Streets : 


DEAR Sir, — I herewith submit a report of the work per- 
formed under chapter 889, Acts of 1895, section 116 ; chapter 
175, Acts of 1897; and section 99, chapter 47, Revised 
Ordinances, 1898, relative to the smoke nuisance in this City. 

The emission of dark or thick gray smoke for more than 
five minutes continuously, constituting what is technically 
called the smoke nuisance, causes great inconvenience to 
modern city dwellers. The causes of this nuisance are few 
and the remedies comparatively simple. ‘The chief cause is 
ignorance, — either in the construction of the building or 
plant, or in the purchase of the proper coal for fuel, or, as is 
most frequently the case, on the part of stokers or firemen in 
charge of the plant. Very few persons wilfully or intention- 
ally violate the law, and in the majority of cases it is only 
necessary to bring the matter properly before them to have 
the remedy applied. ‘The chief value of this Department in , 
the City of Boston is as an instructor, in pointing out defects 
existing in any plant and suggesting the proper method for 
relief. Nearly all the owners of large plants called upon 
during the past year have shown a decided willingness to 
assist in correcting all defects and in issuing instructions to 
their engineers in charge. 

The following instructions for firing, prepared by this 
Department, have been largely distributed and proved of 
value. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR FIRING BOILERS WITH BITU- 
MINOUS COAL. 


1. All large coal should be broken up so that the largest 
pieces are no greater than a man’s fist. 

2. Begin to charge the furnace at the bridge end, and keep 
firing to within a few inches of the dead plate. 
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3. Never allow the fire to burn so low, before a fresh charge 
is thrown in, that there shall not be at least three to four inches 
depth of clean incandescent fuel on the bars, and equally spread 
over the whole grate. 

4. Keep the bars constantly covered, particularly at the sides 
and bridge end where the fuel burns away most rapidly. 

5. If the fire burns unequally, or in holes, the vacant spaces 
must be filled up. 

6. Under ordinary conditions the thickness of fire will vary 
from four to eight inches for different amounts of draught and rate 
of combustion. The best thickness to carry must be determined 
for each case, bearing in mind, however, that a very thick fire is 
conducive to smoke production. 

7. The greatest preventive of smoke is frequent firing of 
small quantities on alternate sides of the furnace. 

8. With a battery of boilers, one boiler must be fired at a 
time on one side of the furnace only, then the next boiler in the 
same manner, and so on to the end; then beginning again with 
the first boiler, fire the other side of the furnace, and so on down 
through the battery. 

9. If there is no other means of admitting air than through 
the grate and at the fire door, the register in the fire door should 
be left open after firing, and ‘if the boilers are forced it should be 
left open all the time. 

10. With ashallow ash-pit the ashes should he removed fre- 
quently to allow free inlet for air and to prevent burning the 
grates. 


In addition to complaints of smoke from buildings, several 
have been received of violation of the law from portable 
boilers used by contractors in building construction. This 
_ was caused by the use of soft coal for fuel, and in all cases a 
change to hard coal brought immediate relief. 

Several unusually large plants, either recently established 
or in process of construction, have been inspected, notably 
the Back Bay Station of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company at Dartmouth street, and the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company on Atlantic avenue, both of 
which are not only equipped with all modern appliances for 
furnishing power, but also for the relief of smoke nuisance. 

It is perhaps well to state in this connection, that in large 
plants of this character complaint is often received of viola- 
tion of the smoke law. ‘This is not due to wilfulness or 
ignorance, but to an endeavor on the part of managers to 
obtain the best as well as the most economical methods of 
construction and operation. In no other way except by 
experiment can this be demonstrated. Many appliances are 
tried and found defective, and it is the change from one 
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method to another, either of construction or operation, which 
occasions the variation in the amount of smoke. 

During the year, 285 short observations, of two or three 
hours, have been taken by the inspectors in the several dis- 
tricts. Twelve observations, of from five to eight hours, 
were taken in the business section of the City ; four of these 
not as the result of complaints, but at the request of the 
owners of the property; two of whom, the R. H. White 
Company and the Oliver Ditson Company, have, as the 
result of the examinations, equipped their boilers with smoke 
consumers. 

The Back Bay district has received special attention. All 
of the large hotels and the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Boston Public Library and other buildings operating 
large steam plants have been thoroughly inspected. Many of 
them, notably the Public Library, were equipped with smoke- 
consuming devices. Where these were lacking they have 
either been supplied or are still subjects of investigation. 

As the result of my observations throughout the city, I 
believe the laws governing and regulating the smoke nuisance 
should be made more stringent, and more nearly in accord 
with those in force in other cities, particularly by reducing 
the five-minute limit to two minutes.

Superintendent of Streets: 


DEAR Sir, —I submit herewith a report of the work per- 
formed in connection with the Civil Service Commission, 
together with a statement of the force employed and eligible 
for employment for the year ending January 31, 1901. 

Two hundred and seventy-five applications were made upon 
the Commission for 2,012 men of various grades, and of this 
number 9 were for promotion and 7 for reinstatement. 

Three thousand one hundred seventy-five names were sub- 
mitted, from which 478 were selected and appointed, 50 of 
whom were veterans, and 88 were appointed provisionally 
under Civil Service Rule 36. 

Of the 9 applications for promotions all were granted. 

One hundred and six transfers were made from other City 
and State Departments, with the approval of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, as follows: 

One was from the Bath Department, 54 from Park Depart- 
ment, 15 from the Department of Public Grounds, 12 from 
the Engineering Department, 10 from the Public Buildings 
Department, 9 from Water Department, 2 from Transit 
Commission, 2 from Metropolitan Park Commission, and 1 
from the Pauper Institutions Department. 

Notices of the discharge of 160 men were forwarded to 
the Civil Service Commission. 

The records of the Department show that there are now 
3,196 persons eligible for employment in the several divisions, 
and of that number 3,008 were upon the January, 1901, pay- 
rolls.

.  $§ir,— The Board of Street Commissioners present 

the following as the report of the Street Laying-out 
Department, including a statement relating to public 
lands in their care, for the year ending January 31, 
L901; 

Streets having a total mileage of 1.593 were made 
public ways during the year. Under authority of an 
act of the Legislature of 1891, and its amendments, 
providing for assessment upon abutting property of the 
benefit arising from the laying-out and construction of 
streets, there has been assessed, upon twenty-five streets 
and ten public alleys, a total of $349,981.30. Under 
special acts providing for the assessment of benefits to 
real estate on account of the widening, extension and 
construction of Huntington avenue, the widening and 
construction of Clinton street, and the location and con- 
struction of the South Union Station, Summer and Cove 
streets, a total of $1,387,512.79 has been assessed. For 
benefits for sewerage works assessments to the amount 
of $282,032.87 have been made. The total of benefits 
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assessed for streets, sewerage works, and the South 
Union Station, during the year is the sum of $2,019,- 
526.96. 

The Board has issued thirty-seven orders of notice of 
intention to lay out, widen, relocate, extend and dis- 
continue streets, or parts of streets, and public alleys, 
calling for public hearings. It has received and con- 
sidered fifty-nine petitions for street improvements. 
For the laying of sewers and surface drains there have 
been one hundred and twenty-eight petitions presented 
to the Board during the year. In the settlement of 
damages for takings of land, etc., for various changes 
in the City’s streets two hundred and sixty-six cases 
have been acted upon by the Commissioners. Claims 
for damages for sewers and surface drains ordered have 
been settled to the number of forty-six. Two petitions 
for release of sewer assessments have been received, 
and the releases made by the Board, under authority of 
the act empowering them to release parts of estates 
from assessments for sewers and sidewalks upon pay- 
ment of the proportional parts due upon the parcels 
released. 

Under the provisions of acts of the Legislature giving 
the Street Commissioners authority to take land for and 
order the construction of sewerage works, orders have 
been passed for the improvement and relocation of 
various natural streams or water courses, and surface 
drainage has been supplied for territories needing it as 
follows: Faneuil Valley brook has been relocated, at 
Brighton, south from Washington street opposite Fair- 
banks street; surface drainage has been provided for 
Kempton street and Kenwood road, at Roxbury, for 
Cornell street, West Roxbury, Zamora street, West 
Roxbury, and for land at the junction of Harvard 
avenue and Commonwealth avenue, at Brighton. 

Takings have been made for and sewers ordered 
built in. the following private ways: In Boston —in a 
passageway leading from St. Botolph street; at Hast 
Boston —an outlet for sewer in Putnam street; at 
South Boston —in Hamlin street and Bell court; at 
Roxbury—in Kempton street and Kenwood road;

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division during the past 
year has been carried on in a manner similar to that of 
past years, and is given in detail as follows: 


PLAN 5. 


The eight sections filed in this territory is the result 
of the work begun last year, a synopsis of the projec- 
tions being given in a previous report. 

For boundaries of the work in these especial sections 
it may be briefly stated that Codman square (junction 
of Talbot avenue, Washington street and Centre street) 
lies at its northernmost border, and with Washington 
street bisecting it, the territory extends as far south as 
Fairmount avenue, extending from this main trunk 
thoroughfare directly west 1,000 feet and eastwardly 
the same distance up the western slope of Ashmont 
Hill. There is scarcely any attempt made in these 
sections as filed to introduce new streets, the territory 


a 
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being already well settled and developed. Exceptions 
are a proposed extension of Ashmont street westerly 
from the westerly line of Washington street, and an 
extension of Wentworth street to Fuller street. 

A 40-foot street leaving Euclid street midway between 
Washington street and Withington street runs in a 
north-westerly direction, and enters Southern avenue 
near its junction with Talbot avenue. 

A 40-foot street (No. 1609) is introduced to leave 
Norfolk street, nearly opposite Learnard street, to run 
along the north-easterly line of the Second Parish Ceme- 
tery and at the north-easterly corner to turn and enter 
the street just described above (No. 1608) near its 
junction with Southern avenue. 

Dunbar avenue is also shown extended and a 40-foot 
street (College avenue) lies midway between and practi- 
cally parallel with these two. 

An extension of Moultrie avenue to «Washington 
street is shown just north of the Second Church. 
These constitute almost entirely the suggestions for 
development, the work consisting largely in defining 
and fixing the old street lines and in perfecting the 
grades for them. 

A large proportion of the territory covered by this 
plan has now been filed, and the balance will be at an 
early date, efforts to that end being now rapidly pushed 
upon the whole of it, éxcept that part lying adjacent 
to the railroad and involving the grade crossing question, 
where it will be necessary to suspend operations until 
that question is settled. 

Three hearings were given during the year under 
authority of Chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898, on the following dates: May 4, 1900, July 6, 
1900, and December 28, 1900. 

The hearing given on May 4 was held on territory 
shown on X 23, and was in relation to a reduction in 
the proposed width of School street from 50 feet to 40 
feet, by the elimination of the proposed line of widen- 
ing from the southerly side of the street, the straight 
portion of the old line from Washington street being 
produced to Athelwold street, and a line of widening 
provided for the northerly side of the street as far as 
Athelwold street, which should be 40 feet from and 
parallel with this latter line. 

The plan showing this change has not been filed. 

The hearing given on July 6 was held on territory 
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shown on X 73, X 74 and X 87, and was in relation to 
a relocation of and a reduction in the width of Wild- 
wood street from 50 feet to 40 feet; the discontinuance 
of Sutton street and the substitution therefor of Verrill 
street; the elimination of the portion of Street No. 938 
from Wildwood street to Verrill street and the intro- 
duction of Street No. 1984 from Morton street to Wool- 
son street, between Wildwood street and Verrill street, 
under the name of Sutton street. 

The changes as enumerated above were shown on 
new plans, and refiled November 27, 1900. 

The hearing given on December 28 was held on 
territory shown on X 19 and X 22 and was in relation 
to the elimination of Street No. 264 from Dakota street 
to Lindsey street. 

The plans showing this change have not yet been filed.

These operations have to a large extent interfered 
with the laying out of new work for this district, and 
also with that in progress. 
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One section, however, was finished and filed during 
the year. The principal feature of the improvements 
shown, in fact, the only one (as the territory is com- 
paratively well settled), was the proposed widening of 
Preble street to seventy feet. Starting at Dorchester 
avenue the widening is all on the southerly side for the 
full extent; it gradually diminishes, however, until it is 
entirely worked out upon that side at Wendell street, 
and from there on the old line is practically the same as 
the new one. The northerly line of the new street is, of 
course, parallel with this line, and seventy feet from it ; 
and asa matter of fact brings most of the widening 
upon the northerly line of the street. 

This improvement, when carried out, will unques- 
tionably prove advantageous to all adjacent property, 
making a fine, broad thoroughfare, connecting with 
Columbia road, and forming a way from Roxbury to 
South Boston without the objectionable features 
attendant on the present method of communication.

PLAN 8. 


There was some interruption in the work on this 
territory during the year, the result being the filing 
of but four sections, showing territory in the vicinity 
of Oak square and Bigelow hill. Other work was ac- 
complished but notin time to show results in filed plans. 
The territory filed is bounded approximately by Wash- 
ington street, Nonantum street, the boundary line 
between the cities of Boston and N ewton, Washington 
street, Matchett street, Webster street, Dunboy street 
and Faneuil street. 

The work as finished on these filed plans does not 
differ materially from that exhibited on them at the 
hearing given some time ago. 

The suggestions which were then shown, and now > 
adopted, were the introduction of 40-foot streets to 
divide the larger blocks, and provisions made for widen- 
ing the thoroughfares. One street, 40 feet wide, ex- 
tends from the Newton boundary line midway between 
Washington street and Tremont street, parallel with 
these streets until near Oak square, where it turns and 
enters Washington street at a point about 200 feet west 
of Tremont street. 

The 60-foot street designed as a continuation from 
Newton of Hunnewell avenue, a part of which had 
been previously filed, is now carried to completion on 
three sections, in a southerly direction across Matchett 
street and Street No. 1719 to Shedd street, which is 
widened on either side to Champney street to meet the 
required width ; the latter street being also widened to 
the same width in like manner, from Shedd street to 
Oak square. 

Another 40-foot street was filed, from the easterly 
side of Bigelow street about 150 feet south of Stratton 
street, following the contour of the hill, making as easy 
a gradient as possible, to connect with Webster street 
just west of Jackson square. 

Street No. 1719, which runs from Washington street 
in the same direction as Matchett street, and is about 
250 feet south-easterly, is continued to Webster street. 

From the northerly end of Matchett street, a 40-foot 
street is designed to run along the rear of the deep lots 
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fronting on the northerly side of Webster street, as far 
as Jackson square, where it enters Dunboy street. 

This street will enable the owners to properly utilize 
these very deep lots, as well as those fronting on the 
southerly side of Hardwick street, an opportunity 
which they did not previously possess. 

Washington street, east of Oak square, is shown, 
widened to 70 feet. 

Faneuil street it is proposed to make 60 feet wide. 

Nonantum street is made a uniform width of 50 feet, 
while Crescent avenue is provided with a widening to 
make it 50 feet. 

Two hearings were given during the year under 
Authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898, on the following dates, March 30, 1900, and 
June 8, 1900. 

The hearing given on March 30 was held on terri- 
tory shown on Sections O 60, O 61 and O 62, and was 
in relation to the introduction of Evans road, Road No. 
4 and Road No. 5, from Corey road to the Brookline 
town line. 

The plans showing those changes have not yet been 
filed. 

The hearing given on June 8 was held on terri- 
tory shown on Sections N 29 and N 32, and was in 
relation to the introduction of Idlewild street from 
Commonwealth avenue to Holmes avenue, between 
Gorham street and Harvard avenue; also the rounding 
of the south-westerly corners of Harvard avenue and 
Commonwealth avenue.

One second hearing was given during the year in 
conjunction with Plan 11 on Sections Z 91, Z 92, Aa 
81, Aa 82, Aa 83, Aa 84, Aa 85, Aa 98, Aa99, Aa 
100, Bb 1, Bb 20, Bb 21, Bb 40, Cc 9, Ce 10, Ce 11, 
Ce 12,eCc 29, Cc 30, Cc 31, Cc 32, Cc 49, Ce 50 and 
Ce 52, showing territory bounded approximately by the 
Charles river, High street, Gardner street, Spring street 
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and the West Roxbury Branch of the New York, New

Most of the work done on this plan during the 
year was in intimate connection with that of the adja- 
cent Plan 11, and was chiefly along the line dividing 
the two. | 

Two sections, Z65 and Z75, being about equally 
divided by this line, were among those filed. The West 
Roxbury Station of the West Roxbury Branch of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad is sit- 
uated in Z 75, at its most westerly extremity. 

Here the principal effort in the way of development 
was upon the tract west from the block of land bounded 
by Centre street, Bellevue street, Landseer street and 
LaGrange street. A 40-foot street leaves Centre 
street 200 feet from Bellevue street and continuing 
practically parallel with it, connects with Street No. 482, 
which runs from LaGrange street to Bellevue street 
about 200 feet from Landseer street. 

From this street are projected two 40-foot streets 
which are to run in a south-westerly direction, and par- 
allel with street No. 482 to LaGrange street. 

From the last of these two streets (No. 692) two small 
40-foot streets will extend from Centre street, and will 
complete the development of this tract, with streets 
located 200 feet apart, making all lots practically 100 
feet deep. ? 

The final plan providing for the widening to 80 feet 
of LaGrange street east of the railroad is filed, as is an 
additional plan for the widening of Centre street to 80 
feet. The widenings on the latter are shown as being 
all of them practically on the easterly side. Provision 
is made to continue the widening of March avenue at 
40 feet to Park street. The principal point of interest 
shown on Z 65 is the Highland Station on the West 
Roxbury Branch of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad, which practically divides the section 
equally by a diagonal line. The treatment for develop- 
ment of the portion lying in Plan 11 will be spoken 
of in detail under that plan; all that pertaining to this 
plan being simply an adjustment of the lines and grades 
of the streets already upon the ground, which were con- 
sidered satisfactory and ample for a proper growth of 
the district. } 

Another locality bounded approximately by Spring 
street, Charles river and the West Roxbury Branch 
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Railroad was given consideration for development, and 
as a result four sections of it were filed. 

Although not very compactly built upon, a large 
number of streets had been projected in this district, 
and had some standing, as many sales of the lots had 
been made and recorded upon them. 

It was, therefore, considered desirable to, as far as 
possible, let this system remain undisturbed, which has 
been done, the work here being confined to a readjust- 
ment of one of the most objectionable features, while 
several new streets were introduced to better divide the 
larger blocks. 

From Prospect street, a 40-foot street has been pro- 
jected to divide the block between Gould street and 
Billings street; this street terminated at a cross street 
beginning at Gould street and running south-westerly 
parallel with Belle avenue and 200 feet from it. From 
Prospect street, between Charles street and Washing- 
ton avenue the very deep block has been sub-divided 
by the introduction of another 40-foot street. 

Charles street, projected as 1t exists on record, shows 
avery considerable bend in its line; the plan as filed 
largely eliminates this by extending the portion lying 
east of Prospect street directly to that street. 

From this portion of Charles street have been pro- 
jected 40-foot streets at intervals of 200 feet from Pros- 
pect street, running towards the river bank, while one 
of these extends north-easterly to Washington avenue, 
dividing the very long block transversely. 

A widening is made for Spring street to 80 feet, 
as far as the Dedham boundary line, and is chiefly 
upon the north-westerly side of the street. 

Baker street is shown widened to 80 feet, the widen- 
ing being equally upon either side. | 

A new street is located between Moreland street and 
Cypress street, and another between Baker street and 
Johnson avenue, and provision is made for the connec- 
tion of Johnson avenue with Oak avenue, by the exten- 
sion of the latter. Ata distance of about 200 feet from 
Johnson avenue, a 40-foot street leaves Oak avenue, 
continuing easterly to beyond Ashland street. There 
was some work done upon Sections Z 51, Z 52 and 
Z 53, showing territory in the vicinity of Roslindale, 
under this plan, but it was unimportant, most of it fall- 
ing within the lines of Plan 11, under which head it 
will be mentioned more in detail. 
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Two hearings were given during the year, under 
authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898, on the following dates: February 9, 1900, and 
March 30, 1900. 

The hearing held on February 9 was on territory 
shown on Sections Z 57, Z 68, Z 64, Z 78, Z 79, Z 81, 
Z82and Z 100, and was-in relation to the change of 
the line of widening of Beech street, from the north- 
easterly side to the south-westerly side of the street. 

The plans showing these changes have not yet been 
filed. . 

The hearing held on March 30 was on territory 
shown on Sections Cc 6, Cc 7 and Cc 15, and was.in 
relation to a relocation of Street No. 608, opening 
from Centre street, nearly opposite Summer street, and 
continuing south-easterly at a width of 80 feet. The 
changes were made in accordance with petition, and 
the plan was filed on September 4, 1900. 3 

A hearing was held on December 8, 1899, under 
authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898, on territory shown on_ plans numbered Z 87, 
Z 93 and Z 94, lying north-west of Centre street, 
between Mt. Vernon street and Baker street, and was 
in relation to the extension of Temple street across 
the tracks of the West Roxbury Branch, New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad, and the change of 
gerade incidental to same of ‘Temple street and the con- 
necting streets. 

The changes were made on Z 87 and Z 94 in accord- 
ance with the petition, and the plans were filed February 
20, 1900. 

Z 93 was not refiled as the original filing was subse- 
quent to that of Z 87 and Z 94, and shows a grade 
which fits the conditions provided in those plans, show- 
ing changes refiled.

One second hearing was given during the year on 
this plan, in conjunction with Plan 10, on Sections 
Z91 and Z 92, Aa 81, Aa 82, Aa 83, Aa 84, Aa 85, 
Aa 98,°-Aa 99, Aa 100, Bb 1, Bb 20, Bb 21, Bb 40, Cc 9, 
Cc 10, Cc 11, Cc 12,.Cce 29, Ce'80,.'Cce 31, Ce 32, Co 49; 
Ce 50 and Cc 52, showing territory bounded approxi- 
mately by the Charles river, High street, Gardner 
street, Spring street and the West Roxbury Branch of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad. 

The sections represented on this plan in the filing of 
work done during the year is the completion of a 
development, a large part of which was filed last year, 
for a territory lying on the slope of the hill east of 


~Centre street, between Walter street and South street, 


more particularly east of the Arnold arboretum, Walter 
street and South street; also lying adjacent to and 
along the tracks of the West Roxbury Branch of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, north- 
erly and southerly from Roslindale. 
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At this particular point there was a large amount 
of work done in the way of adjusting and working 
out in detail the new street lines and grades ordered by 
the commission appointed to eliminate the crossings at 
grade along this branch. The principal street of this 
work was what is now called Robert street, and is shown 
in detail on one of the plans filed. It begins at Centre 
street, opposite Fletcher street, at a width of 60 feet, 
and continues easterly from this point, practically 
parallel with South street, between Walter street and 
Conway street, under the tracks of the railroad, through 
what was formerly a portion of Brandon street, to 
South street. 

In connection with the above work of the commis- 
sion was made the extension of South Fairview street 
to South street, opposite Conway street. 

The section filed showing the street will also show it 
extended at the same width (40 feet) still farther 
westerly parallel with the railroad, at a distance 
substantially 100 feet from it, across. Guernsey street, 
at which point the distance from the railroad increases 
slightly as it continues to Central street, at Central 
Station, where it ends. 

Nearly opposite this end of South Fairview street ex- 
tended existed a small 40-foot street (No. 1698, as 
shown), which had been introduced through private in- 
terests; 1t, continues south-westerly from Central street. 
Although it may not be the best arrangement that 
could be had, for many reasons it has been considered 
best to retain it. 

Alongside the West Roxbury parkway, from ‘Centre 
street to Church street, has been located a 40-foot street, 
and running parallel with it 200 feet away, 1S another 
street of the same width. Provision has been made to 
eliminate the objectional sharp corner at the junction 
of South street and Centre street by gracefully round- 
ing it. 

Two 40-foot streets have been projected from Centre 
street to South street, south of and substantially parallel 
with Congreve street, at a distance of about 200 feet 
apart; one of these streets crosses South street and 
continuing connects with the extension of South Fair- 
view street. 

From the westerly of these two streets is niFayecked 
a 40-foot street to connect with South str eet, at a dis- 
tance of about 200 feet from Guernsey street. The 
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filing also shows an extension of Selwyn street at its 
present width as far as South street. 

From South street, at its junction with Conway street, 
a 40-foot street is suggested along the location of the 
West Roxbury Branch Railroad, as far as the Arnold 
Arboretum. Conway street is extended north-easterly 
to meet an extension of Mendum street. 

A widening is provided, in the plan filed, for Centre 
street to 80 feet; of Church street to 60 feet, the 
widening being upon the westerly side, and one for 
Walter street to 60 feet. 

The two sections, Z 65 and Z 75, lie partly in Plan 10 
and partly in Plan 11, bisected by the West Roxbury 
Branch of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad. 

In the portion in Plan 11, the filing shows the intro- 
duction ofa 40-foot street from Centre street to Rail- 
road street, substantially in line with Maple street ex- 
tended ; and another street of the same width, as an 
extension of Hastings street, from Centre street to 
Railroad street. An extension is shown of Bellevue 
street at its present width across Centre street, con- 
tinuing to Montview street, dividing longitudinally the 
block of undeveloped land lying between Park street 
and Mt. Vernon street. 

Two 40-foot streets are shown as connecting Centre 
street with an extension of Pleasant street. Jordan 
street is extended to Mt. Vernon street. <A_ slight 
widening in places is provided for Mt. Vernon street on 
its westerly side, simply to make its width uniform, and 
its lines symmetrical for its entire length. Centre 
street, as before mentioned, is here, as elsewhere, made 
80 feet in width. , 

A slight widening is shown for Corey street, on its 
north-easterly side, from Centre street, north-westerly, 
making it 50 feet wide. A widening is shown for 
Henshaw terrace, to make it a 40-foot street. 

One hearing was held during the year on this plan in 
conjunction with Plan 10, under authority of Chapter 
210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, on February

Quite an amount of work was done in the territory 
shown under this head, several parties being continued 
in the field throughout the year, at different points. 

Section 5 22 represents territory which is bounded 
approximately by Centre street, Day street, Minden 
street, and Walden street. 

Here no attempt whatever was made at new devel- 
opment or the introduction of new streets for the pur- 
pose of subdivision, and the work was confined to 
arranging the old lines and developing the grades of 
the existing streets, nearly all of which are public. 

Section $ 44 shows a territory located farther along 
within the limits of West Roxbury, having for its south- 
easterly boundary, Centre street, and extending west- 
wardly, the land sloping gradually in that direction 
toward the Jamaicaway. 

The ownership of this territory is confined almost 
entirely to one estate, that of the late Joseph H. Curtis, 
and is admirably adapted for building purposes. The 
system of strects shown on the plan filed is one which 
is satisfactory in every way to nearly all concerned. 

It consists of aseries of 40-foot streets, parallel with 
Lochstead avenue, departing from Centre street at 
intervals of about 200 feet, one terminating at the 
Jamaicaway, while the other ends at a lateral street 
which extends from Perkins street to Lochstead avenue; 
while still another intersecting street, nearly parallel 
with it, continues onward to Lakeville place. This 
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section also shows the termination of the proposed 70- 
foot extension of South Huntington avenue over Catalpa 
street and across Perkins street to Centre street. 

This plan also shows a widening of Centre street to - 
80 feet. 

Seven sections were filed, representing a territory 
bounded substantially by Columbus avenue, Washing- 
ton street, Townsend street, Walnut avenue, Bower 
street, Humboldt avenue and Seaver street. This 
locahty, which is one of the best within the City limits, 
has been largely developed, and is in places quite com- 
pactly settled. There was little to be done in the way 
of development, except in an amplification of the exist- 
ing system, which the filed plans show. 

An extension of Howland street is shown from where 
it now terminates, at a point about a thousand feet 
west of Humboldt avenue, to Harold street, parallel with 
and about 175 feet from Wentworth street. 

An extension of Waumbeck street, at a width of 40 
feet, to Walnut avenue, while about 165 feet from and 
parallel with this extension is located another 40-foot 
street, which is in line with Westminister avenue. 

In order to develop a portion of the deep block of 
land lying between, Cobden street and Westminister 
avenue a new street 40 feet wide has been introduced 
ata distance of about 250 feet from Walnut avenue, 
to connect these streets. 

Townsend street is shown widened to 60 feet, and, as 
shown on the plan, the widening is principally on the 
southerly side of the street. 

Sherwood Park,a 25-foot street,departing from Colum- 
bus avenue just east of Weld street, is provided with a 
5-foot widening for the westerly side, and at this added 
width is extended to Walnut park.

was in relation to the straightening of Street No. 559, 
the introduction of a new street between and parallel 
with it and Street No. 560; a relocation of a portion of 
Street No. 562; an extension of Druid street northerly 
across Codman street, to Street No. 559, and relocation 
of portion of the latter; a widening of Codman street, 
from Morton street to Dorchester avenue, to a width of 
80 feet ; the introduction of a new street, 200 feet east 


——_— 
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of and parallel with Oakridge street; relocation of 
Streets .No. 556, No. 558, No. 585; abandonment 
of Street No. 891 and No. 892, and the introduction of 
substitute streets, at intervals of 150 feet from Street 
No. 890, and relocation of Street No. 894. | 

The plans showing these changes have not yet been 
filed. 


NEW STANDARD OF MEASUREMENT. 


For many years there had existed in Boston a stand- 
ard, used by Civil Engineers, Surveyors and others, for | 
the purpose of testing their tapes. 

This standard consisted of brass plugs placed at O, 
50 feet and 100 feet in the granite stones forming the 
sidewalk in front of the northerly side of City Hall, in 
Court square. 

An account in eal of the history of the establish- 
ment of this standard can be found on page 33 of the 
report of the Street Laying-Out Department for 1896. 

The accuracy of this standard had from time to 
time been questioned, but it has now been determined 
to be of sufficient accuracy for all ordinary work. 

Appreciating the value of possessing a correct stand- 
ard and considering the accurate character of the work 
now being carried on by the Engineering Division: of 
this Department, under the Board of Survey Act, it 
seemed imperative that some means should be taken to 
have the accuracy of the present standard established 
beyond question, or a new one adopted by the City. 
The latter conclusion was.the one arrived at, and con- 
sequently, early in 1898, two steel bars, each one and 
one-half inches wide, one-quarter of an inch thick, one 
being 102 feet long, and the other 51 feet long, were 
ordered of the Washburn Moen Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Worcester, Mass. 

These bars were ‘delivered to the Department in No- 
vember, 1898, having been transported from Worcester 
to Boston, in their straight normal condition over the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, upon three flat cars, to 
the station in Boston, and thence in the hands of six- 
teen of the men of this Department, carried to Court 
square and placed in the covered wooden box, which 
had been prepared there to receive them, at the 
westerly side of the Old Court House, on November 4, 
1898. 
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These bars were allowed to remain there for a time, 
at rest, to permit them to resume a condition. as near 
normal as possible. Later, silver plugs were inserted 
by C. L. Berger & Sons, instrument makers, of 
Boston, for graduating purposes, and in May, 1900, the 
bars were both marked under the direction of the 
Superintendent of the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, by Mr. Louis A. Fischer. 

The authorities at Washington concede this standard 
to be the most satisfactory and accurate of any in the 
United States. 

It is intended to place an apparatus in the standard 
box for the purpose of drawing the tapes through the 
same and for stretching them. 

The following correspondence relating to.the work of 
marking the bars will explain itself :

Sir, —I have the honor to submit herewith a report on 
the graduation and verification of the 100-foot and 30- 
metre Bench Standard belonging to the Street Commis- 
sioners’ office, Boston, Mass. 

In accordance with your instructions, I left Washing- 
ton on May 15, and arrived in Boston the following 
morning at 7 o’clock. Iat once reported my presence 
at the Street Commissioners’ office in the Old Court 
House, where I found that all the necessary prepara- 
tions had been made for taking up the work. 
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In ashort time the 10-foot standard bar and the other 
apparatus shipped from this ottice were unpacked and 

the work was begun. 

) The Bench Standard is adjacent to the west side of 
the Old Court House Building, and is protected from 
the sun during the forenoon and after 3 or 4 P.M. 
While the bar and its support are continuous the fact 
that stone stairs, leading into the building at two 
points, passed immediately over the standard, inter- 
fered somewhat with the progress of the work. 

The Bench Standard had large silver plugs inserted ° 
at zero, 10 feet, 50 feet, and’100 feet, and at 1 metre 
and 30 metres,—in all, six (6) plugs. The surface of the 
Bench Standard was also polished at intervals of 10 feet 
and 3 metres, to carry temporary graduation. 

The 10-foot graduating and comparing bar was grad- 
uated as follows: 1, 2, 3, 6, 9 and 10 feet, and 1, 2 and 
3 metres. The value of these graduations were care- 
fully determined by comparison with the standards of 
this office before the bar was shipped to Boston; and 
after its return to Washington additional comparisons 
were made to check the first. 

The graduating of the Bench Standard was done as 
follows: The vernier of the tracer, which moved along 
the 10-foot standard and could be clamped at will, was 
brought into coincidence with the zero of the 10-foot 
bar. Then the whole bar was adjusted so that the line 
ruled by the tracer would cross the centre of the zero 
plug of the Bench Standard. Without disturbing the bar 
the tracer was next moved until the vernier coincided 
with 1 metre, and later to the 3 metre and 10 feet grad- 
uation of the 10-foot bar, lines being ruled with the 
tracer at each stop. <A sliding microscope, which could - 
also be clamped anywhere on the 10-foot bar, was then 
clamped at the zero end of the bar, without disturbing 
the same, and the cross lines of the microscope were care- 
fully set upon the first lines ruled. The whole 10-foot 
bar was next slid along until the cross wires of the 
microscope bisected the 3 metre line ruled upon the 
Bench Standard. The 10-foot bar had thus been moved 
the distance between its 3 metre graduations, and by 
setting the vernier of the tracer upon the 3 metre line 
and ruling a line on the 100-foot bar we had twice the 
distance between the 3 metre lines of the standard bar. 
The 10-foot bar was then shifted until the cross wires 
of the microscope, which had not been disturbed, 
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bisected the line ruled upon the 100-foot bar at the 10- 
foot point; the tracer moved until the vernier coincided 
with the 10-foot lne of the standard; and a new line 
was then ruled upon.the 100-foot bar at 20 feet from 
the end. This procedure was continued until the total 
spaces of 100 feet and 30-metres were laid off; the 
former into 10-foot and the latter into 3-metre inter- 
vals. The graduation was interrupted at noon, when 
half the Bench Standard had been: ruled, by the sun 
shining upon the apparatus, and the graduating was - 
' discontinued until about 6 o’clock, when it was again 
taken up and completed. The whole of the graduation 
was therefore done in one day. 

The next-morning the comparison of the 10-foot and 
3-metre spaces was made with the corresponding divi- 
sions of the 10-foot bar. It was my intention at first 
to make the graduations of the 10-foot bar coincide ap- 
proximately with the divisions on the Bench Standard, 
and measure the disagreements at both ends by means 
of a micrometer microscope which could be shifted 
from end to end of the bar for that purpose. This 
proved to be a4 rather slow and laborious operation, and 
the zero graduation of the 10-foot bar, when measuring 
in the reverse direction, were made to agree, as closely 
as could be determined with the aid of a pocket magni- 
fying glass, while the discrepancies between the lines on 
the Bench Standard and 10-foot standard at the oppo- 
site end of the 10-foot bar were measured with the 
micrometer microscope. 

One measure of the 100-foot and one of the 30-metre 
Spaces were made in the morning, with the temperature 
slowly rising, while the other two measures were made 
‘ in the opposite direction in the afternoon, with the 
temperature slowly falling. The conditions were favor- 
able for good work, the sky being overcast all day and 
the temperature quite constant, but nevertheless the 
accordance of the two measures was rather gevonishing, 
the measures of the 100-foot space differing by 77355 
of an inch, while ake two measures of the 30-metre 
space differed by za'4sa Of an inch, or 7235 mm. In 
both cases the disagreement is less than one part in a 
million. 

A 100-foot steel tape, which had been carefully com- 
pared a number of times with the United States Bench 
_ Standard in Washington, was next compared with the 
100-foot space, as a rough check on the comparisons 
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with the 10-foot bar, and as the length wi the space as 
derived from the tape agreed within ;;%;5 of an inch 
with the value derived from the 10-foot bar the two 
measures with the 10-foot bar were deemed sufficient. 

The next day lines were ruled upon a steel 50-foot 
bar made of the same material as the Bench Standard. 
As the intention is to use this to compare the two 
50-feet intervals of the Bench Standard in case it is 
moved to some other location, no special care was taken 
to get the 50-foot space exact. <A zero line was ruled 
at one end, and the. position of the other line was deter- 
mined within a few one-thousandths of an inch with 
the aid of the 100-foot steel tape referred to above. No 
comparisons of this bar were made with the 10-foot bar, 
and as the Street Commissioners’ Office will be in a po- 
sition to accurately determine the length of this bar in 
terms of their 100-foot bar as soon as the necessary 
comparing apparatus has been completed, no value will 
be given here. The graduation of the 50-foot bar was 
completed a few minutes before noon, just as it began 
to rain. 

Upon my return to Washington the values of the 
graduations of the 10-foot bar were. again determined 
in terms of our standards. These comparisons took 
much longer than I anticipated, and account for the 
delay in transmitting this report. 

Using the mean of all comparisons of the 10-foot bar, 
the values found for the graduations of the 100-foot 
Bench Standard of the Street Commissioners’ Office are 
as follows: 


0 to 50.0 = 50 feet — 0.001 inch, at 62° F.. + 0.0015 
0 to 100 — 100 feet — 0.001 inch, at 62 F. + 0.0020

The large correction to the metre space is due to the 
fact that this space was supposed, by those who placed 
the plugs, to be correct at 62 Fahr., instead of at 0.0 
cent. Hence, the 30-metre plug was placed too near 
the 0 plug by 0.000011 x 30,000 X 16.67=5.501 mm., if 
we assume the coefficient of expansion of the Bench 
Standard to be 0.000011 per degree centigrade. The 
result was that the 30-metre space, ruled as described 
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above, fell about 5.5 millimetres beyond the 30-metre 
plug, and another line had to be ruled upon the centre: 
of the plug and the distance between the two lines 
determined by means of a steel millimetre scale, with 
the aid of the micrometer microscope referred to before. 

In regard to the probable errors assigned to the 
spaces they are not the result of computation, but are 
estimated and, I believe, represent fairly the truth. 
Those for the foot graduation involve only the errors 
due to the comparison and to the graduations of the 
10-foot rod, the mean temperature of comparison being, 
fortunately, very close to 62 F. The probable error 
assigned to the 30-metre space involves the two sources 
of error mentioned and, in addition, the error due to 
the assumed coefficient of 0.000011, used to reduce the 
observations from 62 F. (16.67 C.) to 0 C. 

Many of the above details may appear unimportant 
at this time, but a history of the graduation and verifi- 
cation of this Standard may be of considerable interest 
in the future, and hence Ihave attempted, as detailed, 
an account as the time at my disposal would permit.

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SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WATER COMMISSIONER 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1901.

Hon. THoMAS N. HARtT, 
Mayor of Boston: 


DEAR Sir,—I submit herewith the sixth annual. report 
of the Water Commissioner for the year ending January 31, 
1901. 

The total receipts from all sources during the year were 
$2,560,027.03; less refunded water rates, $920 ; making the 
net receipts $2,559,107.03. The total current expenditures 
from revenue, including interest on funded debt, sinking- 
fund requirements, and the Metropolitan water assessment, 
were $2,426,824.09; leaving a balance which was transferred 
to the general revenue of the City of $138,202.94. 

The total amount expended for extension of mains, etc., 
during the year was $411,075.91; of which amount the sum 
of $24,087.67 was paid from the balance of loan brought 
over from the previous year, and the remainder, $386,988.24, 
was paid from revenue. 

The construction account, as shown on the books Feb- 
ruary 1, 1901, was $23,054,387.81, having been increased 
during the year to the amount of $364,604.06. There is 
still due from the State, under the terms of. the settlement of 
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the claim for the taking of the water supply system by the 
Metropolitan Water Board, the sum of $7,531,000, which, if 
paid, would reduce the construction account to $15,523,887.81. 

The net debt on February 1, 1901, was $1,815,626.90, 
being a decrease of $5,620,423.18, a large amount of the 
‘debt having been cancelled with payments made by the State 
on account of the taking by the Metropolitan Water Board. 

The outstanding water loans February 1, 1900, were 
$17,306,273.98, and on February 1, 1901, $11,960,273.98, 
being a decrease for the year of $5,346,000. 

The Metropolitan. water assessment for the year was 
$578,696.96, as against $411,861.54 for the previous year. 

At present there is no charge for water made to the City 
Departments, which deprives this Department of an income 
of previous years amounting to about $200,000 per annum. 

The full financial statement will be found on pages 5 to 13. 

Less main pipe was laid in 1900 than for several years 
previous. This is on account of the fact that fewer men 
have been employed, that the working day has been short- 
ened to eight hours, and that about one-half of the whole 
work was done in the crowded streets of the City proper. 
There was also a decrease in the number of petitions for 
main pipe received, there being only 91 during the year end- 
ing January 31, 1901, as against 127 received during the 
previous year. 

The relaying and replacing of the small mains by larger 
ones has decidedly improved the fire protection in different 
sections of the City. 

The Bachelder Independent Valve Hydrant is now the 
standard of the Department, and is the only one manufac- 
tured. 

The breaks in the 30-inch main in Tremont street, at the 
Hotel Touraine and opposite Hollis street, and also in the 
48-inch main ‘in Brookline, are described in some detail in 
the City Engineer’s report. 

The laying of Shirley Gut pipe is described in detail, with 
photographs, in the City Engineer’s report. 

The Smith Tapping Machine has been adopted for taking 
2-inch, 38-inch, 4-inch and 6-inch branches from pipes of any 
size without shutting off water, and has proved to be of 
great value. 

A list of contracts made and pending will be found on 
_pages 14 to 19. 

The custom of laying service pipes in new streets, con- 
structed under the Act of 1891, Chapter 323, is proving year 
after year more expensive to the City, and, so far as the De- 
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partment can see, the work is of very little value, as it is 
impossible to determine the exact location required for future 
service, or the necessary size of the pipe. This matter has 
been referred to in previous reports, and I refer to it now in 
order to keep the matter before the authorities, hoping that 
the act may be modified or repealed. (See report for year 
ending January 31, 1898, page 2.) 

Under authority given me by Your Honor, the ice plant 
belonging to the City was sold, and later a special appropria- 
tion of $3,000 was made by the City Council for the fur- 
nishing of ice for the ice-water fountains during the past 
season. | 

During the past year the Department has experimented 
with a device for cooling water in drinking fountains with- 
out the use of ice. ‘The experiment is as follows: 

A perforated wrought-iron pipe is sunk into the ground to 
the depth of about 100 feet. The perforations in the pipe 
allow the water in the soil to circulate freely. Four lines of 
small cast-iron pipe, one inch in diameter, are passed inside 
of the 8-inch pipe, and this pipe is connected with the City 
mains and witha fountain, so that the water from the mains 
passes four times through the 8-inch pipe, and is cooled to 
nearly the natural temperature of the soil, which does not 
vary very much during the year at the depth of 100 feet. 
By this means the temperature of the City water is reduced 
about 20 degrees, or brought down to about 52 degrees. 

The first fountain of this kind was established on Boston 
Common near the Frog pond, another on the M-street play- 
ground in South Boston, another in Sheridan square at the 
junction of Albany and Northampton streets, and another for 
horses in Post Office square. 

Thus far this cooling device has given very good satisfac- 
tion, but it will be given a more thorough test before addi- 
tional fountains are located, as the experiment has not yet 
been carried through an entire season, 

Terms of settlement in the claim of the City of Boston 
against the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, on account of 
the taking. by the Metropolitan Water Board of said City’s 
water supply system, having been agreed upon by His Excel- 
lency the Governor on the part of the Commonwealth and 
His Honor the Mayor on the part of the City, the settlement 
was consummated on October 19, 1909, with the approval of 
the Committee on Claims and of the Mayor, as per authority 
granted under an order of the City Council approved Febru- 
ary 8, 1896. The vote of the Committee on Claims approy- 
ing the settlement was as follows: 
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IN COMMITTEE ON CLAIMS, October 19, 1900. 

Voted, That the settlement made by the Water Commissioner 
and the Mayor of the claims of the City against the Common- 
wealth, or the Metropolitan Water Board, for damages incurred 
or compensation for property taken or acquired by said Common- 
wealth or Board under the act establishing said Metropolitan 
Water Board, for the sum of twelve million five hundred and 
thirty-one thousand (12,531,000) dollars be, and hereby is, 
approved, and as a part of said settlement that the City Solicitor | 
be instructed and authorized to settle the suit of the City of Bos- 
ton against the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the taking 
of its water supply system for the sum of seven million five 
hundred and thirty-one thousand (7,531,000) dollars with interest 
on said sum after November 1, at the rate of three and one-half 
(34) per cent. per annum, and to execute the necessary papers to 
put such settlement into effect, said sum of seven million five 
hundred and thirty-one thousand (7,531,000) dollars being bal- 
ance due on the above settlement from the Commonwealth after 
deducting the sum of five million (5,000,000) dollars which has 
been paid by the Metropolitan Water Board on account of said 
claims. 


This settlement does not include a large amount of prop- 
erty still left in the hands of the City, which the Metropolitan 
Board should control, such as the Brookline reservoir, 
Fisher Hill reservoir, West Roxbury Pumping-station; the 
mains leading from Chestnut Hill reservoir, Fisher Hill 
reservoir, and Brookline reservoir through Brookline to the 
City; and the main supply-pipes in Somerville. Most of 
this property will eventually be used in common, and should 
be under one control, especially Fisher Hill reservoir, which, 
although entirely used for the supply of Boston, should be 
operated from the pumping-station at Chestnut Hill. At. 
present there is a very uncertain state of things, as there is a 
divided responsibility, and in case of accident it is almost 
impossible to decide whether the State or the City is re- 
sponsible. These are questions which will have to be con- 
sidered and settled definitely in some way, or it may cause a. 
serious and complicated condition of affairs. 

Reports in detail of work performed in the Income 
Division, the Distribution Division, and the Engineer’s. 
Department, will be found herewith annexed.

The abatements allowed on account of 1900 assessments, amounting to $23,687.85 
were due to changes in occupancy of premises, changes in ownership, vacancies, 
errors in valuations and assessments, inaccuracy of meters as proved by tests, under- 
ground leaks for which the owner could not be held entirely responsible, and for 
other reasons, which, in the judgment of the General Superintendent, entitled the 
water-taker to consideration. 

The abatements on account of 1894, 1895, 1896, 1897, 1898, and 1899 were due to bills 
uncollectible, changes of ownership, failures, shut-off for non-payment, cleaning up 
old accounts, and abatement of City Department accounts to the amount of $411,897.62, 
under order of the City Council approved by the Mayor on March 5, 1900.

GENERAL A. P. MARTIN, 
Water Commissioner: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Distribution 
Division for the year ending January 31, 1901. 


MAIN PIPE. 


Twenty and four-tenths miles of main pipe was laid during 
the year. Eleven and one-tenth miles was abandoned, and 
10,483 feet in Chelsea was taken by the Metropolitan Water 
Board — making the total length of the Distribution System 
713.4 miles. 

In addition to the above (and not included in the total 
length of our system) 8,001 feet of hydrant, reservoir and 
blow-off pipe was laid, and 1,811 feet abandoned. 

There was also laid 691 feet of private main. 

Three thousand one hundred and seventy-one feet of main 
pipe was relocated, by raising, lowering, or moving laterally. 
This work was necessitated chiefly by the abolishment of 
grade crossings and street improvements. 

About one-half the amount of pipe laid replaced old and 
small-sized mains laid some years ago and which have since 
become inadequate to the greater demands imposed upon 
them by the growth of the City. 

The present winter is the first one in the history of the 
Department when work was carried on throughout the winter 
in the same manner as during the summer; that is, hereto- 
fore, since 1896, during the winter months the main pipe’ 
force was employed upon one or two large jobs in the out- 
lying districts where the adverse weather conditions did not 
so seriously interfere with the work as it might have within 
the City limits. During the present winter, however, we 
did considerable relaying in various parts of the City proper 
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where the streets are paved with granite blocks, and it has 
proved to be a matter of some expense to maintain the 
trenches in a safe condition on account of the repeated settle- 
ments due to the frost leaving the ground and other condi- 
tions characteristic of spring weather. 

The Metropolitan Water Board took for its own use the 
following main pipe and fixtures, located in Chelsea, Chelsea 
creek and East Boston, between Chelsea bridge on one end 
and the East Boston pumping station on the other: 456 feet 
30-inch main, 4,760 feet 24-inch main, 4,667 feet 20- 
inch main, 595 feet 16-inch main, 5 feet 12-inch main, 35 
feet 12-inck B. O. pipe, 90 feet 6-inch B. O. pipe, 40 feet 
4-inch B. O. pipe, 200 feet 4-inch hydrant pipe, 3 24-inch 
gates, 5 20-inch gates, 1 12-inch gate, 1 12-inch B. O. gate, 
2 6-inch B. O. gates, 2 4-inch B. O. gates, 7 4-inch hydrant 
gates, 7 Boston hydrants, 2 air cocks. 


MAIN GATES. 


Four hundred and sixty-five of various sized gates were 
established ; 210 were abandoned, and 16, in Chelsea, were 
takén by the Metropolitan Water Board, making the total 
number in use 8,910. Besides these, there were 21 blow-off 
gates established and 12 abandoned, and 5, in Chelsea, taken 
by the Metropolitan Water Board; 8 private gates established 
and 1 abandoned; and 4 gates established upon hydrant 
branches. ‘This last class of gates enables us to make repairs 
upon hydrants without shutting down the lines —an impor- 
tant disideratum. 

An old style left-handed gate at the corner of Boylston 
street and Tremont street was replaced by one of the pattern 
in use at the present time. 


AIR COCKS. 
Twenty-seven air cocks were established and 6 abandoned. 


BLOW-OFF COocKS. 
Six blow-off cocks were established and 1 abandoned. 


CHECK VALVES. 


One 8-inch check valve was established upon the Deer 
Island System. ( Private.) 


HYDRANTS. 


Three hundred and ninety-six hydrants were established, and 
267 abandoned, and 7, in Chelsea, were taken by the Metro- 
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politan Water Board — making the total number connected 
with our system 7,606. The Bachelder pattern of Post hy- 
drant was used more extensively this year than previously — 
103 being added to the system: the total number now in 
service is 175. It is our policy to use this type of hydrant 
wherever it is feasible, the Fire Department having shown a 
decided preference for it. 

One thousand four hundred and seventy-five bags of salt 
were purchased by this Department and delivered to the Fire 
Department to be used on hydrant covers during the cold 
weather. 

One hundred and seventy-nine thousand one hundred and 
three inspections of hydrants were made — principally dur- 
ing the cold weather — to detect if possible defects in the 
working of the hydrants, which if uncorrected might cause 
a delay of disastrous consequence in case of fire. | 

We are considerably annoyed at times as a result of the 
rather promiscuous use of hydrants by contractors, corpora- 
tions, and City Departments, whose sole desire is to get 
water, regardless of the means employed. Sometimes, when 
a regular hydrant wrench is not at hand, a Stillson wrench is 
employed, with the effect of wearing off the corners of the 
nut controlling the valve-stem, and thus rendering the hy- 
drant practically useless. Other defects are often caused by 
the ignorance and carelessness of the parties mentioned 
above, who in my opinion should get water from other - 
sources. Such an important fixture as a fire hydrant should 
be held almost sacred, and should be used exclusively for the 
purpose of extinguishing fires. Its efficiency depends to a 
great extent upon its readiness for use, and this cannot be 
expected where it is operated by careless and mechanically 
ignorant persons. 


WATER POSTS. 


Twenty-five water posts were established and 11 abandoned 
— making the total in use 508. As regards these posts we do 
nothing, except upon orders received from the Street Water- 
ing Division, which owns them, and pays for their mainte- 
nance, 


FOUNTAINS. 


During the year drinking fountains were established as 
follows: 2 cold water (artesian well method) for man only, 1 
“ordinary” * for beasts only, 1 cold water (artesian well 


* The term “ordinary” is here used to designate those fountains through which 
water of a normal temperature flows and not cooled by artificial methods. 
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method) for beasts only. There were abandoned 2 “ ordi- 
nary” for man and beast, 1 “ordinary ”’ for man only, and 1 
‘‘ordinary”’ for beasts only. An ‘ordinary ”’ for man only 
was changed to a ‘cold water” (artesian well method), and 
an “ordinary” for beasts only was changed to a “cold 
water” (artesian well method). The total number of foun- 
tains in use is 121, of which 47 are “ordinaries” for man 
and beast combined, 21 “ ordinaries” for man only, 35 “cold 
water’ for man only, 15 “ordinaries”’ for beasts only, and 
2 “cold water ” for beasts only. 

For the purpose of cooling water for drinking fountains 
a new system has been inaugurated during the past year. 
Artesian wells have been driven at several points to a depth 
of about 100 feet, viz.: Boston Common, Second street, 
between M street and N street, Post Office square, and the 
junction of Northampton street and Albany street. <A 
wrought-iron pipe, of about eight inches diameter, and of the 
same length as the depth of the well, is lowered into the 
bore and forms a sheathing for the same. ‘This pipe is per- 
forated with small holes which allow a free passage of the 
well-water through the same, and assure a uniformly low 
temperature. The supply pipe to the fountain passes through 
the whole length of the well twice. The water flowing 
through the pipe is thus cooled by the surrounding well- 
water, and, as it reaches the faucet in the fountain, it is 
usually of about 50° Fahrenheit, winter and summer. ‘This 
is considered by hygienic authorities as sufficiently cold for 
drinking purposes. The expense and bother of replenishing 
the ice boxes once or twice a day, as was necessary under 
the old system, is thus obviated. 


SERVICE—PIPES. 


One thousand seven hundred and ninety-eight service- 
pipes (45,559 feet) of various sizes were laid during the 
year, and 364 service-pipes (9,059 feet) were abandoned — 
showing a net increase of 1,434 pipes (86,500 feet), and 
making the total number of service-pipes of all sizes now in 
use 87,525, with an aggregate length of 2,427,671 feet. 
Four hundred and twenty-six service-pipes were laid to 
unoccupied building lots from which no revenue is at present 
derived. They are included in the foregoing statement. 

I am now considering a system which I hope to have in 
execution the early part of next year, whereby the relative 
location of all service-pipes to some fixed point may be more 
easily ascertained than at present. It is now often the case 
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that we have to dig, and, figuratively speaking, grope our way 
in an endeavor to locate a service-pipe, for want of definite 
information as to its location. 

The cost of service-pipes laid in streets paved with “ pitch 
and pebble” and asphalt is not to a considerable amount 
covered by the schedule rates charged for the pipes. This 
question will require serious paheideration in the very near 
future. 


MAINTENANCE. 


Repairs of all kind and of varied extent -were made upon 
main-pipe, service-pipes, hydrants, etc., during the year. 

There were 549 main-pipe repairs; 12,110 service-pipe 
repairs ; 4,268 hydrant repairs; 4,058 hydrant and gate box 
repairs ; 450 fountain repairs; 1,268 street repairs; 701 dead 
ends blown off; 7,165 gates tested in service; 6,511 hydrants 
tested in service; 8,549 gate covers salted in cold weather, 
and a great deal-of miscellaneous work of maintenance 
character. 

The most important break that we had occurred August 
8 in the 30-inch low service main in Tremont street, 
opposite the Hotel Touraine. The water escaped in great 
quantities, flooding many cellars in the vicinity. It cost 
$2,204.52 to repair the pipe, the street and pavement torn 
up by the water, and to pump out the cellars into which the 
water entered. Five thousand one hundred and eighty-two 
dollars and eighty-nine cents was expended in stripping this 
main between Boylston and Eliot streets, after the break was 
repaired, for the purpose of discovering any weakness that 
might exist, and strengthening it where we considered it 
necessary. ‘There are now in the hands of the Law Depart- 
ment awaiting settlement, 34 claims for pect damages 
resulting from this break. 

Upon September 5 a leak occurred in the same main at a 
point in Tremont street, opposite Hollis street. The cost of 
making repairs was $435.10. Both of these leaks were 

caused by settlement, due, no doubt, to the unsettled con- 
dition of the street since It was disturbed by Subway con- 
struction. 

Between October 20 and December 26 we had a series of 
six breaks in the 48-inch low service main in and near Clin- 
ton road, Brookline. These were caused by a combination 
of increased pressure, poor castings, and settlement. The 
aggregate cost of repairing the same was $4,348.93, with a 
charge from Contractor Driscoll, of Brookline, for repairing 
the roads torn up by the escaping water to be included. 
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The 1,268 street repairs, which class of work is rapidly 
becoming both extensive and expensive, on account of the 
greater number of “pitch and pebble” and asphalt. streets 
than formerly, varied in expense from $1 to $518. 

A very desirable class of work performed during the year 
was the building of 34 brick gate-chambers, replacing wooden 
boxes. Brick gate-chambers for large gates are obviously an 
improvement over wooden boxes. Thirty-one brick cham- 
bers with wooden tops were fitted with brick tops, thus mak- 
ing the entire chamber of brick. 

We are caused considerable expense by relocating our 
mains in response to the requests of the Sewer Division, the 
construction work of which very frequently comes in contact 
with our system. No reimbursement is made to this Depart- 
ment for this outlay. 

Early in the year an important change was made in the 
method of supplying steam for heating our building at 710 
Albany street. The exhaust from the engine was utilized, 
and instead of, as fornierly, escaping into the air, it circulates 
through the heating apparatus of the building and returns to — 
the boiler and is again used for power purposes. This results 
in a material saving in fuel. 

An inspection of the statement appended, showing the 
manufactures of the machine and carpenter shops, will give 
an idea of what this branch of the service is doing. In addi- 
tion, however, to the manufacture of stock, these shops per- 
form a great amount of work of a most diversified nature, 
necessary to the maintenance of a plant as large as ours. It 
is-of very rare occurrence that we have to call upon outside 
mechanics or artisans. 

Care and attention have been given to the various yards, 
buildings, reservoirs, ang properties of the Department, and 
they are all in ‘first-class condition. 

An auction sale was-held January 29, 1901, by which, in 
addition to large lots of cast-iron and composition junk, a 
great variety of old and useless material — the accumulation 
of years — was disposed of to advantage to the Department. 
Some of the larger items were: 227 tons of cast-iron junk ; 
4 tons composition and brass chips; 4 tonsof brass and com- 
position junk; 2,700 feet of {-inch wrought-iron pipe and fit- 
tings for same; one Sturtevant Heating System, complete ; 
12 jack screws ;-1,000 pounds tire steel; 26 wagon springs ; 
1 tip-cart and harness; 4 buggies; 8 wagons; 11 sleighs; 
and about 150 other lots of varying quantity and quality, for 
which we received, after deducting the expense of the sale, 
$5,601.76. 
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FIRE RESERVOIRS. 


The fire reservoir in Anderson street, opposite the Phillips 
School-house, together with the 4-inch connection between it 
and our system, was abandoned. 


HARBOR SERVICE. 


The additional 12-inch supply laid across Moon Island in 
1899 was connected at the sea-wall with the pipe crossing 
the harbor to Long Island. ‘The usual care and attention were 
given to the various lines of pipe in the harbor. Bulkheads 
were built along the shores of the different islands to pro- 
tect the pipes from the effects of the waves. A sign warning 
vessels from anchoring in the vicinity of our pipes was built 
on Rainsford Island; and old signs of a similar character 
at other points were repainted.

Str, — I hereby submit the following report of the work 
done and the records kept during the past year: 


During the past year 20.4 miles of main pipe have been 
laid and 11.1 miles abandoned, making a net increase of 9.8 
miles, and a total length in the system of 718.4 miles. The 
following classification will indicate to some extent the 


character of the work done:

The most important work done during the year is as 
follows: 

The 80-inch high service main was extended in Washing- 
ton street, Dorchester, from Bowdoin street to Talbot avenue, 
there connecting with a 16-inch line. A 20-inch main was 
laid in B street, South Boston, from Danby to Claflin street, 
thence crossing under twenty-three freight tracks of the 
N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R. and through Binford street to A 
street; this line materially improves the fire service in a 
district where values are rapidly growing. A 24-inch pipe 
was laid from the 80-inch high service main on the Common 
to the subway, it there divides into three 16-inch pipes, which 
pass over the subway roof in channels provided for the 
purpose, and which are each connected with the 16-inch line 
in ‘Tremont street. 
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The new location of the Boston & Providence R.R. made 
it necessary at Castle square to abandon two lines of 80-inch 
pipe for a distance of about 120 feet; four lines of 20-inch 
steel pipes were substituted for them and were carried under 
the floor of the new highway bridge over the railroad tracks 
and connected by 30” & 20” Y branches on each end; in 
addition to being enclosed in tight boxes formed by special 
bridge construction the steel pipes were covered by Voorhees 
patent insulation as a further protection from freezing. 

The work of abolishing the grade crossing at Cambridge 
street, Charlestown, carried out by the B. & M. R.R., caused 
a number of changes in the water pipes in that vicinity — 
820 feet of 80-inch wrought-iron cement-lined pipe was 
abandoned in Cambridge and Perkins streets, and a like 
amount of 30-inch cast-iron pipe was laid in the same streets 
to replace it; the old cement-lined pipe, laid in 1869, was 
found to be remarkably clean on the inside; its wrought-iron 
shell, originally 0.16-inches thick was reduced in spots by 
rusting to a thickness of 0.11 inches, and the cement lining 
and covering showed but slight tensile strength; 8,150 feet 
of 12-inch pipe was laid in Cambridge street and in other 
streets affected by the change of grade, replacing in each case 
pipe of a small size; also 680 feet of 6-inch was relaid in 
different streets. : 

The following work was done in connection with the 
changes of grade on Dorchester avenue, Boston street and 
Swett street.

The 12-inch mains in Atlantic avenue and Commercial 
street, from Oliver to Prince, and the 6-inch main in Clinton 
street, from Commercial to Atlantic avenue, were relaid with 
16-inch pipe, making a great improvement in the fire service 
of the north-eastern section of the City. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Summer street, from Dewey 
square to the foot of Bedford street, replacing a 12-inch pipe. 
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The 16-inch main in Western avenue, Brighton, was 
extended from Everett street to Market street, replacing 
a 12-inch main. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Blue Hill avenue, Dorchester, 
from Gaston to Edgewood street, replacing an 8-inch pipe. 

A 16-inch main was laid in Corinth street, West Roxbury, 
from Birch to Washington street, replacing a 6-inch pipe. 

A 12-inch main was laid on each side of Washington 
street, from Canton street to Northampton street, replac- 
ing a single line of 6-inch pipe and reinforcing the supply in 
a district where the fire supply was altogether inadequate. 

A number of other streets in different parts of the City 
were relaid with 12-inch, 10-inch and 8-inch pipe, to improve 
the existing service ; about one-half the total amount of work 
done throughout the year was of this class. . 

In relaying practically no leaks have been found in the 
joints of the old pipes, and the fact that no considerable 
amount of water is wasted in this way is a tribute to careful 
and effective work. ’ 

Considerable attention has been given to improving the 
designs of the gates and hydrants ; the old B. W. W. type of 
gate, with body in three pieces, and with heavy lead joints, is 
being given up as fast as new drawings, patterns, etc., can 
be made. The type of gate adopted is equally durable, 
much lighter, and consequently more economical. The 
Bachelder independent valve hydrant is now being manufact- 
ured exclusively, from drawings made in this office; each 
outlet is controlled by its own valve, making it possible, with- 
out shutting off the water, to connect a second and third 
engine to a hydrant already in use. 

The patterns owned by the Water Department (400 in 
number comprising 2,100 different parts) have been marked 
with composition letters and listed in a ‘*“ Pattern Book; ” 
a room has been set apart for their storage with stalls, shelves, 
etc., suitably marked. 


ELECTROLYSIS. © 


While the water-pipe system of the City has not suffered 
from electrolysis in the past to so great an extent as was 
feared, there is reason to believe that the conditions are grow- 
ing worse, and that something must be done or the pipe sys- 
tem will suffer serious damage. 

The accompanying report of Messrs. Stone and Webster 
shows the special work which has been done during the past 
year to determine the electrical condition of the pipe system 
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and in addition to this special work a large number of obser- 
vations were made when pipes were exposed in excavations ; 
these observations cover every section of the City, and show 
that serious damage is being done to services in some places.

Dear Sir, — In our report on the electrolysis of water pipes 
for the year 1899 we considered in detail the voltmeter readings 
in various sections of the City, paying much attention to a com- 
parison with what we had found the preceding year. In our 
investigations for 1900 we have not deemed it essential to take 
so many readings or to make so detailed a comparison, for the 
reason that we find the conditions varying so little from year to 
year. ‘Therefore, in this report we make but a general compari- 
son of the conditions in 1899 and 1900, emphasizing only such 
points as we believe of particular importance, notably the serious 
conditions that still prevail in the Field’s Corner District. 

In 1899 we made two electrical surveys of the City, taking 
about 450 voltmeter readings each time; in 1900 we took hardly 
more than 250 such readings, a sufficient number, however, 
to enable us to report with much certainty upon the general con- 
ditions. From the accompanying tables it will be seen that the 
grand averages of the two years are about the same, 1 volt being 
the positive average for 1899, and 1.1 for 1900; 1 and 1.1 the 
negative averages for 1899, and 1.3 for 1900. So also with 
the maximum readings, +6 being the highest positive reading 
for 1899 and +6 for 1900; — 10 the highest negative reading for 
1899 and —12 for 1900. Therefore, we consider the conditions 
about the same for the two years, with certainly no general im- 
provement for 1900. In considering the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way system apart from the others, it will be séen that likewise 
the conditions for the two years were about the same. Owing to 
a new line having been opened on Commonwealth avenue to 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir there is a local increase in the size of the 
readings in Brighton, and we should expect this slight difference 
on account of the unusually heavy grade on that avenue. 

The other roads, taken by themselves, show, on an average, 
conditions somewhat for the worse. 

We use in making up our averages only the maximum read- 
ings; therefore where we took but a single reading in any district 
this will be the average as well as the maximum. In one instance 
(Lynn & Boston Railroad, on Breed’s Island), the fluctuation 
was from —.5 to —9.5, according to the position of the cars. 
But we used only — 9.5 in making up our averages. We may 
further add that where there is the most uninterrupted traffic, and 
consequently the most continuous flow of current, the readings 
are apt to be the steadiest, the maximum, minimum and average 
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tending to become one and the same. Much variation in voltage 
generally indicates an inferior return circuit, but the greatest 
fluctuations are apt to be in districts where the traflic is light, 
hence are not a sure sign that there is any very large flow of 
current on to the pipe system. ‘The above case is where a single 
car caused almost the entire movement of the needle, and, being 
in a negative district, we do not consider it cause for alarm. 
The troubles to pipe caused by the Lynn & Boston Railroad are 
likely to be on some other water system than that belonging to 
the City of Boston. 

The West Roxbury & Roslindale Street Railway has com- 
paratively light traffic, and, 
Oakland street, the needle only shot up to that figure momenta- 
rily, so we are not prepared to say that serious trouble is immi- 
nent because of this reading. 

High + readings on River street, in the Mattapan district of 
the Norfolk-Suburban Street Railway, still maintain, and there we 
expect that trouble will soon be apparent. 

We come now toa point to which your attention should be 
particularly called, namely, corrosion along Park street, Dor- 
chester avenue, and Neponset avenue, in the Field’s Corner 
district of Dorchester. We have been accustomed to ask for 
special excavations in order to examine the service pipes of this 
district, and last year we reported the notes that we made on 
several of these investigations. So evident is it now, however, 
that the lead services in this locality are being seriously injured 
that we no longer think it worth while to have special excavations 
made beyond those that are necessitated by the frequent cases of 
bursted pipes. 

Since our last report, breaks at the following places have 
occurred, all of which cases we attribute to electrolysis : 

June 8, 1900, No. 1294 Dorchester avenue, between Linden 
and Leedsdale streets. 

July 20, No. 208 Neponset avenue, opposite Boutwell avenue. 

January 25, 1901, No. 117 Park street. 

February 21, Neponset avenue and King eheuts 

March 1, No. 105 Park street. 

March 7, Park street, near corner of Geneva avenue. 

These vary in distance from the power station from one-half 
mile to one mile. Within these limits we should expect to find 
corrosion on almost any of the services. 

Believing that the mains themselves were probably affected, we 
had six excavations made on July 23, 1900, all on Park street, 
between Adams street and Dorchester avenue, the short section 
where the services have suffered the most injury. We found, 
however, almost no corrosion beyond the usual surface rust, 
except in one instance. There, on the bell of the joint, the 
graphite formation could be shaved to a slight depth with a knife. 
Although the mains have, so far as we know, shown no marked 
corrosion, we should be surprised to learn that they are absolutely 
free. We happen to have found almost no signs of electrolytic 
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injury to mains in that district, but of course this does not prove 
that the injury is not going on in sections adjacent to where we 
made our inspections. 

In other tocalities there have been cases of bursting pipes, but 
only in the case, at the corner of Harrison avenue and Massachu- 
setts avenue, do we attribute the trouble to electrolysis. Along 
here we had four excavations made in order to examine the con- 
ditions. Only slight traces of corrosion were found. 

There was during the winter a break on Clinton street, another 
on Atlantic avenue, corner Summer street, another on Causeway 
street, between Friend and Portland streets, none of which do we 
think were due to electrolysis, unless it took place years ago, for 
the voltmeter readings have for several years past indicated that 
in these localities the current flows on to the pipes and not off of 
them, and there is no indication that the bursting was due to 
corrosion at the joints.

IN GENERAL. 


During the year there has been an unusual number of 
breaks in large mains. On August 8 the easterly 30-inch 
main in Tremont street broke about 70 feet south of Boyls- 
ton street. At this point the original line of main pipe, laid 
about 1850, had been supported during the construction of 
the subway, the excavation for which extended 17 feet be- 
low the pipe; when uncovered a rigid support in brick- 
work was found a few feet south of the break, while north- 
erly no rigid support was found for a distance of 24 feet. 
The pipe was of normal thickness, and the iron of excellent 
quality. This main was uncovered for a distance of 220 
feet between Boylston and Eliot streets, its position in rela- 
tion to the subway being practically the same as at the point 
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where the break occurred; the supports were found to vary 
in character, at one point the pipe being in immediate danger 
of failing, the old supports were removed and new ones 
of a uniform character were built under the pipe for the 
entire distance. A further examination of the conditions 
under this main should be made still further south of Tre- 
mont street. The easterly 30-inch main on Tremont street 
again broke on September 5, opposite Hollis street. At this 
point the pipe had been supported during the construction of 
the subway below it; when the broken pipe was removed it 
was found to have rested directly upon a short upright piece of 
8 x 8-inch spruce, imbedded in cement at the point where 
the break occurred. Between October 19 and December 5 
six breaks occurred in the 48-inch main which runs from 
Chestnut Hill reservoir to Boylston street, Brookline, con- 
necting with the three large mains from the Brookline reser- 
voir; this main was laid in 1868, and up to the time of the 
first break had been connected directly with Chestnut Hill 
reservoir, and consequently had been subjected to:a head not 
exceeding 15 pounds; the immediate cause of the develop- 
ment of the breaks was an increased pressure on the low 
service of the City furnished by the Metropolitan Water 
Board, which increase, the main, if of normal condition, should 
have easily withstood. The broken pieces indicated in two 
or three cases at least the existence of old cracks, and in . 
most of the samples tested the iron was found to be of 
inferior quality. ‘The line is now in service under a pres- 
sure of over 80 pounds. The following is a statement of 
tests made of pieces cut from broken pipes : 
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In view of the dangerous and uncertain conditions existing 
at Shirley Gut it was decided to lay a second main under the 
Gut to Deer Island. The new line was located about 350 
feet west of the 8-inch line laid in 1896, at a point where the 
channel is 150 feet wide at low water mark. After a trench 
had been dredged across the channel a line of 12-inch flexible 
pipe, which had previously been made up on rolls on the 
Winthrop shore, was hauled across the channel by steam 
power, the friction of the pipe on the bottom of the channel 
being reduced by empty oil casks attached to the pipe. ‘The 
trench was then refilled. A test showed the line to be prac- 
tically tight. The pipe used, shown in cut on opposite page, 
was of special design; the fact that the lead must remain in 
the bell, whatever position the pipe assumes, is believed to be 
of advantage in sub-aqueous work. 

On May 10 the Metropolitan Water Board made a taking 
of the lines which formerly supplied East Boston and 
Chelsea, from the Boston side of the Mystic draw, through 
Chelsea and across Chelsea creek to East Boston, a total 
length of about 10,600 feet of pipe. A 24-inch siphon is 
now being laid under the Mystic river by the Metropolitan 
Board, they having removed the old 24-inch and 30-inch 
siphons, both of which were broken. |

Str, —I herewith submit the Annual Report showing the 
appropriation and expenditure, also work performed by the 
Wire Department from February 1, 1900, to January 31, 1901. 

January 1, 1901, found the Department in its new and 
modern quarters, at 11 Wareham street. ‘The object gained 
by this removal is twofold. First, in obtaining quarters of 
sufficient size to enable the Department to do its work prop- 
erly. Second, that it might establish a laboratory, which 
seemed absolutely essential, for the proper conduct of its busi- 
ness, so that all electrical devices, conductors, etc., which are 
to be installed for use in this City for the generating, trans- 
mission, and utilization of electric energy may be tested. 
The results of these tests will show whether or not said 
devices, etc., are sufficient or insufficient to perform the work 
required of them. 

During the year a partial reorganization of the Depart- 
ment was effected, which proved beneficial to all concerned. 
' Also a new set of Rules and Requirements for doing the 
work over which this Department has supervision, has been 
compiled, and will be ready for distribution on March 1. 

I desire to thank the employees for their co-operation to 
increase the efficiency of the Department.

OVERHEAD WORK. 


The streets from which poles, overhead wires, cables, con- 
ductors, etc., were ordered to be removed during the year 
1900 were Harrison avenue, between Dover and Northamp- 
ton streets; Dover street, between Tremont and Albany 
streets ; Wareham street, between Malden and Albany streets ; 
Concord street, between Albany street and Shawmut avenue ; 
and Northampton street, between Albany street and Shawmut 
avenue; a total distance of 10,615 feet, exceeding the 
amount (two miles) prescribed in Chapter 249, Acts of 1898, 
‘by 56 feet. The companies operating wires on and over 
these streets are actively engaged in removing the remaining 
wires, and when this is completed, the poles will be removed. 
Exclusive of the Elevated Railway Company poles, used for 
the support of trolley wires, there are standing in the streets 
named above 129 poles, occupied.by the Boston Electric 
Light Company, New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, Suburban Light and Power Company, Fire Depart- 
ment, Fire Alarm Branch, and Police Signal Service, and 
others. There were many wires crossing the streets from 
buildings in addition to those on poles, the whole amounting 
to about 500,000 feet, much of which has already been re- 
moved. The feeders and returns of the Boston Elevated 
‘Railway Company on Harrison ayenue and Northampton 
street, amounting to about 75,000 feet, are being removed at 
the present time. 

The old style of roof construction is rapidly disappearing 
in the business section of the City, and it is seldom that a 
fixture is placed upon a roof except by companies operating 
high-potential wires. In evidence of this, I would say that 
in 1896, on the roofs of buildings bounded by Devonshire, 
Water, Congress, and State streets there were sixty-four 
fixtures, single and double, supporting 954 wires. These 
wires were anywhere from one foot to twenty-five feet above 
the roofs, so that in many places it was difficult to cross the 
roof without being in contact with a number of wires at one 
and the same time. ‘To-day, there is but one fixture in this 
block, and ten or twelve wires, which are sufficiently high to 
permit of the free use of the-roof. The system adopted by 
the Low Tenison Wire Association is to trunk their wires 
along the walls of buildings, and not cross over the roofs. 
This style of construction is. less expensive and less objec- 
tionable to property owners. The companies also avoid the 
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WIRE DEPARTMENT. 3 


responsibility and care of the roofs. The expense of keeping 
roots on which fixtures are located in repair has always been 
very heavy, and a burden which the companies are striving | 
to relieve themselves of as fast as possible. This year, as in 
the past, abandoned wires and fixtures have been found 
almost daily with no means of identification and are removed 
by the Wire Department. 

In the City proper, north of Dover and Berkeley streets, in 
1894, I estimate the number of fixtures on roofs to have been 
about 14,000, while to-day less than ten per cent. (10%) of 
that number remains, in consequence of which but little 
inconvenience is experienced from wires by firemen and — 
others, whose business calls them on to the roots of build- 
ings. 

The liability of accident from fires is growing less daily, 
due largely to the absence of fixtures, many of them support- 

ing a large number of wires, and to the improvements made 
in construction of every description. 

The most noticeable improvements in construction have 
been made in the business section of the City, or that portion 
north of Dover street, where very much of the time of the 
inspectors has been required. Owing to the limited num- 
ber of inspectors it has been found necessary to omit from 
time to time the general inspection in the outlying districts, 
in consequence of which, no doubt, much of it will be found 
to be in an unsatisfactory condition. 

The result of fuse inspection has been more than satis- 
factory, it seldom being found that an installation has been 
made without the line being suitably protected. This isa 
safeguard, and a great improvement over the conditions at 
the time the Wire Department was created, as inspection at 
that time showed that the absence of suitable protection 
devices was the rule rather than the exception. Wires are 
occasionally found that bear no tag or mark by which the 
ownership can be ascertained. In each case the lne is 
traced to determine the owner, who, if found, is informed as 
to the requirements of this Department, which generally 
meets with a prompt and cheerful compliance. If the owner 
cannot be determined, the wire, which in such cases is usually 
dead, is removed by the Wire Department. Very little, if 
any, of this wire is of value. © 

Photographs showing the condition of overhead construc- 
tion in and over streets have been taken from time to time, 
prints of which I submit with this report. I also submit a 
number showing the underground construction for the past 
year. 
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It has been found necessary during the past year to detail 
inspectors from the Overhead Division to assist the under- 
ground inspectors, owing to the very large increase in this 
character of work, and on this account the overhead inspec- 
tion at times has been unavoidably crippled. On account of 
the probable increase in underground construction the 
coming season, and in order to give the overhead construc- 
tion the attention which it requires, additional inspectors are 
necessary to successfully carry out the provisions of the law. 

Occasionally a wire may be found over a street in the 
prescribed district, which in most cases is where a tem- 
porary location has been granted pending arrangements to 
provide means of communication in some’ other way. The 
Low Tension Wire Association have been given temporary 
cable locations over a few of the streets; but same are being 
removed as fast as underground services are completed. 

It has been found necessary to cut and remove a number 
of wires of one company on account of the dangerous con- 
dition in which the wires were allowed to remain. This was 
only done after repeated and ineffectual attempts to have 
defects corrected. - Since then a reconstruction of the entire 
overhead system of this company has been commenced, and 
work is progressing in an approved manner. 

During the past year a marked improvement hes been 
made in the pole line construction, fewer accidents having 
occurred to workmen required to handle the wires than in 
any previous year since the Wire Department was created. 
This is no doubt due in a large measure to the supervision 
by the Wire Department of all new work and improvements 
in old construction made by the companies at the request of 
the Wire Department. 

The City has been divided into districts, and an inspector 
assigned to and held responsible for the condition of the 
wires in this district. This proves to have been a great 
help in keeping the construction in good condition, as the 
inspectors early familiarize themselves with the condition of 
the streets. The inspectors are required to go over their 
entire district once in four or five weeks, and. consequently 
they are quick to notice any changes that may have been 
made in the wiring since their previous inspection. Any 
defects noted are reported and the interested parties at once 
notified from this office of the defect, which notice in most 
cases receive prompt attention, the Wire Department being 
notified of the action taken on same, and it is found usually 
that repairs have been made in a satisfactory and approved 
manner. | 
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The matter of approving pole locations which would be 
satisfactory to the petitioner, and at the same time offer as 
little objection to the abutters on the street as possible has 
been given a great deal of attention by this Department, and 
Iam pleased to say that the system adopted. seems to meet 
all the requirements, at the same time popenag the inter- 
ested parties. 

When a company is desirous of setting poles on any of the 
public streets, avenues, etc., an employee of this Department 
accompanies their engineer, and together the least objection- 
able locations are selected, the exact location being noted, 
and a record of same kept in this office. After the peti- 
tion of the company to the Board of Aldermen, has. been 
granted and the poles set, a re-measurement is taken to de- 
termine if any changes have been made, as for unforeseen 
reasons it is at times found necessary to make changes, 
varying in distance from one to ten eee due frequently to 
ledges, water, gas, and other pipes, or for other reasons 
which were not apparent at the time of the first survey. This - 
arrangement seems to be most satisfactory, and fewer com- 
plaints have been received from citizens regarding poles on 
the streets, which, in the outlying districts, is a necessity, and 
will be for some time. 

Every effort is being made to separate the low from the 
high-potential wires so as to reduce the danger to linemen 
who are obliged, owing to the nature of their work, to come 
in contact with the same. In order to successfully carry this | 
out it has been necessary to erect two lines of poles, one on 
each side of some of the streets ; when this cannot be done, a 
separation is required when it is possible, of forty inches. I 
will add that the officials of the leading companies, realizing 
the importance of this step, have rendered this Department 
every assistance possible to carry this out to a successful 
conclusion. | 

A survey is being made to determine the exact location of 
every pole in the limits of the City used for the support of 
telegraph, telephone, fire-alarm, police, electric light, and 
other wires. This is a difficnlt task and is one which has 
never before been attempted to my knowledge. It is esti- 
mated that there are about 20,000 poles standing in the 
streets at the present time, not ‘including the poles of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, used for the support of — 
trolley wires. Of the location of these poles there-is no cor- 
rect record. This work is being carefully done and a watch- 
ful care kept of removals, renewals, changes, etc., and a 
record of the same kept on atlases and books provided for 
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this purpose, so that it will be possible at a moment’s notice 
to give the ownership, location, and condition of any pole 
of which. information is desired ; a thing very necessary on 
account of the growing number of inquiries which are made 
almost daily. | 

I submit with this report plans and’ photographs showing 
some of the streets of the City on which there are poles sup- 
porting heavy lines of wire. With others, a very noticeable 
change and improvement has been made on Washington 
street, at Forest Hills, request having been made by some of 
the companies for additional pole locations owing to the 
widening of the street at this point. On looking over the 
ground it was found that there were forty poles standing in 
a space of five hundred feet or less. Upon consultation with 
the several companies owning the poles, each using a type of 
_ their own, they readily agreed to combine and accept the plan 
— suggested by this Department, so that to-day where there 
were forty poles, owned by five or six different companies, 
- there are now but sixteen poles owned by two companies 
which accommodate-the wires of all, and while the service of 
these companies has in no way been impaired, the appearance 
of the street has been very much improved. 

There are many poles now standing in the streets which 
have been abandoned by the owners, so far as their wires are 
concerned, but are occupied by other companies; conse- 
quently the owners cannot remove them, and yet they are 
required to keep them in a safe and satisfactory condition. 
This seems unjust, and some means should be devised whereby 
the responsibility should be ‘assumed by some one of the 
companies occupying the poles when the original owner is 
desirous of surrendering them to another. 

Iron lamp-posts, which have for many years been in use, to 
support arc-lights for street lighting, are being replaced by 
approved wooden posts. This style of post is heing used by 
the Brookline Gas-Light Company and the Charlestown Gas 
and Electric Company in their respective districts, so that it is 
reasonable to expect that in a short time none of the old pat- 
tern will be in use in any part of the City. The Boston 
Electric Light Company were the first to use the new pattern 
posts, and the absence of accidents to linemen and trimmers 
in their employ shows it to have been a wise move. 

In the streets in which the elevated structure has been’ 
built by the Boston Elevated Railway Company, the struct- 
ure has been utilized for the carrying of heavy lines of feeder 
wires required for the operation of the surface car lines. 
The feeder wires have been placed on the structure with a 
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view of securing the safest construction possible in relation 
to the structure and such other wires and fixtures as are 
used for the operation of both elevated and surface cars, 7.e., 
trolley wires, third rails and third-rail. feeders. 

_The feeder wires are mostly 1,000,000 c.m. in size, and 
their insulation consists of a covering of three ae of braid- 
ing filled with insulating compound. 

Owing to the changing type of construction used for the 
elevated structure, two distinct, methods of supporting the 
wires had to be used. 

Where plate cross- -girders were used three (3) inch holes 
were drilled on six centres in the middle of the cross-girder, 
and so situated that the wires would come in the space be- 
tween the two pair of longitudinal girders. Thus, while at 
a considerable inconvenience for stringing, the wires would 
be placed upon the structure where they would be the least 
obtrusive, and so contribute to the general neatness of the 
whole construction. 

Where the arched cross-girder construction obtained, the 
only available space for carrying such a heavy line of feeders 
was immediately over the middle of the arch and between 
two pairs of longitudinal girders for the tracks, but at.a level 
slightly higher than the tops of these girders. 

In the plate-girder construction the feeders are threaded 
through the three-inch holes, the girders averaging nearly 
fifty feet apart. At each girder where the wires pass through, 
and outside of the space occupied by the holes for the feeders, 
on both sides of the plate-girder, vertical pieces of hard pine 
are bolted securely to the plate. Then, to these vertical 
wood pieces are fastened 83-inch by 3- inch cross-arms placed 
in proper relation to the horizontal row of holes. These 
cross-arms alternate on each side of the cross-girders with 
each successive horizontal row of holes, this being necessary 
to give working room between the cross-arms for the proper 
placing of the insulating supports, it being remembered that 
the centres of holes are only six inches apart. 

The wood cross-arms are used to give an electrically safer 
support for the insulator which carries the wires, and at the 
same time to give a support which will carry the wire 
through the three-inch holes in the plate girder, clear and in- 
dependent of the sides of the hole. 

A supporting porcelain insulator is screwed fast to the top 
of the cross-arm and so placed that it holds the wire in the 
centre of the hole in the girder, thus precluding the danger 
of the wire coming in contact with the ironwork, or sides of 
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the hole. As an additional safeguard, a hardwood sleeve, 
split and about five inches in length and treated with an 
insulating compound, is fastened about the feeder wire at the 
point where the wire passes through the three-inch hole, thus 
avoiding any chance for abrasion to the insulation of the 
wire even should any mishap occur to the main support. 

To avoid putting any other but a vertical strain upon the 
insulating supports just described, in order to hold the wire 
tight and keep slack out of the sections as much as possible, 
dependence must be had upon the method of anchoring the 
wire at the ends and at long intervals in the line. 

To meet the severe strain which a 1,000,000 em. wire 
would necessarily put upon any kind of insulating anchor 
appliance, an entirely.safe insulator and strong anchor appli- 
ance is made of two properly shaped blocks of lignum vitee 
wood, held in tandem with iron straps, which are bolted to- 
gether through the centres of the wood. ‘The feeder wire is 
wound around in the groove of one of the lignum vite blocks 
and there fastened, and in a similar manner a heavy galvan- 
ized iron guy-wire, or specially placed wrought-iron clamp is 
placed in the groove of the other block and this connected 
with a clamp or other fixture held securely to the cross- 
girder. 

A double vistianicn of the very highest bee is thus: 
secured. 

The constructions ied for the support of the wires on 
the arched cross-girder of the structure is in effect, and it 
might be said, in fact, the same as is in common practice on 
heavy pole line feeder construction, 7.e., wood cross-arms, 
locust-pius, and petticoated glass insulators of the “ Jumbo” 
type, the only difference being in the method of holding the 
cross-arms in place. 

There are a large number of wires over some of the prin- 
cipal streets of the city, suspended during the late war, for 
the purpose of supporting flags. These now are seldom — 
used, if at all, for the purpose for which they were originally 
intended, and probably are never examined to determine their 
condition. ‘Consequently there are ‘possibilities of serious 
results, in case of their falling on to trolley wires or on to the 
streets. These should soon be removed by the owners, who 
have been directed so to do. When it is found advisable to 
hang flags or anything of a like nature over the streets I 
think a hemp or manila rope would answer this purpose, and 
in case of its falling there would be but little danger of 
serious results. 
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WIRE DEPARTMENT. 


UNDERGROUND WORK. 


Although the district prescribed for the removal of over- 
head wires during the year 1900 was much smaller than any 
previous year, yet there was more underground work done 
than ever before in one year. 

The falling off in cables is due to the fact that the Bos- 
ton Electric Light Company during the year 1899 connected 
up their L. Street Station drawing cable amounting to over 
1,200,000 feet. 

While the accumulation of illuminating and other ie 
sive gases cannot be wholly prevented, yet with the present 
system of inspection, and the prompt action of the Gas Com- 
pany in seeking for and stopping the leaks when notified 
of their existence, through the presence of gas in the man- 
holes there was but one explosion during the past year. 
There have been eighteen (18) such explosions since the 
organization of the Wire Department; the greatest number 
inany one year being six (6), and one year there was none. 

From the ducts surrounded by concrete, and the conductors 
contained therein, little trouble’ need be apprehended; but 
where the iron ducts for service connections and the solid 
tube system are laid in the earth, without the protection of 
concrete, they are exposed to and receive injuries that often 
lead to results that may at times prove serious. 

Great care is exercised by this Department in the supervi- 
sion of underground electrical construction to provide ample 
separation between the ducts and gas, water, and other pipes 
that are met with underground, and no difficulty is ex- 
perienced in doing so; but as this Department can exercise 
no control over the operations of the employees of other 
departments und private contractors engaged in excavating 
the streets, injury to this class of conduits and the con- 
ductors théy contain, and contact between them and other 
conducting material, are too frequent for the public good. 

The solid tube system depends very largely on the earth 
for its stability’ and reliability, and the earth should not be 
removed from under any portion of it if it can be avoided ; 
but as it cannot be, the greatest care should be taken to give 
it proper support and to maintain its alignment; but this is 
not always done. The tubes of this system are twenty (20) 
feet in length, and are connected together by cast-iron junc- 
tion boxes that are halved longitudinally and held together 
by screws ; they contain flexible conductors that join those in 
each consecutive tube together and are filled with an insu- 
lating compound. As the tubes are not screwed into these

boxes, should the earth be removed from under them for any 
considerable distance each side of them unless rigidly sup- 
ported in some way the tubes pull out, the conductors are 
severed or are brought in contact with the tube or box turn- 
ing them into a conductor, and should the tube at any point 
be in contact with gas or water pipes current would be, and 
in a great many cases has been, carried into buildings caus- 
ing more or less damage. Should the service ducts contain- 
ing high potential wires be brought in contact with the water 
or gas pipes in like manner, and should the insulation of the 
wires fail, in addition to the danger from fire there would be 
that of injury to persons as well. 

Since the organization of this Department there have been 
twelve (12) cases where a dangerous amount of current has 
been carried into buildings over the pipes supplying them 
with illuminating gas, four (4) of which occurred during the 
year 1900. There have been two cases where holes have 
been burned through the gas mains in the street where they 
were in contact with the tubes of the Edison system. There 
have been no cases reported where the electrical ducts and’ 
tubes have been found in contact with water pipes, which is 
due, no doubt, to the fact that the latter are laid below the 
frost line, while gas pipes and electrical conduits and ducts 
are not, except in rare cases when it is necessary to avoid 
obstructions, so the danger resulting from contact between 
water pipes and electrical conduits is very small. Neverthe- 
less, the danger exists, and it is one in a great. measure be- 
yond the control of the Wire Department; but as the fires 
from this cause have almost steadily increased since 1894, 
thirty-three per cent. (83%) of the whole having occurred 
during 1900, it can at least sound a note of warning as 
follows : 


All persons engaged in excavating the streets who wilfully 
or negligently cause any underground electrical duct: to rest 
upon or against a gas, water, or metallic drain pipe, endan- 
gers the lives and’ property of the people of the City of 
Boston, and they should be held strictly responsible for their 
treatment of all such ducts and conduits by ordinance or act 
of the Legislature, and it seems to me that the .time has 
arrived for more stringent regulation of the methods of dig- 
ging around, above and below the electrical conduits laid 
under the surface of the streets. 

Of the fact that fires are most likely to occur from this 
cause there is no doubt, as it is well known to this Depart- 
ment that the system of conduits are in electrical contact 
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with the gas-pipe systems, but at what points, and how many, 
it is unable to state. It may now be asked, Is there any 
means of preventing fires from this cause that the owners 
and occupants of buildings can avail themselves of? In 
reply it can be said that there are three: An insulator 
placed in the service gas-pipe near the point where it enters 
the building; or per fect separation of the gas from the water 
and sewer pipes; or connecting the water, gas, and sewer 
pipes together electrically where they enter at the same’ 
point; of these three plans the first is decidedly the best, 
for one, if not both of the other two would not prevent the 
charging of the pipes to a dangerous potential above that of 
the earth that might cause serious injury to persons.

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INTERIOR DIvVISiON. 


The duties of this division increased largely over previous 
years, aS may be seen by comparison of the figurers of work 
for the past year with those for the previous years of the De- 
partment’s existence. This increase is the result of the natural 
and healthy growth of the use of electricity for light, heat, and 
power purposes, at the present time there being few buildings 
erected in which provision is not made for its use. 

As wiring of new buildings is in almost all cases installed 
during their construction, upon the completion of which, wiring 
is concealed from view, it necessitates that a constant and care- 
ful supervision of all electrical work shall be made during its 
installation, that all reasonable precautions may be taken to 
prevent its becoming, when put into service, a menace to 
persons or property. Some supervision of electrical work is 
also necessary until building is completed, even though the work 
of the electrical contractor is done in a safe and satisfactory 
manner, as the average workman in lines other than those elec- 
trical seems to have no proper appreciation of the possible 
dangers that may arise from injury to wires or their insulation, 
or to the running in close proximity to same of pipes or other 
matter foreign to them, and while work of electrical contractor 
might be done in a safe and satisfactory manner, some action on 
the part of employees of other contractors might make wiring, 
etc., unsafe. 

The old wiring installed previous to the organization of the 
Wire Department, and which is a constant menace to safety, 
has received more attention than in former years. This was 
made possible without neglecting new wiring, for the proper 
installation of which we feel directly responsible, by the addi- 
tion of one inspector whose time has been entirely devoted to 
the inspection of old wiring and electric light and power instal- 
lations, also the making of such electrical tests of same called 
for in the interests of safety. 

As has been customary in the past, special attention has been 
given the wiring and electrical apparatus of our theatres, halls, 
and large stores, where many people congregate, and where a 
serious fire would mean not only the destruction of property 
but the probable loss of human life. 

A source of danger constantly arising in our theatres, and 
which necessitates weekly and careful inspection in same, is the 
wiring and electrical apparatus forming a part of the “ proper- 
ties” of the various theatrical companies who fulfil engage- 
ments in this City. In many cases this wiring brought by the 
visiting company is in such a condition that its use is not per- 
mitted until extensive changes are made in the same, and in 
some cases it is so dangerous that it is condemned entirely. 

All accidents and fires reported to be due to electrical causes 
have received the prompt attention of the Department both day 
and night, and fires for which two or more alarms were given, 
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have been attended by representatives of the Department who 
have rendered such assistance to the Fire Department as the 
circumstances required, and who also took note of such electrical 
matters as might be of interest to this Department. 

During the year heavy currents of electricity have entered 
five buildings over service gas pipes, in two of the buildings 
melting pipes and starting fires, in two buildings causing slight 
fires, and in one building melting holes in some pipes but doing 
no other damage. 

With the exception of loss from the serious burnout at. the 
First Station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, re- 
ferred to elsewhere in this report, the losses from fires due to 
electricity were small, as the fires were mainly insignificant in 
character, there being but one recorded where the insurance loss 
exceeded $200, and the majority of the fires caused no insurance 
loss whatever. 

During the year there was no fire which was caused by wir- 
ing approved by the Department. 

Underground services for buildings have received special at- 
tention, an inspector examining all proposed locations for same, 
and if location selected by the representative of the company 
installing service was not satisfactory to inspector a new and 
approved location was decided upon. 

There have been eight accidents to persons, four of which had 
fatal results. The victims of the fatal accidents were all men 
accustomed to working on high potential circuits, and they met 
their death while in the performance of their duties. 

Of the other four accidents, three of which were not serious, 
occurred to persons unfamiliar with electrical matters, and the 
victim of the other accident was a lineman in the employ of the 
Postal Telegraph Company, who was injured while in the per- 
formance of his duty by a shock due toa leakage of current from 
a high potential wire. Whether he was or was not familiar with 
high potential circuits is unknown. 

Important changes and improvements. have been made at the 
First Station of the Edison Electric Lluminating Company, 
Head place, in the equipment of the cable vault, where a fire 
occurred October 11. 

The improvements consist chiefly in substituting a system of 
bare copper conductors for the old cable feeders between the 
main switchboard and the pits which terminate the duct lines 
from the street system. The main switchboard is situated in 
No. 1 Battery Building on the first floor. The feeders were 
formerly lead downwards from the switchboard to the basement 
and there divided into two sections, the one running to a small 
pit situated near the west wall of the basement and the other 
running at right angles to this towards a pit in the vault under 
Bumstead court. These cables were each enclosed in an iron- 
armored conduit, supported on iron brackets. <A fair idea of 
the arrangement will be seen in Plate 22, which is a photograph 
taken at the Company’s Second Station of a similar system.

A practical reconstruction of the entire installation has now 
taken place. 

The pit near the west wall has been greatly enlarged and 
brought nearer the centre of the room. The ducts are now so: 
arranged that the positive and negative terminals are separated 
by a brick wall, and the ends of the individual ducts are stepped 
off and so placed that each terminal lug may be handled with 
the greatest ease and safety. The vault under Bumstead court 
has been completely divided in two by a brick wall, so that the 
cable vault is now entirely: distinct from that part containing 
certain steam auxiliaries, and the old cable pit has practically 
been discarded. The sides and floor of this vault have aian been 
thoroughly waterproofed. 

The conductors between the switchboard and the two sea ay 
pits now number about forty-five pairs. They are each made 
up of two pieces of 2 x 4-inch hard-drawn copper separated 
4 inch apart. These are supported and secured on large blocks 
of Alberene stone, boiled in oil, which are in turn mounted 
on a solid system of iron hangers and brackets. 

No conductors is less than 4 inches from an adjacent one of 
same polarity, and opposite polarities are separated by more than 
18 inches, and all joints have a large contact surface. The bare 
copper arranged in this manner allows for a very free radiation 
of heat. The materials used insure the whole installation being 
absolutely fireproof. Great care has been taken to allow for the 
free expansion of the conductors, which might be caused by 
short periods of overload, due to possible trouble on the under- 
ground system, thus insuring an absence of buckling on any part 
of the system. 

To guard against accidents of a general character, all parts of 
the system lable to be within reach of unauthorized persons 
have been securely enclosed with strong iron fences. Plate 23 
shows the vault under Bumstead court and Plate 24 shows a 
general view of the conductor work in the basement room.

Systematic inspection with necessary tests are underway, 
which upon the completion of same will include all isolated 
plants in this City of which we have any knowledge. 
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During the year completed, January 31, 1901, there have been 
one hundred and ninety-seven (197) isolated plants inspected, 
and tested for “ grounds.” 

Of these plants one hundred and twenty (120) were found 
defective, many being in a condition absolutely dangerous, and 
not only a menace to the building or buildings in which they 
were contained, but also a menace to neighboring property. 

Owners of isolated plants in each and every case where 
defects were found, were notified of same, and with very few 
exceptions our requests for: correction of defects have been 
cheerfully complied with.

Of the transformer burn-outs, four of them resulted in the 
primary current entering buildings over the secondary wiring 
of same, doing more or less injury to wiring and fixtures, and in 
three cases starting fires inside of buildings. 

In two of the three other cases the Fire Department were 
called, but their services were not required. 


FIRES. 


February 4. At 8.20 P.M. No. 475 Harrison avenue. Water 
worked into a cut-out box on a high potential arc circuit of the Bos- 
ton Electric Light Company, and current grounded through a screw 
supporting cut-out box to woodwork. No insurance loss. 

February 8. At 7.25 P.M. Corner of Rutland street and Shaw- 
mut avenue. Two tree fires, caused by a current from a high poten- 
tial circuit of the Boston Electric Light Company, the wire of this 
circuit being in contact with a span wire of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, which was also in contact with limbs of trees. 

February 8 At 7.45 P.M. Washington and Canton streets. 
High potential arc wire of the Boston Electric Light Company 
became detached from insulator and came in contact with a fixture 
arm during a rain-storm. Current grounded at this point, and fixt- 
ure arm was slightly burned. 

February 5. No. 256 Swett street. Fire was discovered on arrival 
of an employee in the early morning. In stone-shed was a derrick 
and car operated by a 500-volt motor located on car, current for 
motor being supplied from the system of the Suburban Light and 
Power Company. At some time during the night this car was 
started by some unauthorized person, run into and part way through 
the ends of doors of shed, where it stopped. Current was left on 
motor, the coils of which became overheated and burned out and fire 
was communicated to wood timbers, etc., of car. No damage 
except to car and motor. 

February 9. At 11 A.M. Box116. Slight fire on underside of 
the Dover-street bridge, across the Boston & Albany Railroad 
tracks. Fire was caused by leakage of current from an electric 
feeder of the Boston Elevated Railway, leakage being due to a break- 
down in the insulation of feeder, probably caused by the heat, smoke, 
and gases from locomotives passing beneath, and to the wet weather 
which had prevailed for several days before fire occurred. 

February 12. At 10.30 P.M. Back Bay Station of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. <A short circuit occurred 
in a lamp receptacle in loft of building, while watchman was attempt- 
ing to remove a defective lamp. Fuse in cut-out blew, an arc was 
maintained across the terminals of cut-out, and insulation on wires 
entering cut-out was ignited and burned for several inches. Fire 
was extinguished by watchman without further damage. See plate 
No. 18. . 

February 14. No. 246 Washington street. Slight electrical 
trouble due to grounding of a motor circuit, caused by a piece of 
zinc resting on an iron pipe being jammed against wire and cutting 
into insulation of same. A hole melted in zinc; otherwise no 
damage was done. 

March 1. At9.41 A.M. Nos. 23-25, 22-32, and 48-50 Pearl street. 
Slight fires occurred at these buildings as a result of heavy currents 
of electricity entering over their gas-service pipes. 
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At Nos. 23-25 Pearl street. Amount of electricity passing over pipes 
was sufficient to melt off a 23-inch gas-pipe and badly fuse 12-inch 
service-pipe with which the 3-inch pipe was in contact, gas issuing 
from the smaller pipe being ignited and the flame therefrom charring 
and scorching the neighboring woodwork in basement. On the first 
floor two lead water-pipes had irregular holes melted in them at 
points where they were in contact with other pipes. At building 
Nos. 22-32 Pearl street the insulation was burned off of some ground 
wires which were a portion of the system of the Boston Automatic 
Fire Alarm Company, and which wires afforded a path for the 
current between the gas and water piping of the building. Mould- 
ing containing wires was also somewhat burned. 

At building Nos. 48-50 Pearl street current entering same over gas- 
pipe was sufficient to melt off the 1}-inch lead service-pipe to 
meter, and gas issuing therefrom was ignited. As there was nothing 
inflammable in the vicinity of this meter fire did not spread. Investi- 
gation showed that the source of current of electricity entering these 
buildings was an underground electric feeder of the Edison system, 
two burn-outs having occurred in same simultaneously with the elec- 
trical troubles at the buildings mentioned above. One of these 
burn-outs occurred opposite No. 43 and the other opposite No. 81 
Pear! street. 

It is evident that when burn-outs occurred the electrical conductor 
or conductors were brought into electrical connection with the pipe 
in which which they were contained, over which pipe the current 
passed to gas-pipe with which conduit tube must at some point have 
been in contact. See plate No. 21. Insurance loss was adjusted 
at $351.10. 

March 3. At 11.48 A.M. A building at the head of Lewis wharf 
and on Atlantic avenue was being demolished, wood from same being 
given to whoever would remove it. An electric service cable of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, which entered this build- 
ing attracted the attention of an Italian who attempted to cut a piece 
off the cable with his axe. Cable was alive and short-circuit which 
resulted from blow with axe ignited the insulation of the cable and 
fire was communicated to waste lumber. Fire Department called 
on still alarm. 

March 15. At 10.87 A.M. No. 105 Summer street, Church Green 
Building. Asa result of short-circuit elevator cable feeding light 
in elevator car became overcharged, insulation took fire and burning 
particles of same dropped to bottom of elevator well igniting loose 
paper and other rubbish in same. Cut-out did not relieve the short- 
circuit as in place of proper fuses cut-out had pieces of copper wire 
in same. No insurance loss. See plate No. 13. 

March 20. Dorchester avenue, opposite Second street. Slight 
fire caused by a live high potential wire of the Boston Electric Light 
Company falling upon a sign, as a result of which the sign was 
burned for about two feet in length. Reported by Fire Depart- 
ment. No insurance loss. 

April 10. At6.48 P.M. No. 72 Boylston street, Hotel Pelham. 
Slight fire in elevator machinery well. Fire was confined to the in- 
sulation of an incandescent lighting circuit and a bunch of bell and 
other wires in wellway and to the burning and charring of wood- 
work in that part of wellway where wires were located. Probable > 
cause, poor connection at switch on incandescent light circuit as 
a result of which a slight arc ignited insulation of wire. Alarm from 
Box 55. Insurance loss about $400. 
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April 14. At 8 P.M. No. 392-394 Boylston street. .Owing to 
trouble at the Power Station supply of current was not sufficient to 
meet the demand on the system. Elevator motor at this place 
stopped on account of lack of current and attendant neglected to 
shut current. off. .Later smoke was seen issuing from motor-room 
and was found to come from the coils.of rheostat, which had be- 
come overheated. Switch was opened and trouble ceased. Engine 
Company 33 and Hook and Ladder Company 16 were called as a 
precautionary measure, but their services were not required. 

April 22. At 8.20 P. M. No. 2 Maverick square, East Boston. 
Slight fire caused by a short-circuit in wires beneath canopy of com- 
bination fixture. Insulation on a foot or so of wire and about the 
same amount of moulding above fixture burned; also, insulating 
joint on fixture was considerably burned. Alarm from Box 628. 
Insurance loss, $200. 

April 30. About 2.30 P.M. No. 11 Elm street. Electrical dis- 
turbance. <A heavy current of electricity entered this building over 
gas-pipe, source of same being underground tie feeder of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, a burn-out having occurred in same 
at a point about 15 feet from this place. Lead beer pipes were 
melted in several places, and where metal ceiling and soil pipe were 
in contact with each other both were melted. 

May 8 At 8.20 P.M. Opposite No. 229 Blue Hill avenue. 
Power wire of the Boston Electric Light Company came in contact 
with a spike on limb of tree, current from same setting fire to limb 
and damaging Postal Telegraph Cable Company cables. Alarm from 
Box 242. 

May 8. Early evening. Clarendon street, Grundmann Studio 
Building. Slight fire in Room 10, which was extinguished by 
occupant. Owing to leaky roof the moulding containing wires 
on side wall became saturated with water, insulation of wire deterior- 
ated, an arc was established between the two wires of opposite 
polarity and insulation of wire, also the moulding, was ignited. . 
Damage was very slight. No insurance loss. 

May 9. No. 111 Kneeland street. A strong smell of gas 
being noticed an investigation was made and a hole was found ina 
3-inch gas-pipe in basement at a point where same was crossed with 
a 110-volt electric lighting system furnished with current by the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company. Basement was very wet, 
wiring badly grounded, and hole in pipe corroded by electrolytic 
action due to existing conditions. 

May 15. At 8.80 P.M. Dorchester street, between Fifth and 
Bowen streets. Arcing of Boston Electric Light Company wires 
on trees. 

May 15. About 11 P.M. Andrews square. A street arc-lamp 
pole was found on fire. Pole, although fed from overhead, was of 
a type designed to feed from underground service, it being hollow 
so that cable could be pulled up inside of same from underground 
duct. The top of pole is an iron pipe or ‘‘ gooseneck”’ from which 
alamp is hung. This ‘‘ gooseneck”’ is fastened to top of wood pole 
by iron lag screws, one of which passed through wood so that point 
of lag screw entered hollow space in pole. In contact with this point 
was an iron wire which ran to the ground. This had been left 
in pole for future use in drawing in cables. The night was stormy 
and current from circuit escaped to iron portion of pole, thence over 
lag bolt and iron wire to ground. Arc formed at point of contact 
between lag bolt and iron wire ignited wood of pole.

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May 20. Evening. Opposite No. 139 Cedar street. Tree 
fire, caused by wires of the Boston Electric Light Company lying 
on limb of tree and arm of pole. Engine Company 14 called on 
a still alarm. 

June 4. At8.15 P.M. Castle Island bridge. Fire started at the 
butt of a wood supporting pole for a series arc-lamp at point where 
wire entered pole to run up to lamp and was due to circuit ground- 
ing at this point. Bridge in vicinity of pole was quite severely 
burned. Fire Department called on a still alarm. 

June 9. About 3 P.M. Parker House, School street. A flexible 
cord had been run by engineer from wires back of canopy of a wall 
bracket around side wall of room to a receptacle, for the purpose of 
furnishing additional light to occupant of room. On wall and 
attached to same by pins and tacks were many inflammable articles 
such as calendars, paper fans, etc. One of these fastenings was 
driven through cord in such a manner that subsequent jar or 
movement of cord completed short-circuit. Resulting fire caused 
a damage of about $50. 

June 16. At10.20 A.M. No. 11 Otis street. Fire was the burn- 
ing of a foot or two of the insulation of two No. 14 wires and a few 
inches of the moulding in which they were contained. - Moulding 
was exposed to dampness and an electrolytic action took place 
between opposite poles of the circuit at point where current leakage 
occurred. An arc finally resulted igniting moulding and insulation 
of wires. Alarm from Box 52. No insurance loss. 

June 238. At12.10 A.M. No. 1050 Columbus avenue. Ground- 
ing of an arc light circuit on iron brace to an arc-lamp bracket over 
sidewalk. Window-frame burned and charred for several inches, 
otherwise no damage except to circuit. Severe rain storm in prog- 
ress at the time. Engine Company 13 called on a still alarm. 

June 28, 24, and 25. Evening. Opposite No. 46 East Newton 
street. Fires due to the arcing of Boston Electric Light Company’s 
wires on limb of tree. 

June 29. At 9 P.M. Opposite Ladder House 4, Dudley street. 
Tree fire, due to the arcing of Boston Electric Light Company’s 
wires on limb of tree. Reported by the Fire Department. 

July 12. At about 9.30 P.M. Corner of Dorchester avenue and 
Washington street, Dorchester. Fire in New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company’s cable box on pole at above location. Box 
destroyed, pole injured, and 34 telephones and one fire-alarm box cut 
out of service. Probable cause, lightning discharge or cross between 
one of the wires entering this box and a high potential wire. 

July 12. At9.88 P.M. No. 11 Ashburton place. Fire occurred 
in an enclosure or closet in space between building No. 9 Ashburton 
place and the Boston University School of Law Building, in which 
closet a service pipe containing 500 volt and primary cables of the 
Boston Electric Light Company terminated. In closet were also a 
large transformer and Fort Wayne cut-outs on the primaries, the 
latter being enclosed in a wooden box. Fire consisted of the burning 
of this box and several feet of the insulation of the wires, and was 
caused by the grounding of current of primary circuit at one of the 
cut-out boxes due to presence of water, a severe rain storm being in 
progress at the time, and roof of closet leaking badly. Engine 
Company 4 and Chemical Company 1 called on a still alarm. No 
insurance loss. - 

July 28. Columbus avenue and Heath street. Slight fire on pole 
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of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, caused by 
high potential wire of the Boston Electric Light Company coming 
in contact and grounding on cross-arm of pole. 

July 29. At12.58 A.M. Corner of Boylston and Washington 
streets. Slight fire; same being the burning of the insulation of wire 
on an induction coil used in connection with an are lamp, and the 
scorching of ceiling immediately above coil. Cause, a crooked car- 
bon in lamp prevented it from feeding properly, a short arc resulted, 
and an excessive flow of current passed through induction coil. Cir- 
cuit cut-out was overfused and failed to operate in time to prevent 
trouble which occurred. Engine Company 26 called on a still alarm. 
No insurance loss. 

July 31. At 7.85 P.M. No.487 Washington street. Siight fire, 
consisting of the burning of mosquito netting, with whicha combined 
ceiling fan and incandescent lamp fixture was enwrapped. Fixture 
and ceiling slightly scorched. Cause, arc at one of the binding 
posts, due to a poor connection at same, ignited mosquito netting. 
Engine Company 26 called on a still alarm. No insurance loss. 

August 8. -At 7.45 P.M. No.129 Staniford street. Fire was 
the burning of a sliding curtain at window of office booth and the 
scorching of frame, the curtain being ignited by the flash of a short 
circuit in an incandescent lamp pendant cord which hung in close 
proximity to curtain. Short circuit in cord was due to mechanical 
injury to insulation of same. Insurance loss, $25. Current supplied 
by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. 

August 28. At12.15 P.M. Third Station of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, Atlantic avenue. At the rear of the boiler- 
room are located coal sheds of this company, between which and 
rear wall of boiler-room is an intervening space of about five feet in 
width, which is planked over. 

Beneath this planking, ih a space perhaps 5 feet in height, is located 
a wooden box, used as a junction box, in which junctions are made 
between cables from power-house and sub-marine cables which run 
under Fort Point channel. This box also is filled with compound 
and at high tide is covered with several inches of tide water. Work 
was going on this morning at this junction box in connection with 
pressure wires contained in same, and while workman was cutting 
away the compound to free the pressure wires he inadvertently 
drove a cold chisel into the negative pole of feeder, grounding same 
to iron pipe, thereby causing a short-circuit, which apparently burned 
itself clear. This happened about 11 A.M. As the tide was rising 
to a point where box would soon be submerged, the workman 
melted compound down around conductors and “then left them in 
what he supposed was a safe condition, until such time as tide would 
be low enough to permit a resumption of work. On the rise of the 
tide water to the cables a short-circuit in damaged cables again 
occurred, ignited insulating compound and neighboring stringers, 
planking, ete. , fire working for a distance of several feet beneath 
plank flooring of coal shed. With the exception of damage to feeder 
there was no fire loss, as while planking, etc., was quite badly burned 
in places, it was not damaged sufficiently to necessitate the replacing 
of same with sound lumber. Alarm box 51. 

September 4. No. 106 Friend street. A workman, assisting at re- 
setting a curbstone, drove a pick through tube of the Edison 
Electric Uluminating Company, causing a short circuit, resulting 
arc igniting board intended to protect tube. Fire extinguished with 
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sand by members of Hook and Ladder Company 1, who were called 
on a still alarm. 

September 6. At 5.30 P.M. Opposite No. 375 Tremont street. 
Reported electric fire was a short circuit in an underground main of 
the Edison Electric Lluminating Company, short circuit being 
caused by workman of gas company, while attempting to locate a 
leak, driving his crowbar through planking covering tube and into 
tube. No damage except to mains and crowbar. 

September 14. At 7 P.M. No. 280 Dorchester street. High 
potential wire of the Boston Electric Light Company, during the 
severe storm of September 12, was blown against and caught at base 
of tower of house, insulation of wire chafed off, and an are formed 
between wire and zine and copper work of tower. Damage about 
$100. Fire Department called on a still alarm. 

September 14. At 8.30 A.M. No. 9 Exchange place. Fixture 
cord grounded at outlet on pipe back of insulating joint. A hole was 
melted in gas-pipe, gas ignited, and a hole about 3 feet in diameter 
was burned in ceiling and floor above. Fire Department called on a 
still alarm. Current furnished by the Edison Electric luminating 
Company. 

September 15. At3 A.M. Chestnut Hillavenue, house of A. G. 

Everett. Breakdown in Stanley transformer permitted 2,000-volt 
current to enter building over secondary wiring of same. Burn-outs 
occurred at the various combination fixtures, and a fire was started 
at cut-out cabinet, badly burning the inside of same. Cabinet 
had a tight-fitting door and fire was extinguished, there being lack 
of air to support combustion. Loss about $100. 
_ September 17. At 7.35 P.M. September 18, about 11 A.M. 
Junction of Summer and Bedford streets, Church Green Building. At 
7.35 P.M., September 17, Engine Company 7 and Hook and Ladder 
Company 17 were called to this building on account of windows of 
the Regal Shoe Company in basement being filled with smoke. 
Basement was ventilated, but firemen found no fire. The following 
forenoon flashing was noticed at a copper water conductor in freight 
elevator well, and Wire Department was notified. An investigation 
showed that this water conductor, also a similar conductor on the 
other side of building and passing through basement of the Regal 
Shoe Company, both being used to drain roof gutters, had holes 
melted in them, evidently by electric arcs. In elevator well was a 
No. 0000 set of mains belonging to and used by the Church Green 
Electric Light and Power Company for distribution purposes. One 
pole of these mains was grounded on iron pipe in which it was con- 
tained for a portion of its run, pipe in turn being in contact with 
water conductor over which current passed to various parts of the 
building. There was no fire, but arcing of current at several points 
and the appearance of smoke caused considerable alarm. System of 
the Church Green Company is grounded on one pole. Ground in 
pipe occurred where approved wire had been dishonestly spliced out 
with a short length of weatherproof wire. 

September 18. At 6 P.M. Corner of River street and Central 
avenue. ‘Tree fire. High potential wire of the Boston Electric 
Light Company became detached from insulator and came in contact 
with cross-arm attached to tree; current grounded and set fire to 
‘cross-arm. Wires of the Massachusetts Electric Railway Company 
were in contact with same tree at another point, current grounded 
and badly burned tree. 
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September 20. At 7.35 A.M. No. 109 Purchase street. <A slight 
fire occurred in fourth floor, due to a defective automatic-starting 
rheostat of a15 H. P. elevator motor, which caused excessive spark- 
ing at the brushes and commutator, igniting insulation of wires and 
a sheathed partition which was in close proximity to motor. 

September 28. At6P.M. Castle Island Bridge. Grounding of 
high potential circuit of the Boston Electric Light Company at a 
series incandescent lamp in covered part of bridge, due to exposure 
to the weather. 

September 28. At 8.40 A.M. No. 103-105 Chambers street. 
Short-circuit in Edison Electric Illuminating Company’s underground 
service cable, due to injuries to cable by workmen constructing this 
building. No damage PE, to cable. Engine Company 6 called 
on a still alarm. 

October 8. About 7.15 P.M. No. 108-112 Dudley street. Elec- 
trical trouble due to the grounding of current from a 500-volt circuit 
where wires were run (porcelain insulator work) on ceiling of base- 
ment at a location beneath a refrigerator on first floor and was the 
result of dampness affecting the insulation of circuit. Owing to the 
early discovery of trouble by the occupants of basement the damage 
was confined to the burning of the insulation of wire for an inch or 
two and the scorching of floor timbers in close proximity to same. 

October 11. At 9.21 A.M. Box 273.. No. 45 Peter Parley road. 
Fires were started at two wall outlets; a hole was melted in ceiling 
canopy to a combination fixture and service fuses were blown. The 
extent of fires was slight, being confined to the insulation on the 
wires at or near the outlets where fires occurred and the slight burn- 
ing or charring of laths and studding at these points. Cause, break- 
down in insulation of transformer supplying current for this wiring 
permitted current from primary circuit to enter house over secondary 
wiring of same. At points where fires occured current grounded on | 
gas-pipes, the resulting arc igniting insulation of wires. 

October 11. At 7.29 A.M. Box 53. Head Place, First Station- 
of the Edison Electric Uluminating Company. Directly under 
operating-room on the Bumstead court side of station is a cable 
vault or room into which 34 lead sheath cables, each cable of a 
capacity of 1,000,000 c.m., also a multiple conductor pressure wire 
cable of 60 pair of wires, enter underground from Bumstead court. 
These 1,000,000 c.m. cables, which were the positive and negative 
poles of various feeders from this station and of tie lines between 
this station and the Third Station, passed up the Bumstead court 
wall of cable-room to a convenient height, each cable in a lined pipe 
of so-called interior conduit manufactured by the Interior Conduit & 
Insulation Company, of New York, pipes being held in position by a 
framework made for that purpose, then cables bend and pass through 
similar pipes to points where they pass up through floor to switches 
in operating-room. Burn-out started in one of the cables at bend 
where it left the perpendicular and entered horizontal pipe, and 
extended to the other cables. As a result of burn-out numerous 
troubles occurred in the underground street system of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company, owing to the consequent overloading 
of feeders. The exact cause of burn-out in station it was impossible 
to determine. It may be that trouble was local in its origin and 
burn-out was due to a breakdown in the insulation of cable where 
fire was first discovered, or it may have been the result of a burn-out 
in the street. 
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October 14 About 1 A.M. Hotel Bretagne, No. 496 Massachu- 
setts avenue. Transformer burned out and primary and secondary 
coils were in electrical connection with each other. No damage 
done in building, with the exception that one circuit in same was 
found grounded. Cause of burn-out was the breaking off of a limb 
-of a tree on Centre street, Jamaica Plain, which fell upon wires of 
the Boston Electric Light Company, Suburban Light and Power 
Company, and the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, crossing them with each other and with the wires of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, upon which they fell. Circuits 
were grounded and insulation of transformer, unable to stand the 
strain, broke down. Current supplied by the Boston Electric Light 
Company. 

October 16. At7.14 P.M. Box 126. Corner E and Third streets, 
South Boston, St. Vincent’s Church. Transformer located on the 
outside of building burned out, primary and secondary coils - were 
brought thereby into electrical connection with each other, and 
primary current entered church over secondary wiring of same. 
Damage done by primary current entering building was slight, being 
confined to the breaking of filaments of several lamps and the blow- 
ing of several fuses. One circuit was also found grounded. Cause, 
an old piece of insulated wire, the ends of which were bare and 
hooked, had been thrown by some one standing in the street and 
one end of same hooked on to one wire of the primary alternating 
circuit while the other end hooked on to the arc circuit. The night 
was wet and stormy and consequently the so-called insulation of 
line wire was worthless and the two circuits were tied together by 
this old piece of wire. Circuits were grounded and wiring of church 
was either grounded or else it, as well as transformer supplying 
same, was unable to stand the strain caused by the crossing of the 
2,000-volt primary circuit with the arc circuit, which had a potential 
of over 5,000 volts, and insulation of transformer broke down, with 
results as above stated. Current supplied by the Boston Electric 
Light Company. 

October 16. Early evening. Franklin avenue. Transformer in 
manhole burned out, due to same cross between primary and arc 
circuits as burn-out in transformer in St. Vincent’s Church. No 
damage except to transformer. Current supplied by the Boston 
Electric Light Company. 

October 16. At9 P.M. Hamilton place, Music Hall and Musée. 
Slight fire in fireproof booth in gallery where a vioscope, or moving 
picture machine, was located and operated. Film of machine broke 
and operator stopped machine, but failed to close shutter over lens. 
Heat from arc focussed on stationary film, ignited same, about 200 
feet of film was destroyed, and operator in attempting to save film 
was severely burned about the face and hands. Owing to the excel- 
lent manner in which machine was installed no other damage was 
done. Current supplied by isolated plant on the premises. 

October 22. At5.30 P.M. No. 80 Blackstone street. Slight fire 
in doorway discovered by a woman employed in building and 
extinguished by persons summoned by her. Cause, passing up 
from stairway are mains from a 500-volt service of the Boston 
Electric Light Company entering basement of this building, current 
being supplied for several 500-volt moters located on different floors 
above. Where mains passed through floor of stairway entrance, 
porcelain floor tubes did not project sufficiently above floor to 
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prevent insulation of wires being injured, due to rain-water leaking 
into doorway and current from one of the wires grounded, an arc 
was established, wire burned off, and floor and wooden casing in 
which wires were enclosed had holes burned in same. Current 
supplied by the Boston Electric Light Company. 

November 4. At 5.55 P.M., Box 162. No. 249-251 A street. 
This fire was caused by the carelessness of a workman who was 
using flexible cord for testing purposes. The two ends of wire were 
bared, so that contacts could be made, and the workman, after test- 
ing a machine with a 500-volt current, failed to throw switch and 
shortly after left the building. The ends of wire came in contact 
and an arc was established which ignited the insulation of the wire 
and fire was communicated to the workbench. Owing to its early 
discovery the loss by fire was slight. No insurance loss. 

November 2. At1P.M. No. 568 Washington street. Slight fire 
on the outside wall of this building caused by a ground in the cables 
of the Boston Electric Light Company at top of stand-pipe. No 
damage was done except to cables. Engine Company 26 called on 
a still alarm. 

November 21. At 6.25 P.M. Centre and New Heath streets. 
Slight fire on pole of the Boston Electric Light Company, caused by 
wire becoming detached from insulator and coming in contact with 
iron brace; during the rain-storm a ground was formed through a 
guy which was also in contact with brace and fastened to tree in 
adjoining yard, setting fire to tree and pole and cross-arms, doing 
some damage to each. 

November 22. At 5.35 P.M. At No. 303 Blue Hill avenue. 
Tree fire, due to the wires of the Boston Electric Light Company 
chafing against limb of tree and insulation wearing off. Current 
grounded and set fire to limb of tree. Damage slight. Box 274. 

December 6. About8.30 A.M. Savoystreet. Burn-out in under- 
ground cables of the Boston Elevated Railway Company in Savoy 
street. Cause of the burn-out was the deterioration of insulation of 
cable and consequent grounding of current from same over lead 
sheath of cable and cement lined pipe duct, contact between lead 
sheath of cable and metal of duct being at iron connecting rings 
between lengths of cement lined ducts. One cable was so firmly 
welded to iron rings of conduit pipe that it was necessary to dig up 
street to remove both cable and pipe. 

December 7. At 11.18 P.M. Corner Exeter and Boylston 
streets. Hotel Lenox. Slight fire in basement. Fire was a burn- 
out in a 400 light oil transformer caused by overload on same. 
Damage was confined to this and an adjacent transformer and to 
wires and other electrical apparatus. Fire Department called by a 
still alarm. 

December 14. About 4.40 P.M. An alarm of fire was given from 
Box 16, for a fire and explosion in a tenway junction box in the 
Edison underground system of distribution, located on Merchants 
row between Faneuil Hall and Quincy Market. The first indica- 
tion of the trouble was from the manhole covers being blown off by 
the force of the explosion of gas generated by the burning com- 
pound and ignited by the arc; the force of the explosion was 
sufficient to throw the covers up some ten or fifteen feet in the air, 
the inner one being broken in several places. The flames from 
the burning compound quickly followed the explosion and could not 
be extinguished until the feeders and mains centering in this box 
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could be disconnected in the feeder boxes nearest to this one, which 
was done as quickly as possible. 

Burn-out was probably due to an overload on feeders, mains, etc., 
resulting in the overheating of the conductors in one or more of the 
stubs leading into the box, softening up the compound and letting 
the conductors come in contact with each other or with iron tube 
containing them, thereby causing a short circuit. 

December 17. About 4.40 P.M. Corner Cambridge street and 
Harvard avenue. Reported pole fire, found to be the burning of 
insulation of about two feet of twin cable feeding an arc-lamp of the 
Brookline Gas Light Company. Lamp was suspended from a 
carrier, supported by an iron pipe, projecting from wooden pole, 
and it was fed by a twin cable, the whole being so arranged that 
lamp could be pulled in to the pole every day for the purpose of 
trimming, etc. It is probable that as a result of wear and tear, 
cable finally broke, an arc was established, and insulation of wire 
was ignited. 

December 18. At 9.20 P.M. Timothy Smith & Co., No. 2249 
Washington street. Burn-out of defective ‘‘ Davis ”’ cut-out, belong- 
ing to the Boston Electric Light Company and located on side of 
building. No damage except to cut-out. Alarm from Box 218. 

December 30. Dorchester avenue and Fifth street. Police cable 
crossing Dorchester avenue sagged and made a swinging contact 
with a Boston Electric Light Company wire, wearing off the insu- 
lation and current from the Boston Electric Light Company wire; 
burned out police cable. 

January 4,1901. About 9 A.M. No. 22-32 Pearl street. Slight 
fire on first floor, due to current of electricity entering building over 
gas-pipe, passing to water-pipe over ground wires which were 
attached to these pipes and which belong to the Boston Automatic 
Fire Alarm Company, overcharging wires, setting insulation of same 
on fire and igniting moulding in which wires were run. Also holes 
burned in service gas-pipes, one of which entered this building and 
the other entered building No. 99 Pearl street. Cause of same 
was burn-out in the underground electric feeders of the Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company, current from same passing over gas 
pipe with which the Edison underground tube was in contact. 

January 7. Atlantic avenue, opposite Central street. Explosion 
of gas illuminating in manhole, cover of which was blown several 
feet in the air. No injury to persons or property. 

January 11. Corner of Massachusetts avenue and Albany 
street. Contact between New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company wires and the Boston Electric Light Company wires, 
causing arcing at points of contact. Cross due to the breaking of 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company wires and their 
falling on wires of the Boston Electric Light Company. | 

January 28. At11.24A.M. Nos. 72-74 Leverett street. Engine 
Company No. 6 called on still alarm for slight fire, caused by 
wires of a two-light combination ceiling fixture grounding on gas 
pipe in back of fixture insulating joint. Damage confined to fixture 
and ceiling in the immediate vicinity of same. 


ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DUE TO ELECTRICITY. 


February 17, 1900. Nicholas Olson, employed by the Postal Tel- 
egraph Company, while engaged working on their cables on the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company’s poles on Blue Hill 
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avenue, was seriously injured by falling from the pole at the corner 
of Warren street and said avenue. It appears that Lineman (Ison 
was climbing pole and had reached the lower cross-arm, one of the 
iron braces of which he grasped with one hand, while with the other 
hand he grasped an iron guy wire running from the pole he was on 
to. an iron pole of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, about 
eight feet distant. From the bottom of this lower cross-arm was a 
short drop wire supporting two glass insulators to which were at- 
- tached two primary alternating wires of the Suburban Light and Power 
Company, one of which was in contact with the iron brace, thereby 
charging same. When Olson grasped this brace and guy wire at 
the same time he thus completed a circuit through himself to the 
ground. Shocks received by Mr. Olson were so severe that he was 
unable to-free his hands until after his spurs were free from pole, 
when his weight broke his hold and he fell to the ground, a distance 
of twenty to twenty-five feet. 

March 15. Michael Rooney, an employee of the Sewer Depart- 
ment, while at work on sewer construction, corner of Haverhill and 
Travers streets, received a severe electrical shock, necessitating his 
removal to the Massachusetts General Hospital. 

At the time of the accident Mr. Rooney had hold of the wire 
cable attached to a bucket, which was being lowered into trench, 
when arm of derrick used in construction with same was swung 
around so that it came in contact with an unused but live trolley 
wire of the Boston Elevated Railway, current from which passed 
by way of bucket cable and Mr. Rooney to ground. 

May 15. Mr. John Kersey, a painter, while at work painting 
busbars in the operating-room of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company’s First Station storage battery rooms, was severely burned 
about the face and hands as a result of a short-circuit caused by the 
wire binding of his paint brush coming in simultaneous contact with 
two busbars of opposite polarity, and a difference of potential of 
about 220 volts. 

August 7. Patrick Blackburn, an inspector of the Boston Elec- 
tric Light Company, lost his life while in the performance of 
his duties, by a fall from a pole used for the support of a street- 
lighting arc-lamp at the corner of K and First streets, South Boston. 
While making his usual rounds he had occasion shortly before 9 
P.M. to ascend this pole to ascertain why lamp was not burning. 

In addition to the ordinary use of this pole for supporting a street 
lamp, it was also in use as a distribution pole from an underground 
duct, the two wires leaving this pole and running overhead having a 
difference of potential of over five thousand volts. This construc- 
tion was without the approval or knowledge of the Wire Depart- 
ment. Switch, which is located at base of ‘‘ gooseneck ”’ of pole, 
had been ‘ thrown off,’’? but lamp, which had ceased burning for 
want of trimming, had not apparently been touched. While the 
death of Mr. Blackburn was the result of a fractured skull, due to 
its coming in contact with the curbstone, when he struck, and 
although a careful examination of body failed to find any evidence 
of burns, it is highly probable, taking into consideration the condi- 
tions existing at the pole and the stormy nature of the night of the 
accident, that some portion of Mr. Blackburn, or his clothing, came 
in contact with the wires, he receiving a shock thereby sufficient to 
cause him to fall from pole. 
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Aug. 29. Police Officer Gould received a shock when attempting 
to remove an obstruction placed on the sidewalk by some boys at 
the corner of Rutherford avenue and Miller street, Charlestown. 
On examination he found attached to this obstruction an iron 
wire, which was connected to an iron step of a wooden pole be- 
longing to the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
An examination of pole was made the following morning by an in- 
spector of this Department, who found that a street railway feeder 
cable had been in contact with one of the iron steps higher up the 
pole, the underside of which step was badly burned. This step was 
about twenty feet above the one that Officer Gould says the wire he 
removed was attached to, and it is probable that the two steps were 
electrically connected with each other by the same boys. However 
that may be, the source of current from which Mr. Gould received 
shock was undoubtedly the feeder before mentioned, which feeder 
had a potential of about 550 volts above that of the ground. 

Sept. 11. Elija Debecque, a lineman in the employ of the Boston 
Electric Light Company, was fatally injured by falling from pole on 
-Massachusetts avenue, near Shirley street. A new line of poles 
had been recently installed by the Boston Electric Light Company 
on this avenue, to which it was intended to transfer wires from the 
old line of poles standing alongside. 

Mr. Debecque, with others, was engaged in painting this new line 
of poles and was on pole where accident occurred for that purpose. 
Besides other wires the old line of poles supported a 2,000-volt alter- 
nating circuit of the Boston Electric Light Company, one wire of 
which in passing pole where accident occurred was in contact with an 
iron brace toa cross-arm of the Postal Telegraph Company, to which it 
was intended to transfer their wires from the old pole standing along- 
side, and the insulation of alternating wire was chafed where it was 
in contact with brace. Mr. Debecque, grasping this brace, received 
shocks which caused him to fall from pole to ground, his skull being 
fractured as a result of fall. 

Dec. 24. Herbert James, a lineman in the employ of the Suburban 
Light and Power Company, while descending a pole in front of 
No. 35 Guild row, received an electrical shock causing him to lose 
his hold and fall to the ground, as a result of which fall he received 
a compound fracture of the skull, causing his death later. 

Pole where accident occurred is owned by the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, and is occupied by their wires, by 
wires of the Boston Electric Light Company, and wires of the 
Suburban Light and Power Company. Pole was used as a distribu- 
tion point from the underground system of the telephone company, 
a lead-sheathed cable belonging to this company running up the side 
of pole. 

In contact with this pole was one of the span wires of the over- 
head trolley system of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
which span wire, owing to a defective insulator, was in electrical con- 
nection with the trolley wire carrying current at a potential of about 
550 volts above the ground. In descending pole Mr. James came 
in contact with span wire and with grounded lead sheath of cable, 
he thereby becoming part of a derived circuit, with results before 
stated. 

Jan. 12,1901. Evan A. Linde, shortly after 4 P.M., met with a 
fatal accident at the Boylston-street bridge, over the tracks of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad. 
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Mr. Linde, who was employed in the arc department of the Boston 
Electric Light Company as a ‘trouble hunter’’ and as a ‘ spare 
trimmer,’’ was sent from their Ferdinand-street station, shortly after 
3 P.M., for the purpose of looking up cause of lamp, where accident 
occurred, not .operating properly the night previous, lamp having 
been reported by the police as not burning. 

The pole supporting this lamp was of the approved ‘ Gilbert ’’ 
type, but its insulating properties were nullified by its location, pole 
being set on the inner side of sidewalk on the northerly side of 
bridge, and against the upper chord of the metal truss of bridge, to 
which it was secured by several strands of No. 6 B. & S. Co. wire, 
about 4 inch below the top step of pole and about 19 inches beneath 
its cross-arm. 

Mr. Linde was seen standing on the top chord of the truss, stoop- 
ing down and looking upwards at the lamp, examining first one and 
then the other side of same, lamp at the time being in operation. 
A moment later he was seen lying on the ground and he was re- 
moved to a nearby police station, where he died a few moments 
Jater. Current was supplied for this lamp from an overhead circuit, 
the wires leading to and from it being fastened by two glass insula- 
tors about two and one-half feet above the truss, wires taking a turn 
around insulators, then twisted back on themselves, thence to cut- 
out for lamp. Where wires were twisted back on themselves the 
insulation of same was cracked on the underside, so that the conduc- 
tors were exposed. ~ 

It is probable that Mr. Linde, while making his examination of 
lamp, placed his hand on one of the insulators, for the purpose of 
steadying himself, his hand thereby coming in contact with the bare 
conductor where insulation had cracked, and as he was standing on 
grounded metalwork of bridge, he formed part of a derived circuit 
through the ground. 

Examination of the body found a burn on the inside of his left 
hand, and medical examiner’s certificate assigned ‘‘ electric shock ”’ 
as the chief cause of death. Potential of circuit on which accident 
occurred was about 4,000 volts.

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DESCRIPTION OF THE LABORATORY AND TESTING APPARATUS 
INSTALLED UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF CONSULTING 
ELECTRICIAN WiLtIiAM Bropuy. 


A commodious room, thirty-three by sixteen feet, giving a floor 
space of five hundred and twenty square feet, has been provided 
for the laboratory, which will contain a test-board that has long 
been in the possession of the Department, but has for a long 
time been out of use, because the room in which it was located 
had to be occupied for other purposes. On it will be tested the 
carrying capacity of wire, fuses, switches, and many other devices. 
Its range is from thirty-six one hundredths (0.36) of an ampere 
to one hundred and twenty-five (125) amperes, and this can be 
increased to three hundred and ninety-three (393) amperes. 
Next will be a five kilowatt motor and generator. The gen- 
erator will furnish alternating current at a pressure of two 
hundred and twenty (220) volts to a step up transformer whose 
secondary coils can produce current at a pressure of fifty thou- 
sand (50,000) volts, so that we will have a range of from two 
hundred and twenty (220) to fifty thousand (50,000) volts. 
With this apparatus, every device, and all material used in 
electrical construction, can be put under any stress that may 
be required at the present time, and, so far as is now known, for 
a long time in the future. By this means the value of any 
so-called high-grade insulating material can be quickly deter- 
mined. Next will be a transformer, mounted on the switch- 
board, by means of which a current of one thousand (1,000) 
amperes can be generated. By this means the carrying capacity 
of wire switches, cut-outs, fuses, etc., can be quickly determined, 
together with the amount of current required to heat conductors 
to a dangerous point, or melt them. 

Next will be the apparatus for the accurate measurement of 
the insulation and conductivity of conductors, consisting of a 
delicate reflecting galvanometer, which will set on a brick pier 
which is built on piles driven twenty feet into the marshy ground 
on which the building stands in order to secure a solid founda- 
tion and prevent vibration, in connection with which is a 
Wheatstone bridge for the measurement of conductivity, a 
standard resistance-box, condenser, shunt coils, and testing 
battery, switches, keys, etc. On a table, the top of which is 
slate, will be mounted all these instruments except the gal- 
vanometer. 

A slate switch-board will contain the main switch for con- 
trolling the current, to the motor, a double throw switch for 
connection to the dynamo that furnishes light to the building or 
to the wires of one of the electric lighting company, an automa- 
tic circuit breaker, starting rheostat for the motor, and another 
for controlling the output of the generator, together with volt- 
meters and ammeters for the measurement of the pressure in 
volts and the quantity of current in amperes. This board 
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consists of two panels, on the second of which will be mounted the 
quantity transformer before mentioned, together with the neces- 
sary instruments for regulating the. current and measuring the 
same. At one endof the room is a large water tank for the 
immersion of material whose action under such conditions it is 
necessary to determine. 

During the year photographs have yeaa taken showing the 
impr ovements made in overhead and underground construction. 
Also defective installation of interior wiring, etc. Maps drafted, 
showing the congested condition of the streets in the City 
Proper, all of which form an invaluable record of the work done, 
and are kept in the archives of the Department for future 
reference and use. | 

Plate No. 1. Shows a conduit in process of construction of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, composed of 120-3 
inches vitrified clay ducts, and is laid in the privateway 
. approaching the new station of this company on Atlantic 
avenue, opposite Pearl street. 

Plate No. 2. Shows a conduit in process of construction of 
the Massachusetts Telephone and Telegraph Company on Frank- 
lin street, composed of 72 ducts of 3 inch vitrified clay. The - 
manhole which is partially built is in front of the building 
occupied by the above company, namely, No. 185 Franklin 
street. 

Plate No. 3. Was taken at the time of the break in the 
water main at Tremont and Boylston streets, showing the crack 
in the water-pipe and the condition in which the electrical pipes 
and cables were found. It will be noticed that the pipe was 
completely stripped off the cable in some places, but more. of 
the cables were broken through, though it will be seen that the 
lead sheathing is badly cracked in many places. In this case it 
was necessary to relay some 300 feet of conduit. 

Plate No. 4. Gives a fair idea of the manner of stringing 
the feed and return cables of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company on their overhead structure, showing the cross-pieces 
between the tracks and glass insulators supporting the wires. 

Plate No. 5. Shows the method of dividing the feed and 
return cables and anchoring the same in order to pass around 
the stations; this photograph was taken at the southern end of 
the Northampton-street station. 

Plates Nos. 6,7, 8, 9,10. Showing portions of streets from 
which poles and wires are now being removed. 

All in the prescribed district for the year 1900. 

Plates Nos. 11, 12. Showing condition of electric light and 
power wires in area near Washington and Bromfield streets. 
These wires were in contact with fire escapes, copper gutter, 
iron work of building, etc., and owing to their dangerous condi- 
tion were cut and removed by this Department, as mentioned 
elsewhere. 

Relating to the map, showing the congested condition under 
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the surface of State street, I would say that between Broad and 
Congress streets, in addition to sewer, water, and gas pipes, 
there are 67 ducts, containing 8,564 conductors, used for electri- 
cal purposes of all descriptions. 

Plate No. 13. Shows agroup, consisting of a switch, fuseless 
rosette, cut-out, and pieces of an elevator cable, removed from 
No. 105 Summer street, where they were in use previous to a 
fire which occurred March 15, noted in this year’s list of fires 
due to electricity. One side of system was grounded, a second 
ground occurred where switch in elevator car was fastened to 
ironwork of same, and as cut-out had copper wire in same, in 
place of proper fuses, elevator cable was heavily overcharged, 
its insulation ignited, portions of which dropped to the bottom 
of the elevator well, igniting loose paper and rubbish which had 
accumulated there. 

Plate No. 14. Shows two sockets, metal portions of which 
are badly fused, as a result of short circuits which occurred 
within them; also shows two copper wires, which were removed 
by an inspector of this Department from cut-out, intended to pro- 
tect circuit of which these sockets were a part. 

Plates Nos. 15 and 16. Show the effects of electrolytic salts 
and action on wires, and their insulation. Plate No. 15 shows 
the wires as the inspector found them in service, one of the 
wires so badly affected by electrolytic action that in one place 
it was almost corroded off. Wire was dangerously hot at this 
point, as its area had been so reduced that it had not sufficient 
carrying capacity for amount of current on circuit of which wire 
was a part. Plate No. 16 shows two of these same wires after 
they had been removed. 

Plate No. 17. Shows two pieces of lead-sheathed cables, 
taken from a 500-volt and a 2,000-volt circuit. These cables 
were run side by side, boxed for a short distance, after leaving 
standpipe from underground system, and the conductors of same 
were brought in electrical connection with each other by nails 
accidently driven through lead sheaths and insulation until they 
brought conductors in electrical connection with their respective 
lead sheaths, which, in turn, were in direct contact with each 
other. This accidental connecting of the two circuits together 
resulted in the burning out of over 63 motors, with a total horse- 
power of 2973. Accident occurred last year. 

Plate No. 18. Shows a cut-out almost completely covered 
with rat deposits and shavings. Cut-out was found in a promi- 
nent hotel, where extensive changes have been made in electrical 
equipment at the request of this Department. 

Plate No. 19. Shows a 500-volt motor and a “‘ home-made ” 
speed regulator consisting of a number of coils of fine bare 
wire strung by means of strings, nails, etc., to wall and ceiling 
in vicinity of motor. Current was cut out of premises and was 
not permitted to be turned on again until installation was made 
satisfactory. 
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Plate No.20. Shows cut-out from which a 220-volt lighting 
circuit was fed at the Back Bay Station of the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R.R. It also shows a butt of a lamp with a portion of a socket 
fused to same. 

A short-circuit occurred in lamp socket, and although cut-out 
had only 10 ampere fuses in same, a destructive arc was main- 
tained across cut-out and insulation of wires was ignited. Watch- 
man was placing lamp in socket when the short-circuit occurred, 
and fire was extinguished by him.
